THE GENERAL RELIEF FUND. 


The response which has come from all parts of the British dominions to the appeal 
which was made on behaU of the famine-stncken people of Southern India has been so 
magnificent from a financial pomt of view, and the good done with the aid rendered has 
been so great, that a few details in regard to the origin and working of the Fund may be 
of interest, and also be worthy of permanent record. ^ 

In June last, the Duectors of the Monegar Choultry at Madras a Poor-House and Infir- 
mary,) the nearest approach probably to an English Work-house in India) were requested 
by one of their number, Mr. Krishnama Ghamar, to provide for the relief of the caste 
poor of Madras, who could not, from religious and other scruples, partake of cooked food, 
supplied in Belief Houses. They would sooner die than partake of such food. As the 
funds (raised from endowments made by wealthy natives, from public subscriptions, and 
from a grant fiom Government), would not permit of aid being rendered, the suggestion 
was referred to His Grace the Govemoi in Council. The Governor in Council suggested 
that the relief of such poor as were altogether outside of existing agencies should be under* 
taken by the public, who should raise subscriptions, towards which, Government would 
moke allotments. The Municipal Council was made the medium of the effort, and a large 
number of European and Native gentlemen joined m the deliberations of the Famine 
Belief Committee, which was then formed. At one of the meetings, snb-committees 
(9) aggregating in number nearly two hundred gentlemen, undertook the personal super- 
vision of relief and agreed to make searching investigation into the cases of all who 
were applicants for relief. At tins meeting the first suggestion was made for seeking 
charitable aid outside Madras ; it emanated from Mr. Bigby, Editor of the Madrat Tmet, 
Some discussion followed the suggestion, Sir William Bobinson, x.c.s.x., agreeing tiiat 
it would be well if the attention of the English public were called to the actual state of 
things in Southern India, but he was not of opinion that the Town Belief Committee 
I should undertake the task. Mr. Digby maintained the propriety of the Madras Com- 
mittee, as representmg the whole Presidency, taking the initiative, but for the time being 
forbore to make a motion on the subject. 

Meanwhile having found there was a strong feehng among the inhabitants of Madras 
on the subject, Mr. Digby again brought the subject forward at a meetmgheld on the 80th 
of July, three days after the meeting leferred to above when it was resolved that a 
requisition should be sent to the Sheriff to convene a meeting, and that His Grace the 
Governor should be asked to preside. At the Committee meetmg Mr. Digby moved the 
following resolution, which was substantially adopted • 

That the Central Committee of Town Belief for Madras arrange for a public meeting 
being held at an early date m the Banqueting Hall, over which His Grace the Governor 
be asked to preside. That at this meeting Besolutions be submitted which shall show 
the extent of distress throughout the Presidency and that the aid of the communities ol 
Calcutta, and other Indian cities where no abnormal distress is being experienced, be 
sought. Also that the Lord Mayor of London and the English Chambers of Commerce 
be communicated with, and that the India Office be asked to place all available commu- 
nications regarding the Famine at the service of the English Press. As the local Govern- 
ment undertake to keep the people alive as far as possible, it be suggested that the Funds 
raised in England, and elsewhere be employed m supplementing 'Government aid, and 
in providing implements for agriculture and seed grain for sowing during the approach- 
ing N. E. monsoon season." 
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*A paUic presided ever by His Grace the Qmremor of Madras was held. Bit 

Grace oonseiited to take the ehair, only after the i&eetbg had beeft called by unofficial 
genilemen—in a word by the citizens of Madras. The signatures, to the requisition to 
the Sheriff were all those of private eitisens. This faet is implicitly stated, because the 
impression got abroad that His Grace the Govemoi of Madras as Governor appealed to 
the people of England for help. That was not the ease, however, the appeal being from ^ 
the people of Madras to the people of England. The meeting in the Banqueting Hall 
was well attended, and the outcome of it was the following telegram to the London 
Tmei 

Please pnblish for the information of toe Lord Mayors of London, York, and Dnblih, 
the Mayors of Birmingham, Briatbl, Liverpool, and Manchester, and the Lord .Provosts 
of Edinburgh and Glasgow, that at a public meetingji held in Madras, the Governor pre- 
siding, it was resolved to appeal to the British public for aid to the populatiiA ^ 
Southern India 

** The severity of toe famine is increasing, and the distress is great. The rainfall eon. 
tinues insufficient, end a population of twenty millions is affected. Numbers are abso* 
lately dependent on charity, and in the Madras Presidency alone l,7d0,000 persons daily 
receive assistanoe. The increased xnortohty has already reached nearly half a million. 
The distress is now reaching the better classes, owing to the increased price of grain. The 
pressure must contmue till the crops are gathered in January. The necessity for assisb* 
ance is most urgent and pressing.*'

Biioh aoanty clothing a« tliis clunate aeceuitetCB, means were wanting; in enaUe them 
to repair their houses and to purchafle new implements inatead of those which the; had 
sold in order to procure the means to obtain food, would require funds, which xni^t be | 
looked for from public charity. It was necessary that public charity should be invited I 
for these purposes, and such wants were eminently suited to the olaima of charity. To i 
supply these wants to so large a number of people would need a sum of money far more 
could be got from the Presidency. It would be necessary to look for aid to the 
sympathy which England had exercised on occasions of distress through many by-gone 
years. His Grace was convinced that they had but to place a true account of the distreia 
prevailing among the people of this land to evoke the sympathy and secure the liberal 
I aid of England. Ke could not think that, when it should be known in Engdand how 
large a portion of the Presidency was subject to calamity and distress, when it should 
be known that the districts in which the distress prevailed included eighteen millions of 
people, and also when it should be known that two-thirds of the Presidency was suffer- 
ing from high prices of food, that whole districts were suffering under pressure of prioei. 
double what had been suffered m the Bengal f^me of 1674 the people of Engdand 
would not hesitate to admit the need f<nr aid. It was because His Grace felt that 
aid was needed that he had consented to preside at the meeting, for he confessed, 
and he was not ashamed to confess it, that he had held that it behoved paridonlar 
distiicts suffering from some kinds of calamities, to endeavour of themselves to 
grapple with those calamities. This, the Madras Prehidency had been endeavouring to 
do with the famine. But the time when Madras could take such a course had passed. 
Further aid was needed. His Gmce had had but little opportunity of visiting the dis- 
triots— not, as he had said, as much as he could have desired— and as he had already 
observed, he had had to judge of the condition of the districts from the reports of the 
officers. The Government had sent out able and expenenced officers to see what was 
being done to relieve the sufferings of the people. These officers brought back informa- 
tion shewing that much energy and vigilance was being devoted by the district officers 
to the relief of suffering and that energy and self-sacrificing zeal cbaxacteriaed the officers 
of the Madras service engaged in the task ; but they also brought back information which I 
showed that, with all the exertions that were employed, the Government were not hold- 
ing their ground with the condition of the people; that, in fact, in the new phase which 
the famine had assumed, they had to meet their enemy with reduced strength and im- 
poverished means The stores which had existed before existed no longer, They had 
to contend with the difficulty that faced them with a weakened population and diminished 
resources. Thus a greater task tlian that which they it^d before to grapple with had 
fallen on the Government, and a still greater task on the district officers on whose energy 
would depend the issue of the contest with starvation in which they were now engaged. 
After paying a high compliment to the energy of Dr. Cornish and his careful tours of in- 
spection, Hia Grace read an extract from a report received on that day from that officer 
referring to a tour in the districts of Bellary and Rumool. Dr. Comisb gave a gloomy 
account of the condition of these distnets, and His Grace said that what was stated of 
these districts by Dr. Cornish might be said of other districts also," 

The terrible effects of the scarcity upon the lives of the people will be seen from re- 
marln made by the Sanitaiy Commigsioner of Madras at the Meeting in question. Dr. 
OonuiBH said 

” On the subject of mortality, whioh was for from a pleasant one, he would offer but a 
very few remarks. He had official returns of the mmiality from January to July last, 
and for the five years preceding. The total number of deaths for the five years was 215,177, 
and the number of deaths from January to July in 1877, was 519,201, being 889,224 
more than for the corresponding five years. If it was considered that the returns were 
pot strictly comfdete and that Mysore was not included, the rate of mortality was indeed 
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vsrjr gna^, and God only knew how many more were yet to die before the Famine waa 
over. With regard to the necessity for gobscriptions, there would, he said, be thousands 
of (duldreu who would be made orphans by the famine. All these would have to be pro- 
vided lor, they would have to be fed, clothed, and even educated.** 

OoL. Ebkvjbe, Commissioner of City Police, alluding to the Belief Camps 'in the City 
Of Madras, said j 

On the SlSth July tlie average total relieved for the week was 18,421, of whom 8,000 
were Mahomedans and the rest low caste. The average in this class relief since 6th 
December has been 11,208. They had also five large camps for the detention and 
aupport of mofussU pauper immigrants, whose average number from the 6th December 
has been 11,010. To these, two meals or 16 ozs. of dry grain, cooked with the usual con- 
diments, have been issued daily. The actual numbers on this relief on 28th July were 
14,830. Within the last few weeks several working Camps have also been formed of 
paupers, recovered and drafted from the Belief Camps, who are employed on various 
works in the Town. These people purchased their own food and cool^ed it for them- 
selves. Thoir numbers now amount to 0,017. There were thus no less thuri 87,268 per- 
sons being relieved by Government in the Town and at the Bed Hills at the present 
I moment. He now approached tlio more melancholy phases of the Belief, vis., tlie mor* 

I tality in the camps. In spite of all the skill, care, and attention on tlio part of most 
devoted Medical Officers no less than 5,117 resident paupers have died. In other words, 
nearly half the Camp population perished in seven months. These figures, which were 
thoroughly reliable, would enable the public to form some estimate of the sufferings of 
the people in the other afflicted Districts urhere no such aid can be had. 

As will be mferred the distress is very widesproad. The number of people receiving 
relief is one million and three-quarters, of whom 600,000 were on gratmtous relief, being 
fed'in Belief Gamps or getting money payments. These are entirely dependent upon 
State aid for support, and the number is steadily mcreasmg. With regard to the food pres- 
sure upon tlie poor it may be stated that the price of gram has risen till it is now equivalent 
to a quartern loaf in England bemg increased m price from sixpence to two shillings and 
sixpence. Meanwhile there is no woik for the people save such as the Government 
provides. The proportion now relieved is 10 per cent, of the population of some of the 
distressed districts. In Eurnool and Bellary the proportion is 27 per cent., in Guddapah 
16 per cent., and in Chingleput, near Madras, the distress is quite as great. The condi- 
tion of the people is going from bad to worse, and ryots are fast flocking into the 
Camps. 

Besolutions were unanimously adopted by the Meeting to the following effect 

I. That the increasing seventy of the distress arising from the Famine necessitates an 
appeal to public charity. 

II. That with the view of obtaining the aid referred in the first resolution, the Lord 
Mayors of London, York and Dublin ; the Mayors of Bnstol, Birmingham, Liverpool, Man- 
chester; the Lord Provosts of Edmburgh and Glasgow, and the commumties of Calcutta 

' and other aties and stations in India, and the Editor of Tht Times, London, he at once 
informed by telegraph, and more fully by letter, of the urgent necessity which exists for 
assiatanee, ajad be solicited to adopt such measures as they may think more suitable for 
making the condition of this Presidency known to the public. 

IIL That the existing Town Belief Committee, with its Divisional Committees, he re- 
quested to continue in office, and that a General Committee be formed to undertake the 
general management of the Famine Belief Fund. 

A fourth resolution provided for the appointment of the Committee whose 
appear on page xii.

Snseriptions flowed in freely from varions parts of India, and a public meeting was 
arranged to be held m Caloutta, but through miaunderstandmg regarding the wishes and 
ittten^na of the Supreme Government it was not held, and considerable excitement and 
feeling was aroused at apparent conflict betw.‘cn the authorities and the Madrse publio. 
[Subsequently a public meeting was held in Calcutta, and appreciable help rendered,} 
kesawhile, in England, the appeal had been heartily taken up, and on the 28tb of 
August His Grace the Governor received the flrst remittance from the Lord Mayor 
of London, which amounted to £45,000. Meanwhile there was considerable uneasiness 
about the attitude of the Supreme Government, which was removed on the occasion of 
the Viceroy’s visit to Madras, when the following correspondence was published m a 
(rasefte qf India Extraordinatj/:-^

I am directed to forward, for the information of the Governor of Madras in Council, 
the accompanying copy of a letter which, under the direction of His Ewellency the 
Viceroy, I have this day addreaaed to the Government of Bengal, in regard to the ques- 
tion of applying to the public for Bubscnptions m aid of Famme Belief. 

2, The immediate object of this letter was to explain to His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal somewhat more fully than had been in the telegram of the 12th of 
August the vievrs and wishes of the Government of India in regard to appeals by Go- 
vernment for public subscriptions, and it is desirable, that His Grace should also be in- 
formed of the considerations which led His Excellency to adopt these views. 

S. With reference to paragraph 7 of the enclosed letter, I am directed to state that His 
Excellency flnds on the proceedings of the Committee 
Ma^M FaLmrSeUemnd. August, a resolution that the Fund should 

be devoted (1) to ooutributions in aid of local Committees 
for the relief of necessitous poor, not reached by the Government, (2) to contributions to- 
wards the oare of destitute children, (3) to making allotment towards any other special 
oltjficts which seem to come wxthm the scope and ability of the Fund. The whole discus- 
l|ic)n twds to show that il was the desire of the Committee to adapt its work to objects 
and measures of relief other than that already covered by the action of Government, bat 
in considering the terms by which the Committee define the objects to which their fnnds 
'qrilil be devoted the Viceroy faila to gather such complete and specific information on 
point as he could ‘desire. He has no objection whatever to the benefits of private 
ohMflfeF directed towards those necessitous poor whom the action of Government 

eannoii reach, and accepts it as quite probable that among women of the respectable 
cSasieii ^gxaong persons on very small fixed incomes, and even among agrioultorists who 
are atgvgidNl ^ remam at their homes, them magi^e oases, which ought not to como 
withiikfbe. scope of Government action, but which may very proferly be relieved by 
private ehskty wherever private chanty has thi necessary agency at its disposal. Simi- 
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hrly in regard to cHildrexi^ though Goyerament ie in one vny or another endeavwitiiiig 
tfilimap alive all deatitute or orphan ohildren that may he thrown on ita hands, there may 
well he room for private .charity in regard to ehil^tt not within this otdegory, and 
moreewerthe work of providing for and supporting such ohildren hereafter, either by 
grants to orphanagea or to those who will receive such children, is obvioualy a At Snbject 
for ^vate charity. Hia Bxeellency underatanda that it was not tibie object of the Com* 
mitlee to expreaB, in a general reaclntimt, specific rules or detailed inihruotions, hut 
dottbilsss these will be drawn out hereafter. In the meantime, as Lord Lytton leamg 
tliat the subject has been under the consideration of His Grace the Governor, he wdl 
be glad to receive information as to the conclusions which the Madras Government have 
come to, and to learn not only what are the specific objects in detail to which funds are 
to be devoted, but also what agency the Committee propose to employ both in large 
towns and in the interior for the attainment of those objects. In large towns there will 
no doubt be plenty of volunteer agency available, but in the villages His Bxoellenoy 
apprehends that, outside the chain of relief organization subordinate to the CoUeetor it 
w^ be difficult to find the requisite agency and Lord Lytton deprecates the diversion of 
riiis organization to purposes other than those of Government relief. This objection 
is not based on imaginary grounds. Experience has shown that, when the Government 
relief organization has been placed under the orders of a Central Committee, it has led 
not only to the Collectors being burthened with additional work, having to submit doable 
sets of returns, and to correspond with an additional master, but also to a considerable 
amount -of friction and some unseemly discussions between Government officials and 
their superiors. His Excellency hopes therefore that the Government of Madras will 
be able to direct the operations of the Committee into some line, where the agency 
to be employed will not be that of the overworked establishment already employed by 
Government.

The attention of His Excellency the Viceroy has been drawn to certain correspondence 
which has passed between the Lord Mayor of London and the General Committee, 
Madras Famine Belief Fund, in regard to a private meeting held in Calcutta for forming 
a Famine Belief Committee ; and from this correspondence it appears that considerable 
misapprehenbion exists as to His Excellency's views on the subject of appeals to the 
public in aid of famine relief. I am, therefore, directed to communicate to you, in con- 
tinuation of the Viceroy's telegram of the 12th August, the views of the Government of 
India on this important subject. 

2. The Madras Government have undertaken to keep people alive by all available 
means within their power ; they undertake to reheve the famine-stricken by giving work 
to those who pan work ; by giving food and attendance either in relief camps or kitchens 
to famine-stricken people who cannot work, and they distribute relief in the shape of a 
money-dole to nearly half a million of people at their villages ; but in order to do this the 
whole' available organisation of the country is strained to the very utmost, and it is im- 
possible to place this organisation at the disposal of any irrespcmsible committee. 

8. Belbre, therefore, the Government of India could properly ask for, or even accept, 
the charitable assistance of the public, it would be necessary to asoertain what measurea 
of relief, other than thpse already adopted by Government, the Central Committee pro- 
pose to ad( 9 t, and what organisation, other than the Government organiidtMHD, is at their 
disposal lor carrying out those measures.

hate giten would hate borne but an indniteiimal proportion to the expenditure of half a 
sterling a month which the Gotemment has already to defray on account of 

6. There was another consideration which, in His Excellency’s opinion, rendered it 
specially inopportune to appeal to the Indian public for subscriptions in aid of Imperiat 
expenditure on famine, so long especially as the objects and agency of such charity are 
not distinetly and deflmtely separated from the objects and agency of Government expen- 
ditare. It had become manifest that, in order to meet the heavy drain on the finances of 

which the Madras and Bombay famines were already causing, the Government 
would sooner or later be obliged to resort to increased taxation over the whole country, 
and it followed necessarily from the nature of the case that the very class from whom 
subscriptions might be expected would liave to bear the burthen of taxation ; the Viceroy 
was, therefore, unwilling to ask for public subscriptions from the same persons, who 
would hereafter have to bear a heavy burthen of taxation for precisely the same objects 
as those to which their subscnptions were to be devoted. 

fi. Thu last consideration of course applies only to subscriptions raised in India and in 
no way to appeals made in England ; but its importance is increased by the fact that m 
addition to the destitution in Madras, the Government have to face anticipated scarcity 
also over a great portion of Northern India. 

7. His Excellency m his telegram of the 12th instant added that, ’’ if any definite 
objects can be specified which are beyond the scope of the operations of Governmwt, and 
to which the subscriptions of the public con be usefully applied, there can be no objection.” 
At that time the Government of India had received no communication on the subject from 
the Guveniment of Madras, and the newspaper reports of the public meetings left it quite

His Excellency has now, however, had an 
sources lower middle class ex- opportunity of conferring with the Government of 
hansted owing famine prices; Madras, and learns fiom His Grace the Duke of 
prompt hberal assistance sym- Buckingham that the Committee propose to devote 
pathy may mitigate suffering. the funds received by thorn to special objects not 
coming within the scope of Government relief, two of 
which objects are understood to be the rehef of those who are not yet so reduced as to 
leave their villages or to apply for Government assistance, and the support of orphans and 
destitute children not reached by Government agency. His Excellency is now m oorres- 
poadeuoe with the Government of Madras with a view to formulating somewhat more 
precisely the objects jo which private chouify wUl be devoted and the agency through 
which it will be apphed. 

8. While therefore it remains in the Viceroy’s opinion undesirable for the Government 
itself to ask those, who will hereafter have to bear the burthen of taxation on account of 
fiunine expenditure, to give their pnvate subscnptions also towards the same object, His 
Exceltfluoy desires that every encouragement may be given to spontaneous efforts which 
may be , made in this direction. Lord Lytton is very fax from dess&ig to im|>ede the flow 
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of private charity, and ia only anxions to seonre that it should be devoted to useful pur- 
poses apart frosi those already taken up by the State, and that it should not be diverted 
into a simple contribution to the revenuw of the State* 
fioon afterwards His Excellency the Viceroy was so satisfied with the operations con- 
trolled by the General Committee that be forwarded a donation of Bs. 10,000 to the 
Fund. In Great Britain subscriptions rapidly increased in amount : separate funds were 
raised in Lancashire and in Scotland. Later on the total sums subscribed will be found 
given in detail. 

During the period this point was being discussed, the General Committee, thmugh its 
Executivey was striving to establish Committees throughout the Presidency, but a feel- 
ing being abroad that the Supreme Government was opposed to ofiGicials tftlring part in 
the formation of Committees led to great delay. Missionary agency was prompt to offer 
itself for disbursing relief, and throughout has proved most valuable. Eventually the 
restriction of the Government of India i*egarding officials tflkmg part in the movement was 
removed, and about the same time, two g^tlemen—tbe Bev. J. M. Strachan, x. t>. and 
Mr. F. Eowlandson— having been appointed to proceed thiough the Presidency to orga- 
nise relief operations, it was not long before Committees or Agencies were appointed 
everywhere, the list being roughly as follows

Hegarding the work of the gentlemen who went on Deputation duty, the following 
extracts from the Weekly Statement of the General Committee, No. C will be of interest 

Erode, October 11th 1877. 

{From F. Eowlandson JFiq. to the Hokobabt Secbetaby, General Relief Fmd.) 

1 wrote to you of my Meeting on Saturday morning last, with the existing Local 
I Committee at Coimbatore. This body did not appear to me sufficiently representative as 
I no European official gentlemen were upon it. Accordmgly on Sunday and Monday I saw 
I the Judge (Mr. Kiudorsley) aud other gentlemen, and at a Meeting of Committee held on 
Monday evening, Messrs. Kindersley, Davis, Cloete, Grimes, Wynch, Ogg, and H. G. 
Wedderburu were added to tlie Committee, and Mr. Kindersley was elected President 
and Colonel Cloete Vice-President, conjointly with Mr. Siree Bxmgacharlu who had been 
elected at a previous Meeting, when Mr. Nash (Stanes A Co.) Iiad been made Honorary 
Treasurer, aud Mr. Boojuuga How, Honorary Secretary. 

A revision was then made of the list of Sub-Committees in the Town, and Sub- 
committees weie formed for the taluqs consisidng of two or three local members and two 
inspecting members from the Town Committee. Col. Cloete, Messrs. Grimes, Wynch,* 
Ogg, and Wedderburn were each put on a Town Sub-Committee, and Messrs Cloete and 
Wedderburu also consented to work on Taluq Committees. Mr. Yenkatasiah (Pensioned 
Deputy Collector) and Mr. Narainyar (Pensioned Sheristadax) agreed to travel through 
the taluqs as did Mr. Stree Hungaoharlu. Colonel Da^is, whose duties take him into 
different parts of the District, will act with each Sub-Committee as he finds himself in its 
neighbourhood. 

A meeting of the Committee was fixed for Wednesday, the proceedings of which 
will no doubt be communicated to yon. 1 think your Committee may rely upon receiv- 
ing most valuable assistance from the Coimbatore Committee as now constituted. 

On the afternoon of Sunday I had a long interview with the Bight Bev. D. J. Bar- 
don, Boman Catholic Bishop. I explained to him that the Local Committee having taken 
charge of the four S. W. Taluqs of the Disirict, any application on behalf of residfintB in 
that area he might desire to make should be made in future to that Committee and not to 
you. He gave the names of several priests who were pnt on the Talnq Sub-Committees 
at Monday evening’s meeting. The Bishop also informed me of the agenoy in other ports 
of the District which he can employ either separatelj or in conjunction with Local Com- 
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mittee«. H« also toid me that there is a part of Cochin teititozy within his Vicariate 
which is muqh distressed, I wonld suggest that a nun of Us. 500 be sent him for dis* 
tfibu^Mi there. 

On Monday morning I oame here and was fortunate in finding Mr. Wedderburn and 
Dr. Cornish with the Sub-CoUeotor, Mr, Mo Watters. There was a parade of 8,000 people 
for inspecNon by Or. Cornish. They varied very much in condition, but at least a fourth 
appeared to me incapable of work, and proper subjects for camp relief or hospital treat- 
ment 

, Alter the inspection I met the Collector and Dr, Cornisli at Mr. McWatters' house. 

In reply to my enquiries as to the way in which wo can best utilize the funds at 
our disposal, Mr. MoWatters gave it as his opinion that there should be an immediate al- 
lotment of grants to the ryots to enable them to get their land under cultivation. I in- 
formed him that the General Committee were of opimon that the purchase of bullocks 
I does not come within the scope of our operations. Mr. MoWatters begged me to urge 
upon the Committee the reconsideration of their decision, and I havo the Ijonor to request 
that the point may bo discussed again, having reference amongst other matters to the fact 
that we may now suppose that we shall m all probabihty have some 40 lakhs sent out for 
distribution, so that some two lakhs at least may bo approximately appoitioncd to each 
distressed District. Dr. Cornish quite coincided with Mr. Me Watters, and authorized me 
to state that it is his opinion that tlio agiicultural classes, which ho desciibed as the back- 
bone of the oountxy, are especially deservmg of liberal relief, being nioie independent in 
character than the pariah and chuckler caste folk who axe only too ready to abuse kindness 
shown to them. I understood Mr. Wedderbum to be of opinion also that grants for bul- 
locks should be made for the greater part of the District, in fact, for all the taluqs except- 
ing Coimbatore, PoUachy, and CoUegal. As to the two foimer of these you will receive, 
in due course, the report of your Coimbatore Committee. 

I find Mr. MoWatters has convened a Meeting for to-morrow (Friday) of residents, 
with a view to the formation of a Local Committee for the Erode, Karur, and Dorapiiram 
taluqs. 

Taking, however, into consideration the neoessity for mmedmte action, I beg to 
suggest that if your Committee is prepared to adopt the views as above stated of Mr. 
MoWatters, a sum of Bs. 50,000 should bo forthwith remitted to that gentleman for dis- 
tribution in the three taluqs of his Sub-CoUectorate.

A meeting wae held yesterday afternoon for the purpose of organizing a Kuinool Bdlef 
Committee. I am glad to say there was a very large attendance, nearly the whole of 
the European community were present, as well as the grandscm of the late Nawab of 
Kumool, several influential Mahommedans and about 60 Hindu gentlemen, a large, in- 
fluential, and thoroughly representative Committee were appointed, and I am happy to 
say J. E Latham. Esq., has consented to act as Treasurer and Secretary ; a better selec- 
tion could not have been made. He will forward to you a copy of the proceedings of the 
Meeting, together with the names of the gentlemen forming the Committee. A lengthened 
discussion took place as to the best means of distributing the charity, and as to the class 
of sufferers to whom it ought to be given. It was agreed to form nurseries for children 
with the especial object of feeding snob as are in on emaciated condition, to give a 
money-dole weekly to those suffering from distress but not receiving Government help, to 
help to support such poor ryots who may have sown their fields but have to wait for 
some weeks before they can reap. (It was acknowledged that these could easil;' get ad- 
vances on their cro]is ; but on the other hand the Chetties demand such a high mterest, 
tliat these poor ryots would be in scarcely a better position after they reap than they 
were before) Further, it was thought expedient to give clothmg and cumbliea to such 
as require thorn as far as the funds placed at the disposal of the Committee would allow; 
to purchase or hire bullocks fov ploughing and to repair the houses of those suffering; 
from extreme poverty. It was agreed to ask for a first grant of Es. 40,000. I trust you 
duly received the telcgi'sni I sent on this point. I telegraphed, fearing that this letter 
would not be in time for the Monday meeting. There is no Bunk in Kurnool, so it will 
be necessary to obtain the consent of Government to the money being lodged in the 
Treasury here. There is to be a meeting of the Committpe here on Monday morning, 
and I have been requested to remain for the meeting. I expect to leave Kumool 
on Monday night and to reach Cuddapah on or about Thursday next. 

The country about here looks most promigmg—green everywhere and thriving crops 
here and there. Th < Collector tells me that 98 per cent, of cultivation in this district is 
dry. There has of late boon abundance of ram ; and except for cotton it does not much 
matter, so fur as tins district is concerned, what kind of a North-East Monsoon there may 
be. Further a very large number of people have left rehef works and rehef camps and 
returned to ihcir villages, and are now trying to get a living for themselves. Notwith- 
standmg all this, there remains a vast amount of distress. I notice far more emaciated 
creatures than I saw lu Bellary . and I am quite sure that Kumool requires and deserves 
a large share of the Funds at the disposal of the Committee. You have a strong and 
thoroughly efficient Committee here now. You may rely upon them carefully and judi- 
oiottsly spending the money entrusted to them; and I hope the General Committee will 
repoHe that confidence in them which they have already done in the Bellary Coinmittee. 
I am quite working in the dark as to the plans organization that are being employed in 
the districts of South India. Perhaps the time has already come when the General Com- 
mittee may see their way to the issue of a detailed plan, which with slight alterations re- 
quired by peculiar cirGumstances might be generally adopted throfoghout all the Districts. 
1 have thought a good deal on the subject and venture to forward some suggestions for the 
pfflnMal of the Committee.

That is, one lakh out of thirty for clothing lOO^XK) peo^de at a time of the year when in 
their weakened condition exposure to cdd will prove fatal to thousands. 

4. That where District Committees exist, all grants for those districts shall be made, 

not to individual applicants but to the Committees, the members of whom living 
on the spot will be most likely clearly to understand the eiruumstanoeii. For ex- 
ample, an application comes for help for an orphanage^ the Madras Committee ' 
refers the applicant to the Distnot Committee.

!tbe method of oslonlation adopted was, briefly, thia: the number of persons on Govern- 
ment relief of sorts was taken and compared with the total population as indioating 
the ihtinaity of diateeas in the various districts. The proportion of agiioulturists to the 
genezil population was taken from the census returns. One-third o! the 86 lakhs was 
a|fportioned to non-agriculturists, whilst the remainder (24 lakhs) was apportioned to the 
agrieulturists paying under Bs. 50 Government A ssessment. 

The results worked out a lair idea of distribution. They have been modified to some 
sligbi extent from general information available and it IS behevedthe statement given 
below may be accepted as being an equitable allotment. On further consideration it was 
fooaid there are not data for further distributing the sums to Sub-divisions or Taluqs, and 
1 think that operation may safely be left to the Local Committees, assisted as they are 
by Bevenue and other Government officers of experience.

6. The Committee will be glad to have the Local Committee’s remarks, as to proper- , 
tionate allotments to difteront Taluks. It wiU tend to avoid confusion if Eevenue terri. 
tonal divisions are adhered to as far as possible in apportioning grants to Committees 
and Agencies. 

Thenceforward the work of the Executive and Local Committees and Agencies has 
been most active, and productive of much good. As the fund is still in active oper- 
ation, it is not possible to do more than give a general outline of what has been done to 
date with two-thirds of it.

Early in August last the suffering among the children of the coolieB working on the 
Junction Canal attracted the notice of Mis. Firth. 

Many of these children appeared to be wasting away, not only hrom nec^eot and insujBEi- 
eient and unwholesome food, but from passing long hours without any nourishment 
whilst their parents were at work ; the wages of the previous day being barely sufficient 
to provide one meal for the labourers and their children. 

This suggested to Mis. Firth the idea of collecting funds by private subsoription to erect 
Sheds where the young children and infants of fomme coolies might be fed and oared 
for whilst their paients were occupied. With this object in view, Mrs. Firth consulted 
Mrs. Carmichael, and the first result of their jomt ef orts was the opening of the Day Nur* 
flei 7 at Baiber’t Bt idffe on the 8th of August. 

It was not thought expedient on Sanitary grounds however, to detain the children 
during the day, but a Leaf Shed was erected by the Engineer in charge of the Canal 
Works capable of accommodatmg 200 children * and in this about 160 were assembled 
and fed twice a day, at 9 a. u. and 4-30 p. v. with bread (4 oz. at each meal) and ragi con- 
jee. Milk was also given to the young infants, and through the kindness of Surgeon-Gene- 
ral Smith, arrow-root was also supplied for very w<eak and sickly children. A Matron was 
put m charge with a peou aud two assistants and several ladies undertook to supervise 
the meals doily aud to regulate the supplies of food. It was proposed at first to admit 
only the children of coolies on famine relief works, but as it became evident that the 
su&exing was far more widely spread than at first appeared, and that the children «i 
many of the industrious were quite as much in need of assistance as those of actual pau- 
pers,* it was decided to extend relief to them, and finally no child bearing evident marks 
of want or starvation was refused admittance. 


* It has been abundantly evident that the poorer classes of the town of Madras and other 
places (including persons of respectable caste) have been gradually losing condition owing 
to the long contmued fanune prices. ♦***•♦* 

My remarks have reference especially to the great mass of poorly-paid labourers, 
amongst whom I include the lower classes of domestio servantB, horse-keepers, grass- 
cutters, shepherds, weavers, workers in leather, gardeners, peons and others, whose 
wages if raised at aB during the famine period, are inadequate to cope with a general 
rise in provisiun of from 100 to 800 per cent, in the main articles in daily use.— ifenoran- 
dim on th$ uu N»rterie$for Ftmine Belief, hy Dr, Comuh, vide Madrat Mail, iOtk 
temJher, 1877.

Cwmiohitd'* appeal for belp in the vtork;«nd 
znaay native gentlemen were especially kind m affordmg all the aseittance iatbeir 
power, especially the late Idr. D. Najning Bao, l>6paty Salt GoUeotor, Madras. Oat of Be. 
18,850 which has been sabsciibed for the Kurseries, Be. 1,600 were contributed from the 
Mansjon Honse Fond, the remaining Bs. 16,760 having been collected especially for this 
object. The first subscriptions to the Indian Famine collected in Calcutta were the 
result of an especial appeal for the Nurseries most kindly made by Sir Biohard Garth, 
Considerable sums had also been collected by private individuals at home and in the 
Colonies. 

Almost simultaneously with the first Nursery at Barber’s Bridge, Mrs. Cornish 
opened one in her own grounds in Tfynampett, particulars of which will be found below. 
No expenses for the erection of Sheds or for establishment have been incurred in thhi 
instance and only one meal is given, but the allowance of bread is larger. On the 17th 
September the third Nursery was opened on the near the Beach. Capacious 

Sheds were erected, one being reserved for caste children to which a separate 
kitchen with a caste cook is attached. Upwards of a thousand children are constantly 
fed at this Nursery, and some of the worst cases that have been met with have been found 
here. As the situation is central, a Hospital Shed has been added, and the books show a 
daily attendance of about 48 patients j Mr. A^theoary Phillips has been kindly de^mted by 
«the Surgeon-General to attend daily. No less than 86,481 meals were given out at this 
Nursery from 17th September to 8l6t October. 

Next followed the Ktipauh Nursery in the 6th Division which was opened on the 16th 
October, and on the 2Qth of the same month a filth was opened at Choohy in Vepery. 
The daily attendance at these Nurseries average respectively 400 and 860 children, who 
each receive two meals a day. 

At each of the Nurseiies a Dresser attends and a small supply of medicines is kept at 
hand. Brandy and broth are occasionally required for the sick. It may be mentioned, 
here, that vaccination is earned out, everywhere. 

As regards the diet of the children, the Committee have been guided by the advice of 
the Sanitary Commissioner as laid down m the following extracts from his Memorandum 
quoted before .— 

“ For young children, experience shows tiiat bread made of wheat flour is a very suit- 
able staple of diet. Nearly all castes will eat it readily, and it appears to be more easily 
digested than rice when the children have been much reduced by starvation * * 

* * At present, wheat is nearly as cheap as nee and cheaper, if the nutri- 
tive value of the grain ore considered If 

there is any difficulty in getting bread, Ragx flour may be used instead and given boiled 
in pudding or in cakes or conjee * * * All young children 

should have milk or butter-milk as a part of their food. * ♦ • • 

For children from 8 to 7 years of age, the foUowmg quantities are suitable for a single 


meal:— 

Fresh brown bread, from 4to8 ounces.

MEMO. OF EXPENDrrXJRE FOR N0BSBBIES IN MADRAS. 
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The Sheds in which the meals are given have been erected with the greatest economy 
consistent with the requirements uf the case. They are simply raised on rough wooden 
posts and thickly thatched with Talmyra leaves, so as to afford suflBoient protection from 
sun a^d rain ; whilst the sides are left open to ensure thorough ventilation. They stand 
m an enclosure surrounded by a bamboo fence. 


*The reason for the monthly expenditure being so much less is, that milk is sent by a 
lady in the neighbourhood. 

t Mrs. Cornish also has tm'lk sent to her Nurseiy by a friend m the district. 

These Nurseries will be maintained until the poorer classes obtain material relief by a 
fall in the present high prices of food. This may be expected at the close of the prinoi- 
pal harvest, towards the end of February next. At Christmas, clothes wiU be distributed, 
most of the children and many of their mothers being shockingly clad. 


SPECIAL RELIEF OPERATIONS OF THE FRIEND-IN-NEED SOCIETY. 

A special meeting of the Friend-in-Need Society was held in Christ Church School 
Booms Mount Road, on the 4th November 1876, the following gentlemen being present.

iThe Chainoan said that he had then before him only the Bt. Thomd petition, but he 
had heardfrmn Hr. Hoore, the Secretary, that Vepery contemplated sending a similar peti* 
tion and that lie thought other Districts would be doing the same shortly. At this stage a 
petition from ^Parcherry District was handed to the Secretary, who handed it to the 
Ohalrman, praying for Special Belief. The Archdeacon said he was quite sore that the 
meeting would sympathise with the object for which they had met and called upon Dr. 
I Straiehw to move the first Besolution. 

The Bev. Dr. Straehan rose and moved, " That during the existing scarcity a special 
I collection be made under the auspices of the Friend-iu^Need Society for the purpose of 
relieving the European and Enrasiazi poor, " which was seconded by Colonel Hearn and 
carried. 

The second proposition was proposed by the Honorable H. S. Cunningham, that this 
fund be oalled the Fiiend.-in-Need Special Belief Fund and that the relief afforded 
by it be not confined to the Pensioners of the Society. ** This was seconded by Colonel 
the Honorable J. C. Coleman and carried. 

The Bev. Dr. Straehan next proposed and the Bev B. C. Macdonald, seconded “ that 
the relief afforded by this fund be given exclusively in the form of cooked food. ” 

The Bev. J. P. Lang proposed and Colonel Hearn seconded " that an Executive Commit- 
tee be formed consisting of one member from each District and Workshop Committee with 
the President, Financial Secretary, and Secretary, to regulate the administration of the 
Fund and that the following gentlemen compose the Executive. 

The Venerable, the Archdeacon, Bev. Dr. Stiachan, Bev. W. Scott, Bev. J. P. Lang, Bev. 
B. C. Macdonald, Bev. C. H. Deane, Bev. F. Brovm, Very Bev. J. Colgan, F. T. Atkins 
Esq., Colonel L. H. Isaoke, Mr. Newbigging and the Secretary. 

The Committee on the 16tii November commenced operations in the following districts—' 
namely:— 

Mount Boad— Christ Church Compound. 

Egmore— Scotch Eirk Compound. 

Vepeiy— Mr. Ottmann’s Grounds, 

John Pereira’s— Trinity Chapel Compound, 

Blach Town— Mr. P. D’Silva’s Premises. 

Forcherry— Francis Xavier’s Church Compound. 

Boyapooram— Monegar Choultry Grounds. 

Saint Thom^Churoh Compound. 

Men’s and Women’s Workshops— On Workshop Premises. 

The average number fed daily at these districts and workshops was 2,868 adults and 
272 children. 

Subscriptions at first, were very bberal amounting in all to Bupees 9,876-14-4 and the 
Government grant amounted to Bupees 8,7^40-8 making a total of Bupees 18,119-8-7. 
Towards the close of the first six months of the famine, however, the Committee found 
lhat aobioxiptions were coming in slowly, uid that without farther Government help 
they would be compelled to give up their relief operations. This led to « special meet* 
ingofihe^Qenexel Committee on the 17th May, at which tiie President undertook to 
iddress Government, and that gentiemen wrote on June 11th that, " The jbnds in hud

vill cover the ontlay for the first three treeks In June; roo^^ spealdiig, thexaioxe, a 
€3»dit for Rajpeea 600 for the remainder of June and f<Mp Rupees 2,600 for July and« anb* 
sequent months imtU distress abates will suffice.** On ^ X6th June the OoTenuaent 
passed an order that the organization of this Spedal Relief Fund, ** At this oritioal 
time, and the ability and moderation udth which it has been administered, reflects the 
highest credit on the Society, throng whose benevolent efforts a large number of die* 
tressed Rnropeans and East Tndiimg in the city has met with such seasonable relief.” 

** Mr. Thornhill will accept for himself and bis fellow-workers the best thanks of Bis 
Oraoe the Governor in Council. *' 

** The sum of Rupees 8,600 will be placed at the disposal of the Committee for oontina- 
ing relief up to tlie end of July next. ** 

Thqs the Government paid to the Committee For June Rs. 600, for July 2^00, for 
August 2,600, for September 2,600, for October 2,500, Total Be. 10,600. 

When the November grant was applied for however, the Government rdferrud the 
Committee to the Central Relief Committee from which very material help was received, 
the allotments from this source amounting to Rupees 86,000. With these large grants the 
Fxiend-m-Need Society were enabled to extend tbeir relief operations. Accordingly it 
was resolved to distribute money doles to the most needy. It was at the same time found 
that there was a very large number of the more respectable class of Europeans and Eura- 
sians who, in ordinary times, weie able to supply themselves with the necessaries of life 
I and keep above want, had begun to feel the struggle a hard one and which, with 
' their hmited means, they were totally unable to cope with. The plan adopted by the 
Commiitoo was to divide the whole into three classes. The Ist (or lowest) consisted of 
those fed at the Society’s depots ; the second of the Society's Perudoners ; and the 8rd (or 
upper) Class of the respectable persons just alluded to. Those of the 1st and 2nd Glasses 
Without families received Rupee 1 each a month and those with iamiles Rs. 1-8 each. 
To the Srd Class tne doles ranged from Bs. 8 to 10 each according to circumstances and j 
number in each family. As the year was advancing to a close prospects brightened and the 
Committee felt justified in discontuiuing Uie money allowance to those of the Ist and 2nd 
Classes who were fed, except in the cases of the Society's Pensioners who received no 
dinner, and reduemg that of the Srd Class by one-fourth. 

The next subject which occupied the attention of tlie Committee was the clothing of 
the poor who had not the whereivithalto cliange their tattered and worn-out garments 
even when wet with ruin. The cold season too was in immediate prospect, and it became 
evident to even the most casual observer that this want must be supplied without delay. 
The Committee lost no time and applied to the Central Belief Committee for a grant of . 
Bs. 6,000 which was readily acceded to. At the close of the year the Sub-Committee 
resolved that Local Committees would distribute to each adult male six yards of drill and 
tliree yards long cloth, and to each adult female eight yards chintz and three yards long 
cloth. As the Executive Committee had no data as to the sizes of the children they 
gave an average all round by treating a boy as two-thirds of a male adult and a girl as 
half of a female adult. The Executive Committee suggested that in order to insure the 
making up of the clothing by the recipients that Local Committees direct a muster on a 
given day when every adult and child shall be required to appear in the new clothes sup- 
plied, failing in which the defaulter shall forfeit further aid from the Socieiy. Seveml 
Paymasters were busy distributing the clothes on the day after Christmas*. 

With the improvement in the condition of the season and in the prices of irtiolM of 
food, the Committee will disoontmue the grant to recipients of the Ist and 2nd (dasses 
ttoeept the pensioners who receive no mid-day meal, and reduced the aiUowiMMe ghfon to 
those of the 8rd class by one-fourth. The Society's Committee has vp tolhis Aene its 
work with great suooess, giving much of tbeir time to, and taking great trotAde the 
adiniiiistoatton olipUef. 
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OUR RETROSPECT FOR 1877, 


EUROPEAN. 

In n Mtrospect of th« year 1077, the chro&ioler has had a melancholy jtaah to per- 
fonoi when he recalled the hopes of prosperity and peace with which the new year was 
nthered in, which each and all were falsified in turn as the months advanced. Drought in 
India has been balanced by floods in Europe, accompanied by violent storms causing 
many disasters at sea. The virulence of party faction, joined to religious intolerance at 
home and abroad has assisted in lighting up a cruel and sanguinary war, the end of which 
it is stiU Impossible to foresee. The dangers to our Imperial sway have however been 
happily averted for a time by the indomitable valour of the Turks, and England has been 
able to maintain a watchful attitude of masterly inactivity. But the war is not yet 
ended, another campaign is threatened, and so Great Britain may eventually be forced 
to draw the sword in self-defence. As if ^s were not enough, a political convulsion 
seems imminent in France which, in its turn, may provoke a war with Gennany, the 
more so that Bussia is deeply engaged already, and Austria is divided between the rival 
sympathies of her Austrian and Sclavonic populations. In Italy again, the death of the 
Pope, which may occur at any moment, would probably lead to serious political com- 
plications. Add to all these sources of anxiety tiie dreadful famine in India wliich has 
taxed the resources of the nation, and we need not be surprised that commerce languishes 
and that the public revenue is falling off. 

Faanoe.-— France has passed the greater part of the current year in a state of great 
political agitation, owing to the mtrigues of the clerical and monarchical parties, with 
the President, Marshal Macmahon, at their head, to overturn the Bepublic. A minis- 
teriai crisis occurred in December of last year, owing to the refusal of the Government to 
permit military honours to be paid at the funeral of an ofBicer of the Legion of Honour, 
on the ground that the funeral was performed without any rehgiouB service. This 
and the subsequent debates led to the resignation of the Mmistry on Dec. 8 ; and a 
new Ministry was constituted wherein M. Jules Simon became Prime Minister and M. 
Martel, Minister of Justice and Pubhc Worship, while the other Ministers retained their 
posts. On Jan. 18, a very senous explosion occuiied at Fort Larmont, near Portarlier. 
A substance similar to dynamite, but much more explosive, named mataziette, is made 
in Switzerland, but is forbidden entry into France. In December an attempt was made 
to smuggle about 6,000 lbs. weight of this substance through the custom bouse as manure. 
It was seized and consigned to Fort Portarher for security. On the above-named day it 
exploded, and entirely destroyed the fort and blew down the barrack walls on to the 
Portarher railway. Fortunately only six men were killed. With all their revolutions and 
changes of Government, the French ore far from possessing either pohtical or religious 
liberty as we understand these words in England. An instance of this was given in 
March, when Father Hyacinthe was refused the nght of delivering a course of lectures on 
religious subjects by two successive Bepublican Ministers of the Interior, first M. de 
Marobre and then M. Jules Simon. He was however allowed to lecture on Morals. The 
first dyiioourse, at the Ch&teau d’Eau, on April 16, was attended by 4,000 persons. In the 
first week of April M. Paul de Cassagnac, the Bonaportist deputy and editor of the Pays 
newspaper, was prosecuted for his violent and unjustifiable attacks on certain members of 
the Chamber of Deputies. He was sentenced to a fine of 8,000 Francs (41120) and two 
months' imprisonment. On May 16, Marshal Macmahon suddenly dismissed the Minis- 
ter of the Interior, M. Simon. All the other Ministers immediately resigned. The Due 
4e Broglie’ (a firm opponent of Bepublican institutions) was appomted President of the 
Council and Minister of Justice, and M. de Fourtou, Minister of the Iptenor. The cause 
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of thi« act;, which amounted almost to a co«^ iTMItat, and may yet lead to an insurreotion, 
‘ was a voteJ}y the Chamber of Deputies relating the prese law of 187i>, for which vote M. 

• Simon was held responsible by the President. The Chamber immediately passed a vote 
, of want of coufldenoe in the new Cabinet by 855 to 154 votes. The scenes in the Assembly 
' were most exciting on May 17 apd 18, when the session was prorogued for a month 
amidst shouts of Five la Republiqw from the Left or opposition members. A Bepublloan 
manifesto was drawn up and was signed by 850 out of 688 members. M. Bonnet Dover- 
dier, President of the Municipal Council of Pans, made a speech at a meeting at St. 
Denis which was construed as being insulting to the President, and he was accordingly 
Condemned to 16 months' imprisonment and 8,000 Francs fine. The Chambers reas- 
sembled on June 16, and after a senes of stormy debates lasting over four days, the 
Chamber of Deputies passed a new vote of want of confidence in the Broglie Ministry by 
868 votes to 158. On the 82nd of June the Senate decided by a majority of 80 that the 
Chamber of Deputies should be dissolved. All sorts of intrigues were now at work to 
tmdeinuue the Bepublic. To give time for this pressure to produce its effeot, the elec- 
tions were postponed to October 14, and the President made a tour m Western France 
to learn the sentiments of the provinces. The most astnuuding act of the Gkrvern- 
ment, however, was the prosecution of M. Gambetta for a speech at LiUe wherein 
he said that the dissolution of the Assembly was unnecessary, and that the President 
must give way to the popular voice or resign, an alternative which the 
distinctly refuses to accept. M. Gambetta and M. Mmat, the Editor of the Be- 
publtque Fiaiuiaue, which had reported the speech, were both condemned on Sep- 
tember 11 to three months' imprisonment and 2,000 Francs fine. The death of 
M. Thiers seemed alone to be wanting to complete the confusion of the political 
situation, and this occurred on September 8, of apoplexy, m the 81st year of his 
age. The veteran statesman left behind him a splendid manifesto addressed to the 
electors of Pans which has since been published. This mamfesto denounces in fitting 
terms the illegal measures adopted by the Government to infiuence the electors and de- 
monstrates the folly and the danger of attempting to establish a monarchical govern- 
ment in the present divided state of parties in France. On September 19, the President 
published an address of a most irritating kind, being nothing less than a demand that 
France should submit to him, or take the consequences ; and declaring that he would 
not resign whatever the decision of the country might be, but retain his post until the 
expiration of the seven years, m 1880. 

In France the result of the elections on October 14 was decidedly adverse to the Ministry. 
The Republicans did not gain so many seats as they expected, in consequence of the 
scandalous intimidation and other discreditable practices of the Government ofSotals ; 
but still they found themselves with a strong majority of 117 votes. Inlmediately the 
Chamber of Deputies met in November a succession of stormy scenes began which beaten 
to plunge France mto confusion similar to that whence, it was hoped, she had emerged. 

Towards the end of the year the war between Bussia and Turkey fluctuated greatly. 
On October 19, the fourth and most desperate attack on Plevna was socoessfully repulsed 
by the Turks, and Osman Pasha covered his name with undying glory. More troche 
were stimmoned &om Bussia, and by the middle of November the troops of the Osar 
contrived to out the communications of the Turks in the hope of reducing their un- 
conquerable foes by the process of starvatioh. In Armenia, Mnkhtar Pasha defeated the 
Grand Dtdce Michael on the 8rd, 4tfa, and 5th of October in a series oJ severe oombaits ^ 
but on the 14ih the Bussians received reinforcements which enabled them to attatfli; in 
their turn, and to break the centre of the Turl^h position. This was a well earned 
victory to Bussia, and promised the speedy capture of all Armenia; but Mnkhtar Pasha, 
hastily drawihg together the shattered remnants of his army, was able to shihd a blow 
at the adVandng Bnssianl to the east of Brserotnn. The opportune anival of SO^OBOhiesh 
Turks at this point brought the Bussian army to a stop, and again renders the isiueof tiie 
eatnpaign very doubtful.

well known (o every one, and that a Conference of all the great European powers was 
decided on to determine what measures were to be adopted for securing the welfare of thn 
Christian tnbjeots of the Forte. 

On December 11 the preliminary meetings of the Conference began at the Bnsaiaa 
embassy nnder the direction of General Ignatiefl as senior Ambassador. Here the first 
and fatal mistake was made, of exclnding the Turkish representatiTes. All thise Fow« 
e» were parties to treaty which guaranteed the integrity and independence of the Otto- 
man Porte, and yet here they were, met in the Ottoman capital, not to decide whether 
Turkey was guilty of any crime (that was taken as proved) but what amount of oompnl- 
sion their mutual jealousies would permit them to place upon the TorkiBh Government. 
Every one of these Powers would have repudiated a similar proceeding m the evmit of 
an insurrection, say in Ireland, or Poland, or Hungary, or Paris, or Alsace, or Naples. 
In the meantime the Bussians were concentratmg an army of 260,000 men in Bessara- 
bia close to (be Pxuth, and another army on the Asiatic frontier with vast stores of every 
kind. The Turkish armaments also were pressed forward>with great energy, and regu- 
lar troops and volunteers were despatched to the Danube and to Armenia, and the fortresses 
also were aimed and provisioned, and the greatest activity prevailed at the arsenals. 
In the midst of all this, the Grand Vizier, Mehemed Bushdi Pacha, resigned, and Mid- 
hat'Pacha was appointed in his place. Midhat Pacha inaugurated his accession to office 
by the production of a Constitution of a most hberal character, which was officially pro- 
mulgated amid salvoes of artillery on December 23. This Constitution gives equal rights 
and free representation to all the piovmccs of the empire and establishes a Parliament 
consisting of an Upper and a Lower House, the former chosen for life by the Sultan, the 
latter elected by ballot one member for every 10,000 inhabitants to sit for four years ; in 
fact, a Constitutiou of a more democratic character than exists in many other parts of 
Europe. 

The Conference continued its sittmgs during a month, proposing vanous humihating 
schemes to Turkey , but on the 18th of January a Grand Council of the Porte, consisting 
of 287 dignataries including representatives of all the creeds and races of the empire 
unanimously rejected the interference of Europe in the Turkish Government, and accept- 
ed the probable Riteruative of awur, all the members shouting aloud that they preferred 
death to dishonour. 

On the 27th February, Servin made her pence with Turkey ; but the extravagant 
demands of Montenegro were not acceded to A few days before this, Midhat Pasha had 
been banished by the Sultan, and this unwise proceeding was mode the occasion for pre- 
senting a final protocol to Turkey. The definitive refusal to sign this demand was 
followed by a declaration of war on the part of Bussia. In the meantime the 
first Turkish Parliament was opened by the Sultan in person, on March 19, with 
becoming state. He made a brilliant speech m favour of justice, respect for the 
law, and good administration. He promised that the new Constitution should be protect- 
ed, aud that electoral, provincial, commercial, press, judicial, and budget laws should 
forthwith be submitted to the consideration of the Assembly, all which was honestly 
performed ; and the Parliament set to work with much business-like tact, to liihe general 
surprise of Etoupe, no less than 18 subjects being discussed and 680 petitions received. 
The session closed on June 26. 

War having been declared on April 24, the Bussians, estimated at 280,000 men, under 
the command of the Grand Duke Nicholas, the second brother of the Emperor, imme- 
diately crossed the Fruth, while the Boumanian army retired towards Bucharest* The 
Czar left St. Petersburg for Kisoheneff, the head -quarters of the Bessarabian anny, on 
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Tho 'TttrlcB in the bAd pl«e«id Ihw kon<dad Tessela in tba Dsnabe to 

hltidtir th« (ttbsalttg of tbe river and to destroy the enemy^t bridgea ; bttt the river waa ao | 
uneh fieoded that the attempt to oroaa had to be delay^. In the laat week of May the 
Bottmaniatia deelared their independence and war againat Turkey. They attempted to 
eriMB the Baaiibe on July 4, but were repulsed. At length, on the Slat of ^fune, the 
Datiubb waa eroaaed at Qalata, Ibraila, and HiraoVa, and on the 28th at Simnitaa where 
Bedif Baaha refnaed to oppoae the Bnaaian tnovementa. The town of Nioopolia was 
destroyed by bombardment on the 28th. The Czar and the Czarewich orosaed the Danube 
on the following day. The first battle in Bulgana took place on June 80 u the Busaiau 
^ Biela, which was repulsed. On July 2 they made another attack with the 
.atna result; they therefore retired from Biela and n^arched southward to Timova, which 
they took, and there established the Provisional Oovernment of Bulgaria, under Prince 
Toherkasski. The Turks thereupon evacuated Biela on the 8th and 0th of July, falling 
on Bustchuk, and the Busaians made their head-quarters there and occupied Plevna 
and Sdvi. On July 14 the Muscovites, 20, (XK) strong, undei General Gourko, crossed the 
Balkans by the Bamkoi Boghaz Pass without firing a shot ; thuy also seized on the 
Chipka Pass and fortified it and proceeded towards Adnauople as far as Yem Zagra, 
where a sanguinary struggle took place, ending in the repulse of the Busaians by Sulei- 
man and Bouf Paohaa. On the 15th of J uly the fortress of Nicopolis was captured, with a 
large number of guns, two monitors, and 6,000 prisoners ; on tlie same day Kustendjr 
was also occupied; but here the Bussian successes heem to have ended. Abdul Kerun 
Pacha waa dismissed from the command of the Turkish forces in Bulgana, and 
replaced by Meheiued Ah, a Prussian, who infused new energy into the Turkish 
forces, whose losaes up to this point hud been mainly caused by the incompetenoy or 
inaction of Abdul Kenm. Near the middle of July, Osman Pacha, commanding the 
army of the Yid, who had been ordered to relieve Nicopolis, but found himself too late for 
that operation, took up his position at Plevna, which the Bussians had evacuated. He 
there entrenched himself, and Was attacked by the Bussians on July 20. He repulsed 
them with a loss of 24,000 men in killed and wounded. This disaster crippled the invaders 
for two months. On July 25 the Bussians were defeated at Basgrad, and agam repulsed 
on July 81 with great slaughter in an attack on Loftcha, and again on August 8 at Vladiva. 
Owing to this series of reverses the Guards were ordered up from St. Petersburg as quick- 
ly as possible, and the Boumohian army was brought across the Danube to threaten the 
left flank of Osman Pacha’s position Between the 17th and 2drd of July, General 
Gourko forced the Chipka Pass, proceeding northwards from Hesanlik, while the younger 
Skobelofi advanced from the northern end ^ to his assistance. Here the Bussians 
entrenched themselves. This led to some of the most desperate fighting of the whole 
campaign. On August 21 the I^ussian troops in the Chipka Pass were attacked with great 
impetuosity by Suleiman Pacha, whose troops stormed the enemy’s entrenchments in the 
most determined manner, capturing each of their positions m succession. This struggle, 
which attained Homeric proportions, was contmued without intermission for twelve 
days, each party being constantly reinforced. All the Bussian forts were taken ; but 
one, the Fort Nicholas, which the Turks were unable to hold. The Bussians suffered 
other reverses on August 28, at Pop Skeui ; on the 80th at Kara Hassan, where they 
were driven over the river Kara Lorn, wi^ the loss of the Grand Duke Vladimir’s camp 
and equipage ; on the Slat at Peljohat to riie east of Plevna ; and on September 4 at Eadikoi, 
near Bustchuk. The Bussians captured Loftcha on September 2, after a stubborn 
resistance, which they own to have cost them 1,000 men. On September 7th to 11th, a 
Mmbined attack of Bussians and Boumanians was made on Plevna, with 80,000 men 
and 856 guns. They were repulsed with enormous loss-'not less than 860 officers and 
jffi,000 men, besides 8,000 prisoners ; in return for which, they only effected a lodgment 
in three redoubts, which were recaptured on Uie following day. At this date also the 
Turks threw a bridge across from Silistria and fortified the island of Talgam for the pur- 
pose of eariying the war into Boumania, and cutting off the Bussian communioations 
The withdrawal of Tnridsh troops from Montenegro permitted that turbulent people to 
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toe ^usBiaue bfve met 'erith in their myaeios of Bnigaria ia toe laet toat their head* 
gaarteri} ivtoto ime at one time established at Timoya, were sqbsefueatly witodmwn 
BTtooesiiyely to Biela, to Gorny Studem to Bulgareni, and in the beginning of Qetober 
to Iditotto where they had established their principal bridge over toe Danube* 
l?he oampaign earried on in Armenia by Bussia against Turkey resembled that on toe 
Danube in its early snccesses and its subsequent collapse, excepting that in toe Asiatie 
eempaigntoe failure was more sudden and complete. The Bussian forces under the 
Gland Duke Michael and Generals Mehkofl and Tergubassoff numbered about 150,000 
men, with 85 field batteries and 150 siege guns. To oppose these, the Turks mustered some 
00,000 men under Mukhtar Pacha. The Muscoyites crossed the frontier in four columns ; 
one, starting from Erivon, descended upon Bayazid, which was captured on April 80. 
A second column left Goumri, or Alexandropol, under Melikoff, and entered toe plain of 
Ears, occupying Hadji-Veli-Khoi and Subottan. A third column attacked ArdsAan, 
which they stormed and took on May 17. On April 29 and 80 there were sknrmisheB 
near Kars, when toe Turks were driven back and siege was laid to that fortress. On 
May 11, a column from Biou attacked Batoum, but were repulsed with severe loss. On 
toe 18th of May the first assault on Kars was made, when the Turks made a vigorous 
sortie and drove the Bussians away. 'While the siege of Kars was proceeding the 
Bussian right wing moved round tow'ards Erzeroum, and a battle was fought at Kara- 
killissa, where the Bussians were utterly defeated, ou May 29. Up to the middle of 
June toe fortune of wai seemed going against toe Turks , Kars was closely invested, and 
on half rations, Pennek had been evacuated, with the loss of 6,(K)0 men ; Olti had been 
captured , and three divisions of Bussians were maichiiig against Erzeroum, which was 
unprovisioned. By a sudden dash the Turks recaptured Olti and Pennek, driving the 
Bussians out and taking arms, ammunition, and provisions On June 16 the Turks 
were defeated at Zedekhan, and retired on Delibalui , but between the 20th and 26th the 
Bussians in their turn were defeated ; ou the 80th they were again defeated, and destroy- 
ed their ammunition and tlirew their cannons mto a liver to avoid capture, They re- 
treated to Kari-kihssa, and on July 2 weie utteily routed by Hasscin Pacha and lost 
every thing. On July I the guiiison of Kars ogam drove away the besiegers, and 
MoulEhtar Pacha entered Kars with rchef. This caused too general collapse of too 
Bussian campaign, which lost all interesttfoi a time as the BuBsians retreated over their 
frontier, where toe Turks seemed to be unable to do them much harm ; but on August 
25 toe Turks stormed toe Bussian camp on the heights of Kizil Tepe and took a large 
quantity of arms and ammunition. On October 2, General Meliknf! surprised the Turkish 
camp on Mount Yagni, near Alexandropol, and captured the position , but the Turks 
soon rallied and defeated the Bussians with great slaughter, one Bussian General being 
killed and another wounded. Not the least interesting operation of the campaign was 
the rescue of an immense number of Circassians, who had fled to 8oukoum Kaleh by a 
large fleet which embarked them all in the first week of August and retired after com- 
pletely destroying the place with all toe fortifications. 

Within toe last few days, the fortresses of Turkey have heen slipping out of her hands 
one after another ; first Kara, then Plevna ; and now there is a report that Erzeroum is 
gone also. The fortified town of Etropol and Travita were captured by toe Bussians and 
Bahava by the Boumanians, and Serna has declared wax against Turkey and it its pro* 
bable that Greece will follow by making a similar dechtxation. The Montenegzina are 
still able to prosecute their successes in despite of such resistance as the ^urks are able 
to make. On November 24 they captured the two forts which command toe town ol 
I $pizsa, on toe Adriatic, just north ol Antivaxi. Tbe •Montenegrins now occupy toe whole 
territory as hur as Bojana, with toe exception of tbe citadels of AnUvari and Dulciguo- 
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«Moq&Mttidliesvyt«ft. The XurUikl^UAtt0&tw«i opened ftkOoiu^^ 
IdlikiBMeinbei^, Tbe speech from the tluKmedweOe on the WeeMityol«^ 

eqeelify heftween Ghiistuns and Turks, and appeals to the patriotiain of haHioa to 
defend Ttnrkep^s lights. The Turkish Supreme Ciouaeii state that they have resolved to 
amtittoethe war to the last extremity. Pkvna haefaUen after severe fighting. The 
gasriBoa sumuidered unconditionally. Osman Pacha was wounded. A rumour that 
Osman had committed suicide has been contradicted. The number of prisoners taken 
by the ttnaMana at Plevua was 40,000 men besides 90,S100 sick. The slaughter is described 
as having been very great. The Russian loss at Plevna is put at 1,444. The Turkish 
loss was 4,000 killed and wounded, and 77 guns captured : the prisoners comprised 10 Pachas 
and 2,128 officers. The total Bussiana loss is now given as 74,495 men up to December 0th. 

The importance of the events which have occurred in Turkey and in France, leaves us 
but scanty space for our notice of other countries. Prince Bismarck tendered his resig- 
nation of the Chancellorship on April Ist, but consented to accept a leave of absence 
until September, with retention of tlie office of Chancellor and the conduct of public 
affairs. Count von Moltke delivered an important speech in the Parliament on April 24 on 
the military estimates, foreboding an early war with France and demanding a vote, 
which were immediately granted. This speech produced a perfect panic in France when 
first reported, but it was soon discovered to be only a patty manoeuvre to ensure the 
money being voted. On May 1 the Emperor and Crown Prince went on a tour through 
Alsace and Lorraine and were much satisfied with the reception they met with and 
with the growing feeling of fnendlmess to Germany on the part of the inhabitants ; but 
their visit nearly led to the destruction of tlie Cathedral of Metz, the decorations of 
which caught fire , and the building was saved with extreme difficulty. 

Italy.— The great event of the year m Italy has been the celebration of the Pope's 
Jubilee, on the 60th anniversary of his Episcopal oouseoration, which fell on 2nd June. 
The Pope's Jubilee was a decided success, having attracted about 17,000 pilgrims from 
all paits of the world, who brought presents m money to the value olf iBC59,000, a great 
part of which was sent to London for safe custody, besides innumerable articles of church 
decoration, embroidered robes, cruc i fixes, chalices, Ac. The cash was appropriated as fol- 
lows : J6160,000 as funds of the Holy See, to meet tiie expenses of the new Pope’s elect! o n 
and support after the death of Pio Nono ; 160,000 as rewaids to soldiers and faithful ser> 

vants of all ranks ; J£160,(X)0 to repair and decorate churches ; Jbl79,000 for vsxious charita- 
ble purposes. A great scandal to the Church arose on the disposal of the property of Car- 
dinal Antonelh, when a lady known as the Countess Lambertini announced herself as thf 
daughter of the Cardinal, and as such claimed to be his heiress. The mother who has 
long been dead, is supposed to have been an English lady; but as soon as the child was 
bom it was taken to the house of a woman named Antoinette Marconi, who brought it up 
as her own daughter. It is certain tliat Antonelh was passionately fond of the child, and* 
paid large sums for her education. The Pope was so affected by the soandal that he even 
wrote a letter to the King of Italy, requesting that the suit might be stopped; but the 
King replied that he could not interfere with the Gouxts of Justice. 

XJnxTBD Statxs.— The long-pending question of the Presidential election was decided 
at the latter end of February, just in time for Mr. Bayes, the new President, and Mr. 
Wheeler, the Vice-President, to assume office on March 5. Mr. Hayes, who was elected 
by a majority of one vote, declared his policy to be purity ol administration and the 
paoafioation of the eountcy, and equal nghts to all, without distinotion of party or eqlow* 
Bh aooordingly withdrew the Federal troops from the Southern States, and tibnitenfiedi 
tile state of siege which fliey have suffered ever since the great Civil War. In Jneetbe 
Kes Pared Inffiaas at Idaho commenced a massacre of the whites in xetaliation fere 
SStttder d one of their tribe by a white man ,* and an expedition wss sent against 
tiMnB,nanil>eriiigl8ftm4m, with a howitzer gun. On August S the trempe were surprised 
by the Indisins, who kiUed shout half of them and eaptnred the gun and all her ammu- 
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ia ^‘fmA hotitot totd even ^roonred cannon to dre on them. Failing in mtikldg 
toi4in atoftohllir, they sal to tibe buildings by means of can laden with petrolamn, and 

The mob then plundered the railway warehonaes and' 
beeblt 10 IttbomotivaB, railway ears, and immenee quantities of com and other pro-' 
idtioua, 1?be flames extended along the railways a distance of three miles. Smtilar 
hut itoi dabtructilve riots occurred at Philadelphia, Cumberland, and other places ; and it 
, wa* naar the end of the month before order was restored. The damage was dstimatod at 
fetor million doUars, 

HOME-POLITICAL. 

The " Eastern Question” has been the one absorbing topic during the past twelve* 
month as it was during the previous one. The ex-Premier flooded the country during 
the antumn of 1876 and the spring of this year with pamphlets and speeches on all 
possible occasions, with the object of proving that the Turks generally ought to be ex- 
terminated; or at least driven, bag and baggage, to the further side of the Bosphorus. 
It has never been alleged that the Turkish Government is worse now than it was for 
generationB. Mr. Gladstone has been many years in office, and therefore had ample 
meauB of knowing what was going on in Turkey and ample power to bring all the force 
of the British nation to bear in the reform of abuses in Tmkiali policy , yet he never 
made a move in favour of the Bulgarian Christians till lost year. 

The Budget was produced on April 12 by Sir Stafford Nortlicote, w’ho apologised for its 
being a ready-made budget, as there was nothing to alter, to add or to take away— an 
event as unprecedented as the ** tie” at the University boat race. The growth of the 
revenne during the past year had been A‘44S,000, and the growth of the estimates had 
been three-quarters of a million. The estimated revenue is X79, 020,000, and the expen- 
diture will be £78,^,044, which will leave a surplus of £226,000. A vigorous debate 
on a Protocol of the Bussian Govemmaut took place in the House of Commons on April 
18, Prodigious labour was bestowed upon this document; it appears that no less than 
twenfy'flve different versions were at one time m existence. On April 7, Mr. Gladstone 
gave notice that, on April SO, ho would propose five Besolutions in the House of Com- 
mons on the conduct of the Forte. The publioalaon of these Besolutions caused such a 
torrefit of remonstrances from men of all shades of opinion, that Mr. Gladstone post- 
poned the disoussiou till May 7. On that night the House was thronged and in such 
attiitoof excitement as had not been witnessed tor 20 years. It was generally known 
that all the members of the late Cabinet were determined to vote against Mr Glad- 
stone’s five Besolutions, the purport of which was that we were morally bound to aid 
'Buisia to drive the Turks out of Europe. Out of doors the Badical agitation of the 
.preceding year was revived ; and meetings were held at St, James’s Hall, and in the 
. provinoea, where Mr. Gladstone's name retained its magic power. But m the House 
itoelf were statesmen who cither were then m power or who nught be called to 
power at any moment by virtue of these very Besolutions if passed, and who felt the 
gygvity of the occasion; so Mr. Gladstone was received in perfect silence. Under 
tbeso oironmstances Mr. Gladstone felt it necessary to modify his programme, by 
three of the five Besolutions and altering the tenor of one of the remain- 
ing two. This change of tactics took the Honse by surprise, and gave rise to a 
violent controversy which Usted two hours, as to whether Mr. Gladstone ahould be 
allowed to addieto Che house at all. On obtaining leave to proceed, he made a very 
eloquent speech; but, curiously enough, the most teUing points in it were in suppott 
of Chose very lesolutionB which be had ostensibly dropped, namely, those whose eflkirt 
'wenld have been to yoke England to the car of Bussia in her advance against Tmftny. 
The debate lasted five nights. The leading members on both sides of the House spoke

But we have got to watch a large portion of his press and of his friends who ore labourtog 
hard to drive the nation into war on the side of tyranny and wrong. If yielding to this 
pressure, toe Government deeista from neutrality, we too, I think and hope, shall desist 
from quietude, and shall take care not to be responsible for national disgrace and erime. 
We shall show fight like Englishmen. The nation shall deride. There is a strong feel* 
lag in the country, in which I share to a certain extent, that it will be a misfortune if 
Eussia Itoould acquire an exclusive or dominating mflnenoe in toe Sclav provinces. With 
otoers 1 have laboured to the best of my ability to prevent this mischief. But those who 
call themselves friends of the Turk have done all in their power to bring it about. I fear 
they are as blind as moles, but they do not share this fear, and believe they have been 
very wise, each and all, like what toey call pradaral men, pursumg their own intereats. 
The Jews, the leaders of toe Greeks subject to the Porte, have for toe most part been 
strangely hostile to the Sclavs in this day of need. The Poles, who had the greatest 
eemuse for violence) have shown the greatest moderation. The Magyars of Hungary, who 
have least excuse of all, and who themselves appealed to all the Liberal sympatMes of 
Europe to establish their own freedom, have been conspicuous beyond all others in their 
efifeots to prolong the davery of the Sclavs of Turkey. They have, I suppose, been pro- 
moting Magyar interests”— which, no doubt, are all the world to them. Bussia, and 
Eussia onlyi has held out the baud of help, at an enormous cost of life and treasure, to 
the unhappy Christums of the Turkish Empire. Who can be surprised if they shall re- 
gard her as their only friend ?

affecting native htatts. In homtr of great cidcbraiion at Delhi, all public officers in the 
three Presidencies were allowed eight days’ exiia leave, and 16,0l» criminals'^^ts let 
loose upon society as an aet of mercy. The proclamation of the new title made Russia 
feel exceedingly sore, as was to be gathered from the newspaper articles of that coun- 
try. They looked upon it as a check to their progress in Asia ; and considered it the 
second act of a drama, of which the Hist was the sensational pm chase of shures Uii'ths 
Siiea Canal. Both these acts, while strengthening tho i>o&itioii of England, projpor- 
tionally diminished the influence of Eussia. , 

It has been suggested that, without tUreatemng or defying any European power, 
England could materially strengthen her iiobitlou iii India by fortifying Berim and 
Ormuz, and by holding Quetta, and even Hemt, m stiongth. As indicated above, the 
English position has been impiuved in a moio pleasing maimer, and daily being im- 
proved by promoting the welfate and prosperity of the country. Still one of the bedd 
things above spoken of has actually been accomplished with a good result. At the end 
of 1676, Major Sandeman, accompanied by a strong escort, entered the territories of the 
Khan of Ehelat ; he met the Khan on Nov. 8, and entered into a new arrangement with ' 
him, by which the British Government undertakes to uphold the present, ruler agMnist 
all internal and external foes The Khan is to receive an allowance of i!12,000nyear; 
and has conferred upon the English the right to occupy the chief towns with trbo|^ ; 
and Ms jbr Sandeman has fixed his head-quarters in Ehelat itself, and has placed slirong 
parties alt Quetta and Jacobabad. The Bolan Pass is, therefore, now secured. The

He owed his success in life solely to his military achievements j but evil daya 
Seem to have fSllen on the last few months of his life. He was undoubtedly the greatest 
man which Central Asia has produced for many generations. He is succeeded by his 
eldest son Kuh Beg. The envoy of this potentate, Sayyid Yakoob Khan, who has acq^uir- 
,e4 some celebrity, visited England m May He was shown many of our great sights, and 
expressed both astonishment and pleasure at what he saw. 

Perhaps it can scarcely be colled a political event, but the predilection for dangerous 
toys was again detected m January, by the accidental discovery at the Jhelum railway 
station of two large oases full of Enfield nfie caps, consigned by a native of Delhi to a 
** $ha>i “ at Jhelum. ♦ 

In January, the Chief Gommisaiouership of Oudh was annexed to the Lieutenant* 
Qotyenorship of the North-West Piovmces. Allahabad is to be the capital of the united 
’districts, trith residence during pai’t of the year at Lucknow. Bix Philip Wodehouse sail- 
ed for England on Apnl 80 1 and Was succeeded in the Covemm&ut of Bombay by fiir 
B^hard Temple. The reign of Sii Phihp has eertamly been an eventful one ; and opinion 
is divided as to his merits tis a governor, but his dismal failuie. during the celebrated 
Bombay riots will never be forgotten. While speaking of changes in tlie Civil Service 
it may be menticned that the Covemor-Gcneral has distinctly promised a re'H>rga3iization 
for the purpose of admitting natives with moie freedom and rcgnlaiity of plaqca of trust. 

A move was also made in this direction in March by the appointment of two native 
gentlemen to a magistracy and the first mspeetorship of registration, lespeotively, m 
Ooloutta. In July, 106 members of the Madras Civil Service addressed a spinted memo- 
,rild to the Marquis of Salisbury, protesting against the Besoluiion of the Govenononi of 
Bodto of Oct. 19, 1876, No. 1649, which prohibited officers m civil employ frommemorialia- 
Government on any subject collectively. The memoiiahsts justly pointed out that 
BOhttoied over a vast country could, not singly collect the information necessary to 
eiqi^rt their memorials ; and that to prevent them from umting for such a purpose was 
'to 'depy th^m the right of proving any cause of grievance.

(to Hhwch 16* Sir ttohn Stmchey, the 3?ijiaiice Miniirter, submitted fclie Indian Budget to 
the tiegislataveL Cooueil. The dually closed accounts for 1875-76 showed tlie actual revenue 
to hays been 53,515,789?., and the expenditure 66,117,636? , including 696,779^ for Famine 
relief and 4,270,629/. for public woris extraordinary, thus leaving a dedcit of 2,001,747/. 
Bxsludiing the charge for extraordinary public works, but not the Famine expenditure, 
tticre would have been a surplus of 1,668,883/. The regular entimatea for 1870-77 placed 
the revenue at 61,200,700/., and the expenditure at 67,286,000/., including 8,800,000/. on 
account of public works extraordinary, thus ahoiving a deficitof 6,078,000/. EXcludingtbe 
expenditure for public works extraordiuaiy, the deficit was reduced to 2,278,300/, The 
cost of the Famine, including lobS of revenue duxingthe financial year, 1876-77, was el« 
timated at 8,100,000/. The ordinary accounts, excluding the Famine expenditure, Showled 
a surplus of 624,800/. The Budget estimates for 1877-78 placed the revenue at 62,192,700/*, 
and the expenditure at 66,442,400/., including public works extraordinary, amotmtixig'to 
8,628,000/. The deficit of 4,240,700/ was reduced to 621,700/ , by excluding the expendituxu , 
for public woiks extraordinary. Tluj estimated coat of the famine during the financial 
year was 2,160,000/ , making a hrtal of 5,260,000/. for the two years, The ordinary ac- 
counts, excluding the famine and public works expenditure, showed a Surplus of 928,800/. 

The next amount borrowed in 1876-77 was 3,724,000/. The loons to b« raised in 1877''78 
amount to 6,600,000/., including 260,000/. fiom Scmdia for the Gowlior Bailway. Of the 
rsmainmg 6,260,000/. the Indian Government proposed to raise 2,600,000/. in India. The 
Onvemment is not authorised to pledge the Secretary of State for India regarding loans 
issued in England, but recommended lum to ask Parliament for power to borrow 3,760,000/ 
in England No fresh Imperial taxation wtis proposed The Bengal and Noitli-West 
Provinces were required to provide by local taxation for the interest on the capital borrow- 
ed for the local railways and canals under their mauageiueut. 

The Decentralization Scheme started by Lord Mayo was this year largely extended by 
transferring to the Local Governments the revenues derived from Excise, Stamps, Law 
and Justice, Collections from the Terai and Bhabar and Dudbi estates, and some misoel* 
lanoous items It is not intended, however, to surrender to the Local Governments any 
part of the normal growth of income , but the final arrangements for adjusting this mattet 
are not yet decided on. For the next two years one-half of any net increase is to be pai^ 
into the Impciial Treasur}', the Govemment of India undertaking to bear its part of apy 
deficit. The six years' experience of tlie Dccen^izatiou Scheme has proved the wisdom 
of its adoption ; better work has been done at a cheaper rate, with more effectual control 
over expenditure, and without any of the former unpleasant fnction between the different 
administrations, 

llie duUes on salt are nowfairly taken m hand, and the Govemment are rapidly getting 
into their power full control over the manufaeture and supply of this article. This will 
enable the salt tax to be equalized over India, to be reduced, and, better than all, will lead 
to the abolition of the obstructive customs lines, with the army of 8,000 men employee* to 
overhaul every vehicle which attempts to enter Bntmh territory. 

Jofefi Str^hey proposed that heneeforward unremunerative pnbUc works apd feanlbe 
ffiopld bk ebuwed under the head of ordinary expenditure, and hs provided for 
fr(^ the revenue, special measures being considered to meet famine charges.

Besides the number of people engaged on relief work, there were luge numbers whe 
from weakness or other infirmity could not labour, and to them food was supplied gratuit- 
ously. The number of these, which, in January, was about d0,000 in Bomlmy, and 7d,190! 
in Madras,— rose in July to 149,000 in Bombay, and 781,000 in Madras; and as long 
months of impoverishment told upon the district, the number steadily inqreased till it 
far outnumbered those who were able to labour. In October, in Madras alone, there 
were no less than 1,603,721 people gratuitously fed ; and in Bombay there were some 
hundreds of thousands. 

Government was not so successful m preventing starvation, as was the ease in the 
Bengal Famine two years ago. Such a triumphant result was simply impossible. Every 
exertion was made to bung food to the famishing ; but Dr. Cornish announced in August 
that, up to that tune, half a million of people had died from want smce the beginniBg of 
the Famine. After August the deaths increased with great rapidity, and in places 
reached appalling proportions. The relief works at Lmgasoogoor were, in Bept^ber, 
spoken of as resembling a battle-field, the road-sides being literally strewed with 
the dead and dying. From tlie first great loss of life was expected, and the 
Supi'eme Government prepared the public mind for such a result by a despatch 
dated January 16, m whicli it was said that "the task of saving life irres- 
pective of the cost, is one which it is beyond our power to undertake.” This re- 
markable passage met with such adverse criticism that its meaning had to be explained 
away. Important railway and canal works were immediately undertaken. Sir B. Temple 
was appointed Special Conunissioner ; and in September Lord Lytton himself person- 
ally inspected the Famine districts, and assumed the chief direction of affairs. The cost 
of such gigantic measures of rehef was necessarily great, and it is estimated that the en- 
tire cost of the Femme will not be less than lOi million pounds sterling. This large sum 
of money does not include what was spent for a similar purpose in the native States of 
Mysore and Hyderabad, whe e the Famine also wrought its evil work. On August 7 the 
Governor of Madras presided at a public meeting to invite private subscriptions in aid of 
the sufferers. This appeal, we are pleased to say, was nobly respond^ to; and in Lon- 
don, the Lord Mayor opened a subscription list which in the course of a few weeks was 
raised to nearly half a million. 

The repeated fammes with which India is now afflicted suggest very grave lefiectiona 
and appear to mdicate that the peace and tranquillity enjoyed under British proteetkm 
permit the population to increase at a rate greater than the state of Its agrioultural in,-' 
dustry warrants. The remedy for this circumstance lies in manufactures, trade^ n&d im- 
proved methods of agnculture ; but it is impossible to discuss here these hii^y j||ia|h()r- 
tant questions. 

Tl^e second event we have to tdixonicle is, like the first, a great disaeter. On October

Xjr pot in perili and 815,000 periihed. Althongii thiidisatter oeonmd «t th* tt&d of laat 
your, it deiemt a place here both from its nagnitade, and from the fact that the 
cnrerflow oaohed ea ootbreak of cholera which iWept off the lorriTorg with each rapidity 
that, by the ead of Febmary of the present year, no less than 58,000 people had eaconmb- 
ed to that terrible disease. 

Tomihg to more pleasant matters we have to record that the Madraa Friend-in-Keed 
Society laceitied, from the Hon. J. G. Coleman, the large sum of 10,000 Bs., to be expend- 
ed in any way deemed proper for the rehefof distressed Europeans and Eurasians. 
On Jan. 1, the Cuddalore branch railway, 127 miles long, was opened. The Harbour 
works are proceeding ; but not with the speed anticipated. The tremendous force of the 
sea severely shakes the new masonry, and has already done considerable damage. 
The veiy difloulty of its constmotion shows distinctly the need of such a work. 

Several incidents have occurred this year indicative of the growth of broad and intelli- 
gent views amcmg the Indian people. As instances we chronicle the facts that, on New 
Year's day, Mr. B, S. Bamasawmy Mudiliar fed 2,000 poor people and clothed 500 more, in 
honour of the Proclamation of the Imperial title. In May, Manlane Ghulam Ali, Chow- 
dhree of Funeedpore, gave 10,000 Bs. for the extension of the Dacca College premiees. This 
gift enables the work to be completed. In February, the Maharajah of Dhar presented a 
magnifioeni ooUeotion of books to the Debating Society of the new Bajkumar College at 
mdore. The great gold medal of the Boyal Geographical Society was awarded this year 
to the brave explorer Pandit Nain Singh, who is remarkable among Hindus for the posi- 
tive additions he has made to human knowledge. He traversed about 1,200 miles of ab- 
solutely unexplored oountcy in Great Tibet, &c., making astronomical observations all 
the way. The noble fellow has now retired on a special pension of i!60 a year, and we 
trust he will long enjoy it, and that his example will stimulate the exertions of his 
countrymen. In January, Lord Lytton laid the foundation stone of the new Muhamma- 
dan College at Allyghur, which owes its existence to the suggestions of Syad Ahmad Khan. 
It is an exact copy of Oxford University in England, with only such necessary Oriental 
oharaotexisticB as the arrangements lor cookmg and eating regulations of oastes, d;o. It 
will cost £ 100 , 000 , and is specially remarkable as being tho most conspicuous example— 
Muhammadan or Hindu— of a spontaneous native movement in the directon of education- 
al and general social improvement. The wasteful expenditure so commoh at Hindu 
mszriages has occupied the serious attention of natives themselves ; and in February an 
influential meeting 0 ! Hmdus at Bohilcimd proceeded to the practical remedy of formu- 
lating rules and regulations to be strictly adhered to by rich and poor. In April a monster 
meeting was held at Lucknow for the same purpose, and resulted m a settled determin- 
ation to curtail marriage expenses. Preaching without practice is, however, of little 
avail ; and so Baja Badha Prasad Singh, (one of the active promoters of reduced expendi- 
ture), should have thought, when, on June 26, he spent upwards of four lakhs of rupees 
over the.marriage of his daughter I In connection with the foregoing we may notice the 
fbet that this year the Holi festival was announced at Brindabon, N. W. by the priests 
a programme of their devotuma. This rather startling novelty shows that the 
advantages of oivUixatiau ore being appreciated by even the priesthood of the north-west. 
No doubt an increase of enstom rewarded their enterprise. But while speaJong of festi- 
vals, the terrible accident at Ayodhya near Fyzabad must not be forgotten. On Sunday, 
February 85, upwards of a million people congregated m that place, caused indescribable 
confusion ih their struggling to and from the bathing ghatt, and 56 people were crashed 
to death by the crowd. 

Lord Lytton is always outspoken on public questions which admit of his taking the 
public into his oonfidenoe, and he is especially so where education is concerned ; so that 
when it was understood he would preside at the distribution of prizes at La Martinibre 
duA at Bt. Xavier's College, both occasions became objects of interest. AlNser the prises 
ha4 been given Viceroy spoke at both places, and all teachers m India would do well 
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toimpreislih* troCh of wliat be tnidoiRmUkeirpopiliiiBd to make their toaohiag ma\ 
in each diamtels m to make it mom preotbeily benefloial in after life. The following 
aentenoe in the ramarke made at Ia Maitinitoe might with advantage be written in let- 
ters of gold in ell the schools of India, whether Anglo-Indian, Eurasian, or Batlve :•<- 

How, this college may be justly proud of the success and eminence attained in 
after-life by some of its former pupds. But its pupils must not suppose that to have eer- 
ried away the prizes which are open to them here gives them any personal claim in 
after-life to prizes not commonly open to the class they belong to, whatever that class 
may be. I should be sorry if any of you young gentlemen were encouraged to believe 
that a university degree, however, meritoriously it may be won, is a sure passport to 
wealth and influence, or even to mdependence. You cannot all be Government servants 
or eminent lawyers; and the probability is that the great majority of you will have to 
seek and earn your livelihood in the prosecution of lowher, but by no means less worthy, 
or less useful, vocations. 

The warning contained in these words is particularly applicable to the swarms of Ben- 
galis, more or less supeiflcial m their knowledge, the offspring of our system of education. 
They have a fixed idea that they are bom to enter Government service, or to shine in the 
courts of law as pleaders. A large number succeed tolerably well in one line or the other ; 
a few of course nse to emmence , but the majority do not manage to secure Government 
employment, nor do they get clients enough to suit their aspirations ; so they take to 
literary and oxatoncdl loafing. It is these who become the glib talkers rather than accu- 
rate writers the pohtical agitators rather than good citizens. 

Bombay has again taken tlie lead m sUrtmg a new manufarturing industry in India. 
Mr. Ferozshah, a Farsee, in March last opened an extensive pottery work at Naigaum, a 
few miles from Bombay; and Mr Batnagar of Dadur has started works for the manu- 
facture of the finer kmds of pottery. As the future wealth and importance of India are 
largely dependent upon the development of manufactures, such undertakings as the above 
are of considerable mterest. Another great spinning mill has also been opened by the 
Sassoon Spinning Company, which is capable of turning out 65,000 lbs. a week. This 
industry has now spread to the Hooghly also. There are now five great factories nea;r 
Calcutta, working over 100,000 spindles ; and tliere are indications of large extensions. 

The Bev. T. Yalpy French has been appointed first Bishop of Lahore. He was former- 
ly fellow of University College, Oxford ; from 1850 to 1864, he was principal of the Churoh 
Missionary Divinity School at Lahore , and subsequently Vicar of St. Paul's, Cheltenham, 
and of Erith, and Bector of St. Ebbe’s, Oxford. 

A somewhat remarkable court-martial was held at Colaba on May 18, at which Quarter 
master-Serjeant Miller, on a doubtful resemblance of hand-writing, was found guilty of 
the charge of writing a highly improper letter to the Standard newspaper ; notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he had been 28 years in tlie army without a single offence being 
ever before reported against him. The finding of the court was most properly quashed 
by the confirming ofBiceT , but the unfortunate Serjeant was afterwards reduced to the 
ranks by orders from Home. But even this did not end the ups and downs of this 
fickle affair, for Mr. Miller was subsequently re-promoted to the rank of Serjeant 
by order of the Commaudex-m-Chief. The civil tribunals have had the frolic also. Mr. 
Fellew, the Magistrate of Howrah, Bengal, made himself conspicuous this year by sentenc- 
ing a young lady of 17 years of age to two months' rigorous imprisonment, because a letter ; 
which she entrusted to a servant to post, was found with a defaced half-anna postage stamp ^ 
upon it. The oironmatances oonneoted with this case were not such as to inspire natives ! 
with a high opinion of Enghsh justice ; and we are glad to know that the lady was ultimcte- 
ly set at liberty, and the monstrous conviction was quashed. While on triidfl we must 
i notice the case of Greseuthwaite. This was a sad one, masmuch as it presents to ue a 
Sunday School teacher, and Seowtary, to the ** Christian Young Men's Associatten” 
a swindler to title extent of 18^000 rupees, because he had observed that the bank 
at wlnoh he wm employed was aooustomed to pay presented bills without inquiry.

Thi« year death has removed from among na an unuaual number of people who former* 
ly occupied dietinguished poHitioni. In the order of date, we have to record that in March 
died Xiieutenant'General Bir J. Fordyce, who waa one of the heroes of the Indian army. 
Be aerved at the captmu of Arracau in 1^, and throughout the Sutlej and aubaequent 
eampaigna of 18i5, being present at the battles of Ferozshah, Sobmon, Chillianwallah, and 
Gueerat. He command^ the Bengal artillery sent in pursuit of the Sikh army, and waa 
preaentat the surrender of Bawal Pindee. 

Major-Oenl. F. M Ommanney died at Great Yarmouth on March 6 Entered the army 
in 1848, and served in India in suppression of mutiny. Was present at Futtyabad» March 
0, 18fi8. Commanded 1st brigade artillery of Central India Field Force under Sir Hugh 
Rose at the capture of Chandairee Fort, and of Jhansi, the action on the Betwa, also at j 
the attack on Koonch and the rapture of Calpee. Retired on full pay of Colonel and wta ; 
gazetted Major-General on September 8, 1876. | 

Major-Oenl. 'William Forbes died suddenly, May 8 Deceased joined the Indian army i 
as Ensign in January 1841, served the campaign of 1842 under Genera] Pollock, was pre> 
sent at the forcing of the Khybor Pass and in the Sutlej campaign of 1845-40, including 
battle of FerozHhah. He retired on special pension with honorary rank of 
September 1875. 

Alderman Allen died suddenly of apoplexy on May 22, at his office m Waterloo Place, 
aged 00. The deceased was tlie wclhknowm Oriental publisher, and profvietor of At!tn*t 
hdtan MmL He was elected Alderman in March 1858, bhenff in 1857, and Lord Mayor 
in 1067. 

Majur-Gen. E J Lake, c.s i , died, at the age of 54, on June 7 He was formerly 
Financial CommisBioner of the Punjab He entered the Bengal Engineers m 1840, and 
I served in the Sutlej campaign of 1845-40, and fought at Moodkee aud Ahwal. He com- 
manded the troops of the Nawab of Bhawalpore in the 2nd Punjab war, in 1848-49, and 
was present at the battle of Goojerut and the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans. He be- 
came Major-General on Jaiiuaiy 1, 1870 

On June 9, the head of the eelcbruted Tagor family, Maharajah R Tagor, died. He 
was an honest and randid representative of native opinion, and a firm aupportei of the 
rights of his lellow-eountrymm. He was a member of the Bengal and Viceregal Legis- 
lative Councils, and had boon created a Companion of the Star of India. 

Mill Mary Carpenter, well knunii for the active part she took in the promotion of female 
education in India, died on Juno 14, at Bristol, England. She had publiabed several 
works on the host methods of dealing wiUi young cnmuials, and had paid four viaita to 
India, for the purpose of promoting female education and prison reform in that couutiy. 

In June also died Sir Jamsoljee Jeejeebhoy, the son of Uie celebrated philantliropist of ! 
that name. Ho was a man of considerable mental power and breadth of views, havmg I 
made the Bible, Uio Talmud, and tbo Koran, his favourite study. He constantly strove, 
as his father did hoforo him, to weave fresh links between India and England. Bis son, 
Manockjee Cursetjee, succoodod him in the title. 

Mr. J. C. Marshman, the eldest sou of Dr. Marshman, died on July 8. He was a man 
of untiring energy, and devoted to the cause of the education of the Indian people. Like 
the other tsmons Serampore Mihsionaries, be lived upon a small mcome and devoted aB 
else that he acquired by his unitnng mdustry, to the good of India. By this process he 
was able to expend ^,000 on bnildmg and maintaining a College ; and when he wae | 
appointed official translator to Government, he paid away, month by month, the whole of | 
the salary derived from that ofhee, for a period of ten years, m furthering the cause of I 
education. His knowledge of Indian afbum, both histonoal aud social, waa enormoua. 
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The death of Mr. Chules Scott, ca., Inapeotor-Genenl of Hospitals, oocuned on July 
9 ftl hit residence in South Lambeth, aged seventy-four. The deceased, who joined tlie 
Army Ifedtcal Department, in Kov. 1S8I, was hr many years in medical cluuge of the 
SSttd Light Infantry, and was surgeon of the reguueni u the Punjab campaign of IStS-dd, 
indnding the first and second siege operations before Mooltan, the rapture of the city 
and surrender of the fortress, the rapture of the fort and garrison of Cheit'.vtr, and the 
battle of Ooojerat. He served with the force under Sir Cobu Campbell itguinst the 
Peshawur frontier hill tribes m 18S2, and distniguished himwlf iu the Indian mutiny as 
medical officer of the S2u<1 in the heroic defence of the residency of Lucknow until ita 
Cwfti rehef by Lord Clyde on Nov. 24, 1B57. He wna afterwards present at the defeat of 
the Gwalior rebels at Cawnporr, and was mentioned in drspntches ** for eminent serviren 
throughout the whole siege of Lucknow,'* receiviiig the V B. grant of a year’s service, 
promotion to staff suigcon, fiist class, and deputy mspectoi general of hospitals, ami the 
medal with clasp for Lucknow, Mr. Scott was appointed honorary surgeon to Her 
Majesty in April 1860, and retired from active service with a step of rank in March 1862 

Mr Rosa Donelly Mangles died on August 16, aged 76. He obtained his first appoint- 
ment as Writer in Bengal, on leaving Hailo 3 '’bur> CoUegp iu 1819 In 1821 he was ap- 
pointed assistant to the Secretary iu the Boaid of CouiiniHSiuncrs of the lately ceded 
provinces, and thence rose, by i<ucfi‘hsnc steps too nunieunn, for mention here, till in 
1887 he become member of the General (’omnnttee of riiblic InKiruciton and Officiating 
Secretary to the Ghivemmt nt of India in the Judina) ami llovcnuu Dcpartiaents, and 
Officiating Private Secretary to the Deputj -Govt ruor of Bengal Ho returned to ISngland 
in 1889 and sat as Liberal Member foi tiuiJdfoid from 1H41 till 18(i8, and was Chau man 
of the Eastludift Company in the >eni 1857-58, in u Inch latter year lie was apiiomted 
one of the original members of flfi MiijohU’s ludiaii Council. Jle coukribul<‘d some most 
important articles on India to the FdmhuHfh and iiIko puhlislied a Vindication of 

the Honorable East India Company from the attacks of Mcssis, Bickards and Craufurd 

On the night of September 6 the Hajah of Kiippurth lUa died suddenly at Dharmsala, 
either from apoplexy or the bursting of an abscess on tlie brum. The State is likely to bo 
long under British 8dmmi8tT.atinii, as the late chief’s successor ih a delicate boy of 6 years 
of age 

Major-Oenl F. Elphinstoue, Intc deputy nssistant-commlHsary-genural of the second 
class on the Madras Staff Corps, orul formerly on the 20th N I., died at Chepstow Place, 
Bayswater, on Hopt 16, in his fill j-fourth ^ear The deceased obtained his first cmninis- 
I Sion Dec 12, 1810, and became lieutenant Oct 21, 1812 In 1814-5 lie nerved in t)ic Soiith- 
I em Mahratta country, and waspieseutat Panulln, Kauifna, Soevapore, Munobur, and 
I Mansuntosh He served also with the Torkish contmgout in the Engineer Corps at Kertch 
in the Crimea, in 1855-6. He was piomot<-d to brevet captain Dec, 12, 1856, and served in 
Bengal, at Cawnpore, in the Comnn),8aiiat dcpurtuiciit, dining the mutiny of 1868-9, for 
which he 'received the modal Ho obtained bwioinmission as eapUm in 18o8, became 
major m 1861, beutfuant-colouel m 1806, brevet colonel 1871, and major-gem-ral 1876.

KITCHEN GABDBN. 

January.- As the weather during the month will generally be clear and dry, atten- 
tion to watering is required ; if possible, water in the morning, otherwise late in the even- 
ing ; never water vegetables during the heat dt the day. The sowing of EuroTOan ve^ 
tables may now be discontinued, as in the majority of cases seed sown during this month 
will prove to be labor needlessly expended, they will not come to maturity, or scarcely to 
a state fit for consumption. Last mouth may be considered as drawing to a close all 
successful operations in regard to European vegetable sowing, with the exception of a 
few salads, which may be sown in beds, shaded and hand-watered with attention, they 
will produce small crops. During the first and second week is a good time to sow cucum- 
bers, vegetable marrow, gourds, and such like. Nepaul spinach should be sown and 
planted for a supply durmg the hot mouths. Attend to keeping the soil hoed amount 
giowuig crops, eiadicating veeda to prevent their seeding, wluuh tliey now do freely, 
contuiuo to earth up celery, choosing a dry day for directions as to earthing. Plant 
c uttings of the cabbage tnbo iii beds, if rooted they will give a good supply of sprouts 
during the hot mouths Sow coimtry vegetables if required, remove all decaying vege- 
tables to the coinpobt heap. Look to Uie graft mangoes, contmue every two oi three 
days to deepen the incision till the biauch is cut thiougb. If any are entirely removed 
tliey may bo planted without delay, taking care to suppoit them against damage from 
high winds. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Tlie flowers dunng tins mouth should be in great perfection The mam operations 
(‘onsist in keeTiing everything clean and m periect older, using the knife nmougst the 
shiubs, &c , where required Attend to the young shoots of creepers so that they be 
jironerly trained, cut back all plants tliat may l>o growing over the hedges of the bens or 
walks , this should bo done neatly so that the use of the Itnife may not be discovered, 
nothing looks worse than plants abruptly cut round the edge of flower beds. Such cut- 
tings of shrubs and roses, us are rooted should bo plauteil out lu beds, well watered and 
blinded for a few days. Attend to plants in jiots, loses in flower-bud will be improved by 
fuquent wateiiug witli liquid manure, it will iiicicaso the size of the flowers. Shade 
tender plants from the midday siui, keep a supply of water exposed to tho sim daring the 
day, for watering potted plants lu the evening. Attend to clipping hedges, keeping tho 
walks and grass in piopor trim. 

Hvmatl't . — Tne weatlier during this month is generally clear, raiif seldom falls, dews 
aie plentiful, vegetables aio abundant towaids the end of the moutli. Fruits, such as 
oranges, xiomcgranates, guavas, plantains, &e., are to bo had. 

KITCHEN GAIiDEN. 

February.— As the Horticultural exhibition is generally held during tho early part of 
the mouth, attend to tho schedule of prizes if you intend to compete, preserve such 
srlicles as may be required by making them with stakes , in forwarding articles for com- 
petition pay marked attention to what is required, avoid sending vegetables of any kmd 
m flower pots. In the gaidcii, little is required beyond the directions of last month; a 
few salads may be sown, country radishes, cucumbers and gourds may still be sown. 
Keep the garden clear from decayed leaves ; vegetables during this month, especially the 
cabbage tribe, give out a most disagreeable odoui if left decaying See that arrangements 
me made to keep up a supply of such country vegetables as may be required. Watering 
will invariably be requisite throughout the mouth, plant out, (u on hand) cuttings of the 
cabbage tribe. Attend to collecting manure for tho next season. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The directions of last month are suitable to ibis, little more can be done tiban attending 
to watonng and cleaulmess ; let plants m pots intended for exhibition, be protected from 
the midday sun if possible. During the course of the month, remove and put in pots a 
good supply of verbenas and such hike, to preserve them during the hot season. Attend 
to plants in pots, fr^uently stirring up the soil on fhe surface. If worms are trouble- 
some, a httle clear Ume water used occasionally will rmnove them. 

The weather during this month is clear and calm, dew every morning, rain 
seldom ooeuzs if ever; vegetables and flowers in most seasons are plentuul; fruits, sooh 
as sapodillas, mangoes, oranges, custard apples, &o., are to be had. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Kwh.— As the cultivation of European vegetables will no longer give any degree of 
s^nufbon Muivaumt to the expense inourrea, it is not neoessary to presume that by 
givmg directions, success wUl be the reward of canyrng ^em out. llie heat is too great 
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^ develope seeds of northern elimes^ indeed it is mere chance to succeed in germinating 
and growing tropteal seeds. Attention to the onlture of such varietdes of emmtry ve^ 
tables as may be required is all that is requisite in cultivation, though the latter may be 
purchased in the marhet much cheaper than ^y eon be grown in private gardens. All 
vacant spaces in the garden should now be dug, and thrown up in ndges (this is applic- 
able to heavy soils) so as to expose the soil to the influence ox the sun during the hot 
weather, '^ere Ihe soil is light^ let it be dug over level, collect manure without delay; 
f composed of heatmg materials, it will require to be watered and turned over frequently ; 
e sure this matter is not overlooked; attend to watering lately planted mango trees, 
untying tht ligatures round the grafted parts, support the stems seeurely against high 
winds, store yams in sand or dry soil. 

FLOWBE GABI>EN. 

Little can be done during this month ; pay attention to cleanliness, watering shrubs, 
roses, Ac., such beds as are empty should be neatly dug over , look to the roots of dahli^, 
let thorn be stored in pots of sand, or the pots they were grown m ; if the soil is dried 
thfy mmt he hept thy, gloxinias,, achimenes and bulbs, requiie the same treatment; plants 
growing in puts should be placed, if possible, to receive tlie morning son and shaded 
auring midday. 

The weather during this month is clear, hot, and very unpleasant from the 
prevailing southerly winds, shght dew frequently. No ram falls during the whole course 
of the month ; European vegetables are very scarce, dear, and bad in general ; country 
vegetables plentiful, such as bnngals, radishes, greens &c Fruit none, with the excep- 
I tion of indinerent plantains. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

April. — This month might be passed over in silence, as little or nothing can be done 
unless digging up any portions of ihe garden not attended to Inst mouth , this should not 
be neglected any longer. Cucumbers, gourds and melons may be sown dunng the month ; 
they require protection from the sun until establiBhoil. Attend to tlie fruiwng pines; if 
the crowns appear to ctow too large lot tho hearts be taken out neatly ; remove ^ suckers 
from tlie bottom of the fruit; after the fruit has swelled a good size, water should J>e 
sparingly applied as it tends to injure the flavour. 

FLOWER GARDEN 

The diroctiuiis of last mouth are siutable to this , little more can be done than keeping 
the garden clean and free of weeds ; towards the end of the month look well to the support 
of young trees, creepers, Ac , as gales may bo expected early in May. Prepare soil for 
plants in pots without delay look over dahha roots, Ac , m case they ore being unured by 
vermin, Roses in pots should not be excited at present, or they will be weakened. 

'The weather during this month is similar to that of last, wind changeable 
from S. to E. and W,, dew is seldom seen, A few slight showers of ram sometimes occur; 
European vegetables are veiy scarce, native vegetables are plentiful. Fruits, such as 
•grapes, pine-apples, and some of the orange tribe are to bo had. Plantains are plentiful.

Hay.^Duriiig the month the land wind commences, much dif&culty will be experi- 
enced In oultivatmg any but the common vanoties of country vegetables, dig over any 
vacant spaces of ground, no matter how roughly, prepare manure , repaii and build water 
channels when required; make and lepair roads and walks. 

FLOWER GARDEN 

Now IB a good time to put walks in good order, and make others where required. If 
composts for seeds and plants m pots aie not preparing, delay no longer, as they will be 
required in July. Wash all empty flower-pots and order supplies for new ones , use every 
endeavour to put down the unsightly pots in general use-— it can be done, 

Hema) — The weather during this month is unpleasantly hut from the prevaihng land 
winds ; in most seasons a few slight showers of rainfall ; seldom other than country vege- 
tlibles are to be had, with tlie exception of cabbage sprouts, which are hard and tou^, 
mangoes and pme-apples are pleiititul and cheap; flowers are soaroe.

Jtilie.--Althoagh ram frequently occurs during the month, it is scarcely desirable to 
rocomraeud the sowmg of Euroi>eau vegetables. It is mwe requisite to push forward any 
new \vork that may be required ; dig over and trench all vacant and new ground may 
be taken m for oultivatiou. Re cai eful that a good supply of manure is on 

FLOWER GARDEN 

Prepanng pits for planting trees and ornamental shrubs may be proceeded with, like- 
wise the illliug up of all hollows on the lawns where water accumulates during mon- 
soons. Mukiiig now flower gardens where required, they should be proceeded with at 
once ; it will aive tune when the gardeners aie requited for more active operations in July 
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and Augost. Repair walks and make new ones .* see that tiiey are broad and le^el enough 
for two persons to walk abreast upon them , there is no necessity to raise them up hkc 
ridges in the centre ; if they are shi^tly convex to throw off the watext it is sufficient. 

jRemarkf.—The weather during this mouth is sunilar to that of last ; showers are more 
frequent: European vegetables are rarely to be had. Fruit is plentiful.

July .—Everything should bo prepared during the present month for sowing seeds in 
August if the weather is at all favuiable, sow a small quantity of celury and parsley for 
earfy plawfci^ Peas may be sown towards the latter part of the mouth, though with but 
Blight chance of success lu tlie generality of seasons ; during the Inst week the levelling 
of we soil thrown up in ridges may he proceeded with. The manure heap should bo in a 
fit condition for use. 

• FLOWER GARDEN 

Little can be done during the month further than preparation for the ensuing seed 
time : let composts be in a perfect state for use before the end of the month. Make up 
grass edgings witli tuif Do not prune roses unless they show signs of growth ; this can 
be easily discovered by the swelling and bursting of thu buds . if tliey uiow si^s, prune 
and manure, though waiting till Uie following month, would be more judicious. Take 
care not to be earned into two active operations by a good shower of ram. Look to tlie 
roots of dahlias, gloxinias and a( Inmeues , they may have commenced to grow, retard 
them as much as possible, but bn ug them to the light as dahlias are very impatient, 
their roots should be divided towards the end of the mouth into as many divisions as 
possible with a sharp knife, having shoot upon each division. 

Remarks, — The rains of the S. W. monsoon commence during this month in slight 
showers ; the sky is very cloudy , ram is frequent in most seasons. Fruit and vegetalnes 
are scarce.

August.— As imnortod seed should now bo on hand, let a first sowing 1 e put in pots 
or boxes without delay. If the weather is favorable, succossivo sowings may be put in 
daring the whole course of the month Care must be taken that the soil is in a proper 
moist condition. Guard against the ravages of red unts , be sparing of water to impoitod 
seeds until they germinate. A first sowing of peas and Fjciwh beaus may bo put m, 
Hkewise carrots, beet, pnrsloy and radishes ; choose a dry day, sow celery in boxes or jfKits 
in noh soil mixed with well-decayed manure, and a small quantity of powdered lime. 
The reason celery is so apt to run to seed, a>nses from msttontion to keep up a constant 
luxunance by the aid of good manure, celery should never receive a check ; of country 
vegetables, sow bnnjals, gouxds, cucumbers, roselles, greens spinach, beans, chillies, 
snake gounls, &c , j plant yams and Jeiusalem artichokes Attend to top-drossing as- 
paragus beds, make a fresh bed of water-crosses in a shady spot near a well or tank ^ere 
they can be easily supplied witli water twice r day. Put in suckers of pine-apples : 
pr^are stock «f mangoes for grafting. Let the garden soil be levelled, well manurea 
ana dug over : make sure the manure is well looked after and mixed with lime and ashes 
before using. 

FLOWER GARDEN, 

Sow seeds of everything that can be had most suitable for the climate , be careful how 
small seeds are sown and watered ; look to tlie roots of dahlias, gloxinias, fto. ; they 
should be set agrowmg in good soil If no plan has boen definitely fixed upon to secure 
a good supply of flowers now is thu tune to look to it ; tlicrc is no time to spare : propagate 
verbenas by layers ; sow hollyhocks, phloxes, petunias, balsams, &c , increase your stock of 
chrysanthemums, by division, or fresh supplies , 1^ iho flowci garden bo well dug and 
manured ; dig and nianuio round the roots of shrubs on lawns, Ac. Let a shaded piece 
of ground be prepared in which to put cuttings of roses, shrubs &o. ; prepare pits for , 
P^iang trees and shrubs, moke them large and deep. Pits in the soil of Madras or any- 
where snooldnot be less than feet in dnoneter and depth. Too much care cannot be 
tahem of seedlings, less they get drawn durmg the dull days that prevail, expose them to 
the light and air as much as possible Top-dress all plants in pots not intended to be re- 
pots with fresh soil and manure j re-pot and top-dress roses in pots Prune and manure 
garden roses nnd put in cuttings. 

were unnecessary to wnte these instructions if ttwse for whom they are 
do not cany them out during the course of this month. As success can only be 
looKea for by close attention, next month will be of less avail /to have plants sufficiently 
strong to p^uce an early crop or to stand the heavy rains, and whatever complaints 
:^y have to be made anent the failure of vegetables and the display of flowers in 
Jann^ and February, it can be ascribed to no other cause than neglecting to oonduct 
opeEwaoiw at the right season and in a proper manner. The native gardeners are not so 
much to blame as they in general go by the instructions they receive,

Beptember*— This is tho proper time to sow a succession of peas. French beans and 
spinach they may be put m every week during the month ; continue to sow vegetables of 
all kinds. Onions and leeks in hght rich soil m beds, protected from tho ram by mats 
tied over moveable bamboo frame-work. Attend to the seedlings sown last month ; some 
of which will be ready for transplanting. Knol-khol and cabbage, if any were sown early 
in July, will be ready fur dual transplanting in the garden, in beds of rows ; let them be 
lifted carefully ; disturb the roots as little as possible. Encourage the growth of celery 
by slight waterings of liquid manure ; look after inseotB ; a slight sprinkling of lime over 
and nnder the leaves will arrest their ravages ; if not used let them be picked ofiF with 
hand every morning. Lime will in nowise injure the tenderest vegetation, if slaked and 
cool. Native vegetables sown at the begmumg of last month will be fit for planting out. 
Commence to giaft mangoes ; make preparations, such as digging trenches, &c., to pre- 
! vent tho garden being flooded during the monsoon near at himd. Manure pifle-apples, 
remove the suckers and put them into root.

Petunias, hollyhocks, phloxes, &c., &c., sown last month, should during this be fit for 
planting out, choosing a dull damp day. Continue to sow balsams, hollyhocks and all 
showy annums, not neglecting mignonette. Balsam seed from HyderabMis genemlly 
good : and from the cultivators there removing the lateral branches, they have acqniied a 
peculiar upright habit, show about one foot of blossoin m a column when weli-giown 
Attend to cleanliness and keeping the soil in flower bed opened by hoeing {the idea of we- 
%ng a Gardener sitting in a Jlowcr-hed digging it tip with a piece ofbandioo is ahsutd) Prune 
roses if hitherto neglected, layer bud and put lu cuttings of roses and such shrubs, iiees 
and creepers as may be reauired. Sow seeds of trees and shrubs ; put in pipings of carn- 
ations, picotees lu boxes, ulled with flno sand, mixed with red oartii. Let all creepers be 
neatly tied to the posts or trellises upon which they arc trained , prune where required ; 
prune and keep in proper form Bhmbs, &c. ; attend to cutting hedges and flllmg up gaps , 
oasurina hedges neatly trimmed would be much neater round flower gardens than unsightly 
bamboo trellises ; it is astouishmg they are not moie generally planted, as they combine 
neatness with economy, arc easily raised if the seed is not too deeply covered with soil.

October.— Transplant all vegetable plants, large enough into bods or drills whore they 
are to grow. Trenches should be ready to receive celery plants ; shade if the weather is 
clear ; look after tomatoes oiiious, leeks, carrots and bcot-root , let them be thiuned out to 
proper distances from each other ; the thinumgs may be planted if required. Conianue to 
sow a few varieties of vegetable seeds Peas may be sown every week , let tlio drills in 
which they are sown be raised above tho surface level ; coiitmno to sow a succession of 
French beans. Keep out a supply of salads, such as lettuce, endive, mustard, water-cross, 
&o. Finish early in the montn preparations for planting out vegetables , do not fa:ust till 
wanted, as tho soil may not be workable for ram. Lot everything about the golden be 
neat and clean; eradicate weeds on thoir first appearance. If the weather during the 
month should prove dry, peas and the cabbage tnbe will suffer much A supply of water 
will be requisite to prevent the crops sustaining a check which v/ould prove very detn- 
menlAl. When water is applied let it be in the morning, veiy early , if possible ; wlion it 
is cool, frequent hoemg* up the soil amongst the crops will require to be looked to. If 
activity IS not displayed during the eaily part of this month in forwaidiiig upeiatioiiH, 
there is but little chance of buccohh for the season Take particular cnie the crops are uoi 
planted on the same piece of ground they were last year , aiteruate them yearly if possible. 
Graft mangoes and plant pme-apples. 

FLOWEE GAEDEN. 

The operations of last month ore apphcable to this Look after dahlias in pots, stake 
them and water occasionally with liqtud manure. Plant out verbenas, hehotropes and 
all other bedding plants. Keep up a supply of balsams, cockscombs, mignonette, &o 
Plant trees and shrubs, attend to tralumg and pramng creepers. This is a good time to 
get roses, fuschias, violets, &c., from the hills of Bangalore. Take advantage of dry days 
to out grass ; straiten and tnm the edges of walks ana beds. Give everything a neat and 
clean appearance. Protect all newly planted trees from wind. The beat ]^an is to use 
three tc^ed ropes for each plant, fix them to the stems round which should be tied a 
piece of canvas to prevent the friction of the ropes from injurmg the bark ; tie the ropes 
tight to three pegs firmly driven into the grouna at the proper distance from the plants. 
Tms is coeHier wan stakes but more permanent, and wul protect the plants till properly 
rooted. 

Eemaribs.— The weather during this month is generally wet and stormy, more especially 
I during the latter part of it. Vegetables and fruits stiU continue scarce.

ITovember.— Few European vegetables will come to perfection if not fit to plant out 
during this month. Attend to transplanting seedlings ; peas and French beans may be 
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sown 6 yery week or fa*n days j tho xaaixi crop must bo looked for from seed sown this 
montii, as peas sown m December seldom succeed. Sow a small quantity of cabbage, 
kuol-khol, cauliflowers, tomatoes, &o., likewise a lew salads Cauliflowers sown during 
the first week of the month ; if they are well attended to, flowers may be liad during 
February. Attend to transplanting onions and leeks. Thin out turnips and carrots to 
proper distoueeH from each ether. Plant celery in trenches , look after all details such as 
cleanliness, digging trenches to cany off the heavy rams ; put m cuttings of cabbage 
sprouts for use dunng the hot season. Graft mangoes ; put lu cuttings of figs and vines. 
iWt onion bulbs for salad.

Continue to transplant seedlings into pots or boxes. Plant out annuals, verbenas, 
hollyhocks phloxes and ipomeas, if strong enough. Sow any flower seeds remaining on 
hand. Sow seeds of trees and shrubs. Prepare early m the mouth stations for ornament- 
nl creepers, and plaut without delay. Attend to training creepers and pruning where 
required. Pnme and manure garden roses and put in cuttings. In pnming, cut tlie old 
branches down to three or four eyes from i^e bottom. Top-dress all plants in pots not 
lequiring ro-pottmg ; protect tender plants fiom heavy mins , activity is required duimg 
this month to obtain a good supply of flowers during the tliiee following mouths. The 
finer varieties of loses in pots should be re-potted if nccessaiy ; they reqiuie a heavy soil 
mixed with well decayed cow-dung. Support all plants requiting it from the high winds. 

lUmaiks.—TihB weather during this mouth is m general boiRteroiis, with heavy rains ; 
the N. E monsoon continues with great violence. Vegetables and flowers continue 
scarce.

Daoember — Continue to plant out and transplant into boxes all vegetable plants on 
hand dmiiig the first week. Attend to thinning turnips and carrots. Plant celery in 
trenches and eartli up such as may require it Keep tho soil amongst the growing crops 
hoed, and eradicate weeds on then flist appearance Branch lettuce and endive by tying 
up the leaves Tliiu out the brauebos of tomatoes Look shiup after insects amongst cab- 
biige and cauliflowei. Use slaked limo freely on all ciops attacked , it will prove a beiiefi 
eial check. Duimg the month sow cucumbers, vegetable marrow, county vegetables for 
greens, &o. Early planted vegetables will be flt for use towards the end of the month.

Continue to make up a manure heap for the ensuing eeason ; let nothing be lost m tho 
shape of vegetable matter Tho main work of the month is attontion to ^wing crops ; 
look to eaily grafted mangoes , make incisions gradually on the branches above the grafts.

Attend to dahlias and encourage them by frequent 
watering of liquid manure Keep the flower beds and walks clean and neat ; water and 
roll the walks towards the latter part of the month, it will give them a neat appearance, 
at the same time they will be more comfortable to walk upon 

Remarks . — ^The weather during the first two weeks is similar to last month, generally 
clcarmg up towards the latter end Fogs ore frequent; flowers confinue scarce with the 
exception of loses , vegetables aie scarce , country gieeiis, &c., are to he hod in abund* 
auce ; fruits, such as oranges, guavas and plantains, aie iilcntiful, 

BANGALORE. 

January.— In this month most of tho culinary vegetables are in great perfection. 
Grapes, apples, pine-apples, country raspberry, and also a few strawberries and peaches 
are lu season. Such apple trees as have finished beanng may now be pruned, ftifcbnw gb 
it would be better to delay it until the ensuing month. Bow seeds of such vegetables as 
peas, radish spinach, &c , that do not require more than three mon^B to come to perfec- 
tion. This IS a good month for altering or making a garden, laying walks, Open 
the roots of vine trees, if the wood is well ripened. 

This 18 the best month for planting cuttings of sugar-cane. 

fllfmarits.-— The nights and mornings are chill— a clear sky during the day. It seldom 
rains daring this month ; but fog falls daily m the momings. The wind blows steadily 
from the N. E with occasional variations. 

February.— In this month, country raspbemes, figs, pomegranates, pine-apples, 
peaches, grapes and strawbemea may be had in great abundance and perfeouon. A few 
apples remain. Very few vegetables can be sown w^ advantage this montih. Open the 
roots of peach and apples and prune apple trees. As the mango will be in flower, spread, 
if requisite, some manure round the roots of the trees, slightly stirring the soU. 

Sow peaches, the stone should be broken, else the seeds will take some months to 
germinate.. 
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Hemarht —The weather during the whole of this mouth is ve^ due. It seldom, if ever, 
TfliuB. Heavy dew falls iu the mormugs. The wind blows N. M., sometunes changing to 
the S. E. The first half of the month is rather chilly, about the end it cammences to be 
warm. 

Maro]l.~During this month the roots of a^le trees should be opened, if not already 
done by those who approve of that system, and very strong manure shoiud be applied. 
Strawberries, grapes, raspbernes and peaches are in season. Tho ^und should be forked 
about the roots of vines. Plant tuberose roo 1 ». Beet root and celery are in perfection. 
As the winds and hot air of this mouth are very injurious to vegetation, as few seeds as 
possible should be sown. 

Emurlr/r.— The weather during this month is clear, hot and unpleasant. Bain is little 
known. There is less dew. The wind continues to blow from the N. E. There is plenty 
of dust. It thunders and lightens occasionally. 

April —Sow all flower seeds to come to perfection m July and August. They will be 
refreshed by tho early rams called the mango showers , and there is generally rain in 
Mysore during June. Sow every kind of vegetable seed. Plant potatoes Dhalia seeds 
should bo sown m this month iu situations protected from the burning winds 

This is the hottest mouth. The nights are very sultry, and the sun pours 
down its fiery rays with unabating vigor during the day. The dust is almost sufiocatiug. 
There is thunder and lightning. The mango showers may be expected towards the close 
of the month. Wind K. E. 

May — Ilepeat the sowing of last month, or may be deferred till this month. Trans- 
plant the seeds of vegetables sown last month, and prepare the beds for the final trans- 
planting of kuol-khol, cabbage and cauliflower, watering the soil nchly. Sow some cotton 
seeds. 

fSemurits.— The weather still continues hot If the mango showers have set in, the heat 
18 not so great as that of April. High winds from the S. W., with rain and clouds, may 
be expected. Bather dusty. 

June.— The directions for this month are very similar m many respects to those given 
'for May and April, in order to have the flowers and vegetables later in the season. 
Mangoes are in great perfection, and pme-apples abundant ; jack-fiout m season The 
natives plo^h their ground and sow the earth-nut This is the best month foi sowmg 
seeds from Hngland, &o , provided they arrive in the two or three preceding mouths, but 
w general it is advisable to sow them as soon as they are unpacked. Tho fields ^r hay 
should be scratched by the native plough and manured. Cuttings and suckers of chrysan- 
themums, if taken ofi and planted m small pots, will flower in September 

Boses often suffer much more from the attacks of the rose beetle durmg this month 
They should be sought for at night with the aid of a lantern, and while one boy holds the 
light, another picks off the insects and throws tliem into a chatty of water. Immense 
numbers can be killed m a short time m this way The old roots of the dahlia should be 
planted m large pots of sand covered with some fermentmg vegetable matter, to mduce 
wem to send out shoots. 

Mmwhs —Bain is more frequent The da^ bogm to get cloudy and pleasant, and the 
nights cool. Wmd from S. W , blows strongly. Plenty of dust 

July.— Pine-apples and apples are m season. Mangoes still contmue till towards the 
end of the month , young plants should then be grafted, and the trees pruned as soon as 
they have done bearing, as that is tlie only time when it can be done witli impunity. 
Cuttings of all trees and shrubs should he put in this mouth, as well as slips of arti- 
chokes, which, as soon as they have estabhshed themselves should bo cut down close to 

ground. 

The natives generally sow the raggy and cholum, and prepare the ground for nee, and 
plant outtmga of sugar-cane. Flower and vegetable seeds may still be sown, and in regu- 
uu* seasons the cabbage tribe of the first and socond sowings should be finally transplant- 
ed. The first crop of hay is cut this mouth. Sow mango seeds for supply of stocks for next 
years’s grafting. The dahha sown last month will require transplantmg, and the shoots 
should oe separated from the old roots. The seeds (dahlias) should now be turned out of 
pots into the open ground in a sandy well manured soil. A species of white grub attacks 

roots of flower ^ants, more especially the scarlet geranium. The only mode of destroy- 
ing tbeee msects ifl by uprooting the plants that show any signs of dropping and remov- 
ing the grub. Expenments in the cultivation of wheat may be attempt^ tms montii. 

Eemaribt.— There is geuerallv much ram this mouth. The days are cloudy and pleasant, 
and the nights cool. The wmd blows from S. W. Thunder and lightning frequent. 

Augnst.—Apple 8 stiU continue ; young trees should now be grafted, and cuttings put 
down. Oranges, loqnats, and alligator pears in season. Insects are excessively numerous 
and destructive. The orange kibes should be budded and inarched, and propagated by 
gooties. Plant beds with earay stiawbemes. Still sow a few vegetable and flower seeds. 
Continue grafting mangoes. Transplant cotton. Propagate carnations and pinks by 
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layers. Beffin coUecting seeds of early flowering annuals. Dahlias are m perfection 
The natives BOW different kinds of gram in this and in the following month. Stake the 
dahlias, put into ground last month. 

i?emay£»~The early monsoons cease about the beginning of this month. The wind 
blows from S. W., and the weather is somewhat warm. 

September .—Alligator pears and loquats still continue. Guavas in plenty. Sow or- 
ange seed and alhgator pear stones. Young potatoes in season. The American cotton sow 
eSy in full pod. Plant Cape bulbs, either in the ground or m very deep pots well drained. 
The turnips aud cabbages are much infested by a small daik caterpillar, which may be de- 
stro^ by sprinkling the plants with powdered lime. The nee begins to flower. Put 
down cuttings of geraniums, roses, violets, hoartsoase. &c. Flowers are in great perfeo- 
taon As most of the peach trees will have lost their leaves, the roots should be opened 
and exposed for four ^ys and then strongly manured. The principal crop of hay is cut 
in this month. 

Stnp off leaves, and bare and prune the roots of applo trees, dressing the root at the 
same time with sheep or other manure. 

ifemoril'S.— This is rather a hot month The wind blows from S. W., and rain may bo 
expected from ^e middle of the month, particularly in the evenings. 

October.— Vegetables are in great perfection. Sour sop and guavas also are now in sea- 
son. The mam beds for strawberries should bo planted. Vines will begin to flower early 
in this month : the borders should be dug and well mannred. Dahlias will begin to ^1 
in the month. As soon as the leaves begin to wither, they shtmld be taken up with the 
soil that adheres to them, and keep in a dry place. As soon as they have been sofOiciently 
dried, they should be packed up m boxes of sand till the time for plantmg arrives. The 
doable tube roses should be similarly treated. 

Remarla.— The latter monsoons which generally commence towards the end of last 
month, are very heavy dunng October. The wind veers round to the K. E. The days 
are pleasant aud the nights cool. 

November— Apples begin to ripen towards the end of this month. Custard apples 
in plenty. This is the last mouth m which the generality of vegetables can be sown with 
advantage. Sow the casunna and other tree seeds This is a good mouth to lay in a 
stock of manure and prepare oomposts for the next vear The larger kinds of perennial < 
waterflowersshould lie taken up aud reduced in size and re-planted. This is a good 
month to plant ipotatoes, sweet potatoes melons, cucumbers aud most vegetable seeds.

Most of the exotic plants will have ceased flowering ; the beds 
should therefore be dug up aud niaiiured with a soil composed of two-thirds vegetable and 
half well decayed animal manure Turn out and examine dahha roots. Prune roses. 

Remai i#.— -This is usually a clear month with heavy fog m the mornings. Days cool 
and nights chilly. Wind from the N E. Heat is scarcely felt at midday. This a very 
pleasant aud healthy mouth. ^ 

Gteneral Remarks.— The moteoiological observation of three years— 1884-5-fl— was 
one very hot and one very rainy season j— this may therefore bo regarded as very fair aver- 
age when taken together. 

Bangalore is m lat. 12 68. N , and long 77’39‘ E The base of Commissioner’s flagstaff 
18 3, 030 feet above high water-mark at Madms , and the mean annual tempezatur^s 76' 
Fahr. ; while that of Madras is 85*. Thus confirming the generaUy receivea opinion that 
a rise of 300 feet causes a fall in the thermometer of one degree. The soil, except in the 
volleys, IB a rod sandy loom, inclined to Saveliy ; and the sound rock a finely foJLiated 
gneiss with slaty cleavage. It is much usea for building purposes. 

Average rainfall of twenty-throe years is 35*41 mches.

The following Military letter from the Bight Honourable the Secretary of State for 
India is published for information and goidance. 

Military Imuia. Office, 

No. 841. London, 30 Nov, 1876. 

To Hit Excellency the RigTu Honoumhle the Governor General of India in Council. 

My Lobd,— Two cases have recently come before me, in which I have been called upon 
to consider in Council the conditions under which ofilcera of the Indian Staff Corps and 
local officers may be permitted, when demand is made from proper quarters, to give 
thoir services beyond Indian limits. 

2, And I have thought it well to endeavour to lay down a rule of general application 
in such ciises. 

8. The circumstances under which such demands will come before Government are 
various. In some cases the services of Officers are desired beyond Indian limits by Her 
Majesty’s Govomment, whether within or beyond the tcriitories of Great Britain and her 
Depenaenoies, on account of special reasons affecting the luierosts of the British Empire. 

4. In other cases the services of Indian officers may bo sought (as they have been 
several times of late years) on account of snccial qualifications for local assistance by 
governments of British Colonies (or by friendly Foreign States ) 

6. And your officers may be applied for to serve on the personal staff of general officers 
or m analogous positions out of India, when the grounds of the apphoation are, from ilie 
nature of the case, of a private and personal, though perfectly ligitimate nature. 

6. No one will question that every practical facihty should he given to compliance 
with the demand for officers under the first of tho preceding categories. But 1 think 
also that, as a general principle, and within reasonable limits, no needless obstacle should 
be allowed to stand in the way of such demands undei whichever class they come. The 
more free the scope wo can give the employment of our officers consistently with what is 
due to the Indian Administration, the more are we likely to elevate the credit and the 
tone of the service and to add to its prestige 

7. It will, of course, rest with you to consider and decide on every demand of this 
kind as it aiiscs. 

8. And I propose to lay down as a rule, that every officer whom you shall so permit to 
serve beyond the limits of India shall, while so serving, receive at the charge of 
revenues the English furlough pay of his rank in addition to the allowances that may be 
assigned to him mom other sources in each case, and that his service under such cirenm-

We have the honor to report, for Your Grace’s approval, that we have sanctioned a 
compassionate allowance of a month to A. B , whom it is considered expedient to 

remove from the service on account of intemperate habits. 

2 We take this opportmiity of representing to Your Grace that we often experience 
great difficulty from the rules m force not allowing the grant of a pension when, owmg to 
inefficiency, which may, perhaps, not always be his fault, an officer is no longer able to 
perform satisfactorily the duties required of him. 

8. We forward herewith a copy of papers relating to the case of C. D as on illustration 
of this inconvenience. After serving Government lor about 28 years, C. B was removed 
for inefficiency, for which he was cleaily not to blame. 

4. Even the rules applicable to pension on medical certificate would not always meet 
such cases ; and we should be glad to be allowed to exercise a discretion m grautmg to 
officers, whom it is desirable to remove from the service for inefficiency, due to whatever 
cause, such pension as may m each case seem to us expedient. We should lunit such pen- 
sion, ordipanly, to the amount admissible under Section 69 of the Civil Pension Code : it 
would probably be very seldom necessary to grant even so much 
6 What we wish is to be able to discharge upon some reasonable conditions, an offi- 
cer whom it is not desired to keep in the public service, but whose conduct has not been 
such os to justify his dismissal without any provision for his subsistence, or, perhaps, the 
mfliotion upon him of any penalty whatever.

Paba. 1. I have considered in Council your Financial letter, dated the 17th January 
1873, No. 39, reporting the circumstances imder which you have sanctioned the grant of

1. To pension in officer still capable of useful service is a waste of public mon^ ; and 
every endeavour should be made to employ the officer in 
Xe-emphyment to bejomd if some other office. Accordingly, before a pension or gratuity 
posstHe. is granted to an officer discharged on alwlition of appomt- 

ment, it must be carefully considered whether he cannot 
be thus provided for. The head of a department in forwarding an application for com- 
pensation pension or gratuity, should mviiriably state for what roasons it has been found 
impossible to provide suitable employment for the applicant , and m the quarterly state- 
ments famished by Local Governments of such pensious and gratuities, it should be sifted 
in respect of each case, that it has been found, after careful enquiry, impossible to provide 
for Ihe officer elsewhere.

Letter from Government ef India, Finanmal Department, to Government qf 
Madras No. 2400, dated dXHk August 1872. 

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of vour letter No. 649, dated 29th April 1872, 
submitting the request of the Government of Madras for a reconsideration of the orders 
of the Government of India, No. 1991, dated I5th July 1871, passed on the recommenda- 
tion of the Local Government to exempt pleaders who might be candidates for employ- 
ment in the judicial branch of the service, from the operation of the rule ptesonbmg 26 
years as the maximum age for admission into the uncovenanted service. 

In reply. I am to remark that the Government of Madras appear to have mis- 
apprehended the rule in question. There is no general prohdntion against the employ- 
ment of persons in the pubhe servioe whose age exceeds 26 years ; nor is any refexenoe to the 
Government of India necessary before any such persons are employed. Under the rule 
as laid down in Financial Besolution No. 423, dated 20th January 1871, a Local Govern- 
ment has a discretion to admit to the pubhe service any person at any age ; and no par- 
ticulu disadvantage affects an officer admitted after the age of 26 years, except that u he 
is superannua^, t, e., compelled to retire as inefficient, on attaining the age of 66 years 
(Ci'm Pension Code, 66-1), he will get a proportionately smaller pension. His (^m to 
an invalid or compensation, or retit ing pension (sections 60, 62, and 67 of the Code) is not 
affected. 

By a later order the Government of India have enressed their wilhngness to relieve 
any officer from even this special disadvantage on sufficient cause being shown. But the 
Government of India alone can grant such r^f .

ticular case. 

6 The inconvenience, however, of recommending uncovenanted servants for special 
pensions unauthorised by the Buies was pomted out m paragraphs 7 to 9 of the Financial 
Despatch, dated 80th September 1863, No 174,* and I see no reason to modify the opinion 
therem expressed. 

6. Under these circumstances, 1 consider that it would be inexpedient to alter the 
Pension Code as proposed by you.

8. I take this opportunity of calling your attention to the practice of recommending 
uncovenanted servants for special |»ensions. The Code of Buies which was published on 
the 4th of January 1881, presenbed that the rates of pension shall be fixed on a graduated 
scale, within the prescribed limitations, with reference to the respansibihty and arduons- 
nesB of the employment, the degree of merit of the individual, ana the nature and length 
of his service ; and, in my Financial Despatch of the 8th of December 1662, No. 208, 1 
observed (paragraph 9) that '* pensions of me fnU amount stated are to be granted only as 
the reward of approved service. '* It appears, however, to be the custom for heads of 
Departments in India to recommend, in nearly every case, the full amount of pension 
which the rules permit : and, whenever the service rendered has been at all above the 
average character, a special pension is recommended in excess of that which the Bulei 
authorise. 

9. It cannot be too stronuly insisted upon, and made known to the whole body of 
Uncovenanted officers, that tne full pension authonsed under the Buies is not to be given 
as a matter of coarse, but only where the service performed has been really such as to 
merit the approval of Government, and this should be invariably kept m view in consider- 
ing recommendations for pension It is easy for your Government to keep within the 
lisoits which the Buies authorise but there is a manifest inconvenience in the Homo 
Government refusing to grant a special pension which may have been submitted to them 
with the weight which must always attach to a recommendation by your Government.

The Governor General in Council has recently had under consideration a case in which 
a public officer, the head of a Department, m granting a certificate to one of h^ subw- 
dinates, suppressed the true reason for whicli the subordinate liad been removed from his 
anpomtment. 8uoh an omission may, obviously, be injurious to the interests of the pub- 
lic service. I am therefore directed to draw attention to the subject, and to reauest the 
issue of orders to all public officers, warning them to be careful in givmg certificates to 
th efr subordmates, to state the whole truth in respect of character and cause of dismissal 
or resignation of appointment. 
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Deportment, which Department u required then to verify the aerviees in aeoordonce with 
the Buies under Section 74. This provision is intended to obviate the delo^ which take 
place in the vendoation of service ; and it is not to be understood as justifying the pre- 
paration of the regular applioation m Torm A, prescribed in Section 75, before ue officer 
has actually retured.

8. If the service claimed cannot be wholly verified from the records of the Acconnt 
offices, reference must be made to the head of the office m which the appheant states that 
he served during the period lu doubt.

^plication should take the affidavit of the applicant (on plain paper, — See General 
mamp Act, 1869, Section 16, Clause 12), and should also collect such collateral evidence as 
may be procurable * for instance, oeitificates, such as those given by an officer to a subor- 
dmate on liia leaving an offico, and the testimony of contemporary servants.

time informed that the grant is subject to revision by (he Government of Lidia in the 
Financial Department, and that should the amount granted be found to be in excess of 
that to which the Government of India in the Fmanoial Department considers him en* 
titled under the rules, he will be called upon to refund such excess If any interpretation 
of the rules is involved, or if any indulgence not provided for by the rules is proposed, 
the Local Government should submit the case, veith its opinion and recommendation,* 
to the Government of India in the Department in which the officer has served. Until 
the reply of the Government of India is received, a recommendation of this nature should 
never be commumcated, directly or indirectly, to the officer Loncoruod. 

1. The Govemraents of Bombay and Madras should, upon questions of pension and 
gratuity, communicate with the Secietory of State, through the Supreme Government, 
and not directly. 

2 An apphcation in Form A or D, Appendix A, as the case may be, should accompany 
every special recommendation mado under this Section. 

Section 79.— Betums (m Form C, Appendix A) of pensions and Gratuities granted 
during the quarter, should be submitted by the Local 

Quarterly etatemente Governments to the Supreme Oovemment as soon as 

possible after the end of each quarter of the financial year. 
These returns should include all civil pensions and gratuities sanctioned during the 
quarter, m whatever Departmeut, by the Government of India or the Secretary of State, 
as well as by the Local Government, care being taken, however, to enter each pension 
once only.

Section 82.— The Government of India is ordinarily unwilling to pass order on auez- 
tions affecting the pension of an officer until he actually rewes. Memoxials which 
relate to such questions addressed prematurely to the Secretary of State, are uniformly 
returned.

Section 88.— The order sanctioning the grant of a pension or gratuity to be paid in 
India should be forwarded, with a copy of the first page 
Banetion tf petutcn. of the formal apphcation, to the Accountant General of 

the Provmce in which payment is to be made. 

Section 84.— The Accountant General will then communicate to the officer who is to 
pay the pension or mratuity, authority to make the pay- 
Permanent pay order, ment, in the case ofa mnsion, such authonty will be a 

permanent pay order in Form B, Appendix A. 

1. The disbursing officer will deliver one-half of the order to the pemdoner, and keep 
the other half carefully, m such manner that the pensioner shall not have access thereto. 

2. Bach parent made is to be entered on the reverse both of the pensioner’s half and 
of the disbursmg officer's half of the order, both entries bemg attested, at the time of pay- 
ment, by the signature of the disbursing officer. When the reverse of a permanent-pay 
order is filled up, or when the pensioner’s half is found to be worn or tom, both halves 
should be returned to the Accountant General for renewal. 

8. If a pensioner loses his half of the permanent-pay order, the disbursing officer’s 
half shouia be returned to the Accountant General, in order that he may issue a new 
order. The observance of Hole 2 will prevent any payment being made on the half 
alleged to be lost. 

Section 85 —A pension is payable in India m monthly 
Peniion when payable, instalments. The pension for each month is payable on 

the first day of the followmg month. 

Note. (1).- This rule applies to ordinary, not to special cases. If, under special cir- 
cumstances, a pension is granted long after nn officer hns retired, retrospective effect 
should not be given to it without the specisl orders of the Government grantmg it, in the 
absence of which special orders such a pension will take effect only from the date of 
sanction. 

(2) —With reference to Section 92 of this Code, a pension should, imder no cir- 
cumstances, be paid, for the first time, in arrears for moie tiian ux months, without the 
special orders of the Local Government. 

1. Apart from special orders, a pension, other than an extraordinary pension under 
Chaptek XXII, IB payable from the date on which the pensioner ceased to be borne on the 
establishment, or ^m the date of the application, whichever is later. The object of this 
latter alternative is to pi event unnecessary delay in the submission of applications. The 
rule may be relaxed, in this particulai, by tlie Local Government, when the delay is 
sufficiently delayed. 

2. Pension is payable for the day on which the pensioner dies.

also, if the pensioner is e male and has not been exempted from personal appearance by 
the Local Government, of his inability to attend in person to receive pa 3 rment. 

1. The disbursing officer is personally responsible for any payment wrongly made, and 
should take every precaution against fraudulent personation. In case of doubt he should 
reto to the Accountant General. 

2 A pensioner of rank may he privately identified by the disbursing officer and need 
not be required to appear at a public office. 

Cer^fieaU of Section 67.— A pensioner, drawing pettsionj^n India, is 

ment. required to append to his bills a certificate as follows :— 

“ I declare that I have received any lemmeratwnfor terving Government t« e»y wpamty 
during the period for which the amount of pension claimed in this bill is due,’* 

1. In the case of a pensioner permitted under Chapter XX to draw pension after 
re-employment this cerbfloate should be modified acoordmg to the facts.

Through /ailing in arrears, ant General and the pension ceases to be payable. If the 
pensioner afterwards appears, the disbursmg officer may 
reclaim the permanent-pay order and renew the payment ; but the arrears cannot be paid 
withont the order of the Local Government obtamed through the Accountant General. 

1. If the suspension of payment is attributable to error or neglect by any public officer 
the Accountant General may direct payment of the arrears without taking the orders of 
the Govenu^g^ent. 

2. If a pensioner or a person entitled to a gratuity dies, payment of any arrear actually 
due may m made to his heirs, provided that they apply within six months from his death 
it cannot be paid thoroafter, without the sanction of the Local Government. Even if the 
pension or gratuity has not been sanctioned befoie the death of tho officer, the payment 

a be made, under the orders of tho Local Government. If an officer dies before ac- 
y retiring or being discharged, liis heirs have no claim to anythmg. 

Section 93.--Future good conduct is an implied condition of every grant of pension. 
The Government reserves to itself the right of withholding a pension, ii the pensioner be 
convicted of serious enme, or be guilty of grave misconduct. 


CHAPTEE XIX. 

Commutatim of Pensiont. 

Section 04 **-A life pension not exceeding twenty rupees a year may, at any time, on 
certificate of good health by tlic Medical officer (Covenant- 
Rate of commiUatton. od or Uncovenanted) of tne Distnct, and piovided tbe 

r nsionor’s ago does not exceed seventy years, be conunut- 
m Appendix E. The pension of a pensioner whoso age 
is more than seventy years cannot bo commuted except by special order of tbe Govern- 
ment of India. 

1. If a pensioner whose pension has been commuted, dies before rccemug the commu- 
tition value, it is payable to his heirs. 

2. The only general rules for the commutation of pensions are tliose in this Chapter. 
The pobey of the Government of India is opposed to tho commutation of pensions save 
under very exceptional circumstances ; LocuJ Governments and Administrations should 
invariably consult the Government of India before ordering (under tbe operation of Sec- 
tion 10* of Act XXUI of 1871) the commutation of pensions otherwise than as provided 
for in this Chapter. 

8. Buie 2 is not to be understood as mterfering with the rules which have already been 
issued with tlie sanction of the Government of India m regard to the commutation of any 
Special classes of pension in any Presidency or Frovmce. 

Section 95.-<-A gratuity may, at the discrotiou of the Government of India, or, with the 
sanction of the Government of India, on the apphcation 
C<mmutat%oH of gratuity to of the recipient, be converted either to a life annuity, or 
annuity. to a temporary life annuity, or to an annuity payable for 

a certain number of years, with remaindiBr to the reci- 
pient’s heirs in case of his deatli. 

1. The amount of a hfe onmuty will be determined in accordance with tho rates shewn . 
in Table A printed as Appendix E. 

2. The amount of a temporary life annuity will be determined by the formula given 
in the Note to Table A in Appendix E. 

8. In oalculatiug the amount of an annuity for a fixod numlier of years, the Savmgs 
Bank rate of interest will he employed. For ^e present that rate is 8| per cent . — vide 
Table B in Appendix E. 

4. The Government of India will never insist on the conversion of a gratuity into a 
life annuity, or temporary life annuity, unless the expectation of hfe of the recipient be 
reported by competent medical authoiity to be equal to the average. 

(Note. — These rules for the commutation of gratuities do not in any way modify the 
periods of service for pension required by the existing rules.) 


* ** The Local Government may, with the consent of the holder, order the whole or any 
part of hiB pension, or grant of money, or land revenue, to be commuted for a lump sum 
on such terms as may seem fit. ”

Para 2. In reference to this cane, you state that, in the Financial despatch dated the 
9th July 1868, No. 290, “ the following rule was laid down — 

When on officer who has retired on a pension obtained, not on medical certificate, but 
** after a prescribed period of service, is Bubsequently employed in any public capacity, he 
“ shall be permitted to draw the pension in addition to the salary of the office to which he 
« may be appointed : but, m the event of a Military officer resigning the service after he 
« has been appointed to a civil office, he must at the same time vacate that office. He 
" may, however, be re-appointed to the office, not as a matter of course but only in the 
« eviMOt of your considering it decidedly for the benefit of the public service. 

8. You also state that the principle of that rule, which was at first applicable to Com> 
missioned officers in Civil Exnploy, has been extended to all Civil officers, and that Sec- 
tion 100 of the CivU Pension Code provides that “ no officer can be permitted to retire 
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service been refunded. If the amount of such gratuity, or the present value of suolj pc u- 
[ Sion, piuathe amount of the previous gratuity; ezceeas the amount of gratuity^ oi the 
present value of the pension tnat would have lieeu admissible if the gratuity received for 
the earlier service has been refunded, the excess must be disallowed. 

Exaitpleb to the Proviso 1. A. B. after a service of 8 years, received a gratuity of 
Hs. 4,800. A. B was re-employed but did not refund tlie 
7, Section 101 gratuity. After serving 5 years, A. B becomes eligible 

for an invalid gratuity of Ks. 8,000. If A. B. had refunded 
the gratuity for the earlier service, he would have been entitled to a gratuity of Hs 7,200 
As the gratuity a^issible for the new service, plus the gratuity received for the eaiher 
service exceeds the gratuity which would have been admissible to A. B. if the gratmty for 
the eailier service had been refunded, A. B. is entitled to receive a gratuity of Rs 3,000 
minus Rs. 600 which is the excess. 

2 CD obtained a gratuitv of Ra. 4,000 after a service of 8 years. C. D. was rc- 
emplo>ed but did not refund the gratuity. After serving for 10 years, C. D. at the ago of 
48 years becomes eligible for an invalid ^nsioii of Hs. 160 a month. If C. D. had refuml- 
ed the gratuity for the earlier service he would have been entitled to a pension of Its. 160 
a month. The present value of the pousiou of Hs 160 (Ra. 18,971-14-0) plus the gratuity 
received for the earlier service is equal to Rs 22,971-14-0 and as this is in excess of the 
present value of the pension by Rs 4,000, the excess should be disallowed.

1. Pension may be awarded on the above scale, to persons thrown out of employ by 
reduction of establishment, without their being required to produce medical certificate. 

2. In the Despatch from Court of Directors, No. 18, dated 6th May 1864, the following 
further Buie is presenbed : 

We authorise you to grant to any Uncovenanted servant belonging to a class recog- 
nised by the present Buies, who, though not posBossed of medical certificate of incapacity, 
may bo permitted to retire from the service, and who can produce unquestionable testi- 
monials of a faithful, efficient discharge of his duties during a penod of 85 years, a pen- 
sion equal to half the average salary which he may have received dunug the last five 
years of his service. These pensions are to be regarded as the rewards of good service ; 
th^ will not, in any case, be claimable as of right, and every pension, which you may see 
sufficient reason to grant, must be reported to us with a statement of the grounds of your 
proceeding.” 

Ruhi regarding Service. 

8. The period of service must be contmuous, but a break between two periods of 
emplo^ent, if it does not exceed twelve months, and was not caused by dismissal from 
office for misconduct, will not prejudice the officer in whose service it occurs. 

4. To the following extent, leave counts as actual service * 

(a).— All leave taken before the Uncovenanted Service Leave Buies of 1866. 

{6).— -The following leave taken under the Buies of 1866. Two out of three years 
obtainable on medical certificate. 

Leave subsidiary to leave on medical certificate. 

Privilege leave. 

Leave on private affairs on half-pay. 
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(e).— Leave during recess on half-my granted to Native Survevors in the Bevenne 
Survey Department, Bengal, North-Western Provinces, and the Punjab. 

I 5. Service before the attainment of 16 years of age does not qualify for pension.

6. ** Authorised official allo^nces” include the following ; 

(a).'~-HouBe-rent allowance, or value of official residence. 

allowance given as compensation for reduction of salary^ 

The following are not included : 

(a).— Personal allowances otherwise than as above. 

(&}.— Horse and tent allowances. 

Ofaute 3rd.— For Law Officers and Native Judges, the period of 15 years shall be sub- 
stituted for that specified in clause 1st, and 22 years for the term men- 
tioned m clause 2nd. 

1. Tins Buie applies also to Prmcipals and Head Masters of Colleges and Schools, and 
also to Inspectors and Professors. 

2, The concession granted by the Buie api^ies only to cases where the whole of the 
prescribed period of service has been rendered m the privileged capacities. 

8. Law officers are a class wliloh now no longer exists. The designation “ Native J udges” 
applies to officers in such positions as principal Sudder Ameen, and Moousiff. Goung- 

g foupb in Burmah are also “ Native Judges." Magistrates of Pohoe and Judges of Small 
ause Courts are not Native Judges ,* but a “Native Judge " transferred to be a Judge of a 
Small Cause Court will retain lua privileges. 

Clause 4tA. — The rates of pensions shall be fixed on a graduated scale, within the pre- 
scribed limitations, with refcreuee to the responsibility and arduousness 
of the employment, the degree of merit of the mdividual, and the nature 
and length of his service. 

1. The limit of pension in ordinary cases is Rs. 6,0(JD a year . but this is subject to the 
Buies under Section 62 of the Code.

BBSOLtmON OF Ist JULY 1870. 

RuoltUion hy the Government of India, Financial Department, — So. 1655, dated 
let July 1870. 

As considerable misapprehension exists in regard to the limitations of pensions of On- 
covenanted Servants, both under the old and new Buies, the Governor General in Council 
is pleased to issue the following Resolution 

Besolution. — Opto 1855 the pensions admissible imder the Uncovenanted Service 
Pension Buies were not formally umited within any maximum amount. 

2. On 19th May 1856 the Government of India published a Despatch of the Court of 
Directors which limited pensions for Uncovenanted Servants, appointed after that day, 
to £500 a year if their pay exceeded Bt> 1000 a month, or to £400 a year if their pay ranged 
from Bs. 700 to Bs. 1,000 a month. This limitation apphed alike to the one-third pay 
pension and to the half-pay pension. 

8. In 1862, with reference to the increasing number of well-paid appointments which were 
being thrown open to the Uncovenanted Service, the Government of Bombay recommend- 
ed that the class who in the opinion of that Grovemment were exempt from the foregoing 
limitation, viz., those Uncovenanted Servants who had been appomted to the Govern- 
ment service before 19th May 1865 should, on promotion to an appomtment the salary 
of which 18 Bs. 10,000 per annum, be called upon to renounce formally any claim to pen- 
sion beyond the sum of £500 per annum. 

4. The Government of India agreed with the Government of Bombay as to the propriety 
of the luxutation, but demurred to the proposal for exactmg a formal renunciation olf title 
to a pension exceedinc £500 a year from those admitted into the service before 19th May 
1S55, who might be oTOred promotion to a salary amounting to or exceeding Bs. 10,000 a 
year. Hesitation was felt on the following grounds, viz : — 

L— That if a z^ht to a pension exceeding £500 a year ever existed under the Pension 
Buies of 1^1 in favour of those appomted to the service before 19th May 1855, 
it would be a “doubtful proceeding" to refuse “promotion to a deserving officer 
unles he will consent to abandon that to which, it is assumed, he has a right 
under the existing Buies. " 

lI'‘~~That no such right existed under the Buies of 1831, inasmuch as those Buies did 
not pledge Government to any particular amount of pension, but merely prescribed 
that the pension should not exceed a certain fixed proportion of the effective pay 
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of the applicant, and that, accordingly, it vae within the competence’ of the Go< 
Tenunent to define Bpeciflcally by Bubaequent Buies, as was done on 19th May 
1856, the precise amount within the limit of the prescribed proportions of effective 
pay which should not be exceeded in awarding pension. 

TTT — That, in this view, the wording of the order of 19th May 1856, which applied 
the Umtatum mentioned in the find paragraph of this Besolution to those only 
who might be a{>pointed to the service after 19th May 1865, was unhappy, mas- 
wioch as no specmo rate of pension had ever been guaranteed to thnse appomted 
before that date, 

6. Accordingly the Government of India inclined to think, “notwithstanding the 
difficulty caused bv the proceedings of 1856, * * that even now it will be better that 
the Government should assert its right to alter the Buies of 1681 as regards all appoint, 
ments clearly not embraced * by the original intention of those Buies, and to declare 
such alt^tion applicable to all Uaoovenanted Servants, whether they entered the pubhc 
service tefore 1865 or since. 

6. “ But if this be done, it may be right, having regard to the expectations which must 
naturally have been created by the order of 1856, to allow the full advantage of the Buies 
of 1681 with respect to all appointments made vo to the pietent time,f and held by officers 
who entered the public service before 1855. Tnus, such an officer, already holding an 
appointment of Bs. 1,600 a month, will, on superannuation after 20 or 80 years' service, 
according to the class of appointment, be able to claim a pension of i^OOO a year ; but he 
will »ot, if hereafter promoted to higher emoluments, be able to claim a still larger pension 
calculated on those higher emoluments." 

7. This reference was submitted to the Secretaaw of State quite apart from a memorial , 
from Uncovenanted Servants praying for increased pensionary advantages. The Secre- 
tary of State, however, answered the reference and the memorial m the same Despatch. 

8. In reply to the memcrnal, he conceded certam additional benefits, but qualified them 
by a condition that pensions should be limited as follow, viz 

Isf.— That halfway pensions should not exceed ^500 a year whatever the amount of 
salary, or £400 a year when the salary does not exceed Bs. 12,000 per annum. 

find.-— That one-third pay pensions should not exceed £300 a year whatever the amount 
of salary -or £200 a year if the salary shall not exceed Bs. 12,000 per annum. 

These form a part of the new Buies. 

9. In reply to the reference from the Government of Bombay regardmg pensions be- 

yond £600 a year to those who were m the service on 1^ 

r«r«. 23 of Despatch y dated May 1855, the Secretary of State decided that “under the 
Blh December , 1862. existing I’ension Buies an Uncovenanted Servant is not en- 

titled to claim a pension of the full amount, which is only 
authorised as the reward of approved service ; and, when the rules were fnuned, it could 
not have been contemplated that a larger pension than £500 per annum could ever be 
granted.

10 “Under any circumstances therefore the full pen- 
sion should only be awarded in cases of extraordinary merit. 

11 “With this reservation therefore I concur in the 
expedioncv of the proposition J made by you, which must 
be invariably acted upon as regards promotion subsequent 
to this § date, and a clause to that effect should be included 
m the new Buies." 


12. The 28rd and 24th paranaphs of the Secretary of State’s Deirpatch of Bth December, 
1662 paragraphs 9 and 10 of this Resolution) were published, but, paragraph 25 not 
haviim teen pubUshed, a memorial was submitted asking for an mtereretation oi the pub- 
lished^paragraphs. In forwarding this memorial, the Government of India explained that 
“the recommendation which the Government of India submitted on this point was, 
that those officers who entered before the 19th of May 1855 should be allowed, in respect 
of all appointments made previously to the tune of the reference, a pension at the full 
rate allowed by the Buies of 1881, whether more or less than £500 a year ; but that persons 
appomted to highly paid offices subsequenliy to this (». e.,) the time of writing) should be 
hmited as to the amount of pension by the Buie which fixes the maximam pension at 
£600 a year. The Government of India, then, contemplated a more liberal application of 
the Buies of 1681 as regards the class of servants referred to than would be admissible 
under a st^t interpretation of the 24til paragraph of your Despatch."

(Pabliehed under notifloation of the Government of India, Financial Department, 

Ko. 1628, dated 19th March 1864.) 

“ 1. I have oonaidexed in Council your Financial Letter dated the 18th October, 1868, 
No. iSH. forwarding a memorial from certain Uncovenanted Officers at your Presidency 
requesting an interpretation of paragraphs 21 to 25 of my Financial Despatch dated the 
8th December 1862, No. 206, which relate to the limitation of pensions to Uncovenanted 
I Servants to £600 per annum. 

8. ** In the Letter from your Government dated the 6th August, 1862, No. Ill, you 
stated that the UncovensntM Service cannot claim to have any rights under the Kules 
1881 beyond what may be considered to arise out of the general pledge which those Buies 
may be taken to give,~-that a member of that service when rendered incamble of further 
duty shall not be discharged without some pensionary support. As regazus the amount 
of pension to be given, me Buies merely fix a hmit wmch is not to oe exceeded, and 
altnough it has, with rare exceptions, been the practice to allow the highest pension of 
which the Buies allow, this prarace cannot be admitted to confer on the Uncovenanted 
Service any right to claim that maximum in all cases, without any regard whatever to the 
original design and scope of the Buies. 

8. “ In that view Her Majesty’s Government fully concurred. It was therefore decid- 
ed that Uncovenanted Servants appointed prior to the 19th May, 1655 (the date of the 
Court’s Despatch limiting pensions to £600 per annum) whose average salary during the 
last five years of their service shall have exceeded Bs. 10,000 per annum, and also those 
who were promoted prior to the 6th August, 1862 (the date of the letter from the Govern- 
ment of India relative to the limitation of pensions to Uncovenanted Servants) to offices 
to which salaries exceeding Bs. 10,000 per annum are attached, shall, if their average 
salary during the last five years of their service exceed that amount, be allowed, in cases 
of extraordinary merit, pensions exceeding £500 per annum,— the amount of excess to be 
governed by the merits and services of the retiring servant, and to be limited to an 
amount consistent with a due regard to the pubhc int^sts. In regard to Uncovenanted 
Servants who have rendered approved services of only an ordinary character the pension 
must m no case exceed £600 per annum. 

4. An Uncovenanted Servant promoted subsequently to the 6th August, 1862 to an 
office to which a salary exceeding Bs. 10,000 per annum is attached, is n^ to be granted 
an increased pension in consequence of the increase to his salary.” 

14. This reply did not embrace the cases of persons appointed before 19th May, 1865 
whose salaries, at the time of retirement, may be less than Bs. 10,000 per annum. In 
respect of such persons it was urged by the Government of India, in a Despatch to the 
Secretary of State, No. 81, dated 5th February, 1868, that inasmuch as the orders of the 
9th February 1864 ” recogmse the claim to a pension of Bs. 5,000 per annum, or one-half 
of salary, on the part of on Uncovenanted Servant whose average salary for the last five 
years of service is Bs. 10,000 per annum, Uncovenanted Servants with salaries of less 
than Bs. 10,000 per annum who were appomted before the 19th May, 1865 might be 
allowed one-thiraor half-pay pension, irrespective of the limits laid down in the new 
Pension Buies, which may be restneted to the cases of Uncovenanted Servants appointed 
after the 19th May, 1856.’^ 

15. The Secretary of State, however, in a Despatch No. 400, dated 18th November 1869, 
negatived the recommendation, observing that there was no ground “ for exceptmg Un- 
covenanted Servants with salaries of less than Bupees 10,000 per annum from the Buies 
applicable to Uncovenanted Servants with salanes exceeding that amount and added, 
that if in any particular case of a servant whose salary is less than Bunees 10,000 you 
should consider that unusually meritorious service calls for a relaxation of the restriction 
contained in the Buies, I shall be prepared to consider any recommendation you might 
make for the grant of a special pension, as already allowed in regard to servants wi& 
higher salaries.” 

16. Three other classes of officers have been exempted from the limitations of the half 
and one-third pmisions presenbed by the new Pension Buies, viz. 

I— In a Despatch No. 84, dated Slst March 1865, the Secretary of State ruled that 
** Civil Engineers who entered into covenants when the old Uncovenanted Leave 
and Pensions Buies were in force” might be allowed ** the benefit of those Buies 
in rea^ both to leave of absence and pension, and any covenanted Bndbaeer so 
sitaaled may therefore have the option of selecting which Buies he will abi^ by ; 
but having once made his selection he is not to m permitted to avail' himself of 
any of the advantages of the other Buies.” 

n.— In Financial Besolution No. 1852, dated 16th August 1865, the benefit of the fore- 
going decision was extended to certain officers of the Telegraph Department 
who had executed their covenants before the publication, in June 16^ of the 
new Uncovenanted Service Leave and Pension Buies. 
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m.— Under an impression that the classes of officers who in the old Pension Rules 
were designated as Law Officers and Native Judges had ceased to exist, the 
Secretary of State, in a Despatch No. 209, dated 2wd December 1865, declared 
the new Rules applicable to all Uncovenanted Officers in the Judicial Depart* 
ment. In reply, the Government of India explained that the term Native Judges 
included Principal Sudder Ameens, Sudder Ameens, and Moonaifis, and that to 
these the old Buies assured a pension equal to one-third salary after 15 yean* 
service, and equal to one-half after 22 years’ service, when the applicants were 
certified to be unfit for further duty. Thereupon the Seoretary of State observed 
m his Despatch No. 174, dated Slat July 1866, that " it was not understood that 
the exceptional advantage granted by the old Uncovenanted Service Pension 
Rules to 'Native Judges^ extended to Native Judicial Officers of other grades." 
So far as relates to any who can be considered entitled to benefits ffranted by the 
old Rtdes to officers ox that class, I am willing that they shall still be considered 
eligible to the pensions allowed by those Rules ; but, with reference to all future 
appointments, I see no ground for making a distinction between Native Ju^es 
and the general body of Uncovenanted Servants, for whom the new Rules make 
liberal provision." This Despatch was published by the Government of India on 
the 29th October 1866. 

17. The Rules, therefore, regarding the limitations of the amount of pensions of Un- 
covenanted Servants may be ihus summarised

APPENDIX C

Erom the letter of the Government qf India in the Financial department, to the G overwent 
of Bengal, No. 8177, dated 31«( August 1871. 

4. The references made in your letter to a proposed formation of a Pension Fund by 
deduction from salaries probably arise from the orders of this Department, No. 940, dated 
16th June 1870, which contained, as models, certain Rules proposed by the Government 
of Bombay for the constitution of an Educational Pension Pima there. 

6. The Government of India, on a reconsideration of the whole subject, is disposed to 
withdraw the approval which it then expressed of the scheme set forth in these Rules. 
There is an almost entire absence of data on which to estimate the amount of deduction 
which would be necessary to render such a Fund solvent; and such calculations as can be 
made, render it extremely doubtful whether five per cent, is nearly enough to cover the 
contingent charge; audit is of course out of the question to guarantee from Imperial 
Revenues the solvency of any such Fund. A Pension Fund termed by deduotioi\ from 
salary is, perhaps, objectionable also on another ground, namely, that it, to a certain 
extent, unnecessarily tetters the hands of the employer. 

6. In the case, therefore, of Local Funds which will, beyond a doubt, be able, without 
embarrassment, to meet the pensionary claims of employes, it seems to the Government 
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of ludia that it would bo beat, should the Local Govemmeat think proper to grant to the 
employ^ a right to pension) to leave the pensionar;^ olaixns to be met when they arise. 
And in the earn of Local Funds regarding whose position there is not the same absence of 
doubt, it would apnear to be ^e 'msest course to abstain from making any absolute pro* 
mise of pension. The ability of such Funds to provide any pensions which, on special 
ground^, it may be deemed desirable to grant, can be more easily determined when the 
claim is presented for consideration, than it can be at a tune antecedent by many years, 
to the actual accrual of the charge. 

7. It might even be a matter for the consideration of the Local Government, whether, 
considering the pecnliar constitution of Local Funds, it would not be well, especially in 
the case m such as are of uncertain solvency or stability, to credit to a separam account , 
the capital value of any pension granted. The necessity of providing at once the entire 
value of a pensipn, instead of throwing the charge forw^ upon future years, would per- 
haps afford a useful check against indiscriminate recommendations by those who have 
the management of the Funds. 


2 . 

From BetoluUon of the Government of India in the Financial Department^ No. 4,859, dated lith 
October 1871. 

The position of the Government of India, and the difficulty experienced by Native States 
and pudUo bodies in obtaining competent officers without its assistance, frequently render 
it necessary for the Government, for political or for public reasons, to tnuisfer its offioers 
to service paid for from sources other than its own revenues Such transfers would, os a 
general rme, be impossible if the condition were insisted on, that the officer transferred 
should give up his privileges as an officer m the service of the Government of India , and 
m the papers above read, the question is discussed what financial arrangements are proper 
to be made in the case of officers of Government lent to, or transferred service paid by, 
Native States, Municipalities, and other bodies, financially independent of the Govern- 
ment of India, such as Courts of Wards, Fort Trusts, &c , and permitted at the same time 
to retam their privileges as servants of the Government of India. 

2. The remuneration of officers of Government may be thus classified-— 

Immediate,— -Their pay and allowances while on duty ; 

Coniinyea#,— Their absentee allowances ; 

Deferred, — Their pensionary allowances ; 

and such offioers when lent to Native States, &c., though they obtained their immediate 
remuneration from the State or Fund at the charge of which they are employed, look, for 
the most part, to the Government of India, for their “ contmgent ” and “ deferred ” re- 
muneration. 

8. It may sometimes be expedient, for special reasons, that the Government of India 
should bear such charges . but, as a rule, it is not so , and it is necessary to prescribe the 
conditions which should be imposed, so that such charges may be avoided, unless the Go- 
vernment, for special reasons accepts them. 

4. The Government of India have, aceordmgly, resolved to enquire, on account of 
every officer lent or transferred to a Native State, or a Mumcipality or other financially 
independent body ; who is permitted to retam his position m relation to the service of 
Government, and Ids claims to absentee and pensionary allowances under the Boles of 
the service to which he belongs, and with regard to whom the exemption contemplated in 
padragraph 8 is not declared, a contribution proportional to the salary which he receives, 
and regmated on the following prmciplea. 

6. In the first place it is to the officers themselves, and not to their employers, that the 
Government will look for the oontnbution required : any other coarse womd be produc- 
tive of difficulty and inconvenience. 

6. In the second place a calculation founded upon such data as are available, shews 
that the cost to Government of the charges above mssed as contingent and defnred, ex- 
cluding, however, privilege leave allowances, is about one-quarter of the amount aotoallv 
^bursed in tto form of ** immediate ” remuneration. ^ 


18. In the case of Covenanted Civil Servants the contribution of one-fifth requited 
by this Besolution includes the four per cent, deduction to the Annuity Funds whiSi will 
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xu>i be separately levied. The amoant of the oontributioxi to be credited to the Auntiity 
Fond is 81 per cent, of ihe full nominal pay and actum al- 
* i. e., the tame at i per lowanoe, bemg one twenty-fourth part of the amount re- 
cent reftunedottf^ 100. tained by the officer after deduction.* This proportion, 
/ being one-szzth of the entire contribution, will be credited 

to the Annuity Funds so long as they are Maintained. 


JExttact/rom Resolution of the Government of India in the FUnancial Department, Ho. 

1,686, daUd 22»d March, 1871. 

The Governor General in Council has had under consideration the question of how to 
guard agamst fraudulent claims to pensionary allowances being put forward by strangers 
after the actual mcumbents are dead. 

2. The chief protection against such claims must be the careful testing by the disburs- 
ing officer of each claim at the tune it is presented. 

8 But it seems advisable also that statistical information regarding pensions should 
be kept up , and, for this purpose, His Excellency in Council is pleased to direct that, from 
every office where pensions are disbursed, Betums m the annexed Form shall annually 
be made to the Account office to which it is subordinate — 

(1) .— For pensions not exceeding Ks. 10. 

(2) . — For pensions exceeding Bs. 10, and not exceeding Bs. 60. 

(8).— For pensions exceeding Bs. 60. 

4. The Account officers should scrutimse the information thus received in order that 
enquiry may be at once made where any remarkable longevity appears, or where any 
other anomalous features present themselves. 

6. His Excellency in Council is well aware that there is great difficulty in exercising 
a check, 1^ this means, on the action of local officers. The instances m any single dis- 
bursmg office are necessarily too few to warrant the assumption that their departure from 
mathematical regularity requires any special explanation ; and, on the other nand, in the 
compilation of the figures of several offices, the effects caused by the perpetration of frauds 
m any one would probably disappear m the mass. 

6. But, while His Excellency in Council, m view of this difficulty m supervising this 
particular part of their work, confidently expects, at the hands of local officers, exfreme 
caution m dealing with clarnis to pension, he does not doubt that the mfoimation contam- 
ed in the Forms now prescribed wall be found, in both central and local offices, to be of 
great value.

William the Fourth, Chapter twenty-four, ** to alter, amend and consolidate the laws for 
regulating the pensions, compensations and allowances to be made to persons in respect 
of their having held civil offices in His Majesty’s Service,” it is provided amongst other 
tMngs ** that in case any person enjoying any superannuation allowance m consequence 
of retmng from office on account of age, mfiimity or any other cause, or enjoying any 
compensation for past services, upon the abohtion or reducti<ni of office, shall be appomted 
to fill any office in any public department, every such sUowance or compensation shall 
cease to be psid for any penod subsequent to such appointment if the annual amount of 
the profits of the <^oe to which he shall be appomted shall be equal to those of the office 
formerly held by him ; and in oase they shall not be equal to those of his former office, 
then no more of such superannuation allowance or compensation shall be paid to him 
than what with the salary of his new appomtment shall be equal to that of his former 
office.” 

And whereas doubts have lately been entertained as to w'hether the expreseian “ office 
in any public department ” as used in the above-mentioned provisions extends topublio 
deparfruents in any part of Her Majesty’s domimons beyond the limits of the United 
Kmgdom. 
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And whereat it it expedient to remove tuoh donbtt : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Lords, Spintnal and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament aesembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows 

1. It is hereby declared that the expression “ office in 
of Section tweaJty any public department ’* as used in the abovementioned 
qf4t and 6 W, /F, c, 24. provision of the said Act extends, and shall from the date 

of the passmg of the said Act be deemed to have extended, 
to any office in any public department in the British possessions. 

2. In this Act “ British possession, ** shall include any territories for the time being 
vested m Her Majesty by virtue of any Act of Parliament 

D^mtion t^caiony. for the Ghovemment m India, also any colony, plantation, 

island, territory or settlement within Her Majesty’s 
dominions, and not within the United Kingdom.

APPENDIX D. 

Offers lent to Native dtofcs, Munkipalkiea, etc.y before the 14<A October 1871. 

Before 14th October 1871, the date of the promulgation of the Buies m Chapter VII, 
service under Native States, Municipalities, or other bodies financially mdependent of the 
Government of India, did not ordinarily qualify, as it did not satis^ the first and third 
conditions of qualifying service. Unless specially exempted, or unless their case fell 
within one of the special Buies stated beneath, officers, not being Covenanted Civil Ser- 
vants, or Officers of the Army, who accepted such service, ceased to have any claim on the 
Government of India m respect of pensions or gratuities The Buies m Chapter VH do 
not affect the position of these officers, and they must abide by the conditions under which 
they left the regular service. In the same way, officers who may transfer their services 
in future will have no claim unless the transfer is such as is provided for in Chapter VH. 

jSpectai' Rulea \nfoice before the \Ath October 1871. 

1. Officers transferred by competent authority to service under Native States, for a 
purpose in which the Government is interested, coimt their service, as if it were under the 
Government of India. 

The following cases are within this Buie 

(a).*— Teachers transferred to the service of the Chamba state. In this case the pen- 
sion 18 paid by the Government of India and the Baja of Chamba accordmg to the 
Buie of proportions. 

(d),*-— Officers transferred to service in the Kolhapur school ; the pension being charge- 
able, according to the Buie of proportions, to the Government of India, and to a 
fund formed by a coutnbution, proportional to salary, paid by the Chief of 
Kolhapur. 

(c}.--Officer8 transferred, under the authority of the Government of the Punjab, to 
service under the Bhawalpur State. In this case the charge for the pension will be 
shared by the Bhawalpur State accordmg to the Buie of proportions. 

((Q.—Assistant Opium Agents in Independent Native States, whose pay is found by 
the Native States. 

2. Subordinates in the Bevenue Survey, temporarily lent to Municipalities for duty 
which for though paid by them, also promotes imperial mterests, count their service as if it 
were under Government. 

8. Medical officers lent to charitable dispensaries or hospitals in British India, count 
their service as if it were under Government. 

4. Officers transferred, on or after 23rd April 1863, by the authority of Government, or 
their official superiors, from qualifying service under Government, to service of the follow- 
mg desciiptionB, count their service as if it were paid from the General Bevenues 
Service under the Court of Words. 

Service in Jagir States in Bombay. 

Service under the Talukdari Settlement Officer in Bombay. 


Applies to transfers before the 22nd October 1676. 
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^ Provided that six per oeni of the salary be contributed to the Government of India 
either by the officer himself, or from the funds whence the salary is paid. This proviso 
has effect from the 9th November 1870, in the case of service under the Court of Wards, 
and from the 6th July 1871, in the case of service m Ja^ States or under tbe Talulcdari 
Settlement Officer. 


APPENDIX B. 

Memorai^vm. on Penaion-valma of Civil Pensioners^ 

The compilation of a table for shewincf the capital value of pensions depends upon 
two data, namely, the rate of mortality and the rate of interest. 

2. I shall take these two separately, and first discuss the data as to rate of mortality. 

8. Observations of native life are extremely few,— eo few mdeed, that those Assurance 
Companies m Calcutta which accept risks on native hvesdo not base their calculations 
on any data regardmg native hfe. One office adopts European military rates, and two 
others taka a certain percentage in addition to European civil rates, as the basis of assur- 
ance on native lives. If we were to follow them, we should simply adopt for native rates 
of mortality something in excess of European rates. 

4. The only regular investigation regarding native life which, so far as I know, has 
been made, was the work of Dr. Robert Haines, a Surgeon m Bombay, who made elabor- 
ate enquires on the subject, on the basis chiefly of military records, and whose papers 
were purchased by the Government of Bombay m 1867. ^ 

6. The following is a summary of the rates of mortaliiy that resulted from his investi- 
gations, to which I have added, for purposes of comparison, the rates observed in the 
Bengal Uncovenanted Service Fund —

Of these series of results, the first (marked A) and the second (marked B) are based upon 
observation of only 140 and 164 deaths respectively, so that the area of observation is not 
wide enough to enable ns to accept them with any confidence. This is especially the case 
with the ages above 80, where, in the first case, the observations were confixied to five 
deaths, in an average of about twenty persons alive each year. 

6. The series marked C has a much wider area of observation, 6,335 deaths having 
occurred among the oases observed ; the regular gradation of the results also shews that 
the area has been sufficiently large to eliminate departures from the average. They may, 
m my opinion, be accepted as a good guide, m the oases to which they immediately apply, 
namuy, native militarv pensioners in Bombay; the only question is, whether the circum- 
stances of native civil j^sioners in Bengal are sufficiently similar to those of native 
milit ary pensioners in Bombay, to warrant ns in accepting statistics affecting the latter, 
as a guide towards oonclusions affeotmg the former. 

7. I recently had occasion to make a close oomponson between the actual deaths oc- 
curring among the civil pensioners in Bengal, dunng the years 1871-72 and 1872-73, and 
the number ox deaths that might be expected according to the rates of the series C, just 
mentioned. 1 quote here the results of the comparison, and my observations regaraiug 
l^em.

I think, therefore, that it is a pretty fair conclusion that, so far as can be judged from 
information and oaloulations so rough in their nature, the mortahty rates, with which we 
above started, ard not far from the average applicable to the case. It is worthy of remark 
that the younger pensioners shew a tendency to excessive mortality (compared with our 
initial figures), which is easily accounted for by the fact that they are, by the nature of 
the case, mosiiy invalids ; and that, as we might have expected, the pensioners of the class 
between Bs. 10 and 60 seem to be more healthy than those on higher, or on lower, pen- 
sions.*' 

8. A similar examination of the Bombay pension returns for 1870-71 till 1872-78, three 
years, gave —

the excess ot actual mortality occurring chiefly at the ages under 60 and above 76. 

9. It seems to matherefuie that, pending further observation, we should base our mor- 
tality tables upon the rates which we have thus examined. It is necessary, however, to 
make an alteration in respect of the earlier ages Pensioners in the Civil Department, 
of ages 86 to 60, are for the most pait luvahds, and therefore have necessarily a compara- 
tively high rate of molpility. On this ground, thoiefore, I have taken the rate for these 
ages at 4 per oent. instead of at 1*920, 2 760, and 8*764. 

10. The second of the data is the rate of interest to be allowed ; and this is a matter 
for the decision of the Government of India, as tbe capitalised value is to be received by 
it, and t^e interest to be given by it. I know, however, that in a similar case, where the 
Government of India consented to receive money for annuities, simply at a fair rate of 
interest, without giving any privilege or donation of any kind, it fixed 8| per cent, (the 
present savings bank rate) as the rate winch it would give. 1 take this rate, therefore, as 
the basis on which to make the calculation 

11. The calculation and the result are shewn m Table A appended 

12. In actual practice, the values received from Local Funds on account of pensions 
granted will be credited direct to Government, and the pensions will form a direct charge 
upon the Government, but if accounts are kept up pr o forma m which the amounts received 
are credited, and the amount of pensions paid are debited, and a sum equal to 8| per cent, 
interest upon the nommal balance credited each year, these aocoimts wul afiord an easy 
means of testing whether the rates of mortality have been so taken as to give fair valu- 
ation rates. If the actual mortalitv corresponds with our estimated rates, the balance of 
the account should always be equal to the aggregate value of the pensions still outstand- 
ing, the values being calculated from the appended table, accordmg to the ages on the 
date of the valuation. If the actual mortality be less, the balance will be less than the 
value, and if a decided tendency m this direction should be observed, it will be necessary 
to revise the rates in favor of the Government. If the actual mortality be greater, the 
balance will exceed the value, and any marked excess would similarly suggest a revision 
of the rates m favor of the contributory Local Funds. 

IS. A small table (Table B) is appended, which may be useful for the conversion of 
lump payments into monthly payments lasting for a given number of yean. The month- 
ly payments thus reekoned axe absolute, and are not dependent upon any life, 

14. Itshordd be added that the results which are shewn in these tables involve no 
margm for safety, or for working expenses, no allowance of any kind being made in favor 
either of the payers or of the receivers of the pension-values. I have confined myself en- 
tirely to the question of exact valuation, upon data which involve no margins.

As 
judicial functions differ from executive work, so must the reasons upon wmch leave can 
be given or refused differ in each class ; but there seems no need for laying down, as to 
either dass, any uniform rule to limit the responsibihty of Government. His Excellenoy 
in Council believes that Government may best dispose of these oases npon the general 
principles of guarding the interests of the pnbUo service, and of allottins, so far as may 
be possible, equal privileges of relaxation from work to all departments of public Mr- 
vice .*’— Departtnentf to Government, Nortb-Wettem Provineei, No. 1104, 2414 Jnne 1878.

CHAPTER IX. 

Joinmg-Time 

[The Rules in this Chapter apply to all officers in Civil Employ.] 

1. Joining-time is the time allowed to an officer to proceed from one Station to another 
when his appointment IS changed, or when, being onem- 

Purpose for which alloiDed, ployed, he is appointed to any office. An officer is held to 
be on duty durmg joining-time, if he is entitled to aUow- 
ances. 

Amount admissible ^ « aUowed as follows, excluding Sun- 

days : — 

'' for any part of the journey whicn may be made by Railway,— one day for every hundred 
miles : 

for any part of the journey which may be made by Steamer,— one day for every hundred 
miles . 

or such longer time as the Steamer may actually occupy : 

for the rest of the journey,— one day for every ten miles : 
and BIX days, in addition to the whole, thus cafoulated. 

2A. An officer whose appointment is changed while he is in kansit from one appoint- 
ment to another must join xAm new office within a period, ^ginning from the day on which 
the order changing his appointment reaches him, and oaloulated in the manner presoribed 
in Rule 2 . except ^t, without the special orders of the Local Government the six days 
allowed, by that Buie, in addition to the tim e ofdoulated by distance, shall not be granuM 
afresh to an officer in these circumstances. 
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11. An offioar vrho does not Join his new appointment within the joining time allowed 
to him is entitled to no aUowanoe after the end of his joining-time, and alter a week ceases 
to have a lien on any appointment. But if the local Qovemment considers that his default 
was due to circumstances beyond ^ oontnd, it may exempt him from the loss of his ap- 
pointment. 


CHAPTBB X. 

Exteniian and Cmmutation qf Jjeave. 

SscTioM 85.* ** — Except as provided in Section 24, no kind of leave can be granted in con- 
tinuation of any other kind ; but any leave may be retro- 

Extenaion and commutation, spectively changed for another kind or amount of leave 
wluoh might, at first, have been granted : 

Provided that the grant, or extension of furlough, under this Buie (otherwise than on 
medical certificate), is subject to proviso (8) under Section 12. 

1. Except by the Secretary of State, leave cannot be changed or extended, without the 
permission of the Local Government which originally granted it. 

2. In the case of a Commissioned Mihtazy Officer in Civil Employ, leave maybe re- 
trospectively commuted by the authority which granted it to any kind of leave which 
the said authority would have been competent to allow when l^e ongmai leave was 
sanctioned. 

8. An officer on furlough or special leave in Europe, who wishes to have his leave ex- 
tended, must apply to the Secretary of State for India at least three months before the end 
of his leave. 

4 1 Examination leave may be gifted in continuation of privilege leave, and privilege 
leave may be granted in contmuation of examination leave under Chapter VIII, Buie 1, 
but not in contmuation of examination leave under Chapter VIII, Buie 2. Otherwise, no 
kmd of leave, except furlough on medical certificate, may be granted m continuation of 
examination leave. 

6.+ When pnvilege leave is, on medical certificate, retrospectively changed for fur- 
lough out of India, so much of the leave passed before the departure of the vessel in which 
the officer sails may be treated as subsidiary leave under clause (a) of Section 24, as might 
have been granted as subsidiary leave, if the officer had ongmally obtained furlou^ and 
not pnvilege leave. 


CHAPTBB XI. 

Payment of Leave AUowancea. 

[This Chapter apphes to all officers m Civil Employ.] 

Section 86 (a).— Leave allowances are payable in India after the end of each month ; 

but an officer on furlough or specal leave out of India may. 
Allowances how payable, at his option, take paj^entatthe Home treasury of the 
Gkivemment of India. 

1. An officer embarking on furlough or special leave must take with him a Last-Pay 
Certificate, whether he intends to draw hxs allowances in England or not. {For JiuleSf see 
Chaptei XII) 

2. 1 A gazetted officer on leave in India may draw his allowances at any treasury in 
India. An officer on furlough or special leave out of India 
‘Treasury forms, may draw his allowances m India either at his own Head- 

quarters, or at the chief town of the province, or at the 
capital town of the Presidency m which he is employed. If the leave of an officer, 
whether in or out of India, is extended or commuted, the Accountant G-eneral within

1A.<— If the Local Government considers it inexpedient that an officer should return 
from furlough or special leave in Eur^e to duty in India^ it should furnish a complete 
statement of the circumstances' to the S^retary of State in the case of the Gk}veniments of

llA.-~-An applicationf by a Military officer in civil employ for furlough out of JndiaX 
must be submitted m the manner prescribed m G. G. 0., Military Department, No. 84, 
dated 11th January 1869, to the local Government. Any local Government receiving such 
an apphcation from an officer of the Bengal Army will, if it thinks it should be granted, 
submit it to the Government of India in the Milita^ Department at Calcutta. 

The Government of Madras or Bombay receiving such an application from an officer 
belonging to its own army will, if it consider in the Civil Department that it should be 
granted, transfer is to be disposed of m the Mihtary Department.

APPENDIX B. 

Buies on the subject of the mode of payment of leave allowances to members of the 
Publio 'Works Department during absence on leave in India. 

I.— The allowanoes of an officer or subordinate of the Public Works Department who 
is absent on leave in India, and who is entitled to draw allowanoes dnring indi 
absenoe, should be included monthly, aa they become due, in tlm salaiy bill of the 
Division or office to whuh he is attached, and submitted for audit to the Examin- 
er. The aUowimeee, if admiMilde, should be audited by the latter effieer pro- 
visional^, aubject to receiving an oMnuance that the officer ia alive. 
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II.—U the absentee is attfMhed to a Dmsioa, the Executive Ez^eer of this Division, 
on receipt of the audited hill, should request the Executive Engineer at the Station 
at or nearest which the absentee resides during his leave, to My the allowances 
to the absentee on his apjMarmg in person to receive payzuent, or on his famish- 
ing a life-certifloate by a Covenanted Oivil Servant, a Magistrate, a Notary, a Bank- 
er, a Militarv officer, a Ohaplam, an officer of the Engineer EstabUshment of the 
Public Works Department, or any other officer of the Department holding an 
analogous position. If the amount exceeds Bs. 500, and has to be paid in another 
Province or Branch of the Department, the requisition for payment i^ould be 
sanctioned by the Superintending Engineer of the Circle, in accordance with the 
orders contained in Public Works Department Circular No. 68, dated 2lBt Decem- 
ber 1872. 

m.— The Executive Engineer who complies with the requisition should send a trans- 
fer advice of the payment to the Examiner of his own Province, for transmission 
to the Examiner of the Provmoe to which the absentee belongs, stating m the ad- 
vioe that the absentee appeared in person for payment, or attaching a life-certifl- 
cate. If the absentee ana the disbursing officer belong to the same Frovmce, the 
latter should send advice of payment to the Executive Engmeer’s Division, and 
forward the life-cert^oate, or a statement that the absentee appeared in person 
for payment to the Examiner. 

IV.*— If the absentee is attached to an office, the head of the office should request the 
Executive Engineer, by whom the bills of the office are paid, to arrange for the 
payment of the absentee’s leave allowances, and the procedure mdicatedmthe 
preceding Buies will then be gone through.— Ctrcu/br of the PtAlte Workt D^rt- 
meat, Crovemmenf of India, JVb. m, dated IffiA October 1873.

Non.— "The advantages granted by the Furlough Buies of 1864 to officers who obtain 
furlough on medical certificate are not applicable to any officers of the British Service 
whose B^piente, Battalions, Brigades or Batteries arrived m India after tiie date of the 
Passage Warrant of 1866, and neimer those roles nor the Furlough Buies of 1868 are, as 
reqtects furlough on private affixrs, applicable to British Officers serving with their Begi- 
ments or employed with a five years^ tenure in staff situations (see para. 4).

General Order ^ Militaty De^t tment hto. 1,816 q/‘187S, dated 80<A December 1675. 

Under iustractious from Her Majesty’s Government, the Bight Hon’ble the Governor 
General m Council is pleased to publish the foUowmg revised furlough and leave rules ap- 
plicable to the Staff Corps and Indian Local and Medical Services 
Furlough and Leave Rules. 

1. Officers included iu Schedule A may receive, after five years’ service in India or un- 
der the Government of Ladia, one years’ fuilough, and an aaditicmal year for each subse- 
quent five years’ service. Furlough not taken at the time it becomes due is not lost, and 
can, subject to these rules, be taken later. 

2. A Commissioned officer may receive at any time any portion of the furlough to which 
he is entitled. But except under Buie 8, he may not be absent from duty on any ground for 
more than three years consecutivoly ; nor, on return from furlough, may he receive, except 
under Buie 6, any further portion of ihe furlough to which he is entitled, until after the in- 
terval of two years. 

A . Warrant Officer receives half the emolument of lus office calculated in the same man- 
ner as those of Commissioned Officers, no Wmrant Officer, however, receiving as furlough 
pay less thou the Enghsh furlough pay of his rank. 

3. It must be distinctly undei stood that furlough is subj ect to the exigencies of the jrab- 
licsemoe Officers commanding regiments, and Heads of Departments, will forward no 
apphcation for furlough unless able to satisfy tlie supeiior authorities that the offloer’a 'ser- 
vices can be spared without any mconvcmence to the pubbe service. 

4. Furlough does not involve forfeiture of appomtment, may be spent anywhere, and 
counts as service for pension. 

5. A commissioned officer on furlough receives (up to, but not beyond, the sum of 1,0001 
a year) half the emoluments of his office, computed according to a rate ofexchan^ to be 
fixed m each year by the Secretary of State ' but in any case he does not receive less 
than 250/ a year. The emoluments of his office include all pay, staff corps pay» staff salary, 
and Indian allowances he would receive in respect to it if he were on duty, and for tM 
expose of each payment his office is the office he fills on the day when that payment 
becomes due. A warrant officer receives half Ihe emoluments of his office calculated in 
the same manner as those of commissioned officers, no warrant officer, however, receiving 
as furlough pay less than the Enghsh furlough pay of his rank. 

6. Umn eertificate of a Medical Board, an officer not entitled to furlough, if he has ser- 
ved not less than two years in India, may receive it for any period not exceeding two yearn ; 
but Bttohfurlotmh win be deducted from his next accruing furlough until it is ]^ 4 d off. An 
officer win not Ite allowed to antiapato furlough under this rule to an aggregate amooiit of 
more than two years.

8. Under very urgent eiroumstanoea epecial fuzioogh may be granted on private afliain 
which need not be paid bacik ; but it will be in all cases without any kind of pay, and will 
not count for pension. 

JJttKnp.— *The amount of leave which may be granted under this rule will be restricted 
to such period as the Gkivemment granting it is satisfied is actually necessary with refer- 
ence to the urgency of the case. 

9. Advances of passage money, on need shown, will be granted to officers on furlough, 
to be recovered in manner specified at the time of the grant : in Lidia, at the discretion of 
the Local Government ; andfm England, at the discretion of the Secretary of State. 

10. Leave may be granted for any period not exceeding six months at a time, and may 
not, except for very urgent reasons, to be specially reported to the Government of India, 
be renewed till after six months have elapsed from its expiration. It must be spent at 
some place east of the 40th degree of east longitude. Subject to these conditions, it may 
be granted or refused entirely at the discretion of the local authonties, who in granting it 
shall fix its duration, and may fix the limits witiiin which it shall be spent, and whether 
during its continuance half pay and allowances are to be deducted for the payment of a 
substitute ; and they may grant it as preparotory to furlough or for th^uxpose of a medical 
examination. Leave counts as service lor pension and furlough, 'me local authorities 
shall be defined for the purpose of this rule by the Govenmient of India. 

11. Leave and furlough are reckoned from and to the close of the days named in the 
order granting them. 

12. The position of the officers not included in Schedule A will be unchanged as 
respects leave or furlough. 

IS. Officers now in the service placing themselveB, from a given date, nnder these rules 
shall count service for pension up to that date under the rules to which they were then 
subject. 

RuVitig.—* An officer takes with him so much service for a pension as he had become 
entitled to under former rules. Under the rules of 1854 and 1868, two years’ leave in 20 
years’ service, but m periods of less than 20 years, no leave counts. Therefore, if an officer 
now under the rules of 1864 or 1868, of 20 years* service with two years’ leave, elects the 
present rules, his service for pension will be 20 years ; if an officer of 19 years’ service with 
the same amount of leave elects these rules, his service for pension will be 17 years only.

1. This Proviso may be dispensed with, if the Local Govoi ument declares that, for spe- 
cial reasons to be recorded and, unless the extra expense falls only upon Provisional or Lo- 
cal Besouroes, communicated to the Supreme Government, it is necessary, on public 
grounds, to entrustto the one officer the duties of tiie several offices at once, and that the 
salary to which he would be limited by this proviso is not enough.

1. A Begimental Medical offi(»i appointed to act as Civil Surgeon of a station without 
relinqnishiug his remmeiitol duties, is entitled to an actiug allowance of one hundred ru- 
pees a month. With &is exception, the allowances foi tlie additional charge of an appoint' 
inent of the kind described in Section 12 are logulatcd by Military Buies and not by this 
Code. 


2. A Covenanted or Uiicovciianted Civil officer unavoidably placed m charge of a 
Cantonment Magistracy iii addition to bis own duties, is entitled to an acting allowance of 
Bs lOOif the Cantonment Magistracy is of tho second class, and Bs.lfiU if it is of the first 
class. But as a rule, only Military officers should hold Cantonment Magistracies. 


Section 26.— When an officer is appointed to be m charge of tho current duties of an 
office, and the charge, in the opinion of the LocalGovemmont, 
Charge of current dvutm, entails a substantial increase of responsibility and some ad- 
ditional work, he is entitled to a charge allowance, to be fix- 
ed by the Local Government, not exceedmg one-tenth of the pay of the office. If the office 
18 open to, and may m practice be held by, a Covenanted Civil Servant or a Commissioned 
Officer of the Army, the allowance sliall not be less than Bs. 100 a month. Provided that 
the salary of an officer appointed to be in charge of the current duties of an office, shall 
never exceed the salary which he would receive for officiating in the office. 


The effect of ihe Proviso in tliis Section is, inter aha. that, unless the 
Local Government thinks it necessary to make the declaration indioatod in Buie 1 under 
Section 28, clause (c), an officer is not entitled to any allowauoo for taking charge of an 
office tho pay of which is not higher than tiiat of his own substantive office. 

£«;ep<ioR«—(l) —When a Subordinate Judicial officer is placed in charge of a District 
Judge’s Office, or when an officer is placed in charge ofa Political Agency, the charge 
allowance is fixed at Bs. 160 a month. 


(2).— An Upper Subordinate in the Public Works Department placed by competent au- 
thority In charge of the current duties of an Executive Engineer’s office in addition 
to lus own duties, draws an allowance ofBs 60 per mensem in addition to his own 
salary within the limit of the pay of an Executive Engineer, fourth grade. Any other 
officer of the Public Works Department, appomted without being relieved of his own 
duties, to be in charge of the current duties of an office of higher class than his own, 
maybe permitted to draw a charge Allowance of one-tenth of the pay of the higher 
class. 


(8).— An Executive Engineer in charge of two Divisions may, as a special and temporary 
arrangement, receive a charge allowance of Bs. 100 a month. 

Sub-AssUtant Patrol of the Inland Customs Department, when placed in charge 
of a beat owing to the absence (m leave of aPatroloran Assistant Patrol, isentitled 
toa charge allowance of Bs. 16 a month. 

(ffiiT^-Whenever the adminiatrative and medical charges of a Central Jail are not united, 
the officer appointed to the medical charge of the jail is entitled to an allowance of 
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Bs. 100 a month, or, in special cases at the discretion of the Local Government, Bs. 
150 a month; provided always that the aggregate cost for the administrative and 
Medical charges shall not exceed the total pay payable for the combination of the two 
charges in one person. 

(6) .-- A takti (village Accountant, Bombay) placed m rliarge of the duties of a foUow-talati 

in addition to his own duties, is entitlea to allowances os follows 

(7) .— An Assistant Magistrate or Collector, or an Assistant Commissioner placed in charge 

of the duties of District Supenutendeut of Police, is entitled to a cliar^ allowance of 
Hs. 100 a month, provided that no clasB promotion be wven in the Police Depart- 
ment in rousequence of the leave or deputation of the officer of whose office the As- 
sistant Magistrate or Collector or AsBistaiit Commissioner has charge. 

This ndo apjilies to supcinumerary Asbistant Collectors in the Bombay Presidency, 
(a).*— If the talati whose duties ho performs in addition to his oym receives flxedpay 
such portion of that fixed pay, not exceeding one-half as the Collector of the Disiiict 
may oeteimine, 

(5).— -If the talati whose duties he performs in addition to his own is lemunerated by a 
percentage on the le venue -such xHiitiou of such percentage as the Collector may 


Provided always that no extra expense shall ho caused to the Government by the arrange- 
ment. 

1.— Ko allowance is admissible under this Section unless the incumbent has actually 
given over chaige of the office under the oiders of comnetent auihorit}, and is absent on 
leave or deputation. For mstauco, no allowance is iiamissiblo to a suboidiuate officer 
empowered to dispose of routine business while his Bujiei'ioi is on tour. 

2 No allowance is admissible to a magisterial oi other non-medical officer for the exe- 
cutive charge, either permanently or temporarily, of a District Jail. 

8.— An officer placed in charge of the current duties of an office is not entitled to anv 
fixed travelling, tentage or local allowances attached to the office, except under the special 
orders of the Local Govemmont. 

Skotion 26.--'When a Military Officei is appointed to officiate in a Cml office, without 
being relieved of military duty, his allowances for his Civil duties ore regulated by the 
Rules m ibis Code, and drawn in the Cml Department, and his allowances for military 
duties are drawn in the Military Depaitmeut uuaor Military' Rules. 


CHAPTER IX 

Appointmentii OH Ptofftesgire Pay, 

SxcTiOM 27 (a) —When an officer is fiist appomied (whether the appomtincnt be sub- 
stantive or officiating) to an ofiice of which the pay is pi ogrossive, and the minimum pay is 
not less than Rs, 100, the pay of the appointment shall, for the purpose of calculating his sa- 
lary, be ascertained by counting towards the increment, any excess over one year mthc 

S enod immediately preceding the date on whicli the appomtment takes effect, dunug which 
tie officer’s pay, has been continuously— 

(i) if progressive, or subject to increase on passmg an examination,— at its maxi- 
mum, and 

(2) not less than the minimum pay of the appointment. 

Provided that not more than a year can be counted under this Section. 

(6).— If the minimum pay of the appointment is less than Rs. 100, no time can be counted 
towards the increments before the date on which the appomtment takes effect. 

Kxample.’—k. B.hadsmcethelst July 1870 been drawing the maximum pay (Rs. 600) of 
hiB appointment. On the let December 1671 he was ax>pomted to officiate m an office tlie 
pay of which rises from Rs. 600 to 800 Under this Section he counts five mouths out of the 
seventeen mtervenmg between the 1st July 1870 and the Ist December 1871 This Section, 
however, does not fix liis salaiy, but only determines one of the elements necessary fonts 
calculation. 

Section 28.— After an officer’s first appointment, the pay of the appointment shall, for the 
purpose of calculating his salary, be ascertamed by counting towaros the increments (m ad- 
dition to any tune admissible under Section 27)— 
i. Any time, whether continuous or not, during which he has officiated in the appomt- 
meut, and during which 

(1) hi8pay,ifpro»eB6ive, or subject to increase on passing an examination, has been 
at its maximum, and 

(2) his salary has been not less than the minimum pay of the appointment. 

Provided that when the minimum pa}r of a higher class is equal to the maximum pay of a 
lowci class, of which the pay is progressive, an officer whose substantive appointment is in 
the lower class, can under no circumstances, begm to count tune for mcrements ui the hind- 
er class until his pay has been, for one year, at its maximiuu. 
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Emaqtk.-^. D. holds an (wpointment of which the my rises fromBs.AOOtoBs 600. 
His pay on the let Jannaiy 1878 is Rs. 560 : on the let June m obtains the maximum pay of 
Bs. 600. He is appomtedin February 1873 to officiate in an appointment of which the pay 
rises from Bs. 600 to Bs. 800. He cannot bemn to count time m this appointment until the 
Ist J uue 1874 when his substantive pay will have been at its maximum for one year. 

ii. Any time during which he has held the appointment substantively, 

Exam.pk.—k. B (the officer in the example under Section 27) will, under this Section, 
count the time subsequent to 1st December 1871^ dunng which lie is officiating in the ap- 
pointment. But this Section, like the last, does not, of itself, fix his salary. 

Skction 28A.— -Section 28 does not ajjmly to the case of an officei the pay of whose appoint- 
ment is changed during his tenure of office In such case if the new pay is progressive the 
officer 18 not entitled to the first increment or his old pay till a ^ ear after the date of the or- 
der sanctioning the increase. 

E rampkt (1) The pay of A B.’s appomtment is Bs 800 . on the 1st July 1876 it is changed 
to 250, raising by five annual increments of Bs 20 a month to Bs. 350. A. It. is entitled to Bs, 
820 from the 1st July 1877. 

(2) The pay of G. D.’s appointment is Bs 200, nsmg by five equal annual instalments to 
Rs 800 C. D.’s pay ha*, been Rs 800 for five years The jiav of the appouitmont is chonged 
by an order dated Ist July 1876 to Rs. 260, rismg by five equal annual instalments to Bs. 850. 
C. D. 18 entitled to Ra. 320 from the Ist July 1877. 

Section 29 (n) —If the officei i« officiating in the appointment, bia acting allowance 
Hhall be calculated on the mean pay of tlio appointment ; 

Rnk for cakuhUng salatt/ his maximum salary shall be the pay of the appomtment as 
fixed in accordance with Sections 27 and 28; and his 
minimum salary shall be half the mean pay of the appoiiitmont. 

(5).— If tlie officei liolds the appointment substantively, his pay shall be the pay of the 
appointment as fixed m accoi dance with Sections 27 and 28. 

AVflwpfe.— The ’’pay of the appomtment,” as fixed for A. B. m the example under Sec- 
tion 27 18 — 

From Decemhei lat, 1871 Rs 600 and 

Fioni July Ist, 1872 „ 650 and 

Fiom July Ist, 1878 „ 7(K)aud 

From July Ist, 1874 „ 750 and so on. 

If he officiates only he gets Rs 740 1 1 e Rs. 000 + 7 g o limited at first to Rs. 600, after the 
Ist July 1872 to Ks 650, and after the 1st July 1873 to Rs 700. But, ofter the Ist July 1874, 
he will, draw the full Rh 740, as the limit is then Rs 750. 

If he, at any time, obtains the appomtment substantively, he gets the full pay above stated, 

1 The following special Rules apidy to the Post Office Department 

(a) Unless under special orders by the Director General, an officer of the Post Office 
can count time only under Section 28, and can count under Pori I of that Section only so 
much time as is continuous. 

Section 80 —An officer may, by oxclttdmg a pi eviouBttpi>ointment, count a subsequent 
appomtment as the ” first ” appointment under these Rules 

Example — E F, who has been drawing the maximum pay of his substantive office from 
the Ist January 1869, was appointed to officiate from the 1st January to the diet March 1870 
in an office on progressive pay, the minimum of which is the same us his maximum pay. He 
18 again appointed to officiate in the higher office fiom the Ist January 1672, and is entitled, 
under Section 28, and count towards mcrementsof sala^ the three montke of his first officiat- 
ing tenure.

Section 31.— In Deportments m which the pay is regulated according to Classes, an offi- 
cer may count, under Section 28, any time dunng which he has officiated m a higher Class, 
as if he lud dunng that time officiated m any lower Class. Time thus counted cannot be 
afterwards counted towards an mcrement m the higher Class.* 


* The rules in Sections 27 and 81 were first promulgated in the Actmg Allowance Code, 
dated tiie Ist August 1871. 

Section 31 maybe applied in fixing the salaries of officers in the appointments which they 
were holding on the 1st Aumist, but no back pay before the Ist can be drawn in consequence 
of the pennission given by it. 

Section 27 can be applied only m fixing the salaries of officers in appointments made on 
or alter the first August 1871, but any i^cer holding an appointment on the Ist August 1871, 
may count that appomtment as if it had been ” first ” made on that date. 
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SscTJON 82.'->-Tiine spent on leave vrith ellDwances oonnts towards inerements in the same

Section 83.— 'Time passed under suspension does not count towards increments, if the 
suspension is a penalty for misconduct ; but an officer, in 
StupeneioH, duroctmg re-uistateiuent of a person who has been suspend’ 

ed, may declare that the time shall count. 


CHAPTEB X. 

Exceptional Catee 

Section 34.— The salary of a person appomted to be a temporary Member of the £xecu< 
tive Council of tiie Governor General, or of the Governor 

Membert ^ Counctf. of Madras or Bombay, is regulated by Act of Parliament, 

Section 27 of 24 & 26 Vic., Cap. 67, as follows : 

Sectmi 27.— If any vacancy shall happen in the office of an Ordinary Member of the 
Council of the Governor General, or of the Council of eiiket of the Presidencies, when no 
person provisionally appointed to succeed thereto shall be then present on the spot, then, 
and on every such occasion, such vacancy shall be supplied by the appointment of the 
Governor General in Council, or the Governor in Council, as the case may be, and until a 
successor shall arrive, the person so nominated shall execute the office to which he shall 
have been appointed, and shall have all the powers thereof, and shall have, and be entitled 
to, the salary and other emoluments and advantages appertaining to the said office during 
his continuance therein, everv such temporary Mem bor of Council foregoing all salaries 
and allowances by him held and enjoyed at the time of his being appomted to such 
office : and if any Ordinary Member of the Council of the Governor General, or of the 
Council of either of Uie Presidencies, slmU, by any infirmity or olhen^ise, be rendered 
incapable of acting or of attending to act as such, or if any such Member shall be absent 
on leave, and if any person shall have been proviRionally appointed as aforeHaid, Iheu 
the place of such Member absent or unable to attend shall bo supphod by such iierson, 
and if no person provisionally appomted to succeed to the office shall be then on the spot, 
the Governor General m Council, or Governor in Council, as the case may be, shall appoint 
Home person to be a temporary Member of Council, and until the return of the Member so 
absent or unable to attend, the person so provisionally ^pointed by the Secretary of Stato 
111 Council, or so appomted by the Governor General m Council, or Governor m Council, as 
the case may be, snail execute the office to which he shah have been appomted, and shall 
have all the powers thereof, and shall receive half the salary of the Member of Council 
whose place ne supplies, and also half the salary of his office under the Government of 
India, or the Government of either of the presidencies, as the case may be, if he hold any 
such office, the remaining half of such last-named salary being at the disposal of the 
Government of India, or otlier Government as aforesaid . provided always that no person 
shall be appointed a tempuiary Membei of the said Council who might not liave been ap- 
pointed as hereinbefore provided to fill the vacancy supplied by such tempoiary appoint- 
ment. 

1. The salary of a person appomted to officiate as Lieutenant Governor is regulated in 
tlie some way as the salary of a person appomted under this Section, to be a temporary 
Member of Council. 

Section 36.— An officiating Chief Justice, or Judge, of 

niyh Court Judyee, any High Court, or of the Chief Court of the Punjab, is en- 

titled to the full pay of the appointment. 

G. /. 28</* October, 1874, No. 6,269, Financial. 

G. /. l^th Auyutt 1877, No. 2,406, Financial, 

When a District Judge is appomted Officiating (not substantive pro tm) Judge of a 
High Court, he is neither on leave without pay nor the substantive incumbent of any 
office oito than the District Judgeship. Ko other officer, therefore, can be appointed 
substantive pi o tern to that District Jumreship. This decision is equally applicable m the 
case of the nrst Judge of a Presidency Town Small Cause Court as well as in the case of 
any Officer appointed to officiate as a High Court Judge,

(I )— (Rule XII of 1869 modified by the Resolution of the Government of India in the

Department of Revenue, Agrioultuial and Commerce, No 290— BOl, dated the 
18th March 1875 ) 

As a Rule, all officiating appointmcnte to the office of Conservator, Deputy and 
Assistant Conservators will be made to the lowest grade, and in such cases the 
salary of the officiating officer wiU be the pay of the lowest grade of the office in 
which he officiates. The numbers in the grades of Deputy and Assistant Conser- 
vators being however now fixed, it has been decided as a temporary arrangement, 
which, it must be clearly understood, will not be continued after the establishment 
has been re-organised, to permit officera of one grade to act in temporary vacancies 
that may occur in higher grades within the classes of Assistant and Deputy Con- 
servatois, and to extend to the officers of the Forest Department the concessions 
granted to officers of the Survey Department in the Buies contained m Section 16 
and 17 of the Acting Allowance Code. 

(II.)— (Buie Xin of 1869 unaltered) If in any special case an officiating appointment is

An English Judg- 
ment, or other official papers to be funushed by the Central Committee, must be translat- 
ed by him into the vernacular, without assistance. The translation must be substantial- 
ly correct m meanmg and inteUigible to a native, tolerably correct m Grammar and 
Spelhng, and free from any very bad errors of Idiom He must dictate off hand, with some 
fluency the translation, into the vernacular, of an English report, or other official paper, 
also to bo furnished by the Central Committee, whereof the translation will bo written 
down exactly as dictated The dictated paper must, in like manner, bo intelhgible and 
substantially correct He must then be tested m conversation with two or three natives 
in such manner and to such extent as shall suffice to satisfy tlie Divisional Committee as 
to the degree of his power of understanding natives of different classes, and of making him- 
self understood by them— such conversation or colloquial examination id be confined to 
the ordinaiy duties and busmess of a Court or Cutcherry, and not to embrace absbuce or 
peculiar subjects. 

82. The next object of the first Standard of qualification is to test the Assistant’s gene- 
ral acquaintance with the leadmg pnnciples of the systems of Bevenue^ Adn^istration 
and Criminal Justice, and especially witli so much of the Laws and Buies of Procedure as 
it is necessary for an officer to know in order to exercise properly the hipest function of 
an Assistant to a Collector and Magistrate. For this purpose a set of queraons on Bevenue 
and Magisterial subjects and on the Law of Evidence uml be furnished by the Central 
Committee. These questions should be so framed as not to involve points of difficulty or

be all answered without book. The Assistant should also bo examined generally as to his 
I knowledge of Cutcheri^ Aooounts— both the English Accounts kept at the Hoozoor and 
the Native Accounts, Taloc^ and Village of the Hookumnamah of his District, and of its 
I past Bevenue history, as can ^ learnt from the records. 

83. The next object of the first Standard of Examination is to test the power which tlio 
Assistant may have acquired to deal with conflicting arguments and evidence in actual 
cases. For this purpose two decided cases, with the final proooedmg m each withdrawn 
which the Assistant has never before seen, one from the Collector's and one from the 
Magistrate's Office, of the nature of cases coming before Assistants exercising tlio highest 
functions of an Assistant to a Collector and Magistrate, shall be given to the Assistant 
The papers may be read over to him by a native officer, and the explanation of any 
difficult word or phrase may be asked for and given m the Vernacular, tlie circumstance 
being in each case noted. The Assistant may now refer to all his books, and may take his 
notes as the case is road over. At the conclusion of each case ho must write in English a 
brief but precise description of it, and a decision upon the questions at issue, witli a suffix 
cient statement of tho grounds on which it is founded. 

34. The last object of the first Standard of Examination is to ascertain how tho As- 
sistant has been employed, and how he has done his duty at his Station. B'or this purposo 
tiie Collector and Magistrate uudor whom he has been, employed shall fuiiiiHh tho Commit- 
tee with a report upon these points. It shall Iks tho duty of such officers to mako over 
their Assistants, from time to time, cases fur reports. The rcpoits shall bo written in 
En^sh on one side of a sheet of pajier ; and after the case is decided the officer who decides 
it shall note on the other side of the sheet his remarks imou tho report. These reports, with 
the notes thereon shall bo submitted to tho Divisional Cfommittoe Such 0 fticers shall also 
require thoir Assistants to make English Minutes of the cases given to tliem for decision, 
which Minutes also shall be submitted to the same Committee. But Uiese reports and 
Minutes need not be sent up to the Central Committee The opinion foimod of tliem by 
the Divisional Commiitoo, however, shall bo onterod m the records submitted to the Cen- 
tral Committee. 

85. The second Standard of Examination is similar in its nature to the first, but more 
difficult m degree. In the Vernacular portion of it, the reading of a common office riin- 
uinghand must be tolerably performed. The papers selected as tosts should be of a more 
difficult description of office papers ; the transfation, dictation and conversation should be 
fluent, generally correct, ana readily intelligible ; and the Assistant should bo tested in 
his power of ei^laining himself clearly, and with sufficient propriety, in the Vernacular, 
in an argument or topic of some difficulty, such as may occur iii official business. In this 
Examination it will be necessary for the Assistant to pass in 2 Vernacular langnages, of 
which one shaU bo the language of tho District, in which the the Assistant is stateoued 
at the time of the examination, and the other any one of the languages, including Hindu- 
stani, prevailing in the Madras territories, winch tho Assistant may prefer, provided that 
ordinarily, and except on special gruunds, no Assistant shall be promoted lu any District 
in the Vernacular of which he has not passed. The test desenbed in this rule shall be 
strictly enforced in respect of tho language of the District in which tho Assistant is 
stationed at tho time of examination, but will be relaxed in respect of the second language 
and in lespect of any other language which an Assistant must pass before he can be pro- 
moted in any District in which it prevails Ability to write tho language will not be 
required, but only a fair colloquial acquaintance with it, on the part of the Examinee, 
the power to translate correctly an official paper read te him, to dictate orders in the 
language, and read ordinary Arzis. The question of law and practice should be adeoted 
from ue old field of the duties of a Collector and Magistrate ; but they shall be arranged 
in two classes ; one class comprehending important and leading points, in answering 
which no books shall be allowed , and the other class comprehending less general and less 
common points, m answering which the assistance of books shall be allowed, no gmdes 
digest or summaries, however, shall be permitted to be used, the Assistant being confined 
to the onginal Laws, Circular Orders, and constmctionB. The object of this class of 
questions is to test the Assistant’s knowledge of where readily to find the law or practice 
on the less common points that arise in business. In preparing these questions, nice and 
difficult pomts should be avoided ; the object being not to evoke subtlety or ingenuity, 
but only to ascertain whether the acquisilaonB and capacity of the person examined are 
adequate to enable him t(^rform, My, the important functions of an Indian Collector 
and Magisteate or not. Tne trial cases should be selected from those possessing enough 
of oommexity to test the Assistant’s ability to master aU ordiu^y difficulties, and 
eepeedaDy to test his power of minnte attention to, and just appreciation of evidence. 

His Excellency in Council is pleased to prescribe as a rule for future guidance that 
officers, on passing the lower or higher standard of examination, shall as a rule, be at once 
invested respectively, with the powers of a Subordinate Magistrate of the first class, or 
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with fall Mif^steml Mwers ; and that they ahall accordingly be entitled to the higher 
rates of My ffom the Mte of their passing the exsjmnatxon. But if in the case of any 
officer s^ordintte to him, the Magistrate of a District shofws, to the satufaetion of the 
Local Government that investiture with higher powers ought to be deferred, then the 
mere passmg of the examination will not establish a title to higher pay, nor shall such

DISMISSAL OF UNCOVEXAXTED SERVAyTS. 


1. In the Resolution of the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, forwarded 
with Mr. Under-Secretary Gouper’s Letter of the 24th February last, the Local Govern- 
ment are directed “ to issue the necessary orders for the establishment of a rule to prevent 
the arbitrary dismissal of Uncoveiianted Servants, based on the suggestion of the Honour- 
able Court.” 


2. The Right Honourable the Governor in Council considers a rule of this nature highly 
drairable . for, so long as the Unoovenanted Servant can be dismissed without a fail m- 
quiry and proof of z^conduct, at the will of his superior, his tenure of office is so uncertain 
wat it leads almost necessarily to the habit of lookmg at office as temporary, and tempt- 
ation therefore is to make the most of it whilst it is held 

8. The power of arbitrary dismissal also confirms in the whole body of the native ser- 
vants the habits of servile dependants on a superior, which strikes at the root of all in- 
dependence and manliness of character. 

4. The Governor in Council resolves, therefore, in compliance with the orders of the 
Government of India, to lay down for the guidance of the Heads cd all Offices in the 
Revenue, Judieial, Military and Public branches of the service, the following general 
l^oiples by which the dismissal of Unoovenanted Servants itiiould in future be regn-

& Penons appointed to permanent aituationa in anv department ahaU not be dismiaa. 
ed but for fraud and diahoneaiy, continued and wilfnl negligence, offences involving 
moral disgrace and proved incompetency. 

6. As, under the present rules for the Revenue and Judicial Departments, fines ex- 
ceeding 10 Rupees cannot be inflicted without the sanction of the Board of Revenue and 
the High Court respectively, it is simply consistent to provide the same control over the 
dismissals of persons receiving upwards of 10 Rupees, but it will be sufficient to require 
returns to be made of such dismissals, specifying the cause of dismissals as falling within 
one or other of the heads in the above category, and to provide that no dismissal shi^ be 
final until the expiration of three months from the date on which the return shall be 
transmitted, giving the party a right of appeal at any time withm that period. It should 
be understood that dismissal not appealed from, nor objected to, by the controlling 
Board upon their own review of the returns, are to be taken as confirmed. 

7. The rule should be more definite than it la m the Judicial Department as to what 
servants may be dismissed without the previous consent of the controlling authonty. 
In the Revenue Department, Tahsildars cannot he dismissed without previous sanc^on, 
and this ought to be extended to some other responsible situations such as Taluq Sheris- 
tadars, Peiwcar, Huzur Head Gomastah, and the like. A similar rule should be applied 
to protect Officers of the same giades m the Judicial Department. 

8. The Governor in Council considers it but just and propei that greater protection 
should be given to oJd servants, and with this view he directs that the previoas sanction 
of the controlling authonty should be indispensable to the dismissal of any servant of 
16 years’ standing receiving a certam salary say. 25 Rupees a month , but the amount 
will be determined on the report of, or according to, the opinion of the High Court and 
Board of Revenue, who will confer together and report on this point 

9. In eve^ case, the specific mounds upon which it is proposed to dismiss any servant, 
should be reduced to wnting and furnislied to him, and the answer or defence or expla- 
nation of the party taken m wntiug, and the final decision of the superior recordea in | 
wnting It vml not be absolutely necessary for every head of charge to be formally proved i 
by evidence, but where a specific fraudulent act is enaiged, of course it should bo proved 
m i^e presence of the party accused and subject to hiH cTOSs*examiuation, and so vnth 
other specific acts susceptible of proof by the evidence of witnesses upon which accusa- 
tions within the category are built , but the ohaiges will often be matter of inference 
from circumstances not capable of formal pi oof, not but less leading to a moral conviction. 
The rule, therefore, on this head, ought not to be ngorous 

10. As connected with this subject, the Governor in Council takes the opportunity of 
declanng practice of officers introducing their own dependents or followers from 
ol^er ^stncts into higher and responsible trusts under them in a new office, thus super- 
seding the old servants of the office, to be very objectionable ; and he accordingly resolves 
that this source of arbitrary removal be at once checked With regard to ue highest 
offices in the Revenue Depaitment, they aic subject to the confirmafaon of the Board of 
Revenue, and it will he Uie duty of the Board to prevent the appointment of a follower of 
the Collector without good and sufficient reason being assigned, contruiy to the declared 
sense of Goveiumeut on the subject The appointment of Deputy Sheristadar should 
also be made subject to the confirmation of the Board ; but it wul be sufficient when an 
officer on that grade is appointed, that the appointment shall be reported to the Board 
with a statement of his previous services, that the Board may interfere in the appoint- 
ment shall appear objoctionahle on the ground of the declaration of Government. 

11. This course should also be followed in regard to the appointment of the Shetis- 
tadains and others of the Judicial Courts. 

12. With regard to officers which are subject to no controlling authority, the Govern- 
ment will directly exercise the same measure of control as it proposed to be exercised 
by the EDigh Court and the Board of Revenue respectively, in regard to the Heads of 
Offices subordinate to them. 

IS. The High Court and the Board of Revenue, as well as other controlling autho- 
rities, will aooordmgly prepare and submit subsidiary rules for giving effect to we fore- 
going views and orders of Government.

AFPLIGATIOBS.— All applications to the Custom House, except Import and Bxport-^ 
Stiminary and duplicate BiH of Entry and Shipping Bill, must be on stamped papers 
[Import applications to be printed in black, and Export in red ink.] Bills of Bntry, Snip* 
ping Bills, Passes and other applications must be piinted on English Foolscap paper, or 
dOUDle double pot paper. 

ABMS AND AMMUNITION — A License is lequired for the importation of Arms and 
Ammunition. No License required fer ordinary Fowling 

Section 2S, Act VI of 1683 Pieces and gunpowder for sporting puipose imported by 
private persons in leasonable qtianMes lor their own Uee. 

The Celleeter may, howevef, detain such articles if he thinks proper, pending a refer- 
ence to Government. 

BAGGAGE.— Passengers’ Baggage may be landed at any time under the following 
Buies 

All Baggage except such as amvcfl from any British Port in India is to be brought tc the 
Custom House. Articles liable to duty must be cleared only during Office hotura. 

Baggage must be eetmllj/ examined. At the discretion of the Collector or Deputy, 
list m contents and declaiation of value will be received, bat only during Office hours. 

Prohibited or dutiable goods oohCealed among apparel, Ac , or found after a declaration 
from the owner that he assesses nothing liable to duty, shall be eonftsoated together 
with other contents of the package in which they are found, and the owner shiw also 
be liable to dne. 

Passengers will be permitted to clear duty free, new Wearing Apparel and Millinery 
brought out fdr personal me. 

A Military Officer, in addition to Ins Uniform and accoutrements, will be allowed to 
clear free of duty a Gun or Bitln, a pan of Pistols and a case of Baddlery, if etoeomfmitp* 
ing the owner. 


Orders for Baggage Svpc} intendent as to Baggage Passengers hg Steamers. 

1, Foi the accommodahoii of Passengers by Bfeeamers, the Baggage Bupermtendent 
and Assistants will be in attendance at the Custom House on the arrival of the Steamer 
at any hour between Rtturiae and sunset, to clear at once all Baggage not liable to duty. 

8 . The Baggage Superintendent shall pass only BaggUge not liable to duty, after actual 
examination of each box or package. 

8. On a Passenger’s Baggage being brought to the Custom House he Shall be furnish- 
ed ynth the usual printed notice, and must enter oh the the back the parkculart thar eitu 
required, sigaing the same. 

Articles liable to duty and closed-up cases shall only be passed during Office hCUTB, When 
the Baggage Superintendent will at once show the dutiable articles to the Appraiser, who 
shall satisfy himself as to the valuation, after which the “ Notice” paper is to be sent to the 
Collector or Deputy, that the duty may be levied. If the Baggage contains nothing duti- 
able, the Baggage Superintendent shall sign it “ Examined, notumg dutiable.” Any Pack- 
age containing artiefesnot liable to duty and which a Passenger may wish to take away 
with him at once, must be opened and submitted to aclml examination. 

4. The Baggage Superintendent must certify at the foot of the list signed by each Pas- 
senger what pacl^es he has passed, and what articles or cases have been detained for duty. 
These lists are to be transmitted without delay to the Collector or Deputy. 
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6. The Saperintende&t ii to be ARsiKted on the arrival of each Steamer by a 

Tide Waiter, Duffadar and two Peons. Any incunvenienue ansing to PasBengers from non- 
attendance of these Officers, shall be severely noticed. 

6 The object of the above Kules is to enable Passengers landing out of Office hours to 
clear and remove at once as much of their baggage as possible , any Passenger, who may 
perfer doing so, is at liberty to have his baggage or any part of it at the Custom House, and 
clear it aftei wards during Office hours.

3. The General Pass, when granted, shall be thePorm{maiked A) appemled to these 
Hiiles. It shall not be transferable and shall liold good foi the coasting steam vessel ofiljf 
in respect of which it is granted, and shall be reuewalile, on apphcatiou by tlie Owner or 
Agent, at the end end of every twelve months. 

5. The General Pass shall remain in the custody of the Commander or oilier responsible 
Officer on Board the said coastuig steam vessel, and hliull be produced by him when required 
by any Officer of Sea Customs. 

4. When any coasting steam vessel, in respect of winch a Pass as aforesaid has been 
granted, shall sail for aioreimiport oa/y, the Cuniiiiaiidcr shall deliver to the Officer in 
charge of the Custom House, Wore leaving the poit, an Arcouut duly sigried, with a dupli- 
cate thereof, in the Form (marked G) appended to these Kules. and piescnbod by Section 
144 of the Consolidated Customs' Act, such Officer sball retain the duplicate and return 
the original Account, dated and signed by him, and such Account shall be tlie clearance of 
the vessel for the voyage, and Pass lor the goods cx pi essod therein, so fur as the Cuslom 
House IS concenied. 

6. When any coasting steam vessel shall sail for /nrfma ports on /y, the Account 

(marked G) need not be delivered by the Oommandei or Agent to the Offii oi m charge of 
the Custom House , but the local Agent of the vessel shall deliver such Account, 

duly signed in duplicate, witlim forty-eight hours next after tlie coasting steamei’s depart- 
ui 0 from the port. 

6 When any coasting vessel shall sail foi both foreign and British Indian ports, the 
Commander bhall dehvei an Account, duly signed in duplicate, us piescnlied in Jlule 4 of 
all goods (to be expressed in detail) destined for any,/b; eign port , and ho bhall receive back 
the ongmal Account, duly dated and signed by the Officer in charge of the Custom House, 
before leaving the port. A separate Account of all goinls destined for British Indian ports 
sliall be delivered by the local Agent of the vessel, as presenbed by Buie 5. 

7. On arrival of a coastmg steam vessel at any BntiHb Iiidiiin port from any other 
British Indian port, the Commander oi Agent of the coasting steam vessel shall deliver to 
the Officer in charge of the Custom House an Account, duly signed in duplicate, m the Form 
(marked G) appended to these Rules, showing in detail the cargo to be landed at the port ; 
and the Officer m charge of the Custom House sliall, without comparing the goods with 
such Account, receive the same and retain tlie duplicate and return the ongmal dated and 
signed by him, which shall be the clearance of the vessel for the voyage and Bass for the 
goods expressed therein, so far as the Custom House is concerned. 

8. The Customs Officer shall, as soon as may be convenient, compare the goods with the 
duplicate retained os aforesaid, and make delivery in the usual manner. 

9. On amval of a coastmg steam vessel from any foreign ports, the Commander or A^nt 
shall dehverto the Officer m charge of the Custom House an Account, duly signed in 
duplicate, m the Form (marked B) appended to these Buies, of all goods laden at any 
foreign ports (which must be expressed in detail m the Account) and destined for such port 
of arrival. 

10. When bonded goods are exported from one British T ndian port to another, the Com- 
mander or local Agent shall give intimation of the same to the Officer m charge oi the Cus- 
tom House immediately on arrival at the port of destination 

11. The duphoate of each Account for free goods retained by any Officer in charge of a 
Custom House under these Rules, shall be endorsed by that Officer and forwarded by Post, 
without avoidable delay, to the Custom Officer of the Port for which the goods werein 
expressed are destmed. The latter Officer wiU compare this duplicate Acoonrit with 
the Account deHvered, as provided by these Rules, by the Commander or Agent on the 
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arrival of the said vessel at the pcn^ of destination, and, if tibere be no material differ- 
ence 'tetween tiie two Accounts, will Ale the same. Shimld anj material difference 
irapear, he will transmit both Accounts, with any information which the local A{;ent or 
Commander of the vessel, if m poit, may be able to afford to the Officer in charge of the 
Custom House at the port of departure, for adjustment with the Ag;ent of the vess^. 
This Officer will, if necessary, transmit all papers to the Chief Customs Authority at the 
Presidency for disposal In either case both Accosts, together with aU papers, will be 
returned with explanation or orders, to the Officer in charge of the Custom House at the 
port of destination 

12. The discharge of cargo from any coasting steam vessel may be commenced imme- 
diately after the anchor is olropped at any British Indian mrt and boats may be sent off 
to receive cargo before delivering the Accounts prescribed by the above Rules. Goods 
and passengers arriving bv any coasting steam vessel may be landed under the above 
Rules at any hour of the day or night, not excepting Sundays and Holidays. Subject 
however, in the latter case, to the regulated fee to subordinate of the Customs Depart- 
ment in consideration of extra labor entaUed under the orders of the Officer m ohar^ of 
the Custom House. 

15 Boat Notes must be obtained for exports by coasting steam vessels, but are dis- 
pensed with for imports. 

14. All dutiable goods shall bo brought into the steamer-godown or other duly deter- 
mined pal t of the Custom Hou.se at thn port of arrival, where they will be compared with 
the Accounts and passed on payment of duty 

16 Free goods need not, unless so directed by the Officer in charge of the Custom 
House, be taken to the Custom House, but may be passed from the Beach. 

16. Port Duos shall be paid by the Agento for coasting steam vessels at the various 
ports, who shall also be responsible that the vessel be duly entered inwards and outwards 
in the manner required by the these Rules. 

17 The articles expressed m the list annexed to this Rule, whether dutiable or free, 
shall not he landed at the port of Madras, unless a Special Permit to land has been pre- 
viously obtained from the Officer in charge of the Custom House , and they shall bo carried 
to fluen pin CO as ma y be appointed by him At tlie out-ports, a Special Permit previously 
obtained may be dispensed with ; hut a SiMU'uil Notice that such articles (to be expressed in 
detail) are on board, destined for the ijoit, shall be delivered by the Commander or Agent 
to the Officer in charge of tho Custom House as soon as possible after the arrival of the 
vessel, and such goods shall be landed and kept until duly passed, only at such place or 
places as may be appointed foi that purpose by the Officer in chnrge of the Custom House. 
Breach of this Rule will entail detention, fine or confiscation of the articleb.

the Custom House at Madras such sum as may appear reasonable with reference to the 
number of the coasting steam vessels of the Owners, and the estimated transactions withm 
tho Presidency , and Officer inchaigeof the Custom House at Madras, or the Chief 
Customs Authority in the Presidency shall be authorized at their discretion to carry to the 
credit of Government such parttliereof as may may be requisite to meet any claims or 
duties and dues which may be payable, and such fines and penalties which may be infficted 
atany poit in the Presidency for contravention of any of the above Rules, or for irre- 
gularities in respect to the Accounts or other vouchers which are required to be delivered 
under these Rules. 

20. Appeals from parties who may consider themselves aggrieved by any of the pro- 
ceedings oi any Officer in charge of a Custom House under these Rules, shaU he to the 
Chief Customs Authority of the Presidency. 

21 . The Chief Customs Authority of the Presidency shall have authority to revoke any 
General Pass, for negligence or other causes on the part of Commanders or Agents of coast- 
ing steam vessels. 

22. Nothing contained in these Rules shall be held to exempt coasting steam vessels 
from the operation of the General Customs Laws obtammg for ,the time being.

Geucral in Count il or the Local Government, shall be chargeable with only 
the amount, if any, by whicli the duty leviable thereon under Schedule A to 
tlie said Act exceeds the duty shown by such certificate to have been already 
paid ill respect of the aiticle tlius prot^ted. The amount (if any) paid to the 
Government in the Presidency ot Fort St Oeorro, or elsewhere, as the price 
of salt, spirit, or opium, shall not be deemed to be duty within the meaning 
of this paragraph.

House Assesment. 

An annual rate, ^ not exceeding ten per centum of their annual value shall be im- 
posed by the Commissioners for the general pinposcs of this Act other than lighting and 
water supply, upon all houses, buildings and lands in the Town • Provided that it shall 
be at the option of tlio President of the Municipal ComntisBiun, m lion of such rate, to 
levy upon any lands nnapprojinated to any building or picmises, or upon any native liute 
with their appurtenances, a fixed annual late, not exceeding four Rupees, for every ground 
occupied by them respectively Any rate levied under this Section shall he duo and pay- 
able by the owners of the said houses, buildings, lands and Luts respectively, from and 
after the end of the first quarter of the year. The President shall exempt from assess- 
ment any house, huildiiig or land, the annual value whereof is less tlian fourteen 
Rupees, if the same be the sole rateable property of the owner 

Houses, buildings, and lands situate in Fort St. George, and buildings ordinarily 
used as places of public worship, shall not be liable to any lato Wlien any house shall 
have been vacant for sixty consecutive days during any year, the President of the Mum- 
cipal <>iinmis8ion shall remit so much, not cxceccung one-half of the rate of that year as 
y be proportionate to the number of days the said house may have remained unoccupied; 
provided that the owner of such house, or his agent, shall mvo given to the President 
notice m writing of the vaiconcy theieof , and that the amount of late to be remitted E^all 
be calculated from the date of delivery of such notice. 

The eatunated gross annual fent at which houses, buildings and lands liable to the 
rate or rates impost under this Act npon bouses, buildings and lands, according to the 
annual value thereof, might reasonably be expected to let from year to year, shall for the 
purposes of the rates leviable under this Act, be held and deemed to be the annual value 
of such houses, building and lauds. The value of a house or building so eshmated A>ia.]i 
not include the value of any machinery ooutamed therein.

The Governor in Council is pleased to confirm the following Bye-laws of the Municipal 
Commissioners for the Town of Madras under Act IX of 1867 
1. The Btallfl in every market for the sale of meat, fish and vegetables, shaU have the 
flooring raised at least one foot from the ground, shall be paved with tiles, asphalte, or 
granite, and shall be covered with a water-tight, tiled or terraced roof, the eaves being 7 
feet high from the ground, and projecting 8 feet beyond tlie basement, and the breadth of 
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each double range of stalla sliall be not less than 12 feet, and of each single range not less 
than 6 feet. 

2. The entrances from the public streets into the marlceta and slaughter-houses shall 
not be of less width than 12 feet each, and the gan^avs between the stalls shall not be 
of less width than 8 feet each, and shall be metalled with gravel or latente, and drained 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners. 

8. No articles shall be exposed for sale or deposited in the gangways. 

4. Markets for the sale of meat, fish and vegetables shall be lime-washed, within and 
without, once at least in every four months. 

6. Stolls for the sale of meat and fish shall be washed, and all stalls and gangways 
swept, and the refuse removed therefrom morning and afternoon, and deposits at such 
places as may be appointed by the Commissioners. 

6. The flooring of stalls for the sale of meat and fish shall be kept in good order to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners. 

7. Every market and slaughter house shall be provided with a well and latrine, if 
deemed necessary, by the CommissionerH. 

8. Every owner or farmer of a market shall provide and keep in his market, standard 
sets of such weights and measures as are generally used in markets, for reference in case 
of dispute. 

9. Every slanghtor-house shall bo thoroughly washed and swept morning and after- 
noon. 

10. Every slaughter-houso shall be lime-washed, both within and without, once in 
every four months. 

11. Every slaughter-house shall be paved with granite stones, or flat paving bricks or 
tiles, or asphalte, and the joints shall be fresh pointed with mortar at least once annually. 

12. Persons afflicted with loathsome or imectious diseases aro prohibited from vend- 
ing or exposmg for sale any articles of food in a market or bazaar. 

is When meat of any description is conveyed from the slaughtcr-houseB, or fish from 
the beach to a market, it shall not be exposed to view.

The Governor m Council is pleased to confim the following Bye-Laws made by the 
Municipal Commissioners for the Town of Madras, under Act IX of 1867 
Bye-Laws. 

1. No meat, dead poultry, ilsh, salt-flsh or other animal food shall be sold or exposed 
for sale within the town in any place other than places named by the President of the 
Mtuucipal CumnusBion as Marketo in accordance with the provisions of Section 165 of 
Act IX of 1867, or as stalls to be specially used for such sale as aforesaid. 

2. A license m writing for the use of each such stall as shall not be composed or includ- 
ed in any licensed Market must be obtained from the President who is liereby empowered 
to charge a yearly fee of one Kupee for each license, and at his discretion to refuse, with- 
draw or revoke such hcense, and whoever without such license or after notice of its with- 
drawal or revocation, use such stall for the sale or exposure for sale of meat, dead poultry, 
fish, salt-fish or other animal food shall be hable on conviction before a Magistrate, to a j 

S enalty not exceeding twenty Bupees, and to a penalty not exceeding ten Bupees for every 
ay after the conviction for such offence during which the said offence is continued, j 
Provided that an appeal against the President’s refusal to grant such license, or agamst 
hiB withdrawal or revocation thereof shall he to two Magistrates in the manner provided 
by Section 68 for appeals ^lust Assessment.

Bye-Lau'efor the legulation of Burial and Bummy Grounds. 

1. No person shall bury, or cause to be buried, any corpse in any Burial Ground with- 
in the Municipal limits m a grave of less depth tlian feet if constructed of masonry, 
and 6 feet if not so constructed. 

2. No person shall build or dig or cause to be built or dug a grave m any such Burial 
Ground, at a less distonoe than t^ fett from any existing grave. 

8. No nave or yauB containing a corpse shall be opened without the sanction, in 
writing, of the President. 

4. No person, when burning or causing to be burnt any corpse or part of a corpse in 
any Burning Ground within the Municipal limits, shall permit the same, or any part 
thereof, to remain without bemg completely reduced to ashes, or to be removed until so 
reduced. 

5. Every person who shall bring or convey, or cause to be brought or conveyed, any 
corpse, or pan thereof, to any Boming Ground within the Municipal limits shall bum, 
or cause the same to be burnt, within six hours after its arrival at the said Burning 
Ground. 

6. Evi^ Burial or Burning Ground shall be surroimded by a suffleient wall or fence 
to the satisfaction of the President. 
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Bjfe^Lawt for the regulation of affentive and dangeroue tradetf ondpfaeea for Cart-atands and 
Livery and Bmh Stablea, 

li Every o^mer or occupier of any place within the Municipal limits used for any of 
the purposes specified in Section 101 ofi^e Madras Municipal Act IX of 1867i and every 
owner or occupier of a hvery or hack stable or cart-stand, oattle-yord, bakery, coach 
building-yard or other manufactory, shall remove, or cause to be removed, twice in every 
twenty^our hours, morning and afternoon, ^ filth, dirt, and refuse which at the time of 
such removal shall be in or about such place, and shall cause such filth, dirt, or dust to be 
disposed in such places as the Commissioners may approve, and provisions for boibng or 
preparing the food of the cattle and attendants shall be so made as not to be a nuisance to 
^ neigbourhood. 

2. No owner or occupier of any Tannery within the proscribed limits shall remove, or 
allow to be removed, any hide or skin from any pit in such Tannery for the purpose of 
exposing the same to the air, or for any other purpose, at any other time than between the 
hours of 6 and 6 o’clock m the morning. 

8. Every cart-stand, stable, cattle-stall, and sheep-pen, shall be drained and metalled to 
the satisfaction of the President, and every cart-stand and Parcherry, or block of huts, 
shall be provided by the owner or farmer thereof, with laterines for males or females, or 
both, as the case may require, of such extent and construction as the President shall ap- 
prove of. 

Bye-Lawa for the regulation and decent and proper uae and maintenance of Latrinea and 
Urinala. 

1. Every common urinal, which shall be provided or licensed by the Municipal Com- 
missioners, shall and may be used as, and for the purposes of urinal only, and eveiv 
common latrine, which shah be provided or licensed bv a Municipal Commissioner, shall 
and may be used as, and for the purposes of latrine oply. 

2. No person shall be at liberty to use such common urinals or common latrines for 
any purposes other than the purposes for which they are respectively strictly intended, 
nor be permitted to use them respectively m an improper manner, so as to cause them to 
be or become in a more filthy or noxious state, than but for snch improper use thereof, 
they respectively would have been or become. 

Bye-Lam fot the regulation of order in the pvblk tho^ ouglfarea. 

1. Every person within whose premises any ammal may die, shall, within six hours 
after its deau, either remove the carcass at his own expense, without cutting it up or 
opening it, to such place as may be set apart by the Commissioners for the reception of ' 
such caicaases, or report its death to the Conservancy Overseer of the Division witbm ; 
which such premises may be situate, and in such latter case shall pay to the said Over- 
seer the expense of removing the carcass at such rate as the Presioent may from tune to | 
time determine, 

2. No person shall dry brattles on the external walls of houses or yards adjoining the 
public streets. 

8. The external walls of houses and yards admining the public street shall be kept in 
proper repair wi^ lime-plastering, and shall be lime-washea once a year, unless specially 
exempt by the Commissioners. 

4. Every well shall be fenced by a wall 8 feet high from the surface of the ground. 

6, No person shall make use of the pavement or verandah of bis house or of any place 
not properly adapted for such purpose, in front of his house, or by the side of any street, 
as a stake or stall, for keepmg norses, ponies, bulls, cows, bufialoes, or any other animal. 

A table of such Bye-Laws as are applicaUe to such places respectively, legibly printed 
or painted inEnghsh and the Vernacular languages, shall be placed on boards and put 
up in a conspicuous place in every market, slaughter-house, and burial or bnining ground 
for the information and guidance of the pubhe. 

'Whoever shall commit any breach of any of the foregoing Bye-Laws by doing any act 
prohibited by any such Bye-Jaws, or by neglecting to do any act directed to be done by any 
such Bye-laws, or in any wise howsoever, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 20 
Bupees, and in the case of a continmng breach to a farther penslty not exceeding 10 
Bupees for every day during which the breach is continued after the conviction for such 
offence. 

That no person shall cut grass on the roads and in the side channels adjoining the 
roads situated within the Municipality. 

No person shall expose to view, or cause to be exposed to view, any raw skin or skins 
or raw hide or hides, in tike course of its or l^eir carriage from place to place. 

No cart, carriage o» vehicle of any description whatsoever without springs, push^or 
drawn by a man or men, or a bullock or bullocks, or other animal or animals, whether 
empty or laden with passenger or things of any description whatsoever, shall be pushed, 
drawn' or drives on any road or street, except on the imtalled aide ot atdea thereqff nor shall 
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May such eart, carriage or rehiele or any |utka with or witibioatspringB, whether en^ty or 
laden as aforesaid, be pushed, drawn or dnyen between the hours of 9 a. m. and 7 p. m. on 
that part of Popham’s Broadway, in the Black Town of Madras, which is situate between 
the China Bazaar or Mundavaly Street and the Church Missionary Society’s premises in 
Popham’s Broadway. 

No eart, carnage, or vehicle of any description whatsoever, whether on or without springs, 
shall be pushed, drawn or driven, nor shall any animal be led, ndden, or driven on any 
footpath expressly intended or mode for foot-nassengers, on any side or sides of any road 
or street, or through any esplanade, nor shall any person use, or cause to be used, any 
such footpath or any part oi parts thereof, for the location, either permanently or tem- 
porarily, of anv stall or stalls for the sale of any article or articles or thing or things of any 
description whatsoever, or for any purpose or purposes other than for the use of foot- 
passengers. 

The Governor in Council directs the publication of the following Bye-law of the Muni- 
cipal Commissioners for the Town of Madras, under Act IX of 1867 .— 

** That no new buildinp shall be erected in certain streets hereinafter named, unless 
they are of an altitude and facade which shall be approved of by the President, viz 
The North Beach, 2nd Line Beach, the Esplanade front of the Town, Popham’s Broad- 
way, the Mount Boad, Salay Street from Andeappen Naick Street to the General Hos- 
pital, Armenian Street, Thumbot» Chetiy Street, Mint Street, Andeappen Niuck Street 
and Barber’s Bridge road-^^jirovidod that theie shall be an a^eal to the Governor in 
Council from any decision of the President of the Municipal Commission passed under 
this Bye-kw.”

Carriages, Ac., kept within the town, although owned by persons not residing therein, 
are liable to the tax. Officeis doing Begimentol duty with regular troops at the Presi- 
dency, and members of the Town Police are each allowed to keep 2 hoises and a carriage 
free of lax. No person is liable to the payment of the tax who may be in possessiou of a 
carnage or animal for a period of 60 days only, or less in any half-year In the Mofussil 
the full amount of tax where it obtains is payable for the current half-year within 15 days 
of becoming possessed of a carnage, &c. 

LiCfnm for Horses, &c., must be obtained and the tax paid half-yearly, within GO days 
from Ist Mnv and Ist November, each year, under a penalty in default Licenses aio pro- 
ducible at all reasonable times, under a penalty in default, to the President of the Miuu- 
cipal Commission, or any person duly authorized m writing by him to demand its pro- 
duction. 

Every cart and other wheeled vehicle without ings, must be registered half-yearly, 
upon such days as the President of the Municipal Commission may notify, and such fee 
as he shall fix, not exceeding two Rupees, must be paid for each registration. Persons 
becoming possessed of caits, &c , which have not been registeied for the then cuiTent half- 
year, shall, within fifteen days of becoming so possessed, legister the same. When any 
registered cait or otlier vehicle is tiansfcirod withm any half-year, it sliall be registered 
anew m the name of tlie pci son to whom it has been transferred, and a fee not exceeding 
four Annas shall bo paid tor every such last-mentioned registration. 

The tolls refen ed to in page 302 herem are not payable for hcensed carnages and 
animals, nor for legisteied carts, nor more than once in one period of 24 hours, counting 
from midnight to midnight. 

Licensu Tax on Professions, Trades and Callinos. 

This tax is payable in two equal half-yearly instalments on or before the 1st June and 
the Ibt December in each yoai, and eveiy person rxeicismg any of tho above referred to 
PiofesBious, &c., for two months in any one calendar year without having duly caused his 
name to be registered ui tho Office ot tho Mumcijial Commissioners and taken out a certi- 
ficate of such registration, is liable, on conviction before two Mogistiates, to a penalty not 
exceeding three times the amount payable m respect of a certificate for the entiie year. 
The certmicate will not be granted until the payment of the first half-yearly instalment 
of tax. 

Liquor License. 

Every retail dealer in spintuous or mtoiLioating liquors is bound to cause each separate 

S ince of business used by him for the sale of such liquors to be legistered m the Office of 
le Municipal Commissioners, and to take out a separate certificate of registration for each 
such place of business, and to pay for eveiy such certificate such ftTitmal sum as is specifi- 
ed in Schedule C2 to this Act annexed, within two mouths of the opening of it, in every 
calendar year. 

Bates on Houses, Buildings and Lands 

Are due and payable by the owners from and after the end of the first quarter of the 
year. Any house of less annual value than fouiteen Rupees is exempt from assessment if 
it be the sole rateable property of the owner, and on those vacant for 60 consecutive days 
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during any year, a remisaion of assestmentiB obtainable, provided notice of Bach vacancy 
bo fflven to the Preaident of the Municipal Commiasiou. 

again at valuation or measurement and aasesBinent are to be made in the first 
instance to the President of the Oorntniaaion, and ultimately with those against any rate, 
toll or tax, assessed or demanded by the Commissioners to we Magistrates. But no appeal 
Will be heard by the latter, unless preferred within thirty days after the accrual or tho 
cause of complaint, and the amount of rate or tax has been deposited with the Gommis- 
Bioners. 

JRegttt ration qf Birtht and Beatht. 


Madras Act IX of 1867 renders the registration of Births and Deaths compulsory, and 
invests the Municipal Commissioners with power to establish offices lu different parts of 
the town tor this purpose. 

The father or mother of every child horn in the town, or, in case of the death, illness, 
absence, or inability of the fawer and mother, some person who was present at, or in 
attendance during the child-birth, shall, within one week next after the wiy of every such 
birth, give, information thereof to the Begistrar. So also shall one of the persoiis present 
at the death, or m attendance during the last illness of every person dying in the town, or 
in case of the death, lUness, mabibty or default of all such porsouH, the occupier of the 
biiildmg or tenement, or lu case the occupier be the pci son wlio shall have mod, some 
inmate of tho building or tenement m which sucli death shall have happened, within eight 
days next after the day of such deatii, give mioimation to the Bcgistiar touching the death 
of such person Any sucli person who shall neglect or refuse to give such information 
shall be liable to a penalty nut exceeding 100 Bupecs

Addkbssbb on Inla.nt> Auticlbb.— Ko address is complete which does not contain the 
Post Town from which delivery is intended, and care should always be taken to write the 
name of the Post Town as clearly as possible. It should nonerally form the last part of 
the address. If, however, the cover be directed to a Post Town of smi^ll note (especially 
if situated in another Province), or if it be duected to a Post Town having a name the some 
08 , or very similar to, tlie name of another Post Town, it is proper to add in brackets the 
name of me District oi Piovince m which the Post Town of address is situated. This 
can always be ascertamod by reference to the hst of Post Oflioes (at the end of the 
PoBtal Goids. 

It is very necessary to see that the name of the Provmco or District whon added as 
above is given in bracleetts, so as not to be mistaken foi tlio Post Town in cases where 
tliere is a Post Town of the same name. For instance, a letter for Kurscoug m the Dar- 
jeelingDlstrict will, if the word “Darjeehug** be written without brsekets, be probably 
sent to Darjeeling Post Town, and will be chargeable with re>directiuu postage when 
forwarded thenoe to Kurseong. 

Inconvenience having been experienced in the delivery of articles to public ofiBcers at 
their offices or private residences, us woU as to those changing their stations or appoint- 
ments, owing to the frequent inclusion in the address of both name nnd official desig- 
nation, and to the consequent doubt whether tho cover is inh^ndod for tbo individual or 
the official, the public are invited to regulate the form of address so as to ensuro coiroct 
delivery under the following lule prescribed for the guidance of Postal officials, viz : — 
The delivery of covers giipei tfterf hy a public o^cet as m U M *s sei vice is governed by tho 
official designate (when given) of the addressee, the name being legurded only whon 
given without the official designation: and the delivery of covers not so suptiscrAcd is 
governed by the name (when given) of the addressee, an official designation being re- 
^rded only when given without name, * 

Note, — The last clause of the above rule relating to articles not superscribed as on Ilei 
Majesty’s Service governs also the deliveiy of articles addressed to persons holding office 
in Banks, Firms or other institutions or offices For instance a letter addressed to tlie 
Editor of a newspaper (no name being included m the nddress) will be delivered to the 
Editor for the time heiii^, but a letter addressed to a paitieulai individual by uamo to- 
gether with the designation of Editor will m the absence of special insfouctions to the 
contrary from the individual named, be delivered to him even though ho may have 
ceased to be Editor. 

Care should be taken to spell the names of Post Towns m the same way as they are 
spelt m the List of Post Offices, and to writo them legibly tn large ^ well-formed cbai octets. 
It must be remembered that to the natives of this country the Enghsh language is an 
acquired one, and that they are not so well able to decipbor imperfect current hand- 
writing as if the language and character wore their own. 

Closed articles not exceeding 10 tolas in weight, which ore intended to be sent as Par- 
cels, should have the word “ Parcel” superscribed on the address side of the cover. In 
the absence of such superscription, they aie forwarded by Letter Post and charged at 
letter rates. 

AsnBESS ON Fobsion Abticles —In the ease of letters for places abroad, the name of 
the country (written clearly in large, well-formed characters) as wdl as tho town or city, 
should be given m full. Attention to this rule will often assist in deciphering the name 
of the town or city, and will prevent the letter from being mis-sent when there are towns 
of the same name in different countries. Tlie address of every letter to a place abroad 
should end with the name of the country. Names of foreign towns, cities, or countries, 
should be spelt in the address in the same way as in the Foreign Post Schedule; and the 
attention of foreigners is particularly directed to this point, as ma^ of them are m the 
habit of spelling foreign names according to the foreign method If the route by which 
the article is intended to be sent be ^ven by tho sender, it should be written on the 
upper left-hand corner, and if tlie name of the sender be ^ven, it should be written on 
the lower left-hand corner. 

For rules rejecting the marking of VkemHhular roiUe by which an article is intended 
to be sent, ana respecting the practice of tho Post Office in selcotiiig routes when no 
partioTilar route is given by the sender, see clause 8 of the remarks preceding the Foreign 
Post Schedule of Bates. 
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Letters addresser to places abroad to which pbepaykeht of postage xb compclso- 
BT.-- Letters posted unpaid or insufficiently paid and addressed to places marked C (com- 
pulsory prepayment) in the Foreign Post Scnedulo, are returned ro the senders through 
the Bead Letter Office. For further particulars seo clause (12) of the remarks pre- 
ceding the Foreign Post Schedule. 

Initial Addressfb.—Ko letter or other article addressed to initials or to a fictitious 
name and destined for the United Kingdom can be registered. Such articles, if tendered, 
will not be accepted for registration. 

Postage Labels how to be placed, kc -—Labels should be placed on the front, that is, 
the address side of the letter and upon the nght-hand upper corner. On re-^ected 
letters, however, care should be taken not to place fresh stamps over the stamps which 
have been previously used. 

The public are recommended to mark the stamps affixed by them to articles eiiher by 
lines drawn across them, or by writing acrobs them. Articles may be destroyed for the 
sake of the stamps borne by them, nnd as stoiupH bearing any mark denoting previous 
use cannot be so readily disposed of, much risk is avoided by the practice here recom- 
mended. 

Transmission op Currency Notes bv Post —Letters containing com, or a Currency 
Note, or any portion thereof, or mamfestly containing a Postage or other stamp, or Label, 
or a Cheque, Hundi, Bank Note, Bank Post Bill, BiU of Exchange, or the like, addressed 
to any place in India rtimt he rer^tstered , and it is strongly recommended that Cmrency 
Notes sent through the post be sent in halws, the second halves being forwarded on ac- 
knowledgment of the receipt of the first halves This method avoids much risk, for the 
value of the half note (if the other half be lost) can ^ner.illy be recovered from tiie Paper 
Currency Bepartment at a small charge under a Bond oi Indemnity. If, on the other 
hand, whole notes scut by post are lost, Iho Currency Bepartment does not recognize any 
claim on the part of iflie loser, although it records tlie loss, and, when the note is present- 
ed and paid at any Cmrency Office, informs the Police and the peison who lost the note 
As, howovei, stolen notes are seldom presented by the thief, and as notes received m good 
faith are good pos'^essions, tho recovery of a lost whole note is comparatively rare. 

Wlien Currency Notes are sent by post, covers or envelopes of a substantial and non- 
transparent kind should he used The large black figures indicating the value of a Cur- 
rency Note can be deciphered even if covered by eight-iold of paper of the thin trans- 
parent kind so commonly used in this country The public are earnestly requested not 
to place iinnecessai y temptation in this reR])ect before their own servants, who take such 
letters to the post, and before tho Post Office employ(*s. 

Changes of Besidence —Pei sons changing their place of residence are particularly 
requested to leave written iiistruc tions at the Post Oftiee of their previous residence and 
to send written insti actions to the Post Office of the place to which they may be going 
A separate wiitteu lustiuction is roquued ioi every change of addiess, and no insti action 
Will be attended to for more than thice mouths after its receipt. No complicated or con- 
ditional insti uctioiiB for re-direetion can lie attended to, and persons desiring services of 
this nature aie advised to employ an Agent, to whom, li they so desire, all letters received 
to their address will be delivered Instructions for le-direction should state clearly 
whether they are meant to apply to articles foi other raombers of the family or house- 
hold of the peibou giving the instruciious. 

Re-posted Articles —Articles re-posted without having been opened are, under cer- 
tain conditions, explained m the fioetion headed “ Re-direction,” treated as re-directed 
ai tides. 

Complunts against the Post Office.— Complaints against the Post Office, certified 
as such under the full signaturo and address of the sender, and addressed to any officer 
of the Postal Bepartment, are not tliaigeable with any postage. In all complaints of 
overdbaige or unnecessary delay in delivering letters or other articles, the covers or 
envelopes bearing the Post Office stamn must be presented for inspection ; and when any 
complaints are preferred against any lettor-camoi, the number on his badge should be 
specified. 

Overland Paboei. Post,— The puhlic are specially warned against the use of flimsy 
covers for articles transmitted by the “ Oveiland PmcoI Post ” Heavy articles are some- 
times sent with only paper covering inbecurel> tied with string ; frictions in transit 
detaches this cover, and damage, and loss ensue. When sending pai*cels to, or ordermg 
Uiem from, the United Kingdom, speoial attontiou should be directed to the necessity 
for substantial wrappers or boxes properly secured. 

A mistoken impression exists to the effect that the Overland Postal Post has been 
organised in concert with the British Post Office, to whom leferences on the subject are 
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not nnfrequenily made. The pnblio are therefore re^neated to note* that the Overland 
Parcel Post has been arranged m coxnmunieation with the Pexunsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company ; any en<;(uirie8 proceeding from England should be address^- 
ed to that Company’s Office, No, 122, Leadeunall Street, London, E. C. 

Insecurs covkbs used by the Public.— It having been observed that the envelopes 
used for letters, packets, &c, sent through the post, are unfit for the purpose, causing 
damage to the correspondenoe, the public are recommended to use strong envelopes 
which, in the case of heavy or bulky articles, should be made of linen. f 

Addresses on letters, &c., tor Pabsenoebs on board.— Letters posted in India for 
delivery to persons on their way to or from India should preforontially be addressed to 
the care cA the local agent of the vessel or company to which the vessel belongs, full 
particulars being given of the name, &c., of the vessel (describing it as outward bound or 
iiomewaid bound) , if the addressee is travelling by one of the mail steamers (P. and 0. 
Company) it may be sufficient to give the port of departure (Brindisi, Southampton, 
Calcutta or Bombay) of the steamer, with the time table date of such departure and the 
port of destmation , for example “ A B. passenger by outward Mail Steamer Southamp- 
ton (24th March) to Calcutta” care of &c. &c. Sec. Sec. 

It is recommended that the name and address of the sender be written on the lower 
left hand corner of the letter preceded by the word “ fiom,” so as to save the opening of 
the letter m the Dead Letter Office in case of non-delivery, and it is recommended also 
that all such letters be fully prepaid. 

If a letter be posted m India ?w Bombay to the address of a passenger proceeding from 
Calcutta or Madras by a steamei of the P and 0 Compan]^ timed to xeach Aden or Sues 
at or about the same time as the mail steamer which carries the letter from Bombay, it 
may be addressed as follows

Such letters will bo made over to the Marine Post Office on leaving Bombay, and will 
be left at Aden for delivery if the Bombay mail steomei precedes the Calcutta steamer, 
or be taken on for delivery at Suez if the Calcutta steamer has preceded. The delivery 
at Suez will be effected on boaid the Calcutta steamer as soon as possible after the arrival 
of the Bombay steamer. 

Every person who may not be paid by the Post Office Department, through whom any 
district post letter may be delivered, is authorized to receive a fee of one Pice, (a fourtn 
of an Anna) for his own use, m addition to any unpaid postage which may be due on it. 

Inland postage is not chargeable on Soldiers’ overland letters. 

Newspapers for Soldiers are not subject to forward postage when re-direoted. 

EEGISTRATION —Letters and Newspapers can be registered by payment of 4 Annas 
in addition to postage, both of which must oe prepaid by stamps. 

The parly posting such letters will be furnished with receipt bearmg the address of 
the letter ana the office stamps 

Letters sent to be registered should be well secured with sealing wax, as those fastened 
with gum or wafer can be opened with impunity and without the shghest difficulty. 

Registration makes the transmission of a letter more secure, as its disposal can thereby 
be traced. 

As registration does not involve a receipt for the contents of a letter and as abstraction 
thereof may take place before as well as after the cover is posted^ it is always advisable 
for the addressee who expects valuable enclosures to open the letter in the presence of the 
postman at the time of granting the receipt. 
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TIm ngisfcratioii of letters oo&taini&g valaables, suoh as Bsaik Notes or Ooin is ooinpnl> 
Bory— ooTars containing Bach articles ^rhan posted without being registered are charged 
wiw a doable fee. 


On the d^yexy for a registered letter, a receipt for the same must be signed immediate* 
ly and given to the delivery peon. 

GBTLON POST.— Letters sent from India by post, whether by land or by B. I. S. K. 
Ce.*B Contract Steamers to any part of Ceylon, are liable to the undermentioned rates of 
postage, which must be prepaid ; otherwise they will be returned to the sender through 
§ie Dead Letter Office if the letters ore superscribed for either of those routes.

Book-packages and Patterns are only 
sent by Steamers at the rate of 2 Annas for every 4 ozs. Parcels are forwarded to Ceylon 
under the same conditions as those to England, d;c., through the Overland Parcel Post, 
and must be similarly addressed to the Postmaster, Bombay. See rules respecting Over- 
land Parcel Post, page 876. 

MYSORE ANCHAY POST.— The postage on letters, &c., posted for delivery through 
the Mysore Anchay, t e , the sepaiate post of the Mysore Government, must bo Miy pre- 
paid, or otherwise they are deemed and forwarded to ihe Dead Letter Office for disposal, 
except m the case of unpaid imported letters, &c., and those taxed with forward postage 
for re-direction.

fee The late letter fee is half a rupee, except where any lower late or scale of rates may 
be specially authorized by a Postmaster General for any paitioular Office liate letters 
are such as are posted after the hour fixed for the closing of any Mail, and which, there- 
fore, cannot ho sent forward by the Mail tlien in preparation, unless extra payment be 
made No Office shall be kept open merely for the reception of the late letters after the 
usual hour of closing at night. Late letters can be posted only at a Post Office. 

The Postmaster at any station, or person in charge of the Post Office, shall have 
power to refuse letters or other articles bearing the appearance of having been opened and 
re-closed, or otbeiwise improperly dealt with, unlosK the writer or sender thereof shall 
attest with his full signature, that they wore sent in that state. 

REGISTERED INLAND NEWSPAPER POST.-— Newspapers and proof sheets 
are transmitted by letter post at the following rates wtmh must be prepaid by stamps 

Not exceeding 10 tolahs, in weight, t Anna ; 20 tolahs, 1 Anna. 

They should be packed in covers open at the ends, or sent without covers. 

No more than one newspaper can be sent under one cover. An extra Settlement of 
the same ^te may be enclosed!. 

Newspapers must not contain any writings except the name and address of the per- 
son to whom they are sent, and the name and address of the sender. 

The pre-payment of postage on newspapers is compulsory. 

The paper must have on the wrapper the word Registered followed by the Registered 
No. printed, or otherwise it cannot be sent by Letter Mail. 

Newspapers posted unpaid or insufficiently paid are transferred to the Dead Letter j 
Office, for return to sender. Proof sheets are treated as newspapers when the contents 
g^re correctly certified on the cover, with the full signature of the sender. j 

The term “ newspaper” implies any periodical published at regular intervals not ex- 
ceeding 28 days, provided it is the medium of currenWtelUgeuce and has not been regis- 
tered.

EXCLUSIVE PmVILEOE OP THE INDIAN POST OFFICE. 

The Indian Post Office is governed by the provisions of Act No. XTV of 1866| entitled 
“ The Indian Post Office Act, I8C6.” By the above-mentioned Act the exclusive privilege 
of carrying letters is vested in the Government of India (Sections 6 and C), and penalties 
are proscribed (Section 46) for any infringement of this privilege.

sufficiently paid, but in other lespocts fulfilling the uudermentionea conditiouB, will be 
forwarded to the Dead Letter Office. 

Conditions to he duct red in respect of registered newspapers. 

8 Registered newspapers can be forwarded by letter post at the above-mentioned rates 
only if the following conditions be observed, vU 

(1.) It shall be without a cover, or in a short cover open at the ends. 

(2 ) There shall be no word printed on snch newspaper after its publication, or 
upon the cover thereof, nor any writing or mark Upon it, or upon the cover of it, except 
the name and address of the person to whom it is sent, and the name and address of the 
sender. 

(3.) There shall be no paper or thing enclosed in or with any such newspaper. 

(4 ) The nowsp^ermust bear in print in a prominent position above the adddress 
or on the outside fold the word “ registered, ” followed by the registration number given 
by the Post Master General. 

(5.) Each Re^istrated Newspaper should be posted singly , but where-several News- 
papers are transmitted to one address tibiey may, if folded separately, with the registra- 
Wii number outside, be put in one bundle, subject to a postage cnorged equal to the 
aggregate of the postage due on each Nenrapaper. In this case, the number of separately 
folded Newspapers m the bundle must be specified in a prominent way the abovo address . 

thus “ separate Newspapers. ” H this is not done, .the bundle will be treated as 

a packet or parcel under paragraph 10. 

N. B.— The word “ registered, ” followed by the number, may be printed (either in 
English, or in a vernacular character] on the paper itself or on its cover, but must in all 
cases be t» a prominent position above the address. 
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May ht unt by letter post ai reguiered newipaper rata under certificate, 

9. Proof sheets, marked as such, may he sent by the letter post either without covers 
or m covers open at the ends at the rates prescribed for registered newspapers, provided 
that the contents be correctly certified on the cover by the signature m fall of the sender. 

PABCBLS AOT PACKETS. 

What articla treated ae parceU ot packet* when they do not exceed 10 tolas in weight. 

10. Any article not exceeding ten tolas tn weiaht which is specially marked for transmis- 
sion as a parcel and fulfils the conditions laid down for parcels is treated as a parcel; and 
any article not exceeding ten tolas in wetght and not failing to be treated as a parcel 
which has the ends open (see definition m paragiaph 1) and is prepaid with one anna 
postage, and does not contain any letter or communication of the nature of a letter (unless 
such letter or communication bo wholly printed or hthographed) is treated as a packet. 

What articlM treated as packets when they exceedl^t tolas in might. 

All articles committed to the Post Office, which exceed ten tolas in might and which do 
not fall to be treated as letters, registered newspapers or proof sheets, under the preced- 
ing paragraphs, are treated ns parcels or packets those which are posted fully prepaid 
at parcel lates or subscribed by the sendeis for transmission as parcels or presented at 
the Post Office for that purpose, or which owing to deficient prepayment or excess of size 
or mode of packing cannot be forwarded as packets are treated as parcels . and ihe others 
are treated as paokots. 


Parcels and packets how transmitted. 

11. All parcels are transmitted by banghy post under a system of registration * packets 
not exceeding ten tolas in wei^t are transmitted by letter post, and packets exceeding 
that limit are transmitted by Banghy post, there is no registration for packets. 

Mode of packing, prepagment, and contents of parcels and packets. 

12. Parcels may at the option of the sender be packed in close covers, but'packets 
must be packed m open covers (see dofimtiou m paragraph 1) . the prepayment of postage 
on parcels is optional, while for packets full piepaymcut is compulsory Kot more than 
one letter or communication of the nature of a letter (not wholly printed or lithogiaphed), 
may be enclosed in any parcel, and no letter or communication of the nature of a letter 
(not wholly printed or litliographed), may be enclosed m a packet, nor may a packet 
contain anything closed against inspection , but with these excoptions, and with the ex- 
ception also of dangerous substances and other articles which cannot be sent by post in 
any form, 0ere are no rosteictions as to the contents of parcel and packets. 

Unpaid and inimfiiciently paid pat cels. 

13. Unpaid parcels arc charged on delivery at tlic same rates as would have been 
chargeable if the postage had been prepaid . insufficiently paid paroels are charged on 
delivery with tlie deficiency. 

Receipt given for parcels when properly packed. 

14. A person tendering a parcel at a Post Office within the prescribed hours is enti- 
tled to get a receipt foi it, |)rovided that the parcel so tendered is securely packed in cloth, 
wax-cloth, or tin; and if it is packed in cloth, or wax-cloth, provided further that it bears 
seals with distinct unpressiuns of some device (not that of a current com) at mtervals not 
exceedmg five inches along the hues uf sewmg. 

Receipts to be signed by addressee on delivety of Parcels, 

15. The addressees of parcels are required to sign receipts for them on delivery. 

Limit (f weight of pat cels, 

16. No parcel exceeding 25 seers (2,000 tolas) m weight can be received at any Post 
Office for despatch, 

Parcels received by post from seaward, exceeding the above weight, are made over 
to the Collector of Customs for publication m his hst of unclaimed pMkages. 

Sue of packets and parcels, . 

17. No packet may exceed one foot and a half in length, or one foot in width or depth ; j 
and if any such packet be posted, it will be treated as a parcel and (ffiarged accordi^y. 
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I Although a particular limit of size ia preaorihed in the case of parcels, a Post Office 
may refuse to receive any porcel which, owing to its size, shape or otherwise, cannot he 
carried without senous inconvenience to the mail servioe or nsk to the parcel itself. 

Parceh between places connected bp guaranteed railway, 

18. Between places connected by guaranteed railway, whore the railway authorities 
I may have intimated their readmess to undertake the conveyance and delivery of paicels, 

! the Post Office does not convey parcels, except such as may be sent on the puhUc servii.e. 

Of course, if either the place of address or the place of despatch be not on the lino of 
guaranteed railway, the above rule does not apply. 

tS* Attention is also invited to the facility now offered to the sender of a registered 
letfcTtohave an acknowledgment signed by the addrcbboe sent to him, if he picpd^B 
at the time of posting an extra postage fee of 1 anna. 

A like facility, for obtaining acknowledgments fur Parcels has now been introduced * 
but it only applies to Parcels for which leceipte are given under p.iragiaph 14, pace 4 of 
the Postw Guide of 1st September 1877. 

MISCELLANEOUS BEGULATIONS, &c. 

Name of sendet not to be demanded 

19. The name of the sender of any letter or other article shall not be demanded m any 
Post Office, except when the sendci desires nu addressee’s iickuowledgtiient to lie sent to 
him, as provided in the rules under the head “ Eegistration ” this rule docs not pieveiit 
the name of the sendei being asked foi, even if an acknowledgment be not desirecf, in tho 
case of a registered letter oi parcel (with the view of enabling the Department to com- 
iiiunicate with him in the evtmt of loss or misctiriiago), but it is optional with tho sender 
111 such cases to refuse compliance with the request. 

Tranmimon of danger om ot offensive substances and of fi agile ai tides, 

20 It is forbidden to send by post explosive, dangerous, or ofifonsive substances or 
material, such as gunpowdei, matches, peicussion fnps, saltpetre, indigo, asHufootida, 
gUsH, liquids, &c , oi any article whuh either in itself (however packed) oi bv lensou of 
msecuio packing may be liable to iiijuie the contents of tlio mail bags or the iieisons 
of the mail officers P'or tlio dispobtil of covers suspecti'd to contain such articles, see 
the last clause ol the following paragraph. Articles which either in themselves (how- 
ever packed) or by reason of insecure packing are hable to injury from transmission with 
other articles in an ordinary mail Img, may bo refused at the discretion of tho Post 
Master, and, if forwarded, will be at the sole risk of the owner, it being utidei stood that 
the Post Office cannot make special pioYision foi the carriage of such ai tides. 

Treatment of Utters^ , suspected to contain any thing in vontj avention of Postal Rules, 

21. Letters or other articles suspected to contain anything in contravention* of 
Poste.l Rules, shall not be detained for examination at the despatching offic-e, but shall bo 
forwarded marked “ doubtful.” The Post Master receiving such letters or other articles 
pTinll then act in accordance with Section W ol the Post Office Act. 

Where the infringement of rule is obvious, no detention beit^ necessary for tlie pur- 
pose of examination, and the penalty being merely the charge of a different rate of postego, 
or the refusal to receive or forward the artide, the Post Master of the despatching office 


* For example— 

(1) Any letter, paper, writing, or other enclosure of a private nature, forwarded 

under color or pretence of an official communication. 

(2) Articles other than proof sheets scut under color or pretence of being proof 

sheets. 

(8) Any contraband article, or any article on which duty is owing to Government. 

(4) Newspapers having unauthorised printing, writing, or marks, or unauthorised 
enclosures. 

(6) Packets contammg a letter (not wholly printed) or communication of the nature 
of a letter. 

(6) ParcelB having more thou one letter (not wholly printed) or communication of 

the nature of a letter. 

(7) Covers containing opium transmitted otherwise than on Government account. 

(8) Clubbed packets. 
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with himself take the necessary steps ; and in all oases in which it is sospeoted that explo- 
siTe, dangerous, or of ensive substances are enolosed, it is the duty of the despatching 
office to do so. 

Deteniion of parcels, packets, 4c., on account of mtmalty heavy despatches. 

22. The main business of the Post Office being the transmission of leUers, the for- 
warding of newspapers, packets, and parcels (which no one is compelled to send through 
the Post Office), though an important, is only a secondary object; and in any case, there- 
fore, where an unususi weight of mails prevents the transmission of the whole at once, a 
Post Master is authorised to detain fur a period not exceeding 24 hours the inland parcels 
and packets, also imported newspapers and packets, and, if necessary, also the heavier 
service letters, except such as may be marked “ Dispatch." 

Instructions respecting the address of letters. 

28. On this subject, see the fly-leaf at the commencement of this volume. 

Post Office may refuse to receive letters, 4c., Scortny appearance of having been opened, 

24. The Post Master at any station, or the person in charge of the Post Office, has 
power to refuse letters or other articles bearing the appearance of having been opened 
and re-closed, or otherwise improperly dealt with, unless the writer or sender thereof 
shall attest with his full signature that they were sent in that state. 

Compulsory i egistration of letters containing com, 4c. 

26. On this subject, see the fly-leaf at the commencement of this volume, and also 
clause 8, Section Y (Begistratiou), and clause 14, Section XIV (Currency Department.) 

Post Masters not knowingly to t eceice valuables for despatch. 

26 In order to protect, as far as possible, the public mails from the chance of robbery, 
officers m charge of Post offices shall not knowingly receive com, bullion, precious stones, 
or jewels for despatch either by letter or banghy post. 

Expresses to be sparingly used by public Officers. 

27. As the employment of expresses interferes with the celerity and regularity of the 
ordinary mads, and is intended with expense, pubhc officers are enjoined to employ them 
as sparingly as possible ; and any public officer despatching an express when the exigency 
of public servioe does not, in we opmiou of the authority to whom he is subordinate, 
req.iurti it, will be held answerable for the expenses attending that method of transmis- 
sion. Public expresses from a Post Office at the seat of any Government or Administra- 
tion can only be ordered by a Secretary to Gkivernment ; in other oases, by the Chief Civil 
or Military Authority of the place. 

LeUers, 4c., once posted not to he returned without express older, except in specified cases. 

28. The following rules govern the re-delivery to the sender of all letters and other 
Articles posted in a Post Office or Post Office letter box, except in the manner described 

(for unclaimed letters, ikc.,) m section 29 of the Post Office Act, or in the case of a letter 
or other article addressed to a place beyond the limits of British India which fur any 
reason cannot be forwarded to destmatiun 

( 1 ) letters or other articles delivered into any Post Office shall he re-delivercd 
except under the orders of— ■ 

(а) The Chief Postal Authority in a Province ; 

(б) The Director General of the Post Office ; 

(c) The Local Government or Administration ; or 

(d) The Governor General in Council. 

(2) .— A fee of one rupeee shall be paid with any application for such ro-delivery. 

NoU.~^k single fee of one rupee is all that is required on each application even 
though the application may refer to more than one letter or article. 

(8) —An appheation for the re-delivery of any such letter or article may be presented in 
wntmg to the said officers, Governments or Administrations, directly, or throu^ any 
officer in charge of a Post Office. 

(4).— Such application shall be received only from the writer of the letter or the sender 
of the article, or from some person duly authorised in this behalf by such writer or sender. 
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(5) .— The application shall be aocomnanied by a statement (which may be enclosed in a 
se^d cover) of the reasons why re-ddive^ of the letter or article is sought. Such bual- 
ed cover sh^ be opened only by the officer or by a Secretary to the Govemmout or 
Administration to wlmm or to which the application is presented. 

(6) .— Upon receipt of such application and statement, together with a fee of one rupee 
as aforesaid, by a Post Master or otlier officer m charge of a Post Office, he shall immedi- 
ately send apphcation and statement to the nearest officer or authority having power 
under Buie 1 to mspose of such application. 

(7) .— If the letter or article of which re-delivery is sought is in his possession, the said 
Post Master or o&er officer, instead of forwarding it to its address, sh^ send it with the 
apphcation to the said officer or authority. 

(8) .— If the letter or article is not in the possession of tlie said Post Master or other 
officer, he shall require any other officer of the Post Office in whose possess ion it may be 
to abstain from sending it to its address, and to send it instead to the anthoiity or officer 
to which or to whom the apphcation will be or has been sent. The requisition to 
such other officer may be sent by telegraph, but all expenses attcudiug its transmis- 
sion must be borne by the appheaut. 

(9) —When the application reaches the officer or authority named in Rule 1, to whom 
it is thus sent, he, or it may order re-delivery of the letter or article upon being satisfied 
that the applicant is the wnter or sender, and that sufficient reasons have been given for 
the re-delivery, otherwise he shall send it at once to its address. 

(10) . No letter delivered into the post shall be re-dohvered in any case to any one but 
the writer, or to some person authorised by the wnter in writing to receive it ; and no 
article, not being a letter dehvered into the post, shall be re-dohvered to any one but the 
sender, or to some peisou authorised by the sendei in writing to receive it. 

(11) .— In the foregoing rales, the word “ wnter” does not include a person who writes 
a letter which another dictates oi duocts to be wntten, oi who copies a letter which has 
been written by another , but in each of such cases the author of the loiter shall, for the 
pui poses or these rules, be held to be the “ wnter.” 

29 These rules apply to all letters and ariaclos, official as well as non-offloial. But, in 
the case of official letters and articles no fee is taken, the cost whereof would be debited 
as public expenditure. 

Persons i ejecting a letter^ mepened, not bound to pay postage, 

30. The person to whom any letter or other article, the postage of which has not been 
paid, may be delivered, is not bound to pay the postal if ho forthwith retuins the same 
unopened ; but if he opens or retains the same, he is bound to pay the postage due there- 
on. If ho forthwith returns the same unopened, the cover is treated as refused. 

Refund of postage o» ktUts, sent tnaltctousiy. 

81. If a letter or other article shall appear to the satisfaction of the Post Master of the 
Office ot delivery to have been maliciously sent for the purpose of annoying the poison to 
whom it IB addressed, the Post Master of the Dohveiy Office may remit ^o postage. 

Postage mat led on a letter , ^c., to he paid at once. 

82. Whatever postage is marked on a letter, paper, packet or parcel, must bo paid at 
once on dehvery, after which any complaint of overcharge will be duly attended to. 

Complaints against the Post Office. 

88. On this subject, see the fly-leaf at the commencement of this volume. 

Remedy of Post Office in case of refusal to pay postage. 

84. Postage which any person is bound to pay, but which he refuses to pay, is recover- 
able in the same manner as a fine under the rest Office Act, and the officer in charge of 
any Post Office has further the power of withholding from any person so refusing, until 
such postage be paid, any other letter or article ad^essed to tnat person not being on 
Her Majesty's Service. 

Commanding Officers to receive letters for their Regiments. 

85. Letters directed to Native Officers, or men of Begiments or Detachments, shall be 
delivered to an Orderly or any other fit person, who shw be deputed by the Officer Com- 
manding the Begiment or Detachment to receive the same ; but letters on which postage 
may be due shall not be delivered to such person unless the postage be first paid. 
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TMter-carrifrt mutt retire immediate payment of pottage, 

86. Lett<*r-oarrier8 are forbidden to deliver any letter, newspaper, or other article 
without requiring munodiate payment of the exact amount of postage. They are not 
bound to give change. If the amount of postage due is not at once tmdered, and the 
letter-carrier is subjected to detention, the letters, Ac., upon which postage is due 
bo taken back to the Post Office for the next delivery. Letter-carriers are forbidden to 
deviate from their proscribed routes. 


Delivery TieheU. 

87. Delivery tickets can be obtained under the following conditions from all Post 
Offices authonsed by the Post Master General of the Province to grant them, viz .* 

(1) —The ticket will remain in force for one year from the date of issue, and will then 
be cancelled, unless renewed for another year. The date of issue or renewal will be noted 
on each ticket. 

(2) .— The payment for a ticket or for the renewal of a ticket is Bs 12, and this sum 
must be paid in advance. No refunds are allowed. Extra payment may be demanded 
under head (8). 

(8).— Tickets con only be used at the Offices from which they were issued; but ticket- 
holders changing their residence may have them transferred from one Office to another 
provided the latter is an Office authonsed to grant tickets. The Post Master of the Office 
of Issue will write the words “ cancelled for— Office" under his full signature, and the 
Post Master of the other Office will write the words “ accepted for— Office" under his full 
signature. A transfer fee of one rupee is payable to the Post Office which accepts the 
transferred ticket. 

(4) .— A ticket-holder is entitled to receive his letters, &c., at the Post Office wmdow. 

(5) .— Or he may receive in a closed bag his letters and newspapers (also such packets as 
can conveniently be enclosed in the bog] by the ordinary letter-carrier, if he provides the 
bug or bngs required for this purpose The weight of any such bug when empty is limit- 
ed to one pound The letter-carrier who deliveis such a bag is bound to receive charge 
of an empty bag in return if tendered to him, but the ticket-holder may use the bag for 
sending letteis by the hand of his own messenger to the Post Office, where the bag will 
bo opened by the Post Master or othei specially appointed officer of tlie estabhshmeut 
Any postage due on the contents of a bag must be paid on delivery of a bag. 

Delxm y at window mt clamabU wahout Twhet at OJJicet where Tickett are istued. 

88. At Post Offices authonsed as above to grant delivery tickets, no person residmg 
witliin the ordmaiv dehvery range can claim to have his letters, &c., delivered at the 
window, unless he holds a delivery tnket. But the Post Master may deliver from the 
window to such persons, provided tliat mtonvemence is not caused thereby to the 
general work of the Office, and especially to the prompt distribution of the mails by the 
ordinary lotter-canieis. 

Window Dehvery how to be made at Officet where Dehmy Tkheta not istued. 

89. At Post Offices not authonsed to grant delivery tickets, delivery may be made from 
the wmdow to any persons who register tlieir names at the Post Office as being desirous 
of having their letters retained until called for, instead of being sent out in ordmary 
course for delivery, or to peisons who, without having registered tiieir names, apply for 
letters uiidinr (ircumstances similar to those desenbed m the last sentence of the pieced- 
ing paragraph. 

Admismn into tniet wr, or examination oj recot ds of Pott Office not allowed. 

40. Persons not belonging to the department shall not be admitted into the interior 
nor permitted to examine the records of any Post Office without the special permission 
of the Post Master General, to whom, or to the Postmaster, appheahons for information 
or redress must be made either in person or m writing by the party requirmg the same. 

Letter Boxet to be alwayt open—haurt of clearing to be marked thereon. 

41. Letter boxes will remain open day and night ; the hours at which each letter box 
will be cleared will be marked upon it. 

Letter Boxet marked for ” Ittttrt wdy.** 

I 42. Letter boxes marked for “ letters only" must not be used for posting newspapers 
' packets or parcels, and any sooh articles found in them will be subject to detention.’ 
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Letter boxes are so marked enl; when, as in the ease of some boxes attached to or cleared 
by nil^y traTelling offioes, the faoihties sanded for the posting of lettexe (the disposal 
of which oonstitutes the primary business of the Post Office) cannot be extended to other 
articles. 

ffouri/or t^^eial rtferencti and penoned applieatUms. 

i8. Official references sad personal applications must be made boftween the hours of 
7 a. X. and 8 a. x., and between noon and 5 r. x., exorat on Sundays, when Post Offices 
will be open for this pnrpoae from 7 a. x. to 8 a. x., and one other hour. 

Rourtfor reffufration of hturt and receipt of Banghy Pareeh. 

44. At all Post Offices registered letters and banghy parcles will be received every 
day, Snndavs exoepteL lor despatch from 7 a. x. to 8 a. x^ and from noon to 6 r. ic. ; but 
in the Bombay Pott Office the hours have been specially fixed as from 10 a. x. to 4. p. x. 
and in a few other offices special hours have been specially fixed. On Sundays they will 
ordinarily be received from 7 a. x. to 8 a. x., and one other hour. 

Notice retpecHng kourt of attendance at Poet Of^e and deepaJlch and delivery of Mailt, 

45. A notice shall be conspicuously placarded in English and the language of the place 
outside every Post Office, giving information respecting the hours of atten&nce, the des- 
patch of mails, and the delivery of letters. 

Houre for closing Mails. 

46. The packets of all mails to be despatched in the course of the night shall be closed 
at 6. p. X. (except under special orders to the contrary) ; but for mails which usually pA-f s 
in the course of the day, the packets shall be made up half an hour before the timo ap- 
pointed for the arrival of such mails. 

Hours for deltvet y of Mailt. 

47. The hours at which mails will be delivered must depend upon the hours at which 
they ore received. The number of daily deliveries, and the hours at which the letter- 
camers will leave the Post Office, shall be duly notified from time to time in each Post 
Town. 

Late Letters. 

48. Except when a Post Master General shall deem a longer interval necessary, '' late 
lettras ” will be received at any Pott Office until fifteen minutes before the despatch of the 
mails. But no late letter will be forwarded by the mail preparing for despatch unless 
fully prej^d by means of stamps, so as to include the ordinary postage and the late-let- 
ter fee. ^e late-letter fee is half a nmee, except where any lower rate or scale of rates 
may be specially authorised by a Post Master General for any particular Office. 

N. B.— Late letters are such as are posted after the hour fixed for the closiog of any 
mail, any whieh, therefore, cannot be sent forward by the mail then m preparation unless 
extra payment be made. No Office shall be kept open merely for the reception of late 
letters ajfter the usual hour of closing at nij^t. Late letters can be posted only at a Post 
Office. 

Unclaimed LetterSf 4^., koto d%spoted of, 

49. Any letter or other article, after remaining unclaimed for three weeks in any 
Post Office (dunng which it is entered for at least two weeks in the list of unclaimed 
artteles exposed mthe Post Office), is returned to the Posting Office (through the Dead 
Letter Office^ for delivery free of charge to the sender, if hu name and address are on the 
cover ; and ii his name and address are not on the cover, it is forwarded to the Dead Letter 
Office, where it is opened and returned to the sender in a dead letter cover if his name 
and address can be ascertained, otherwise it is destroyed after remaining m the Dead 
Letter Office for one year. 

Refuted LeUers how to he dupored of. 

60. Any letter or other article rejected unopened by the addressee is, if any postage is 
due thereon, and if the sender’s name and address are wntten on the cover, returned to 
the Fostinff Office (throned the Dead Letter Office), in order that the postage due may be 
recovered &om the sender ; in all other cases, or when the sender’s name and address are 
not on the cover, inbh letter or other article is sent to the Dead Letter Office, where it is 
opened, postage being recovered form the sender or the cover destroyed. 

UnUwfid detmRm <f Posit Cffce Mesungerst penalty. 

61. It is not lawful for any person, unless acting by eiqpress order of the Government, 
to detain, exe^ tor a «Tn«r>naa.l offence, a Pott Office messenger wlmst carrymg the 

or to detun any carriage or horse upon which the mads are being earned, or on

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Boy pretence to open a packet or mail bag or boi in transit from one Poet Office to 
anotlier ; and any person guilty of snob an offence ie punishable with a line not eseeeding

62. Any person who shall fraudtilentiy retain, or wilful^ secrete or make away with, 
or keep or detain, or being required to deliver np by an Officer of the Post Office, shall 
negle^ or refuse to deliver up a post letter or othmr article which ought to have been de- 
livered to any other person, or mail bag, box, or packet containing a letter or other article 
which shall nave been sent bv the post, is punishable with impnsonment for a term not 
exceeding two years, and is also liable to fine.

I 68. A clubbed packet,** according to the definition given in the Post Office Act, is 
i a packet containing a collection of letters not made by an agent of the Post Office, trans- 
mitted through the Post Office with the view of the enclosed letters being dehvered to 
more than one person throiu^h tixe agent of the person by whom the packet was made up ;'* 
and the public are reminded that the transmission of clubbed packets is an infringement 
of the law, rendering the person liable to severe penalties under Section 46 of the Post 
Office Act. 

Qovemmeui not reepoMibltfor lou. 

64. Under Section 65 of the Post Office Act, the Government is not responsible for any 
loss or damage which may occur in respect of anything entrusted to the Post Office for 
conveyance, and no person employed by the Government in the Post Office Department 
18 responsible for any such loss or damage, unless that person shall have oansed such loss 
or damage negligentiy, maliciously or fraudulently. 

INLAND BANGHY POST. 

Parcels not exceeding 10 to/or, and not iuperecribed for deqtatoh by “Banghy Pottf will 
be forwarded by Letter Mail taxed with letter rates of postage. 

Parcels are not received for transmission by private sailing vessels osr non-contract 
Steamers. 

The postage on parcels for stations to which pre-payment is not compulsory, is the 
same whether posted, prepaid, or bearing. 

Parcels once posted cannot be returned to the senders without the permission of Go- 
vernment or the Post Master General. 

Parcels cannot be forwarded to the Colonies or the United Kingdom at Banghy rates 
of postage. If sent, they must be prepaid at the rates prescribed for letters transmitted 
by the Contract P. and 0 S. N. Co.’s Steamers. 

Parcels can only be posted between the hours of 7 and 8 k. k., and 12 noon and 6 f. k. 

The Banghy Department is opened on Sundays and principal holidays for two hours.

SHIP POSTAGE. 

Letters, &c., transmitted to any place by a Contract Coasting Steamer, are taxed with 
inland rates of postage. 

Letters sent hy a sailing vessel or non-contract Steamers are subject, in addition to 
inland postage, to a charge of shm or bounty money of one Anna on each cover which 
may, at the option of the sender, be prepaid in stamps or to be paid on delivery. 

Letters intended for despatch by private Steamers or sailing vessels, should be so 
superscribed , or otherwise they may, in the absence of such direotions to guide the 
Post Office, be sent by the land where such communications exist. 

Ship and Indian Postage will be levied on all letters received from beyond H. M.’g 
Indian possessions when delivered at Madras or forwarded to the Mofussil. 

Ship postage is not levied on newspapers. 

SOLDIEBS’ LETTERS. 

Soldiers* letters posted in India, for delivery in India, are subject to the ordinary rates 
of Indum postage. 

Soldiers’ letters not exoeediim half an ounce in weight are entitled to be conveyed from 
any part of India to any part of Great Britain or the Colonies for one penny or eight pies, 
proinded the postage is prepaid. 

Letters from soldiers and sailors in India, addressed to Europe, if not prepaid, are 
i charged two-pence on delivery.

To the United Kingdom, Canada, the Gape or other British colonies or possessions con-

III.— Rates of Postage and Conditions of Transmission by Foreign Post. 

Dejinitioin of <em " Foreign Poet*' 

(l.)-^The term “ Foreign Post ** includes the posts under the control of the Go'vernment 
of India named below «

It also includes the land post between India and Ceylon. Also all mails sent by 
private ships or vessels, whether from one Indian Post Office to another, or to and from 
places abroad. Also all mails sent by Her Majesty’s British packets (Peninsula and 
Oriental Company), or by Colonial packets, or by the French mail packets, whether from 
one Indian Post Office to another, or to and from places abroad. 

Foreign Corre^ndence byprimte Shtp. 

(2 )— Mails oan be sent by any private vessel leaving a port in India, but only such 
classes of mails are forwarded as can be received under the postal relations of the 
country of destination. Bonghy parcels cannot be sent to any foreign country by private 
ship. 

Letters, &c , intended for despatch by private vessels should be marked as such by 
the sender, the name of the vessel being ^ven if transmission by a particular vessel is 
desired. Letters, &e , not so marked may be forwarded by private vessel if there be no 
regular mail communication with the country of destination. 

Letters, Ac., intended for despatch by pnvate vessel must he/ullyprepaidhy stamps 
at the ordinary Indianinland rates, and they will bo liable on delivery many foieign 
country to such postage as may be chargeable nnder the regulations of that country. 
This rule does not, however, apply to correspondence sent by private ship to Ceylon, 
Hong-Kong, Mauritius, Seychelles or the Skaits, for which see those entries in the 
Foreign Post Schedule. 

Letters, Ac., cannot be registered by private ship. 

FoiUe by which forwarded. 

(8.)— The route by which an article is mtended to be sent should be marked on the 
upper left-hand comer of the address side. An article marked for a particular route, 
but not fclftl^ng the oonditions of that route (b. y , in respect of compulsory pre-payment 
of postage), will be treated as if not marked for any particular route Articles not mark- 
ed for any particular route will, as a general rule, be sent by the route which stands first 
in the Schedule, except where there is a quicker despatch by some other route, or where 
the first route may require the compulsory pre-payment of a higher rate of postage, than 
that which has been prepaid, or where the amount of postage paid may leave no doubt as 
to we route intended. 

Correspondence from or to Aden or Zanzibar, 

(4.)— Correspondence passing direct between Aden and places abroad is ordinarily go- 
verned by the same oonaitions and is conveyed by the same routes as correspondence 
tetween India and places abroad : in cases where there are special conditionB or routes 
^Ucable to oonespondenoe from Aden, special mention thereof is made in the Sche« 

Correspondenoefrom Aden to India or any Indian Post Office is charged at the rates 
shown in we Schedule for correspondence from India to Aden. Zanzibar stands in the 
position of abrancdi office to Aden : correspondence to Zanzibar is governed by the oon- 
^tioas mentioned in the Schedule: and correspondence from Zanzibar is governed by 
the same conditions as if it were posted at Aden, unless it be addressed to Aden itseli, 
when it is subject to ordinary inland rates and conditions. 
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It is to be understood that registration to places abroad applies only to letters or 
packets prepaid at letter rates, except m respect of the United Kingdom and other ooiu> 
tries buonging to the General Postal Union (marked 1 m Col. 8 of Schedule), to which 
newspapers, books, and patterns may also be registered. 

As stated in clause (2), letters, cannot be registered by piiwite ship.

(8.)—The prohibition against the transmission of dangerous or oflensiYe substanoes 
contained in paragraph 20 of Section n applies also to Foreign Post articles.

No letter or packet containing gold or silter money, jewels or precions artides, or 
any article liable to oustoms duty, may be sent tiirough tiie post to ^oes abroad. This 
does not apply to the Overland Parcel Post. 

Newtptgpert. 

(B.HNewspapers may be sent in packets as printed papers under paragraph 10, but if 
sent either sm^y or separately folded and tied in a bundle, the bundle to be supersonbed 
with tile number of separate newspapers contained in it, they are oonv^ed at the pri- 
vileged rate of postage shewn in the schedule under the column headed*^ Each News- 
paper.” 

Printed Pap ere and Legal and Commercial Doeumentt. 

(10.)— The following conditions, dsc., being those of the General Postal Union, apply 
generally to all countries, with the special exceptions mentioned in the Schedule oppo* 
site particular oountnes. 

Attention is drawn to the limit of weight, viz., 2 lbs., fixed for a packet of printed papers 
or legal and commercial documents. See scheaule and exception opposite the United 
Kingdom. 

Under the head of "Printed Papers” are included newspapers, stitched or bound bodes, 
pamphlets, music, visiting cards, catalogues, prospectuses, announcements and notices of 
various kinds, whether printed, engraved or litiiographed, and photographs. The follow- 
ing articles are considered as "Legal and Commercial Documents,” vtz., deeds of all kinds 
drawn up by pubhe functionaries, invoices, insurance papers, copies or extracts of deeds 
under private signature written upon stamped or unstamped paper, scores or sheets of 
manuscript music, and tn yfnera2 a// manuarript paper » and doeumentt vfhtchhave not the 
character qf an actual and personal correipondence. 

Nora. — The definitwn of** Legal and Commercial Documents** given above it held to include 
such wrtUen articles intended for publication tn Nempapers at art not of the nabure^aper^ 
tonal letter, as weU at tontten descriptions or hand sketches of places which are tent for pli- 
cation I it is held also to include written letters of old date which have previoutlg passed through 
the Post and served their original purpose. 

Articles posted as " Printed Papers” or " Legal and Commercial Documents” must be 
placed under bands or simply folded, so as to admit of the contents being easily examin- 
ed, and excepting as follows, "Printed Papers” must contain no manuscript writing, 
figure or mark whatever or even typographical additions if they tend to take from the 
pa^et its general character 

(a V- Proofs of printing or of music may bear corrections made with a pen, relating 
excluBivelv to the text or to the execution of the work. Manuscript may be annexed to 
such proofs. 

(6.)— Circulars, Notices, &c., may bear the signature of the sender, with his trade or 
profession and may also show the place of origin and the date of despatch. 

(c.WA book may contain a manuscript dedication or a complimentary inscription 
from ue author. 

(d.H^<^B8ages in the text to which it is desired to call attention may be marked with 
a simple stroke. 

(e.)— Prices may be added in manuscript or otherwise on printed or litiiographed 
stock and share lists, pnoes current, and market reports. 

Articles posted as " Printed Papers” or " Legal and Commercial Documents” which do 
not fulfil the foregoing conditions, or are not fully prepaid, will be treated as unpaid 
letters, with the sole exception of newspapers and pxWed papers, such as ouroulars, 
notices, &o., which will, m such cases, not be forwards. 

Notx.— A s an exception to the above rule, unpaid and insi^kientlv paid artielet potted at 
** Printed mpert** or ** I^aal and Commercial docimentt'* and fuelling all conditiont except 
that of fvM prepayment will, when addressed to the United Kingdom be forwarded vift South- 
ampton, but Witt be liable on delivery to double the prepaid rates for ** Printed papers** and 
Legal and Commercial doownenfi” test the value of stamps qffixed. 


Patterns of Merchandise. 

(n.)— The following oonditions, Ac., being those of the General Postal Union, apply 
geneiidly to all oountries, with the special exceptions mentioned in the Schedule opposite 
particular countries. 


Attention is drawn to the limit of we^t, viz., 8 ounces, fixed for a packet of pattbms. 
See Schedule and exception opposite the United Emgdom. 
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Patterns of merdhandise are chargeble irith the reduced postage under the following 
oonditions 


{a.y-Tbisy must be placed in bags, or in boxes, or envelopes removeable so as to admit 
of an easy examination of their contents. 

N, B.>-Samples of seeds, drugs, and such like articles, which cannot be sent in open 
oovers,«--btit such articles only-~*may, if addressed to the United Kingdom, the United 
States of America, Holland and its possessions, Belgium, Denmark, Greece, Portugal and 
its possessions, and Switserland, be sent in bags bntirely closed, provided such closed 
bags are transparent, so as to enable the officers of the Post Office readily to satisfy them- 
ssdvee as to the nature of the contents. 

(6.)— They must not have any saleable value, or bear any manuscript writing other 
than ine name or the trade or profession of the sender, the address of the person for whom 
the packet is intended, a mantuhcturer’s trade-mark, numbers and prices. 

Patterns of merchandise may not be mtroduced into a letter, or into a packet of any 
other kmd, unless they form an integral part of a particular work. 

Patterns not packed in accordance with these oonditionB, or not fully prepared, will be 
treated as unpaid letters, except those which are valuable. The latter will not be for- 
warded, nor any of which the conveyance would be attended with mconvenienoe or 
danger. 

Kotx.->A« an eac^tiM to the above ruUf nnpaxd and paid articlet poeted as 

“patterns of Merchandise** and fidjilling all conditions except that of fuUpiepawnentt tstf/, 
tsW addresed to the Umted Emgdom, hefonoarded vik Southamptonf but wilt be liable on 
delivery to double the prepaid rates for paUems of Merchandize less the value of stamps affixed. 

Unpaid or instffisiently paid correspondence addressed to places abroad. 


Comr^cial iJocumonts, and PattS^,— see the concluding remarLs^Ser ciaus^ (lU) 
and (11). 


Unpaid or insufficiently paid letters (or articles to be treated as such under the rules 
above referred to) cannot ce forwarded by routes marked 0 (compulsory) in the Schedule, 
and if there be no other route will be returned to the sender through the Dead Letter 
Office. Li such case the sender has no claim to a refund of the postage origmally paid, 
but, in the case of recent alterations of postage rates and conditions, the Postmaster 
General may exercise discretion in authorizmg such refunds in special cases. Where 

S ayment is optional, impaid or insufficiently paid letters will be forwarded, the postage 
being taken into account if addressed to a iJmon Country, or forwarded through a 
in Couu^ , but, if addressed or forwarded otherwise than above, they will be treated 
as if wholly unpaid. 

The oharges made on such articles when dehverod in Non-Umon Countnes depend 
upon local regulationB : but m the case of Umon Countries the charge on unpaid let^s 
delivered is the some as for prepaid letters despatched, together with on additaonal Union 
rate. In the Umted Kingdom the additional umon rate is 3d per i oz. 

Conespondence re-directed to places abroad. 


(IS.) — I'e-directed in India to places abroad will be sent forward charged 
with the non-union postage (if any) due at the time of re-direction, no extra claim being 
raised for the re-trausmission so far as the Indian Post Office is concerned. The postage 
levied in the country of destination will be governed by the regulations of that country. 
Letters, Ac., re-directod to the United Kingdom or countries served through it will, if 
originally received from such countries, be forwarded by the route by which they came 
and in other oases by the route via Brmdisi. 

This rule does not apply to articles re-direoted by Overland Parcel Post. 

Correspondence received ft om places abroad. 

(14.)— Although post cards are not among the classes of correspondence, for the trans- 
mission of which Dy post from India provision has been made, those received from 
Countries of the Union (marked I m Schedule) will be dehvered in India as paid letters. 

By routes marked I. 

Letters received from any Country of the Union (marked I in Schedule) as unpaid 
or insufficiently paid will be charged on delivery at the unpaid umon rate of 7| 
annas per 1 oz. (8t annas if received via Brindisi from or through the Umted 
Kingdom, and 6 annas if received from any county to which the premid rate 
is 4 annas). The value of any stamps (as marked by the country of origin) 
which may be affixed to an insufficiently paid letter will be deducted from the 
amount thus chargeable, fractions of half an anna m the remamder being raised 
to one-half awn a. 

Letters received in Aden from Zanzibar by British Packet axe subject to the 
ordinary Indian inland rates and oonditions. 
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Unpidd or insoffloiently paid printed papers, Ao., are in a few^ inetaaoes e«ce». 


Ac., and are char^^d at double the prepaid rates for “ printed papers" less the 
value of any stamps affixed. The prepaid rates are those whioh would be 
chargeable in Tpdia. on a packet adoressed to the country from which it has 
come. 

By routes marked It. 

‘ Letters received from any iVbft- Union County tkrovgh a Union Country ^ntes 
marked II in Schedule) as unpaid or inBofflciently paid will be charged with 
the amount of Non-Union postage claimed by the Union Office serving as the 
medium, together with the unpaid Union rate of 7i annas per i os. (St annas) 
if received ma Brindisi thraugn the United Kingdom, and 6 annas if received 
from any country to which the prepaid rate is 4 annas. 

Any articles other than letters which majr be exceptionally received from such 
places either unpaid or insufficiently paid will be charged with the amount of 
Non-Union posmge claimed by the Union Country serving as the medium, 
together with the rate chargeable on a similar article posted in India for the 
Union Country serving as the medium. 

By routes marked III. 

Letters and other articles received from Ceylon, Bong-Kong, MaurUiue, SewkeUet 
or the Straits by private vessels (marked III in Schedule) are all received fully 
prepaid and delivered without charge. 

Letters and other articles received from any other plate (except Ceylon, Hong- 
Kong, Mauritius, Seychelles and the Straite) by private vessels are charged wim 
ordinary Indian inland postal at prepaid rates, according to weight in t^s, 
together with (in the case of letters) one anna each, being the sum prid to the 
Commander of the vessel. 

By routes marked IV 

Letters, newspapers, and packets ore all received fully prepaid (wd are delivered 
without charge) from the places and by the routes marked lY in the S^edule, 

VIZ . : — 

Australia by British Packet. 

East Africa («. e., Cape, Delagoa Bay and Natal) by British Packet through 

Aden. 

Unpaid or insufficiently paid letters exceptionally received from Australia or 
other places in the same category are charged at the rates shown in the Sche- 
dule for similar articles sent from India. 

Re-direiAion of articles received from places abroad, 

(16.)— Articles received from places abroad and re-directed after arrival in India to 
another place in India, will not be charged with any additional postage on account of 
such re-mrection. 

The exemption contained in this clause applies to overland parcels. 

An article re-directed from a Union Country to India wiU be treated in India as 
follows 

(1) If originally fully prepaid it will be delivered without charge, unless it has only 
passed through the inland service of the country where it was redirected, in which case 
it win be charged with Indian inland prepaid rates according to weight in tolas : (2) if 
originally unpaid or mst^iently prepaid, it wiU be charged as if it had come direct nrom 
the country of origin as an unpaid or insufficiently paid letter. 

The rule contained in this clause does not apply to overland parcels.

Under the foUowiiu; conditions as to the mode of paekinff, exohision of all oontxniuiioa- 
tions, of the natore of s letter, and pr^yment of postage V means of stamps, packets 
of books, patterns, publications, or works of literature or axt, whether British, Colonial or 
Foreign ; and all packets consisting of printed votes and proceedings of the Imperial Par- 
liament or any^Colonial Legislature, may be transmitted between any part of the East 
ladies, GhreatBritain, Idalta, Gibraltar, the Australian Colonies, Hong-Bong, Csylon, 
lianritius, Aden, Sia^pore and Penang 

lx.— The postage must be prepaid by means of stamps affixed outside the packet or its 
cover. 

2nd.— Every packet must be sent either without a cover, or in a cover open at the side 
or Bides, so as to admit of the enclosures being removed for examination. Samples, how- 
ever, of seeds, dso., maybe miclosed in boxes or in bags of linen, or other materiiQ fastened 
in such a manner that they may be readily opened, or in bags entirely dosed, provided 
that they are transparent, so that the officers of the department may be able to satisfy 
themselves as to the nature of the contencs. If this rule be infrmgeo, the packet will be 
treated as a letter. 

8rd.— A book packet may contain anv number of separate books or or publications (in- 
cluding printed or lithographed letters), photographs, (when not on ^ss or in cases con- 
taining glass) prints, or maps, and any quantify ox paper, parchment or vellum, and the 
books or other publication, prints, maps, &o., maybe either nrinted, written, engraved, 
lithographed or plain, or any mixture of these ; but no printed matter or prints will be al 
lowed, except such as may be prmted on paper, parchment or vellum. Further, all legi- 
timate bindmg, monntmg, or covering of a hook, &o., or of a portion thereof, will be al- : 
lowed, whether such binding, dro., be loose or attached ; as also rollers in the ease of prints i 
or maps, markers (whether of paper or o^erwise m the case of books) ; and in short, 
whatever is neoessaxj for the safe transmission of such articles, or usuwy appertains 
thereto : but the binding, Ac., must not be sent as a separate packet. 

4tk.— The packet must not contain any letter closed or open, or any enelosure sealed or 
otherwise closed against inspection, nor must there be any le^r or any communicahon 
of the nature of a letter written or prmted m any such packet or on its cover. Entries, 
however, merely stating who sends the book, Ac., or to whom it is given, are not regarded 
as a letter. A Book may contoia a manusoript d^cation or a oomphmentary inscription 
from the Author. In case of packets of patterns, the address of the sender, a trademark 
and numbers, and the prices of articles, may be written, not on loose pieces of papers, but 
on the cover, or on sm^ labels attached to the samples, or bags contammg them. 

(kk.— No book or pattern packet can be received, if it exceeds two feet in length, width 
or depth. 

fifk.— The rule which forbids the transmission through the post of an article which 
might injure the contents of the mail bags, or the officers of theTost Office, is so hur re- 
hum as to permit the transmission of BoisBors, knives, razors, forks, steel-pens, nails, 
keys, watch xnaohineiy, metal tubings, pieces of metal ore, and such like as samples ; 
promded that they be packed and guarded in so secure a manner as to afford complete 
protection to the contents of the mail bags and the officers of the Post Office, while, at 
me same time, the samples may be easily examined. If any packet contaiiiing such 
artioleB as these be posted, whicn is found not sufficiently guarded, it will be stopped. 

, 7tk.— Samples of seed and similar articles may be sent in bags entirely closed il trans- 
parent, so that the officers of the Post Office may satisfy thems^ves of the nature of the 
contents. 

ffik.— Any packet which shall not be open to examination as required by Buie 2, or 
sbii.B have any letter or any communication of the nature of a letter written or printed in 
it or upon its cover, will be charged with letter postage. 

9tk.— H a packet be found to contain any letter not wholly printed, whether dosed or 
open, <q;any enclosure, sealed, or otherwue closed against inspection or any other nn- 
anthorized enclosure, it will be forwarded charged with full postage as an unpaid letter. 

Kkk.— Book or pattern packets which are wholly unpaid or do not fulfil the conditions 
laid down above will be forwe^ed only to the United Aingdom and other places under 
the General Postal Union treated as unpaid letters. 

MISOELLA27BOUS BULES. 

In order to protect, aslar'M possible, the public Hails from the chance of robbery, 
officers in obiurga of Post Offices shall not knowingly reoeive eoin, bullion, predoos 
stones, or jewds for.despatdi, dther by Letter or Bangny Post 

BeceM willnot be nanted lerany letters, or papers, or booh peekets, received at any 
Post Office for despatch, except in the caae of registered artides ; and will be granted 
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for pareelfl, either in books or on separate slips of paper along mtli the parcels. Receipts 
so presented will be duly stamped. 

Letter-carriers are forbidden to deliver any letter, newspaper, or other aiticle, without 
r^niring immediate payment of the exact amount of postage. They are not bound to 
Ifive change If Uie amount of postage due is not at once tendered, and the lettei-carriei 
M subject to detention, the letters, Ac., upon which postage is duo shall be taken back to 
the Post Office for the next delivery. letter-carriers are forbidden to deviate from the 
prescribed routes. 

Any person can rent a private box and receive his letters, Ac., at the Post Office win- 
dow, who is wUling to pi^ the appointed fee of twelve Rupees per annum, to be paid in 
advance, and for a period of not less than a year. The same also are the terms for a 
private bag, except that in addition, a charge will be made for the cost of the bag itself and 
for conveyance,— the maximum of the latter being five Rupees per annum, if the bag be 
conveyed by a rural Messenger, and ten Rupees if by a Contractor for a Mail Cart or 
oiher Horse Post. The weight of a private bag, when empty, ishmited to one pound. No 
private bag shall be aUowod without the permission of the Inspecting Post Master. 

The poster of a letter or parcel containing an explosive or dangerous material or sub-

Any person who, for the purpose of defrauding the Post Office revenue, certifies on any 
official or other letter or packet what is not true in respect to the contents thereof, in- 
curs a penalty of Rupees 600 A party sending private letters under an official cover 
duly franked, comes under this Rule 

Any person refusing to deliver up a letter or other article erroneously delivered to him 
by the Post Office, can be punished with imprisonment of eithei description, and shall 
also be liable to a fine 

Letters or parcels suspected to contain contraband articles can be opened by the Post- 
al Authorities, and parcels for foreign countries can be refused by them, unless accom 
panied by a Custom House Certificate 

The Postal Department is not responsiblo for any loss or damage that may occur in 
respect of anything entrusted to it for conveyance. 

All communications respecting change of address should be made to the Post Master 
at the station. 

A separate instruction is required for every change of address, and no instruction is 
attended to for more than three months after receipt. 

The practice of giving instructions to the officers of the Post Office to intercept and re- 
' direct letters, not only mnioses much labour upon them, but in laige offices seriously 
I retards the dehvery and despatch of Mails. A register of instructions regarding changes 
I of address is kept in every Post Office, but it is to be understood that it is impossible to 
' guarantee that they shall be attended to except in the case of letters reoeived on delivery. 

I Verbal instructions, or such as may be of a complicated or conditional nature, will not 
I be attended to. 

' Unless by an express order of Government, or Director General of the Post Offices, or 
' a Post Master General, no letter, parcel, or packet which Las been delivered into any 
; Post Office, shall be restored to the sender thereof, except m the manner described in 
i Section XXIX of tho Post Office Act of 1H66 , and except in the case of a letter or other 
1 articles addressed to a place beyond tho hmite of British India, which, for any reason, 
cannot be forwarded to its destination. 

Letters, papers, or packets, which follow a party or are re-addressed from one station 
to another, or stopped in transit, taxed with forward postage. 

En^sh postage stanms are not recognized m India, nor are Indian postage stamps 
acknowled^ m Great Britain. 

Official reference and personal application to Post Office AuthontieB shall be made 
between the hours of 7 a m, and6 a. m., and between noon and 5 f. m., except on Sundays, 
when Post Offices will be open from 7 a. k. to 8 a. u. and one other hour. 

Whatever postage is marked on a letter, paper, or parcel, must be paid at once on deli- 
very, after wch any complaint of over-charge ^ be duly attended to. In all com- 
plaints of over-charge or lumecessary delay m dehvenng letters, or other articles the 
covers of envelones bearing the Post Office stamp must be presented for inspection ; and 
when any complaints are preferred against any lettor-oarrier, the number of hia badge 
should be specified. 
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BOOK AND PATTERN RULES FOR PLACES ABROAD. 

Books. 

The general rnleB for the transmiBBion of book packets to places abroad, the following 
special conditions are applicable thereto. Except where special conditions are quoted 
book packets may contain only bookt and }n%nttd papett, and Bnch books and printed 
papers must not contain any writing or other manuscript marks besides the name and 
address of the person to whom they are sent Every book packet must be posted either 
without a cover, or in a cover entirely open at both ends, and m such a manner as to 
admit of the contents being easily withdrawn for examination 

N. B.— For the registration of books to places abroad, see clansc 10 of the Remarks. 

Special CmidUionti 

(1) — Besides books and printed papers, a packet may, in cases where this clause is 
quoted, contain paper or otner substance m or^nary use for writing or printing, whether 
plain or written, or printed upon (to tho exclusion of any leftei or communication of the 
nature of a letter except it be entirely printed or lithographed), photographs when not 
on glass or in frames contaimng glass or any like substance, and anything usually apper- 
taining to such articles in the way of binding and mounting, or necessary for thoir safe 
transmission by post 

(2) .— In cases where this clause is quoted, unbound proof sheets (but these only are 
permitted to contain ordinary correctins of the press ) 

( 3 ) ^Whero this clause is quoted, eases, rollers, maps, book-markers, pencils, pens, dc , 
may be sent in a packet of printed papers 

(4) -'Where this clause is quoted, photographs on paper may bo scut • 

(6) — Where this clause is quoted, booIiB must be imbound, and no prints, music, maps 
or drawings, are allowed, unless they form pait of the publication with which they are 
sent. 

(6) —-Where this clause is quoted, a packet may also contain the written name and 
address of the sender A book may contain a monnscript dedication or a complimentary 
inscription fi(mi the author 

PATTERNS 

The general rules for the transmission of pattern packets to places abroad, the follow- 
ing special conditions are applicable thereto The contents of a pattern packet are re- 
stricted to tia^e paUenm, Of mmples if and must not (except where 

provided for under the special clauses) be of inlf imftc value, (loods scut tor sale, or in 
execution of an order (however small the quantity may be), or any articles sent by one 
private individual to another, which are not actually juitteins or samples, are not admis- 
sible. There must be no wiitiiig or punting upon or in any packet, except the address 
of the person for w'hom it is intended, the name and address of the sender, a trade-mark, 
or number and the price of the articles Patterns or samples, when practicable, must be 
sent in covers open at the ends, and in such a manner as to be easy of examination But 
samples of seeds, drugs, and such like aiticles, which cannot bo sent in rovers of this 
kind— but such ancles only may bo posted enclosed in boxes'*' or in bags of linen, or 
other matenal, fastened in such a manner that they may be readily opened 

In order to secure the return of Pattern packets which cannot be dehvered, the names 
and addresses of the senders should bo printed or written outside , thus, “ From

Special Conditions 

(1) .— Where this clause is quoted, samples of seeds, drugs, and such like articles which 
cannot be sent in open covers, may be sent in bags entirely closed, provided such closed 
bags are transparent, so as to enable the officers of the Post Office readily to satisfy 
themselves as to the nature of the contents. 

(2) .— Where this clause is quoted, samples of intrinsic value may be sent, but they must, 
nevertheless, be bonafde samples of merchandise, all articles of value, such as Cashmere 
shawls, dressing gowns, scafs, &c , being considered as beyond the scope of t^is rule. 

* Patterns or samples for Italv, or the continent of Europe through Italy, enclosed in 
boxes of wood, tm or other hard material, are not admitted nor can tobacco be sent as a 
sample by this route are restricted to a maximum weight of 34 ounces, 
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VALUABLE PAYABLE PARCELS 

With effect from the lat December 1877, the sender of a parcel may, at the time of 
Msting, state the value oi its contents in view to the amount being reahzed from the ad- 
aressee and paid to him (the sender). 

2. “ Value payable" parcels may be posted only in disbursing offices (prmted in capi- 
tal type in the hst of post offices contained in the postal ^ide) there is no restriction as 
to the office of address except in the case of a few vernacular offices to which “ value pay- 
able" parcels cannot be forwarded 

8. The senders if “value payable" parcels will be responsible for the proper packing 
and protection of such ai tides contamed m thorn as may be liable to damage, The par- 
cels will not be rcci ived unless the conditions respectmg packmg and sealing prescribed

Adesenption of the contents need not be given , on the contrary it is advisable that 
no description should be given.

The parcel 
should be carefully exammed by the addressee or his messenger before it is received, and 
if there be any appearance of tampering, it should be brought to the notice of the post 
master, m whose presence, if neoessaryf it may be opened.

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IS When infonaation of the realiaatioii df tihe value of the couteuts of a value pay- 
able '* parcel reaches the despatching post office, written intimation will be given to the 
sender, a date being mentioned therein on or after which myment will be n^e on his 
application. In making application for payment the senaer must produce the receipt 
orj^inally given to him for the parcel and rclmqmsh it with the acknowledgment at foot 
duly signed, and (if the amount exceeds the limit fixed by the stamp law for the time 
being) with a one anna bill stamp affixed thereto.

Parcels from the United Kingdom may be sent either paid or unpaid. 

There has been a recent reduction in the rate charged for parcels of books from the 
United Kingdom, the present rate being 6(1. per lb. The charge for othei parcels from the 
United Kingdom is Is. per Ib.

(9).— Parcels being transmitted under the samo precautions as registered articles, no 
separate registration of such parcels is necessary, and packets instead of bemg registered 
are forwarded as parcels. 

Registration makes transmission more secure., 

(4).-- Begistration malces the transmission of an article more secure, as it passes 
ihroimh the hands of comparatively few Postal officers, every one of whom has to give 
an acknowledgment of receipt. But although every endeavour will be made to trace the 
delinquent in any case of loss of, or damage to, a registered article, the Government is 
not responsible for such loss or damage under Section 65 of the Post Office Act. 

Receipts and arknowledgmentsfor registered artwles- 

(6).-— A receipt for each article is ordinarily given to the sender, and a receipt 
for each article is ordinarily taken from the addressee ; but in the case of a number of 
re^Mtered articles posted by the same person at the same time and all bearing the same 
adwess, only one receipt is given to the sender, and only one demanded &om the ad- 
dressee, the separate number of each article being, however, entered on the single receipt. 
Should, however, the person who posto the articles demand separate receipts, they will 
be given, and to that case separate receipts will also be taken from the addressee. 

llie sender of a registered letter will be furnished with an aeknowledgmeut signed by 
the addressee on payment of one anna for postage. When a sender desires an acknow- 
led^ent, he must give his name and full address at the time of registering the letter, 
and prepay the acknowledgment postage by means of a stamp or stones affixed to the 
letter in addition to the postage and registration fee otherwise due. The acknowledg- 
ment will be posted to the sender's address by the office where the registered letter is 
delivered. 
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Thf tender thonid famish his name and address. 

The sender of a registered artaofe is not bound to give his name and address (unless 
he desires an acluumledment under the preceding rule), but he is recommended always 
to do se, either verbally if he posts the artkle hlntself » or, if he posts it by the hand of a 
messen^r, by writing his name and address on the cover (on the lower left hand corner) 
or on a separate slip of paper. The name and address oi the sender when given are 
recorded in the despatching Office, so that if the article miscarries, or suffers damage m 
transit, or cannot for any reason be delivered, intimation may be forwarded to the sender.

(7) .— The sender of a registered letter is recommended to see that it is enclosed in a 
cover or envelope of a substantial kind fastened in a secure manner. Sealing-wax with 
a distinct impression (other than that of the current coin) is recommended for tostoning 
the cover instead of or in addition to, any other means of fastening.

(8) .— If an article posted at any Indian Post Office and addressed' to any place in India 
contains oom or a currency note, or any portion thereof, or manifestly contains a postage 
or other stamp, or label, or a cheque, hundi, bank-note, bank post bill, bill of exoltonge, 
or the like, the registration thereof is compulsory; and if any such article be found un- 
registered at any stage of its passage through the post, it is registered and a double regis- 
tration fee charged on delivery, in addition to any other postage which may be due. 
Nothing in this rule necessitates the rogistratiou of an article containing a postage or 
other stamp or label, a cheque, hundi, bunk-note, and the like, unless the contents thereof 
are either simerseribed upon the cover, or are known or manifest to the officers of the 
Post Office Department, owing to the transparency, insecurity, or uisuffioiency of the 
cover, or to any other cause. Attention is drawn to the following order of ihe G-ovem- 
“ment (puhlislied in the Gazette of iwd*a of the 27th March 18^), rtz.:^“Jn ordinary 
" cases of lost notes, the Currency Department registers notes repoited to have been lost, 
** and communicates by letter with the losers. In cases where the holders of notes know- 
** ingly disregard the Notification of Government, making it compulsory to register 
" letters containing currency notes, payment for half notes lost under such circnmstonoes 

bhuuld only be made ae the law would oblige, viz., at the counter of the Currency 
“ Office under the usual bond, and the Cmrency Office should refuse to correspond regara- 
“ mg notes so lost, or to remit the amount as is done m ordinary cases,"

VI.— Official Correspondence. 

(1).— The privilege of sending and receiving, under frank, by Inland Post without pay- 
ment of postage, articles bouafde and exclusively on Her Majesty’s service, has been 
withdrawn from all officials and public offices in India, and is now enjoyed only by the 
Governor General at Gk>a. The Governor of Pondicherry and the " Chefs de Service" of 
the minor French Settlements m India, at Chandemagore, Karikal, Mah^ and Tanaon, 
are allowed to send official correspondence under frank without payment of postage 
between *hose Settlements, 

Aote.— The Government has decided that corre^ondence of the Offices of the Begis- 
trars of the Universities at Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, in so far as such correspond- 
ence relates solely to the public business of the Universities, shall be treated by the Post 
Office in the same way as official correspondence : and that the signature and designa- 
tion of a Registrar of the University at a Presidency town shall be treated by the Post 
Office as if they were the signature and designation of a Government Officer. This pri- 
vilege does not extend to any University official other than the Registrar.

Note 8 .— Post Masters are allowed to reeoguibe fne-tmtk impressions of signatures, 
i e. signatures impressed by stamps but public omeeis wlio use sue b stamps are expect- 
ed to make arrangements for their proper custody and uso and if there be any reason to 
suspect tlie iniHuse of such stamps, or the absence of proper precautions against their 
misuse. Post Muateis may dechue to recognise tlie stamp impression and require strict 
ai^erencQ to the rule Lithographed imitations of signatures as well as printed names 
cannot he lecognised in lieu of signatmes; fnv-tmnle impresBions by mcaiib of stamps 
used under proper precautions being the only substitute for actual signature wliich can 
be recugmsed.

(8).— Official Gazettes should be registered at the Post Master General’s Office, and 
when so registered are eligible foi transmission at the lower rates above given under the 
some rules and conditions as apply to ordinary registered newspapcib.

(4).— Official letters and parcels properly superscribed under Rule (2), but without 
stamps, are charged with postage on delivery at prepaid rates. 

In oases where it is not thought advisable to entrust postage stamps to a subordinate 
official, who has to correiroond with, or send returns to, a superior, he mn j be allowed by 
his superior to address official articles to him under this rule, and the same rouise may 
be adopted in other cases where it is found convenient or proper to make the postage 
charge fidl on the receiving office. 

Keonomy to be t^terved in the vse of the Post. 

(6),— Government officials should be careful not to incur needlessly the higher charge 
on account ofthetoansmission of heavy articles by letter post. Similarly, the transmis- 
sion of heavy articles as parcels (which are conveyed by post under a system of registra- 
tionjis more expenuve uian their conveyance as packets, and the parcel post should not, 
therefore, be needlessly used by Government officials. 

A’bte.— All Official articles which do not exceed 10 tolas in weight are treated eitlier 
as lettorz or as registered gazettes.

The Post Master will compare the receipt 
to presented with the address of the article accompauyiollg it, and, if correct, will affix 
the Post Office stamp in acknowledgment of receipt. All articles for which receipts are 
claimed under this rule must be superscribed with the word “ Telegram (in addition to 
the usual official superscription), and must be fully prepaid.

(15) .— -Any irregularity or incompleteness of the address, superscription, or signature 
on an article renders it liable to be ueated as an ordinary unpaid article, any service, 
stamps which it may bear not being recognised. 

OJktal correspondence icitk places abroad, hoirsoever conveyed, or heimen Indian Post, 
Offices when conveyed by Bt itish Mail Pachets. 

(16) .— The rules contained in the preceding paragraphs relate exclusively to official 
inland oorreroondence, t e., correspondence conveyed between one Indian Post Office and 
another by HTer Majesty’s Indian Post. 

Official correspondence with places abroad, howsoever conveyed, or between Indian 
Post Offices when conveyed by British Mail Packets {e. g., between Bombay and Aden), 
IB governed by the same rules as ordinary private correspondence, and must either be 
prepaid by service stamps (under the superscriptiou and signature prescribed by Buie 2), 
or, whore pre-pkyment is optional, be forwarded as unpaid subject to the levy of postage 
on dehvery. 

The only exception to the above has reference to official letters (not newspapers or 
book or pattern packets) sent by British packet to or from the public functionaries or de- 
partments in London having special accounts for overland letter postage with the Loudon 
Post Office. Official letters intended for such officers need not be prepaid if superscrib- 
ed On Her Majesty’s Service " under the full signature and official designation of 
the sender. The Public functionaries or departments in London which have accounts

(Downing Street), Court of Banluraptcy (Basiughall Street), Courts of Chanceiy (Lincoln’s 
Inn Fields and Chancery Lane), Court of Probate (Doctors’ Commons), Crown Agents for 
the Golouies (Spring Gardens), Duchy of Cornwall (Buckingham Palace Gate), the Customs 
(Lower Thames Street), Ecclesiastical Department (Whitohall Place), Endowed Schools

(2).— Stamps can be purchased by the public in two ways, viz. 


(a).— From any local depdt (all Government Treasuries are local depots) in quantities 
of the value of not less than Bs. 6 worth of labels at a time, and not eontaiuing any 
fraction of a rupee. For instance, stamps of the value of Bs. 6-8-0 or any other fractional 
value cannot be purchased, but any quantity of an aggregate value represented by whole 
Bupees (not being less than five) may be purchased whether the purd^se includes one or 
several classes of stamps. 


(A).._From any Post Office, Beceivmg House, Tehsildan, Thanna or Police Station 
where letters are received for despatch, or from any rural messenger whose business is to 
collect as well as to deliver letters, or from any licensed Stamp-vendor. In this case 
the stamps are sold in any quantity, however small, at the value denoted thereon. 

The sale of embossed envelopes is regulated by the same rules, the cost being the 
value of the stamps borne by them. But in purchases of embossed envelopes from local 
depots, only whole packets (of 16 envelopes each) can be obtained.

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VIII.-DistrictPost. 

The District Post, or, as it is sometiines called, the Zemindaree Ddk, is an institution 
quite distinct from Imperial Post. It consists of lines of communication between 
Police and J^Tenue Stations in the interior of districts, and is maintained primarily for 
the purpose of conveying official reports, Ac. It was originally, and is still in some 
parts of Madras, under we control of the local Judicial or Revenue Authorities, but in 
other places this control has been transferred to the Officers of the Imperial Postal De- 
partment. Even in those provinces, however, the transfer is one merely of couM, there 
being no amalgamation of the District and Imperial Posts, and the primary object of the 
former, eis., the conveyance of official reports and correspondence, is eqnallv kept in 
view, u^ough the arrangement, of course, admits of a more free utilisation of the Dis- 
trict Post for the conveyance of private correspondence. As a general rule, all unpaid 
and insufficiently paid letters and other articles posted in a District Post Office are for- 
warded to the Imperial Post Office at the head-quarters of the district for transmission 
thence to their destination, prepaid articles only being sent direct. Private letters, Ac., 
delivered tiirough the Agency of the District Post are subject to a delivery fee of 4 anna 
per article when the dehVery is effected otherwise than by rural messengers or oroinary 
letter-carriers.

He shall also have in the place of vend the Acts of the Legislature and tbeir Schedules 
rc'feriing to the stamps sold by him, together with these • Rules in English and the said 
Vernacular placed so tliat they can readily been seen and read by purchasers. 

9. Every cx-officio vendor soiling stamps to any person not a licensed vendor, and 
every licensed vendor shall write on the back of every stamp paper which ho sells a serial 
number as determined by order of tlie (rovernment, the dato of sale, the name and resi- 
dence of the purchaser, and the value of the stamps in full m words, and his own ordin- 
ary signature , at the same time he shall make corresponding entries lu a Register to be 
kept by him in such form as the Government may preset ibe. Any such vendor who shall 
knowingly makes false endorsement on the stamp sold, or a false entry m his register, 
renders himself liable to prosecution under the Indian Fenal Code. 

10. Every ex-officio or licensed veiidoi shall, without delay, deliver any stamp which 
he has in his possession for sale, on demand by any person tendcniig the value in any 
currency, which would be accepted on behalf of Government by the Collector of the Dis- 
trict 

11. No ex-officio or licensed vendor shall sell any stamps, the nse of which has been 
ordered by competent authority to be discontinued. 

12. Every ex-officio or licensed vendor shall keep and render such accounts as may be 
prescribed by the Board of Revenue or Government, and shall allow the Culloctof of the 
District, or any officer duly authonzed by such Collector, bv the Board of Revenue or by 
the Government, at any tune to inspect such occoouts, and the register which he is re- 
quired to keep under Bole IX, and to examine Gie store of stamps in his possession. 

18. Every ex-officio or licensed vendor shall, at any time on the demand of the Collec- 
tor or other officer duly authorized by the Board of Revenue or Government, deliver up 
all stamps remaining in his nossession, and if such stamps have been paid for, shall re- 
ceive back the value thereof, less any discount which may have been allowed. 
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In exeroise of the powers conferred on him hy Section 16 of the Oenentl Stump Aet| 
1869, the Goveruor>General in Council is pleased to remit the duties chargeable under 
the said Act on bonds executed bv Money Order Agents or their sureties, for the due per- 
formance of their duties as such Money Order Agents.

With reference to Section 46 of Act XVHI of 1869, the Governor-General in Council is 
pleased to notify that when stamped paper becomes spoiled or unfit for use within the 
meaning of Section 46 of the said Act, the value of such paper shall be refunded by the 
CoUeotor of the District in which the paper was purchased upon apphcation made to him 
within BIX months from the date on whi^ the paper was spoiled or unused or rendered 
unfit for use and upon delivery to him of such paper. In case the owner of the paper so

merely creating a nght to obtain another document which wiU, when executed, &c , create, 
Slid any surh nght, &c , nor to deciees and orders of Courts and awards, grants of immov- 
able property by Government, instniments of poi-tition made by Revenue Ofheors, certi- 
doates and instruments of collateral secunty granted under the Land Improvement 
Act, 1871 1 

IV.— Leases* of immovable property from year to year, or for any term exceeding one 
year, or reserving a yearly rent rrovided, however, that any leases executed xn any 
district of the Madras Presidency, the terms granted by which do not exceed 6 years, and 
the annual rents reserved by which do not exceed 60 Rupees, are exempted.

Caaa», Coimbatore, ICalabar, Salem, Madnra, Tinnevdly, C n d d apah, Etmool, Bdlaiy, 
Nilgiris, Wynaad, North Arcot, 6oi^ Arcot» Oanjam and Yiiagapatam Diatrieta are 
now formed into one Department, for one entire Preeidenoy. An estenaiTe Teak Planta- 
tion exiata on the banka of the Nelambnr Biyer in Malabo. Periodical aales of Timber 
by auction take place on account of Goyemment. Meana haye been taken to atop the 
deatruction of Foreats by fire and atray cattle. Nurseries haye also been eatabliahed. 
The attention of the Special Department is being engaged m extending the fuel plants- 
tiona and reserving the Forest tracts along the North and South-west bnes for the future 
wants of the Bailway Looomotiye Department. 


General Instructions to the Forest Office. 

1. To keep a Diary of work done. ^ 

2. To obtain a complete knowledge of the quantity and quality of Timber in each 
Forest of the District, and to prepare a Forest Chart according to a fixed scale, mdicat- 
ing as far as possible the number and sise of the more valuable Forest Trees within their 
reapective ranges. 

8. To prevent any kind of depredation or damage being committed in the Forests, to 
aid in which the Civil authorities will give every support in their power. It will be the 
duty of the Assistants also to make circuits of the Government Forests, and to prevent 
private individuals cutting or damaging trees of any description xn them, and to complain 
to the nearest Police Ofileial against all who violate the order, to be dealt with according 
to the offence. 

4. To improve the Forests by clearing, planting, and by unremitting attention to 
young trees. To soo that Teak and other fine timber is carefully seasoned, and to take 
care that no trees are felled except under the orders of the Forest Department, and when 
felled that the timber is properly protected. If Forests are being worked by contract to 
watch against injury to seedhugs and undersized trees, also'to see that trees are out near 
the root (always within two feet) and to guard agamst wastage of timber from any cause 
whatever. 

6. To present to the Officer m charge of the Central Office, Monthly Betums, Half- 
yearly Statements of the work done, and other periodical Betums. 

C. To supply Tabular Statements of the quantity and description of the seasoned and 
green timber contained in their respective Districts. Personally to pay the establishment 
and to take every care of the health of the employees. Also to report every instance of 
neglect on the part of their Subordinates. 

I 7. To give details of all sales effected whether by notifications or otherwise. 

8. To transmit to the Central Office, as opportunity offers, any new or remarkable 
production of the Forests. 

9. The services of the Assistants belong entirely to Government, and they are strictly 
prohibited from engaging in private transaction of any kind whatever.

All ladies to take place according to the rank herein assigned to their respective 
husbands, with the exception of wives of Peers, and of ladies having precedence m Eng- 
land independently of their husbands, and who are not in rank below the daughters of 
Barons, such Irdies to take place according to their several ranks, with reference to such 
precedence m England, immediately after the wives of Members of Council at the Presi- 
dencies m India.

Fobt St. GKoaax, SepUmbtr^ 1663, No, 806 n/* 1863.— The following Extract from 
a^iilitary Despatch from the Bight Honorable the Secretary of State for India is publish* 

Dupateh dcUed^ 81«< July^ 1863, No 109 —1. I have to inform you that the House of 
Lords has reversed the jud^eut of the Master of the Bolls in the matter of Lord Clive’s 
Fund, and has ruled that the contingency spcciftod in tlio Deed constituting the Fund, in 
the event of which the sum of Sicca Kupecs 6,00,000 should bo returned to Lord Chve, or 
to his Executors, Administrators, or Assigns, has hoppenecl, by tbe passing of the Acts 
21 and 22, Victoria, Chapter 106. 

2. ^ Yon will, therefore, in future, admit all persons, who would havo been entitled to 
pension from that Fund, to an equivalent rate of pension, without reference to the name 
of Lord Chve, upon production of the usual documents.

The pensions to Commissioned, Waiiaut, Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
are payable half-yearly at the India Office, m London, without deduction, at Midsummer 
and Chnstmaa ; out if Non-Commissioneu Officers and Soldiers receive theii pensions in 
the country, (if they’ reside more than 25 miles from London by speoial leave J, a gHilling 
will be charged on each payment for the person who pays them. 

The pensions of Commissioned and Warrant Officers are payable as they fall* due. Non- 
Commissioned Officers tiud Frivatos paid m advance on their landing, for the broken 
period to the end of the first half-year, and afterwards half-yearly m advance. 

G, 0. (?., 22fl(f August, 1874, No. 211 . — ** Officers who retire under the scheme pub- 
lished m G G. 0., No. 656 of 1874, are as much debarred from the ben^ts of Lord Clive’s 
Fund as any other retired Officers are. 

The retirement of an Officer under G. G 0., No. 666 of 1874, is in no way affected 
hy the fact that he receives also compensation for the Colouers allowanoe, and therefore 
has to relinquish the good service pension if he is on receipt of it, and forego all claim to 
bonus compensation under the terms of G. G. 0., No. 808, dated 26th September, 1866. 

2. “ Such Officers cannot be required to subscribe to the Mihtory Funds as Colonels ; 
nor can thev have the option of doing so m anv rank higher than that they have attamed 
substontivelv, unless under the operation of any rules of their respective funds, which 
would give wem that privilege, if they merely retired from the service m ordinary course."

and degrading practice of a|mealing to the public for suDBcnptions on such occasions. 
The Fund also provides relief m such cases until they can conveniently embark. 

Modifications of the original Buies have at different times become necessa^, and have 
been adopted witii the approval of the subscribers and the sanctioh of the Commander- 
in-Chief for the time being. 

On the present occasion the Committee of Oenoral Management having observed the 
desirabilify of making some of the rules more complete, of modifying the rates of sub- j 
scription mtherto paid, and of amplifying the field of the Fund's operations, represented 
these views to the subscribers at large, and circulated votmg lists m which opinions were 
given on the proposed alterations. 

The Committee are gratified to find that their suggestions have been almost unani- 1 
mously accepted, and the some are accordin^y enmodied m the following Code of 
revised Begmations for the Government of the Fund, which will come into force on the 
let January 1874. 

As Officers, on 1st landing in the country may not have convenient access to the books 
of Local Begnlations, the following extracts are hero re-priutod, showing the benevolent 
object with which the Fund came to be originally instituted, and the benefits to be deriv- 
ed from supporting it.

It 
vw be the business of the Committee of General Management to examine the accounts 
quartm'ly, and to order the sums in hand to be deposits in Government Security and 
^at thePaymasters of Begiments make the remittanoes at the periods prescribed in the

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0, 0,, SX)cA April 1839.~"The Gonunainder-is-Ohief, in direoting the rablioation in 
Qeueral Orders of the acoonwanyiiu statement of the Funds o! the institution for the 
r^ief of widows of Officers of His Majesty’s Semoe, regrets to find, that an institution so 
beneficial to all (whether married or single), and so perfectly within the means of the 
most lunited incomes, should not meet with that uniTersal support which it claims. His 
Lordi^p is satisfied that there are many who haTc, from want of attention only, omitted 
to return their names as subscribers, and is confident that such omissions haTe only 
to be pointed out to be remedied ; but he considers it a duty which he owes to the Army, 
to inform them by the publication of the accompanying letter, in the sentiments of which 
he most fully coincides, that it now remains for the Service generally to conuder whether 
they will support the institution, or allow the widows and children to appoti to indivi- 
duM charity for the means of enabling them in their distress to return to their homes. 
Such an addition to their misfortunes may be removed, and their respeotabili^ maintain- 
by so small a subscription to the Fund, of at most two Bupees a month m>m a Sub- 
altern, and from other ranks according to the moderate scale laid down in its Begula- 
tions.” 


Letter from the Secretary to Oovernment, Military Departmnl to the Commander-in-Chi^, No. 

195, dat^ Yhth Decembert 1^. 

“'The annexed extracts (paragraphs 2 and 11) of the Honorable Court’s Militaiy Gene- 
ral Letter to Madras, under date the 14th May, 1828, prohibiting the g^t of passage 
money to the families of Officers of His Majesty’s Service returning to England,having 
been forwar^d to the Sumeme Government, with an intimation uiat these orders are 
equally applicable to this Presidency, I am directed to request, that you will lay tiie same 
before the Oommander-iu-Chief for His Excellency’s information. 


Extract Military Letter to Fort St. George, dated 14th May, 1829. 

“ Para. 2nd. We have had repeated occasions to comment on the Begulations of your 
Government granting passage money to the famihes of Xing’s Officers on their return to 
England, but we regret to find that our instructions on this pomt have not been attended 
to with their desired efiect at your Presidency. 

“ 3rd. The cases which have arisen divide themselves into two classes : 


“ 1st.— Widows and orphans of Officers dying in India. 

“ 2nd.— Wives and children of Officers retummg to England. 

“ 4th. To provide for the conveyance to England of widows and orphans, who are 
left in destitute circumstances, a Fund was estabiished m the year 1820 by Officers of His 
Majesty's Begiments serving in India. The principles and objects of this Fund have re- 
ceived our concurrence, and a subscription of 6,000 Bupees a year has been authorized by 
US towards its support.

“ 7th. The Officers in our service, who have been appointed of late years, are all re- 
quired to oontnbute to the support of the institution estabhshed for the relief of their 
widows and children, and we would hope that some rule, which shall be equally effectual 
for tile support of this Fund may be adopted by His Majesty’s Officers. 

“ 8th. In the subscriptiou we have made we have done as much, if not more in pro- 
portion for Hia Majesty^s Officers, as we have done for the Officers of the Company’s 
Army, in our Bubsoriptions to their Funds; and as we never provide for any 
inffi-^ual case of distress, which may arise on the part of the widow and children of an 
Officer of our own service, we must ukewise decline to make any such separate provi- 
sion in any future case for the widow and children of an Officer of His Majesty’s Army. 

“ 9th. His Grace the Oommandor-in-Ghief has observed on this subiect ^ that if the 
< Officers of His Majeste’s Army will contribute, the Fund will be sufficient to remedy 
' the inconvemenoes which now exist ; if, on the other hand, they decline to subscribe te 
' it, it must be understood that they are willing to rely, m the event of their death, upon 
* charity,* for the removal of their famihes to England. If, therefore, any widows or 
orphans of His Majesty’s Officers be left destitute, it will be from the fault of their hus- 
bands and fai^s. 


“ 19th. We, therefore, positively prohibit any further advance of money on your part 
to enable such widows and orphans te return to England. 

“ 2nd.— Wives and children of Officers returning to Eng^d. 

“11th. We had contemplated the advanta^ of including these cases among the oV 
jeots to be provided for by the Fund ; but on rurther consideration, we are of opimon, 
that every Officer must be left to make his own arrangement, independent of any chant- 
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aUe institation, or of tihe assistaitoa of the State. The Funds to which we contribute for 
the advantstfe of the Company’s Officers, make no provision for such oases, and no allow- 
anoe from the Government is ever grantM to defray the private expense of Officers on 
this account. We must therefore usolutely prohibit the grant of passage money to the 
families of King’s Officers retonung to England.” 

(r. 0., 1644.— In conformity with instmctions tfom the Bight Eon'ble the 

Secretuv at War, under date the 6th March, 1844, the Oommander>in-Ohief desires it 
may be distinotly understood, that all Officers refusing to become subscribers to the Mili- 
tary Fund for the benefit of the widows and children of Officers of Her Hkfojesty’s !^gi- 
ments serving in the East Indies, their widows and families can have no cla^ to be 
relieved, either by the East India Company or by the Briiash Government firom any ex- 
pense they may incur in returning to England.” 

A. O.'t Cir.f No 25, 28/A September ^ 1860.—“ On two occasions recently, it has come to 
the notice of the Commander-in-Chief, that charitable contributions have been solicited 
from the pubhc at large in aid of the widows of Officers of Her Majesty’s Service in India, 
whose husbands had neglected to subscribe to the Queen’s Military Widows’ Fund. 

“ The origin of the Fund was to obviate such appeals, and at the same tune to prevent 
what used to be not an imcommon spectacle, the redaction to the most painful state of 
destitution of ladies who, during the lifetime of their husbands, were enjoymg great com- 
fort, perhaps even affluence. 

“ ^art from other considerations, Eis Excellency thinks it very unfair to the unmar- 
ried Officers of the Army, a large proportion of whom have already consented to tax them- 
selves in support of this Fund, that they should be thus called on to pay a further 
contribution m aid of the families of those who were too improvident, or too negligent, to 
become members of it in their lifetime. 

“ His Excellency therefore hopes that married Officers will recognize the advantages 
of this institution, one which the Government deems worthy of its support, and that tiiey 
will bear m mind the hardship and suffering to which their widows may be exposed by 
a neglect on their part to.entitie them, by ^e present payment of a small conmbution, 
to a participation mtho very substantial bonents which the Fund confers.”

Buie S7th.— In Madras and Bombay, the period at which journeys oan be undertaken, 
and the grant of awards are to be specially considered by the Sub-Committees on the 
principles above declared. 

Buie 88th.— Any lady intending to reside in the Bast Indies, shall be allowed to draw 
travelling allowanoe to the place of intended residence, under Buie 88, aud four months 
maintenance allowanoe, as per scale in Buie 21, in full of all demands on the Fund. 

Buie 29th.— On and from the date of these rules any officer of Her MajeBty*B British 
Forces, joining the Queen’s Mihtary Widows’ Fund and eventually entering the Staff 
Corps, cannot oontinua as a subscriber after date of entering that corps permanently, 
though this ruling will not affect officers of the Staff Corps at present borne on the list of 
subscribers.

This Fnnd was established in 1880, for the benefit, primarily, of the Widows and 
Orphans of the Warrant and Subordinate ranks of the Anuy, but is open to aU olasses of 
Europeans and their descendants, Civil and Military. 




Entrance Donations in both branches, may be paid at once or by twelve equal monthly 
instalments. 

Increased payments m one sum are required from persons joining the Widows' Branch 
after the age of 40, and no person can be admitted or transferred to a hifj^er class after the 
ageof d6 years; delay m joining after being admitted b^ the Committee necessitates a 
fresh meojoal cerkfloate being submitted. Imbsoriptions in the Children’s Branch corn- 
mence from date of apphcation to subscribe for the child, and contmne until the a^ at 
which pensions terminate. Transfers from a lower to a higher class are permitted (on 
production of the presonbed medical certificate) on payment in one sum of difference 
of donation and of subsection according to age. Subscribers to the Children's Branch 
must also belong to the Widow’s Branch. 

The pension in the Children’s Branch is secured as soon as entrance donation is paid 
in fuU. In the Widows' branch full and reduced pensions are rcspectiyelv secured when 
the total payments m that branch amount to the sums specified m the foregoing table, 
irrespectiye of that paid for admission after 40 years of age. Subscribers are allowed at 
any ^e, on furnishing a medical certificate m the prescribed form, to pay in one sum, 
or by such instalments as they may find convenient, the difference required to entitle 
their Widows to immediate pension. 

Pensioners may reside at any station or m any country they choose. Widows marry- 
ing, lose pension during coverture, but revert to the Fund on agam becoming Widows. 
They also receive a portion of a second pension il the second husband also had been a 
subscriber at ihe time of his dea&. Pension is forfeited by incontinence. No pension 
is paid to families of subscribers who die with BIZ months’ subscnption m arrears, and 
BUDSonbers’ names are strack off the books when twelve months m arrears, Subscriptions 
due for a period ezoeedmg six months are not received unless accompanied by a medical 
certificate, and a sum equal to the amount due as a penalty.

Sir Stafford Henry Northcote, Bait, two of Hei Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, 
and the Bight Hon’blo the Lords CommissionerB of the Admiralty, are to take notice, and 
to give the necessary directions herein as to them may respectively appertain.

Exigency the Governor-General in Council is pleased to notify that it has been decided 
to adopt in this country, with some modifications, the War Office Regulations of 1871,

It is hereby notified that the following Rules have been made h) the Honorable the 
Chief Justioe of Her Majesty’s High Court of Judicature at Madras, undei the power given 
by Act Ko. XVn of 1864, entitled “An Act to constitute on office of Official Trustee. 

{General Rides for ike guidance and Government of the office and duties of' Official Trustee 
ofU(ulras.'\ 

1. The Official Trustee appointed under XVII of 1864> ahall forthwith give aocurity 
for the due execution of his office, m the sum of Rupees 50,000 in one or other of the modes 
following, viz., by the joint and several bond or bonds of himself and two or more ap- 
proved sureties in fhe sum of Rupees 60,000, or by the deposit of Government securities 
for that amount ; or partly by the deposit ef Government securities and partly by the bond 
or bonds bf himself and two or more approved sureties Every such bond snail be enter* 
ed into with the Chief Justice for ilie time being by hia name of office, and his saooes- 
Bora in the said Office, or the Judge who shall at any time be performmg the duties of 
CMef Justice. 

n. Tlie like secmity shall he given by every person who may be appointed to officiate 
in the absence of the Oificial Trustee under Section 7 of the Act. 

ni. The Official Trustee shall, with due diligence, cause all capital moneys and trust 
fuuds received by or vesting in bun to he invested by Government serurities, unless other* 
wise ordered by me Court or provided by the deed or will creating the trust. 

IV. Whenevei owing to doubts or disputes as to the person or persons beneficially en* 
titled, or for any other cause, there shall remam m the hands of the Official Trustee a cash 
balance of Bupoos 500 beluugmg to any trust estate, be shall without delay mvest the same 
in Government securities. 

V. The Official Trustee shall procure all Government and other aecurities which may 
be issued or given to him on account of any trust estate, and every transfer of ^ same, 
whether by endorsement or otherwise, to be made m his name of office. 

VI. The Official Trustee shall not at any time retain ui his keeping a larger sum in cash 
than Bupees 800. All sums received by him shall from tune to time be lod^d m the Bank 
of Madras to credit of a separate and distinct account to be kept by him as Official Trustee 
with the said Bank and shall be drawn agamst when necessary m his name of Office. 

VIL All Government Securities and Bank, Railway, or other Shares coming into the 
pOHSeaaion of the Official Trustee shall forthwith bu lodged by him m his name m office aa 
Official Trustee with the Bank of Madras and there kept for safe custody, except when it 
may be necessary for the Oificial Trustee to retam such sccuritieB or shares for a temponzy 
purpose. 

VIIL The Official Trustee shall make remittances on account of persons in Europe to 
the Treasury at the India Office by Government Bills at the rate of exchange setded for tte 
re-payment of advanoes made in India. 

IX. The Official Trustee ahoU kee p the following books of account ' 

1. A,Day Book in which every transaction shall be entered aa it oooura. ' 

2. A Receipt Book containing skeleton forms of receipts with counterfoils num*

1849 ; and the following Rtdee and Ordert are hereby made for regulating the Proceeaingt of the 
taid Court on and after the let day of January 1849. 

l. *~A11 Stumnonses, Preoei^s, Bnlea, Orders and other Process to be issued by the Conrt 
for the Belief of Insolvent D^tors at Madras shall be prepared, made out, and signed by the : 
Principal Officer of the said Court, who shall be called the Chief Clerk ; and all Petitions, 
Affida'dts, and other Proceedings shall be filed by the said Chief Clerk of Becord. The 
Office of the said Chief Clerk shall be open every Monday and Thursday between the hours 
of ten in the forenoon and four in the afternoon, and on such other days and at such hours 
as the Court shall hereafter direct; and the Office of the Official Assignee shall be open 
evexy day (Sundays and Public Holidays excepted) from twelve till two. 

H.— In evezy case the Attorney shall personally, and not by his Clerk or any other Person 
accept the letter of a Prisoner, and the Pnsoner shall sign the retainer, at the same 
time the Attorney shall sign his acceptance thereof : Provided that m case of the illness 
of snoh Attorney or of hie absence from Madras such retainer may be received and accepted 
for him by some other Attorney of the Court personally, the cause thereof being stated in 
such acceptance.

l. Each Police Officer shall produce satisfactory Testimonials of Character and previous 
oonduci 

II. Each Police Officer shall devote his whole time to the Police service alone. He shall 
not take partm any trade orcoUmg whatever, uuleas expressly permitted; and he shall 
faithfully and honestly use his best abihties to fuMl all las duty as a Police Officer. 

m. He shall conform himself imphcitly to all rules wlach shall from time to time be 
made for the regulation and good order of the service, and eultiviito a pmpor regard fonts 
honor and respectability. 

IV. He shall submit to discipline, observe subordination, and promptly obey all lawful 
orders which he may receive from persons m authority over him. 

Y. He fthnll serve and reside wherever he may be directed. 

VI. He shall appear at all times in such Police Diess and Accoutrement, as slioU from 
time to time be ordered to be worn by each respective rank of the sor vice, shall always be 
neat and clean mhis appearance, and shall provide himself with the Dross, Ac., or other- 
wise as ordered. 

YU. He shall allow such reduction from his p.iy and allowances as may bo ret^mred for 
Superannuation Fund, Clothing, Lodgmg, and the like, under the rules of the service. '

For Magisterial purposes the Town of Madras is divided into two Districts 

The Ist District consists of the B, C and H Police Divisions. 

The 2nd District of the D, E, F and G Police Divibiouh. 

The Eoportfl are heard daily at 11 a. m. at the Office of the Commissioner of Police and 
Town Pohce Court. 

The Commissioner of Police is accessible at his Office at all times during the day and 
night, in oases of emergency. 

The Penitentiary, and Her Majesty’s Debtors Jail, are in charge of the Superintendent 
of Prisons, Mr. W A. Symonds. The Justices’ Jail and Lock-up Houses in charge of the 
Commissioner of Pohce. 

All rehgiouB and other processions are regulated and controlled by the Commissioner 
of Pohce. 

All correspondence on matters connected with the Executive Pohce, must be addressed 
to the Commissioner of Police. 

All complaints against Police Officers are to be preferred to the Commissioner of 
Pohce. 


The Police %$ divided into Seven Btvitioni, wuh an Impector at the head gf each. 

Under the Provisions of Section 10 of Act Yin of 1867, the Governor of Fort Samt 
Georm in Council does hereby constitute iho two undermentioned Districts to 1^ Pohce 
Distnets, within the town of Madras, From the first day of At^st, 1668, in supersession 
of the Distnets coustitated by the Notification by the Bight Honorable the Governor of

IsT Dibtbiot.— T he Ist District shall comprise the Black Town of Madras, the vil- 
ages of Boyapooram, Washermanpettah and Tondiarpettah, and aU other viUa^, ham- 
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leti and places within the local limits of the krisdiotion of Hrar Mnjesty'sjlHiti^h Court at 
Madras, which are to the north of the Black Town wall and the eastward of CiKdiraue’s 
Canal, inoluding Cochrane's Canal ainnaU triangular piece of ground on the noith- 
western side of Cochrane's Canal forming part of the village of Cordongoor, the 'Wallajuh 
Bridge, and so much of the Cooum Biver as is within the boundaries hereinafter deAned, 
and we villages of Yeysurpaudy and Ferambore dedned by the Ootnry Nullah from the 
Cochrane’s Canal Basin Bridge up to tlie Ootarv or Sawyer's Bridge, and from theuco 
west by the Coonoot road to the boundary of the said local limits, and such Distiict is 
bounded as follows

the Nungumbaukum road, and the Cndumbauknm road, are within the nortlierii and 
western bodndaiiea of the said local limits, including the St Mary’s Burying Ground 
Bridge, the Codumhaukum and Nungumbaukum roods, and so much of the Cooum Itiver 
as IB within the hoiindaries hereinafter deAiied, and shall also comprise the villages of

Hmrt o/’Bimnes*.— The Magistrates will sit ordinarily from H a. m. to 6 k.. The 

Summons Office cmens at 10 a. k The holidays are the same &8 those entered in tiie Go- 
vernment List, subject to special arrangements to be made by the Magistrate, in com- 
munication with the Chief Magisteate, i(x the despatch of emergent Dnsiness or the 
cleai^ off of arrears. 

2. ApplicatioM for Proceis.— Ordinary applications for process are to be made to the 
Magist^tes before 12 o’clock. 

8. Professional gentlemen applying on behalf of their clients for the issue of any pro- 
cess are requested to have their cases entered W the clerk in the register of applications, 
and also to furnish the Summons Clerk with a &aft of the charge they wish to be entered 
in the process. In important oases much time will be saved if the complainant be pro- 
vided with a written information setting forth the grounds on which the application ^y 
be based.

Madras Screw Pile Pier. 


This important work has been completed by Mr. Frederick Johnson, Givil Engineer of 
North S^et, Westminster, London, pursuant to the terms of a Contract entered into 
between tide Gouncil of India and himself, under date the 0th November 1868. 

The dimensions of the structure are as follows :-~ 

Extreme length, from high water-mark, 1,000 feet. 

Breadth throughout, 40 feet. Besides its maiii body, the Fler has a cross of T-shaped 
head, 160 feet lozig by 40 broad. The work is constructed of Mitchell's Patent Screw 
Piles, of sohd wrought iron, respectively 6 inches and 8 inches in diameter, placed in 
rows of four abreast, and at oistuiceB of 10 feet between the centre of each row. 

These Files are screwed down into the sand to the depths undermentioned, that is to 
say— the first 26 rows, 11 feet ; the second 26 rows, 18 feet ; and all the remainder, 16 feet. 

The whole structure is securely tied together by transverse T-braoes of wrought iron, 
and by longitudinal tension rods of the same matmal. 

Gommenomg at the inner part side of the Pier Head and continued 200 feet on each 
side of the mam structure, the iron Piles are protected by fender piles of timber placed 
at ^ort intervalsi and secured to the Iron Screw Piles by strong wrought Iron bw^. 

Originally the platform was composed of beams of creosoted Baltio Timber covered 
with planks, six inches broad oy four inches thick, with spaces between ^ planks. 
This has now bera replaoed by beams of teak covered with mango planks, three mches 
thick, placed close together and the seams caulked m the same manner as the deck of a 
Ship. 

Four lines of railway are laid down along the main Pier, with the necessary Tuxntables, 
Ac., and the rest of the space available fitted up ^or the service of foot-paisengers. 

The Pier Head is famished with six fixed cranes, varying in their lifting power from 
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8 to 25 taiu ud 8 mo^mble oraxiM of 80 hundred weight etch ure placed on the railwaya 
travening nrom point to point as necessity arises. 

It is proposed to dispense with the Screw Moorings provided for m the Contract, and 
in fien of tnem to pnt down Bridle Moorings with one4unn Anchors. 

The totsl cost of the works, as agreed on in Mr. Johnson’s Original Contract, was 
51,08,616, but a seoond Contract was subsequently entered into for &e extension of ^e 
stractnre shoreward a length of 80 feet, at an extra charge of 54,882. 

The Pier was danotaged in the Cyclone m May 1672 by a native vessel drifting through 
it, in the same place as was damaged on a former occasion by the St, Bernard,

Under the provisions of Section XIV, ^adras) Act V of 1868, the Governor of Madras 
m Council has passed the following Bye-La'wg for observance on the Madras Pier : — 

Bye-laws passed by the Government of Madras for observance on the Madras Pier, 
under authority of Section 14 of Act V of 1863. 

I. No toll will be levied on persons using the Pier for recreation, but no one will be 
allowed to pass through the gates at the top of the ladders, either up or down without 
paying toll. 

2 Passengers when paying the toll are requested to demand a ticket, which may be 
at once destroyed, as after its issue it is no longer of value. 

8. All Officers and others in the service of Government, proceeding over the Pier on 
duty, are exempt from toll. 

4. The toll on ^ods is payable before they leave the Pier 

6. No idlers will be allowed on the Pier between 7 a. m. and 6 p. M. on week days. At 
other times the Pier will be opened to visitors. 

6. The working hours of the Pier shall be from 6 a. m. to 6 p. m on week days, but no 
goods shall be sent from the Pier, except under the emergency after 6 p. m . 

7. No goods will be permitted to pass over the Pier on Sundays, except in case of 
great emergency. 

8. All coohes employed on the Pier shall wear a distinctive badge, and all others will 
be turned off during workmg hours. 

9. All boats and rafts shall be made fast to the buoys round the Pier warfage, and 
none shall be allowed to lie alongside of the Pier except when loading or unloa^g. 

10. The Pier Master is empowered to remove from alongside the Pier all boats or rafts 
by cuttmg or castmg off their painters if not removed when ordered. 

II. Boat's crews must remam in their boats. 

12. All smoking and the use of any fire whatsoever, is strictly forbidden on the Pier. 
Any infringoment of the foregoing Bye-Laws is punishable by a fine of 25 Bupees, and in 
deuult of payment, to imprisonment for one month.

PORT RULES FOR NARRAKEL 


Commanders of all vessels arriving at the Fort of Narrakel are bound to produce the 
Ship’s Begister, Manifest of the Cargo, and the last Fort-clearance, to the Sea Customs 
auworiUes of t^e Sircar. 

2. Fort dues at the rate of two annas per ton shall bo ch^ed on all Sea-going vessels of 
the burden of twenty tons and upwards, oisoharging or talcing in cargo or passengers at the 
Port of Narr^el. Such dues shall not be oharg^ oftener than once m sixty days. 

8. Vessels entering the Fort of Narrakel and leaving it within the space of soven days 
without dischari^ or taking m cargo or passengers, snail be exempt from payment of 
Port Dues. 

4. All vessels in the Boadstead of Narrakel shall, when at anchor between sun-set and 
sun-rise, have a good light hoisted at the star-board fore-yard arm. 

6. No ballast is to be thrown over-board ix^ the anchorage of Narrakel, or in loss than 
8 fathoms of water.

unbroken light visible all round the horizon and at a distance of at least one mile.

1. It is hereby notified that beneath the Master Attendant's Office on the Beach, is an 
Office, where Boats, and Catamarans can be procured, and where Begisters of all License 
ed Boato, Catunarans, and their respective Owners and Crews are Impt, and are open to 
public inspection, and in which copies of tiie Act No. IV of 1842, for the better manage- 
ment of the Boats and Catamarans, and for the amendment of certain Harbour Begiua- 
tions, are suspended. 

^ If a boat or Catamaran is required for any extraordinary service to a Ship or Vessel, 
eithw at anchor or under weigh oeyond the limits of the Port then the amount of hire 
which may be d em a nd ed may be rwrred to the Master Attendant or his Deputy for ad- 
^ purp^a of the foregoing rule, a Ship at anchor in, or beyond 

10 fathoms, and a Ship at any distance under beyond that depth of soundings in any 
1^ of bear^ from the Master Attendant’s Stan shall be considered as ^^mout the 
limits of this Port. 

8. In cases of great emergency, by night or by day, the owners of Boats and Catama- 
rans kept for the purpose of being let out on hire, shall aid and assist the Master Attend- 
ant and his Deputy by every means m their power, and shall induce the Boatmen and 
Catamaran men to perform their service requued, and when groat personal risk shall 
liave been mcurred, or arduous services performed, and those on whose account such 
duties are undertaken, refuse to remunerate the Crew for the same, the Master Attend- 
ant will brmg the merits of the case to the notice of Government. 

4. The Boat and Catamaran men are not to be employed on board any Ship or Vessel 
in these roads : any wilful breach of this Begulation will be considered desertion and ne- 
glect of duty, and will render the person offendmg, liable to the pumshment provided for 
such desertion and neglect by Section XV of Act No. IV of 1642. 

C. All owners of Boats and Catamarans, and all other persons, either belonging to any 
Ship or Vessel m the Madras Boads or to the Boats, or Catamarans to be let on hire, are 
cautioned agi^st the transhipment of axiy goods or passengers or ballast without first 
obtaining a Permit from the Collector of Sea Customs or bis Deputy, any person or per- 
sons found guilty of any such tranidupment bemg liable to the penalties provided m Sec- 
tion XXIII of the Marine Pohce Bog^tions. 

6. AU owners of Boats and Catamarans must make known to their respective Crews, 
the full intent and purport of the several port signals, which, as occasion may require, 
wiU be displayed at the Muster Attendant’s Flag Staff, especially tlio recall signal lor all 
Boats and Catamarans, wluch is a white pendant with a red ball ; and when this signal is 
hoisted, all Boats and Catamarans must immediately repair to the shore. 

7. The Crews of Boats and Catamarans kept for the purpose of being let on hire, shall 
not be changed or transferred from one Boat or Catamaran to another, witibout the sanc- 
tion of the Master Attendant. 

8. The Accommodation Boats shall be kept in the same good order as heretofore, and 
are always to be provided each with an awnmg, and with seats and cushions, and m case 
they shall not, m the judgment of the Master Attendant, be kept m pro^r order, the 
Owners shall be deprived of their licenses until the same shall be put m proper order for 
the reception of Passengers. 

9. AU Owners of Boats and Catamarans are to make known to their respective Crews 
that the Officer or Peon m charge of the FoUce or Revenue Boat, is authoiised and em- 

S owered by Section XIX of Act No. IV of 1842, to stop, search, and detam any Boat and 
atamaran (dying to and from the Bhi{>s and Vessels in the J^ods, and that aU Boatmen 
and Oatamaran men who may impede or obstruct any Police Officer m the execution of 
his or their duty, wiU render themselves amenable to the penalties provided for m 
Section XIX of tne above recited Act 

10. Should any difference or dispute arise between the Owner or Owners of Boats and 
Catamarans let on hire, and any pensm or persons hiring the same, as to the amount 
of hire for serviees performed, the (larty or parties may refer the case for adjustment to 
the Master Attendant or his Depu^, in which case each party shaU sign a paper 
agreeing to abide by the decision of the said Master Attendant or his Deputy, and such 
paper shall be retained in the Office of the said Master Attendant.

Rvtesfor the Grant of free paseage hy Sea to Cml Officers. 

The Governor-General m Council is pleased to pescribe the following rules for regu- 
lating the provision of free passage by Sea for Public Officers in Civil employ, in substi- 
tution of the Buies contained m Financial Notification, dated 16th December 1865, No. 
8,624,''' pubhshed in the Gazette of India of the SOtii December 1866, page 1848 

Officers and other pubhc Servants ou the permanent Establishment of a Demurtment 
wUl be allowed a free passage when proceedi^ on duty by sea, m cases m which they 
would receive travelling allowanoes li proceedi^ on duty by land. Mihtary Officers in 
Civil en^loy will, m aadition, be allowed a free passage when being employed at a station 
^yomd Sea, they may be obliged to return to their PresidenOy in proj^ss to Europe or 
to a Hill Station, on leave on Medical Certificate, also when they re}om their station on 
return from that leave. 

For every Covenuited Civil Servant, Military Officer in Civil employ and Uncovenan- 
ted Officer of higher rank than Clerk, who may thus be entitled to a frae passage, the en- 
tire charge for a first class passage w^ be paid by Government, who wul recover from 
such Officer either the full or half rate of table-money for the number of days occupied 
in the passage, according as his salary may or may not exceed Bupees 600 a month. 

The full rate of table-money shall be reckoned at 8 Bupees a day on vesseb in which 
I the cost of a free passage includes, but at 4 Bupees a day where it is exclusive of charge 
for vnne^beer, spirits and soda-water.

ment in that behalf shall have been previously obtained. 

Vn.— It shall be lawful for every officer duly authorized by Government in that behalf 
to appoint a sufficient number of subordmates for the purpose of enforcmg these rules at 
the expense of the owners of such vessels; and the Masters or other persons in charge of 
such vessels shall pay the subordinates so appointed and defray all expenses inonrred in 
pursuance of this me. It shall be the duty of ihe officer in charge of the Cnstom House 
to refuse port-olearance to such vessels unm all such demands be discharged. 

VII. ^lt shall be lawful for every officer duly appointed as aioresaid, with the sanction 
of Government, to appomt as many places for pemnmng quaxantme on shore as may be 
required, and to provide accommodation at such places for passengers on board any vessel 
to which &ese r^s are applicable, at certain fixed fees to be determmed from time to i 


days from the date of the last case of the disease for which qnarantme was enforced, un* 
lesB with the previous sanction of the said officer duly authonzed as aforesaid. 

IX.— Disobedience to any of the above Buies, Kos. I, H, m, IV, V, VI, and VIII, will 
subject the offender and aU persons aiding or abetting him to a prosecution under Section 
271 of the Indian Penal Code.

SSCTXOM I.— MlTlOBOLO&ZCAL DSPABTIIIKT. 

l. It will be the duty of the looal STiperintendente of the Meteorologioal Btetioni at 
Maanlipatanir Kenpatom and Triohlnopoly, to telegraph promptly to the Qovenunent 
Astronomer and Meteorological Superinte n dent at Madrae, m aooordanoe with detailed 
mstmotiona which have been iaaned by him to them, ^ abnormal, barometrical, tempera* 
tore, and wind variations, wldch may indicate the lihehhood, approach, prevalen 0 ^, or 
pasaing away of a Gale or Cyclone. Arrazuemema have been made for similar informa- 
tion being fumiahed from Timoomallee and Pondicherry. 

n. On the first observation and daring the continnanoe of ** sospioioos ” or ** danger- 
008 '* weather, the Government Astronomer will telegraph to his looal Soperintendenw at 
ell oatHirtiations any observations, inquiries, direotions, and warnings regarding the 
weather, which he may consider of possible utihty. Orders have been given to ensure 
priority of despatch before iJl ordinary messages to his telegrams and their consequent 
rei^s. 

m. Whenever the Astronomer shall have reason to apprehend the advent of a Gale or 
Cyclone he will at once by telegram or otherwise, oommunicate wammg to the Idaster 
Attendant, and during the prevalence of such Gde or Cvolone he will continue to give 
such information regudingits varying phases asmay be deemed by him to be of posuble 
utility. 

IV As Cyclones after passing over Southern India from East to West have been known 
to be destructive to shippmg on and beyond the West Coast, the Government Astronomer 
will communicate to the Master Attendant sucb mfoitnation as may be by him obfoin- 
able regarding the inland direction and progress of any future Cyclone, in order that 
timely warning of the apprehended danger may, when possible, lie given to the local 
auihoritieB along that coast, and may by them be given to the shipping. 

Seotxok n.— MAunns Dspabtkent. 

I. The Marine Department will enforce, as far as possible, a strict observance of the 
Port Buies in regard to the anchorge and berthing of ships, &o. A copy of these Bides 
will as heretofore be given to every Master of a Vessel arnving in the roads. From the 
middle of April till June, and from the middle of September till January, each Command- 
er will also be famished with a copy of Circular marked A, appendea to this Code, re- 
garding the precautions to be taken at the periodical changes of the monsoons. 

n. As on the occasions of wrecks at Madras, the estabhahment of communication, be* 
tween the shore and stranded ships is, without the aid of rockets or other Artillery pro- 
jecfdles, sometunes practicable, two sets of life-saving apparatus, complete with hawsers, 
&o.f (but without rockets), will be kept in charge of the Master Attmdani^ who will be 
responsible for their being m a constant state of rbadiness and efficiency, for their perio- 
dical mspeotion, and for ms boats’ crewu being tramed to their use. 

in. The Master Attendants at the Out-ports on the Eastern Coast of this Presidency 
wUl deiqtatch by telegraph to the Master Attendant at Madru prompt intimation of appre- 
hended dangerous weather, and during the prevalence of such weather will con^ue, 
when practicable, to furnish information regarding its chanMS. Such information, when 
^ an important character, as well as that which may be obtained by the Marine Depart- 
ment from ships or steamers, tendmg to establish the probable direction and progress of 
a Cyclone centre, will be promptly forwarded by the telegraph or otherwise by the Master 
Attendant to the Government Astronmer. 

IV. Whenever the Master Attendant, or in his absence, the Senior Officer of the 
Marine Department present at Madras, shall shall have reason to apprehend the advent of 
dangerous weather, he will as hitherto direct the hoisting of “ a white flag with a blue 
cross. ” sfonifying ** the weaihr is suspicious. I^repare for running to sea. ” Information 
cf this win be mven to the Brigade Major and also to the Superintendent of the Maxine 
Police, who wm at once ^ace himself, Serjeant, boats’ crews, and Catamaran men under 
the orders of the Marine Department. 

The following airangments wUl also be made 
1. AH Officers of the Maxine D^artment will be in attendance.

V. Daring the prevalence of “ suroidoos or dangerous weather," any important baro- 
metrical variations and any other information or aavioe that may be of possible utihty 
will be, by signal or otherwise, communicated to the shipping by the Biaster Attendant 

VI. If it is decided by the Master Attendant, or Senior Marine Officer present at 
Madras, that the shipping shall be ordered to sea, the " red flag with swallow tail, ’’ sig- 
xiii!yu)g " cat or slip,^^ wul be hoisted at the Marme Office. If the indication of the ap- 
proach of the storm should occur after sunset, three good lights will be hoist^— one at 
^ masthead, and one at each yardarm of the Master Attendant’s flag st^. These sig- 
nals will be repeated at the Port, and intimation thereof will be sent to the Brigade 
Major, who will in either oase ord^ seven (not an nneertain number as heretofore) guns 
to M fired seawards with an interval of five minutes between each gnn. It is, however, 
open to any Ship Commander to put to sea before the signal is nude, should he demn 
such a course to be prudent with regard to his own ship ; and the signal is, moreover, not 
to be considered an imperative order. Each Commander must know best the tnm of his 
own ship, and must exercise his own judgment as to whether he ought to remain at his 
anchors or proceed to sea. 

Vn. When from a change in the direction or increased violence of the wind, from 
observing that ships arebeginmng to drive, or from any other reason, the Master Atten- 
dant deems that imminent danger of actiml wreck has arisen, he wUl intimate the fact 
to the Superintendent of Marine Police and to the Brigade Major, who will order " the 
wreck affOJtX " to be fired. This signal will be two guns fired landwards m quick succes- 
sion and twice repeated with an mterval of three minutes between each pair of guns. 

Vm. The Senior Officer of the Marine Department will keep his officers and men 
together, or will distribute them along the beach as occasion may require. He will also 
point out to the Ordnance rocket parties those ships which first require assistance ; to the 
Senior Officer of the troops where and how the military working parties can be most use- 
fully employed, and to the Senior Officer of Pohee where his men are likely to be most 
needed. 

IX. The officers of the Marine Department will wear their distinctive dress or uniform 
on wreck occasions. 

X. The Master Attendant at Madras will telegraph to the Master Attendants at the 
other porto on the other coasts of Southern India such warnings and in^oations of the 
progress of Cyclones as may be of possible utility. 

SxonOK III.~POLICB. 

l. On information from the Master Attendant through the Superintendent of Marine 
Police being received by the Commissioner of Pohee of the " snspioiouB weather" signal 
having been hoisted, the latter will telegraph to Vellore, Salem and Coimbatore, warning 
Police Officers to hold their respective reserves in readiness. On the reoei^ of a second 
telegram, each of these reserves will be despatched by first train to Madras, where orders 
as to their duties will be issued to them. 

n. The Commissioner will also send intelligenoe to St. Thomae's Mount, where the 
Police reserve will be held in readiness and await further orders. 

m. Information will be at once circulated by the Commissioner to Divisional Inspec- 
tors, by whom beats will be immediately extended and other duties so arranged as to^- 
able them to collect at their respective central stations certain forces, whi^ in all wiU 
unount to about 600 men.

YU. The entire Foliee Force will be onder the CoBuniasioner> who will *oonnlt the 
Marine Offloera on the spot aa to where 6u serrioea of his men are likely to be emer- 
gently required. The Commiasioner will iaane whatever detailed orders may be reqni* 
site. 

VnL The Police will be mainly restricted to their own proper daties« t. the siauir 
tenanoe of order, proteotine personal or other property washed on shore : sapomsiog the 
conveyance of the shipwreoKM crews and passengers to the nearest shelter, and as soon 
after as oirenmstanoea will permit to the Hospital, Biden Home, or other places of 
refine ; bringing back the hammocks, doolies, aiid sick carts ; guarding or removing tim 
dead, They are not to he employed m hauhng ropes or recovering wreckage or cargo, 

save in emergent circumstances, where there are no or insufficient military or other 
working par^s on Ihe spot. 

IX. The Commissioner of Police will see that duties are so apportioned a« to enable 
the men to be relieved from the reserves as frequently as circumstances may render re* 
quisite. 

X. All officers and men will be in uniform. 


Section IV.— Tboops in Gaiaibon. 

I. The Ordnance Department will as hitherto have charge of and will work the Socket 
and life-saving Apparatus, but portions of the Garrison Battery will be instructed and 
occasionally ezeroised in its use under the ordmrs of the Commissary of Ordnance m 
charge of tue Grand Arsenal. 

n. The two-day Marine Signals to the shipping signifying ‘‘suspicious weather" 
(white fisf with blue cross) and " out or slip" (red flag with swaBow tail), and Ihe ni^ 
ugnal of ^ approach of dangerous weather (three good lights, one at the mast head and 
one at each yaidam) will be repeated at the Fort flag-staff.

In case of intimation being received from the Marine Department by the Brigade 
Major of imminent danger or of smal shipwreck, or in case of such danger or shipwreck 
being observed from the Fort, the “ wreck signal" will be fired. It will m two guns find 
in quick tmeoession from St George’s Bastion, which will be twice repeated at intervals of 
thrM minutes, 

lY. When the '* wreck signal" is rendered neoesaury, the Brigade Major will send inti- 
mation to the Troops m Garrison and to the Ord^oe, Medical and Commissariat 
Departments ; and the following arrang^ents will be carried out 

1. Two mounted Non-Commissioned Officers and six Troopers of His Exoellency the 
Governor’s Body Guard will proceed to the Fort and place themselves under the orders of 
^ Brigade Ha}or. They will be used as orderlies, as oeoasion may require, and when 
not aot^y wanted will be kept as mudi under shelter ae convenient Twelve addition- 
al men of tne Body Guard will remaan in their lines with their horses saddled m ease 
their servioes b« patrols may be needed to watch ships driving to points at some distance 
hom the Fori^ and to convey prompt intelligence of wreck or applioatious for aid along 
the extended line of beach to the Omcers Commandmg Troops other antborities on 
the spot. 

a. The Beyil AitiBery and British Begiment garrisoning the Fort will fsU in in 
fatigue dress, and working partus will be detailed and prompay dupatehed to the scene 
of action as required.

The Officers Commanding Troops, will, wherever possible, consult with the Offi- 
cers of the Marine Department on toe spot as to where and how the servioes of their men 
j <0031 he most usefaUy empl^ed, and toe advice of the Marine Officers wiU he met with 
marked attenttoa. 

VIL Amt^ments will be made for the relief food, Ac., of working parties by toe 
Begimeati and Departments concerned. 

VUL The Officer Commanding Troops in Oarrison will make emergent requisition on 
toe Officer in oharM of toe Oamp Equipage Depot for such tents as may be required to 
shelter shipwrecked people. 

XX. Officers on wreck duty will he in uniform, and mounted Officers will have their 
horses with them. 


Sbotxon V.— Obduaucs Dxpabtbswt. 


I. The Commissary of Ordnance, Fort St. George, will be responsible that three sets 
of life-saving apparatus, with rockets, Ao., compete, are at all times kept packed in carts 
ready for use in toe arcade of the Grand Arsenal, and that toe Warrant and Non-Commis- 
atouM Offloers, Ac., of toe Depaxtmmit are instructed and penodmally drilled to the pcao- 
, tical use of the whole apparatus. 

H. fnoonvexdence, danger, loss of life and much damage of poper^ were sustained 
in toe Cyclone of May 1872 by there being no available means of dragging from toe sea 
^ the logs, pieces of wreck, bales of goods, &c., which were dashing to and fro on the edge 
of toe surf. There wiR, toerefore, m hdd at all tunes m readiness by toe Commissary of 
Ordnance a supply of boat and firehooks, grappling irons, and ropt of short lengths for 
issue as require to the Mihtary working parties. Lanterns will also be kep rmy for 
jmedk duties. 

' ’ HL On toe Conunissaiy’s receiving intelligence from toeBrigade Major that the '^sus- 
picions weather” signal hw been hoisted, he will make arrangements to have one rocket 
porto of Europeans with a Detachment of Store Lascars m toe Arsenal night and day till 
toe cuinger passes off, or their services are required. 


IV. On toe ** wreok ugnol^’ being fired, or on receiving mtunation from toe Brigade 
Huor of imminent danger to the sluppum, the Warrant and Non-Commaseioned OffiWs 
wm be Joimed by the Commissary of Ortoianoe into rocket parties with Detachments of 
Store Lascars ; and, as speedily as possible, one, two, or three of these partieB (aa may be 
required) will proceed to the pomt or points where their services are most urgentiy re- 
oured.

A COMPENDIUM OF THE LAW OF STORMS PREPARED 
FOR THE BAY OF BENGAL* 


The Cyclone in all its various forms, and in all portions of the globe subject to its viBi> 
tation, must be denominated the most fearful and the most frequent enemy which the 
mariner’s perilous calling, obliges him to encounter. But for this obstacle toe Bay of Ben- 
gal would be very easy of naT^tion, for the very large amount of evidence brought to 
bear upon the subject goes far to prove that in this sea all violent storms are of a cyclonic 
nature, and move from eastward and westward. They are great revolving storms varying 
in expose from forty or fifty to some hundreds of miles, blowing round and round a 
centre or vortex^ but with an ever-varying force, now lulling into a strong breexe, and agrin 
sweilling np into a blast of unoontrolable fury. The peculiar characteristic of their revolv- 
ing action is that in each hemisphere the g^tion invariably takes plaoe in one dimotion 
contra^ to the hands of a watch. In North Latitude from right to left; and in South 
Latitude from left to right. The knowledge of this law not only suppHes the seamen with 
direct means of distinguishing them from common gales, bnt reveals to him toe position 
of his vessel with respect to toe vortex, and points out the way^to escape from it. The 
foUowinff remarks and examples, though intendedfor the Bay of Bengal and AndninAyi Sea 
will apply also to the open parts of the Arabian Sea. These storms take their rise a few

and tofted forms of oloads, with land streams of light and extraordinary colors; a heaw 
bank of clouds forming an arch in the direction of the storm, Taring currents of donas 
in motion above, and dark banks on the honson below, with darting forks and threads of 
pale lightning, land redness at sunrise and sunset ; pecnliar moaning in the winds, the 
frequent presence of weary land birds and inseets; and last and best warning of aU to 
thoM who possess it, the dkihne of that invalnable monitor the Barometer, dotmly valu> 
able here, because its usual state is one of almost perfect tranquilhty, broken only by a 
daily tide rising and falling about one-tenth of an mob, highest at 10 x. and f. x., and 
lowest at 4 a. x. and p. x. : whenever this action is suspanded or interrupted, bad weather 
is never far ofl. The surf^ of the sea also exhibits signs of disquietude, becoming con- 
fused and uneasy, and crossed frequently by long swells from other than the quarts of 
the prevailing wind. Whenever any or all of these warnings are met with, the maoiner 
should at once consider the almost oertou^ that exists of having to encounter a storm of 
the revolving nature we are treating of. ms first duty is to find the centre of vortex, and 
its bearing the ship. To do this he should note the direction of the wind, and with 
his face to it, tell off eight points to the right, if in the open sea, which we willfirst consider, 
thufr— with wind at N. the centre is E., with wind E. centre S., wind S. centre W., windW, 
centre N., and so with intermediate^mts— wind N. E . storm 8. B wind S. B ., storm 8. W., 
wind S. W. storm N. W., wind 8. W. storm N. E., &c.; when near land or in roadstead, 
these bearing require modifying', as will be explained hereafter. Havmg determined the 
direction of tiie storm, the next consideration in his position with regard to it. All experi- 
ence tends to show that they commence to southward between southward and eastward 
and eastward and cross the Bay in a curve, sometimes sharp, sometimes very ext^ded 
nearly N. and 8., but an average tract of from S E. to N. W. will suit the purpose of illus- 1 
tration. The contmuation of the voyage, and the direct course of the ship ceases at this 
period to be a primary object. All knowledge and seamanship should be ^ectedto avoid- 
ing this enemy, and the saving of life and property The accompanying diagrams will 
show bettmr than anv verbal descnption both the nature of the evil and the remedy to be 
adopted. The outside circle represents the shape of the storm ; the arrows and letters 
the direction of the wma ; the small circle tno centre , the dotted lines the path on wJ^oh 
the storm is advancing; the compass points are also indicated. — See Figure 1. 

In this diagram all the ships are shown havmg the wind on starboard quarter so that if 
the storm was stationary scudding in that position would always ensure safely. It does 
in fact do so in all oases, except with the wind easterly, when great care and judgment 
are requisite, and the vUne ofprehminary observations becomes apparent, the direction 
of the storm, whether northward or westard of the average track, being of vital impor- 
tance. 

A careful study of books of reference and of logs and f^ts drawn from extended eneri- 
enoe justify the conclusion that the best course with the wind at E. or to the north ox sast 
18 to run to the N. W., changiuff your course as the wmd veers to the northward, keepmg 
it on the starboard quarter until it reaches N. W., when if bound to the N. E. you can 
bring it right oft and sail round the storm until your course is reached, or contmue your 
track if bound to southward ; much depends, however, imon the direction of the storm as 
indicated by phenomena, and the veermgs of the wma if any have tahen place.— See 
Figure 2. 

With the wind from E. to B. 8. E., carry on as long as possible to N. N. E., K. E., 
making all possible easting, then heave to on starboard tack. With wind at 8. E. to 8. 
if bonnd to southward or westward, you will be standing straight into danger, make east- 
ing until weather improves, then he to on starboard tack. With wind from S. round to 
N. W., yon must be behind the storm, and doiouldhave no difficulty m keeping clear of it. 
In fact onW risk with common management and taking in tune is wind from E. N. E . 
to 8. B.— See Figure 8. 

When it snits best to heave to choose the port tack in the west side of the storm, and 
the starboard on the east side, for the wind in each will shift by the stem. 

The foregoing remarks applv tothe open seas, if Bengal and Arabia, and the ships are 
supposed to have sea room. They comprise all tiiat need be said to advise and encourage 
the mariner. But on the coasts of Coromandel and Onssa and Ceylon, when the storm 
wproaches the land, a modification of ito form takes place, to which it is neoessi^ to 
draw attention*. The bad weather always commences a point or so on either side of 
north, although the centre may be E. 8. B., 8. B., or even B. S. B. There seems also to 
be a retardation of the speed of the sonthem half, aa if it was m arku ij g time, until the 
outer half wheeled round before the whole filings itself on the land.

Ton can dismiss from your mind the great ears 
of forming a judgment hi such onticaL period, and give all attentum to tba ship, Ipsewing 
that your oondtirt will meet with approval. 

Pages might be filled of suceessfol instances of this treatment, and the disaster follow- 
ing any other eourses, but apace will not permit, and it is requested to accept the facts as 
they stand, reserving the study to some leisure moments. 

When compelled to lie in severe weather, when shifts of wind are dangerous, it would 
be well to keep ready a large stone anchor, like Chinese, atone being selected lor cheap- 
ness, and the materials of a catamaran, which being put overboard with say twenty 
fathoms of cable will make a secure buoy, at which the smp may nde with her strong 
' bows to wind and sea, and extra stays to her mast, the rudder being secured in midships, 
which is always one of the first things to sufier when used to keep the ship’s head up, 
Then with hatchways well secured, the crew shdtered, and only we state of the well- 
requiring attention, a vessel wUl stand a great deal : and from the moment the first 
chanm you have been tat^ht to exMot occurs, a spirit of confidence will repUoe the 
doubt and despondence which add mditional terror to the disturbance around. It is, 
however, very advisable not to navimte if possible, during the bad-weather months. Any 
injury to a vessel will cause much greater detention, and involve direct expense, ana 
no shipowner of common humanity or honesty will send a vessel to unload enturely or 
render herself so unseaworthy that the advent of one of these storms to be expected at 
any moment must ensure destruction to property and grievous loss of life.

MADRAS LIGHT HOUSE. 


The Light House at Madias is immediately to the Northward of the walls of Port St. 
George, and the light from it was first exhibited in January 1644. The light is elevated 
128 feet above the mean level of the Sea,-xand may be seen from the deck or a Ship at the 
distance of 20 miles. The Light is of the " Flashing Desciiption,” and the duration of the 
Flashes to that of the Eclipses or Dark periods is in the ratio of 2 to 3,-— but as the nature 
of the motion is Reciprocating instead of Rotatory, the above ratio merely expresses the 
average proportion of the Light and Dark intervals which axe themselves variable aocord< 
ing to the ^sition of the spectator. The rapidity of movement is so adjusted, that the 
duration of the Flashes will vary fiom 0' to 48% and that of the Eclipses from O' to 7" the 
sums of the duration of Liglit and Darkness b^ing however in every position the con- 
stant ratio of 2 to 3. From the South-Eastern extremity of the Pulicat lEdical the Light 
House bears 8 , 28° W. and is distant 18 miles, but no fihip or Vessel when hauling in fii^ 
the Northward for the Madras Roadstead should bring the Light to bear to the Southward 
of 8. 28, W. or S. S. W. | W.— unless her position is well ascertained. Commanders of 
Vessels are warned of the serious risk they incur by incautiously approaching the danger- 
ous vicinity of the Fuhcat Shoal, as hazy weather or other causes may obscure the 
Lightf—tnie Soundings therefore and a vigilant look out are imperatively called for. The 
lii^ts of the Madras Roadstead (in 6 or 9 fathoms) are comptlsed within the following 
bcMuings, Tu., from the Northward the Ught House will bear B. 50* W., and from the 
Sou^ward N. 81 W. or from 8. b. W. to W. | N.

Pwuengers. 

The rate of Cabin passaM-money mcludes Table, but not Wines or Liquors, which 
are provided on board and oharged as per scale m possession of the Steward. Bedding, 
linen, and ail requisite Gabm Furmtura are provide in the Steamers at the 0ompany°8 
expense. 

The full amount of passage-money is payable on accommodation being seoured. 
Those who fail to embark after securing accommodation will have half the passage- 
money returned. 

Betum-Tickets, available for six months hrom date of landmg, are iasued to Cabin 
Passengers only at a reduction of one-flfth on the retnm passage money. Passenffers 
holding Betum-Tickets, and travelling on board the Steamers after this period, will be 
charged on board with a fifth part of tiie return passage-money, if not previously paid on 
shore to an Agent of the Company. 

No berth can be occupied by any passenger vnthout application to the Agents on shore 
or the Steward on board. 

During the North-East Monsoon, when all the berths are engaged, Quarter Deck 
passages are granted to gentlemen entitling them to mess at the Gi^m Table, at two- 
thirds of first-class fare Quarter Deck Passengers are allowed space for a bed on the 
poop, which must be rolled up during the day, and a trunk or portmanteau of 6 onhio feet.

Passengers are strictly prohibited carrying Gunpowder, Sulphuric or other Acid, or any 
material which might occasion accidents on board the Simmers. 

Passengers must comply with the Begulations established on hoard for general comfort 
and safety.

Tlthongh the Company’s Steamers for the most part trade to free ports, all packages 
shipped on board must be accompanied by a registered Gostora House Pass. Non-com- 
pliance with this Begulation will subject shippers to detention in having their goods put 
on board, till a Pass from the Custom House is obtained. 

Freight on all packages must be prepaid at port of shipment. 

The Company reserve to themeslves the liberty to charge by weight, measurement, or 
voluo, and are not accountable for leakage, or breakage or for damage arising from instiffl- 
ciency of address or packing ; nor for damage, leakage, or breakage to re-exported goods. I 

For general facility, the Company reserve to themselves the power of landing cargo at ! 
the po^ of dehvory m their own or hired boats, and whenland^, to deposit the same on ! 
whan, in receiving vessel, or in store . charging consignees with the expense of landing 
and storing, according to a scale of rates to be seen at the Offices of the A^nts. Goods so 
landed to be at risk of consignees after being discharged from the Steamer. 

The Company do not guarantee that the Steamers shall have room at ports of tranship- 
ment, nor that there shall be no delay there. 

The correct contents of aU packages must be stated in Bills of Ladmg. Packages con- 
taining (^npowder, Sulphuric Acid, or any other material which might occasion accident, 
are strictly ^ohibited form being slupped on board the Steamers. 

Packages weighing more than 8 cwt. (exoeptmg bales and boxes of manufactured 
goods) are only carried at advanced rates of freight, and by special agreement. 

When^ owing to heavy weather or other causes, goods cannot bo safely landed at their 
destination wimin the nme stipulated for stoppage at such port in the Company’s Mail 
Contract with Government, the Company reserve to themselves the right to convey them 
to the next port on the vo^go or to the final port of call, to be returned thence bv one of 
the Company’s Steamers having space, at the Company's expense and Merchant’ risk , 
and the consignee cannot claim maemuity for such delay nor the conseguonces thereof. 

A written declaration of the contents and value of goods is required by the Company, 
and must be delivered by the shipper to the Company's Agent with the Bill of Lading. 
A wrong description of contents or false declaration of value shall release the Company 
from all responsibility in case of loss, seizmo, or dotontiou, and the goods shall be charged 
double freight on the real value, which freight shall be paid previous to delivery. 

In case of quarantine the goods may be discharged ut risk of the Owners of the goods 
into quarautme depot, lighter, barge, hulk or otlioi vessel as leqmied for the ships des- 
patch. Quorautme expenses upon the goods of whatever nature or kind shall be borne 
by the owners of the goods. 

The Company will not bo liable for any single package of cargo beyond the value of 
Five Hundred Bupees, unless additional freight at half specie rates has been paid on 
value above Five Hundiod Hupees, and m all cases wheio claims are made, proof of 
loss must bo furnished. 

Specie will not bo landed by the Company. It can only be delivered on presenta- 
tion of Bill of Ladmg on board, and will be earned on at consignee’s risk if delivery 
is not taken during me Steamer’s stay m poit. 

Goods must bo alongside at least 24 hours before the advertised hour of denture and 
shippers aro roquostod to see that thoir receipts for same are in order before leaving the 
vessel. Most of the mistakes made anse through shippers sending their goods at the last 
I moment. 

I Bills of Lading are only signed on the Company’s forms, which may be had of the 
Agents at the several porfo for the stamp duty only. These must be presented and deli- 
vered up, cancelled, before delivery of goods can bo granted. 

Single paok^B and parcels, not exceeding 2 loot in measurement, are charged Bs. 2*8 
under 1,000 mUes ; under 2,000 miles, Bs. 6 ; over that distance, Bs. 10. 

Horses, CeUtk, cj-c. 

Carriages are conveyed by special agreement, and on deck at Shippers’ risk. 

The rates of conveyance for animals are exclusive of food, and all animals are carried 
on deck at sMppers’ risk. 

The charge for oonvoyanoe of horses includes passage of a syce m attendance on each 
horse, and space for fodder, which must be provided by the owner. 

Horse l^xes are not provided by tlie Company. 

Shippers of horses are recommended to remove the shoes, and to provide ooir m atti n g 
for the animals to stand on, to prevent them slippmg with the motion of the vessel.

Objects of the Company, 

This Company has been incorporated under a special Act of Parliament (87 and 88, 
VictoriBr— Sesbiou 1874) and is formed by the amalgamation of the Great Southern of 
India and Carnatic Bailway Companies. Its object is to provide lailwav accommodation 
between Madras and the provinces of Southern India, lymg to the south of the existing 
Madras Bailway. Starting from Madras tlie Imes pass tlirough Chingleput, Cuddalore, 
Porto Novo, Combaconum, Tanjoie (from which town there is a branch to Negapatam). 
Tricliinopoly (from whence a branch runs to Caroor and Erode), Diudigul, Madura and 
Maniac^. From the junction at the town last mentioned hues run to Tinnevel^ and 
Tuticorin. The provision of branches from the mam Ime to Conjeveram and to Pondi- 
cherry IB under consideration. 

At present there is an isolated ^rtion of the South Indian Bailway system running 
from Conjeveram to Aroonum. This hne and that from Tnchinopoly to Erode, are not 
on the metre gauge, which gauge has, however, been adopted for the remainder of the 
Company's undertalongs. When the whole of the railway hag been put upon one foot- 
ing in regard to gauge, as it ultimately will be, the South Indian Bailway will consist of 
abont 670 miles of metre gauge line an d will be the longest oontmuous route in India 
constructed on the 8 feet 8f in^ gauge. 

A m in the throu^^ worlung now existing (1877) between Porto Novo and Shiyali 
will Be reduced in the course of a few months by the opening of an extension from Shiyali 
to the southern bank of tiie nver Coleroon.

1. Pabsehoiibs (^an be booked at intormediato Stations only on condition that theie 
shall be room in the tram and class of Carnages for which thoir tickets shall havo been | 
issued. To ensure bemg booked, Passengers should be at the Station at least 80 minutes 
before the time mentioned in the Tables. The door of the Booking Office will be closed 
punctually at the houis mentioned. Passengers cannot be re>booked at road side stu- 
dona, to proceed by the tram in which diey nave amved. 

2. Tickets.— The tickets given to Passengers on payment of their fares, will be re- 
quired to bo produced to the Company’s servants, or given up to thorn whenever demand- 
ed. Passengers unable or refusing to produce their tiokets are liable to be charged the 
f^ from the moat distant Station from whence die tram started. The tiokets are not 
transferable, are only available for the Stations named thereon, and can only be used on 
the day of issue. 

Tickets which have been torn or mutilated, particularly when the date or progreeeive 
number is ofif, will not be recogmsed, and the holder will be charged full fare. 

*^AnvperiKm who shall attemjH todefrattd the Ctmqminy by travelUna or attempiiny to tratel 
ttpou the Kailmty without haviuy premmtsly paidhxs fare, or who shall in aisy other manner af- 
tempt to epode the payuwiU thereoj^ ts subject to a penalty not exceeding Rupees hyfty, ” 

Passengers are requested to examine thoir tickets before leaving the Booking Office 
counter as mistakes m tiokets or money cannot be afterwards recognised. 

8. Childiien under 8 years of age travel free, above that and under 12 years of age are 
charged half fares. 

4. Rbseuved Accommodation will be provided upon the following conditions 

PiBBT Clash Accommodation.— One Double Saloon Carriage, on payment for six Ist 
Class Tickets. 

Half of a Doable Saloon, on payment for three Ist Class Tickets. 

Second Class Accommodation.— The whole of a Second class Day Carnage, on pay- 
ment for twenty 2nd Class Tickets. 

A second Class Compartment, on payment for five 2nd Class Tickets. 

Thibd Class Accommodation.— Tho whole of a Third class Carriage, on payment for 
thirty-five 3rd Class Tickets. 

A Compartment contammg 10 seals, on payment for seven 8rd Class Tickets. 

Any number of passengers m excess of the number specified travellmg in each carnage 
or compartment, will be charged the ordinary fare. 

6. Sebvants.— All servants without reference to race will be allowed to accompany 
their employers in tho 1st and 2nd class Carriagos on payment of the next lowest oloss 
fares, 

6. Passei^crs travelling m iheir own Private Carriages will bo charged First 01ai4 
fare in addition to the charge made for the Vehicle. 

7. Passenqebs’ Luggage.— First Class Passoimors will be allowed free of oharge 120 
lt»., Second Class Passengers 60 lbs., and Third ClaBs 20 lbs. All baggage in exoou of 
this (whether in the owner’s oharge or not) will be charged at 2 pies per maund per mile. 

All Lugg^e must be prepmd at the Booking Station, and to insure being sent away It 
must be delivered at the station 20 mmutes before the tune stated for the departure of 
the train.

A fee of two annas will be charged for each article of Luggan when clainied at the 
Lost Luggage Oflioes, but if not claimed within one month, an additional storage charge 
of annas 4 p^ month, after the first month, will be made. All Lost Luggage, if not claim- 
ed withm six months, will be sold by the Company to pay expenses. 

10. Tex Cokpamt will not bx besponsiblx /or loss o/ or insury tOf any Goldf Stiver, 
Jewellery, Writings, Securities and Valuable Papers, Plated Goods, Pictures, Glaes, China, Ar- 
ticles ^ ivory, Ebony, Sandal Wood and such like valuables ; Silks, manufactured or wmanu- 
facbured, wrought, or not wrought up with other materials ; Shawls, Laces, Cloths, Tissues em- 
broidered with the precious metals or of which such metals form part, unless the same shall have 
been acc^ted by an authorised Servant tf the Company ana an increased charge or charges paid. 

11. Spxgul ob Rbbxbvxt) AocoifxoDATioN in the Ordmary trains may be had on ap- 
pheation to the Traffic Manager, or to the District Traffic Supermtendents at Madras, 
Wchinopoly or Madura on 24 hoiurs* notice being given 

12. To Pbxvxnt Aocidbnts it is requested that no Passenger will lean upon or open 
the Carriage door, or step from or into any Carnage when the train is in motion ; any 
person doing so is liable to be prosecuted for a breach of the Company's Bye-Law, No. 6, 
viz . — 

Any person attempting to get into or upon, or to quit any Carnage after the train has been 
put in motion, is liable to a penalty of Twenty Rupees ** 

18. Pabcels are received and booked at all Stations on the line. Parcels must be de- 
livered at the Station 80 minutes before the Departure of trains 

14. Hobbes and Cabbuges —As Horse boxes and Carriage trucks are only kept at the 
principal Stations, notice should be given the day previous of such being required ; and 
CamaEes and Horses must be at the station 30 minutes before the time mentioned in the 
Tun^ables. Each horse must be in charge of a Horse-keeper who will be conveyed free. 

18. Goods, Heavy Baggage, Hobses and Cabbtages and all abticlfs intended to 
BE bbnt pbom Tbichinopoly by Goods Trams must be dehvered at the Company’s ware- 
house at the Fort Station.

18. Fees.— T he Company’s servants are prolubited from receiving any gratuity 
under pam of dismissal. 

19. TiBUPAPULnnDB.~At this station only passengers and their luggage can be boohed. 
Goods Traffic and horses and camages must oe sent to the Cuddalore station.

In 1811 officers in charge of public treasuries were authorised to 
receive gold coins struck in conformity with the provisions of Act XVII of 1885, estab- 
lishing the 16 Bupee pieces, but in 1852 when the gold from California and Australia 
began to pour their treasures over the globe and in apprehension that India «would be 
inundated with gold, the proclamation of 1841 was rescinded and gold debarr^ from 
entrance into any of the treasuries. 8mce then the sovereign has been made a legal 
tender for 10 Bupees.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

The origin of aU Weightt and Meamres m England was derived from a grain of wheat ; 
82 of them, well dried and gathered from the middle of the ear, were to mahe one penny- 
weight; 20 dwts. 1 ounce; and 20 oz. 1 pound. It was subsequently thought bel^ to 
divide the penn^tgkt mto 24 equal parts, called graint. 

William the Conqueror rntroduced mto England what was called Troy Weight, from 
Troyes, a town in the provmce of Champagne, m France, now m the department of 
Aube, where a celebrated fair was held. The Enghsh were dissatisfied with this 
weight, because the pound did not weigh so much as tiio pound m use at that tune m 
England. Hence arose the terms avohi du poids, which was a medium between the French 
and the ancient Enghsh weights. 

Avoirdupois Weignt was first made legal m the reign of Henry VII, and its partioular 
use was to weigh provisions and coarse heavy articles. Henry meed the stone at 14 lbs., 
which has been confirmed by u recent Act of Parliament. 

With respect to Measures of Length, it is recorded that the various denommations were 
constructed from a com of harleg, 8 of which, well dried from the middle of the ear, made 
an inch. Other terms were taken from portions of the human body-^uch as the 
(I of an inch, or a finger’s breadth), a palm (8 inches), a hand (4 mches), a span (9 inches), 
a foot (12 inches), and a et^it (16 mches), bemg the lenght of the arm or bone from the el- 
bow to the wnst. A ooce (6 feet), or two ordmary steps ; ejathom (6 feet), froon the extre- 
mity of one hand to that of the other, the onus oppositely extended. It is stated that 
Henry I, in 1101, commanded that the ulna, or ancient ell, which answers to the modem 
yard, should be made the len^rth of hib arm ; and that thus other measures of length were 
thence denved, whether linfoi, supetfoal or noUd . , 

The f estored standard of Lmeal Measure, whose length is called a yard is a solid square 
bar 88 inches long, and one meh square m transverse section, the bar being of bronze or 
gun-metel, at the temperature of (j2o of Farenheit’s thermometer, marked copper 18 oz., 
tm2t oz., zinc 1 oz. ; and near to each end a cylmdneal hole is sunk to the depw of half 
an inch : the distance between the centres of the two holes being 8 feet or 86 or 1 
imperial standard yard. The standard syuait and cvba measures will therefore depend 
entirely upon it.

TRAVELUNG ALLOWANCES TO CHAPUINS. 

I.— The Chaplain of a Station to which a conveyance allowance is attached will draw 
travelling allowance at the usual mileage rates of twelve and three Annas when visiting 
Out-stations more than five miles distant &om his principal Station. The Chaplain of a 
Station m which no conveyance allowance is given will draw travelling allowance for 
visiting Outstations not less than three miles distant 

n —A Chaplain absent from his Station on any gazetted leave will forfeit his convey- 
ance allowance. 

in —A Chaplain officiating for another at a Station to which a conveyance allowance 
IS attached will draw that conveyance allowance for the period durmg which he officiates. 

IV. A Chaplain officiating at a Station to which a conveyance allowance is not attach- 
ed without being relieved of the charge of his substantive Station will draw, for visiting 
the former station, the same travelh^ allowance which he would receive if it were an 
Out-station. 

V. —A Chaplam may exchange the mileage admissible to him under Eules I and IV 
for an allowance of Bupees six per diem for me period of absence from his prmcipal Sta- 
tion.

CHAPLAIN’S REGISTER OF HIS VISITS AND SERVICES IN 
HOSPITAL. 

Port St. Orobor, Blst October 1868, No. 87.— Government having directed that the 
following Buies are to be observed m every Military Hospital, they are published accord- 
ingly for general information 

l. A book shall be placed in every European Military Hospital to be entitled “ The 
Chaplam*s Register of his visits and services m the Hospital. 

II. This book IB to be provided by the Chaplain, and each visit and service perform- 
ed at the Hospital IS to be entered in it. 

m. It IS to be kept for the information of the Bishop, and is to be open to the m- 
spection of the Mihtary and Jfoepital authorities. 

IV. It IB not to be removed from the Hospital, the Medical Officer in charge is to ar- 
range for its safe custody and production when required by the Chaplam or for inspection. 


CHAPLAIHS’ VISITS TO OUT-STATIONS. 

Extracts from Court*s Despatch^ Aprxl 18^. 

“ Section 27 of the Hegulations respecting leave of absence and deputation and travel- 
ling allowances which we have recently approved, you will find a Buie on the subject of 
travelbng allowances on jommg a station, and when any change takes place except at the 
desire of the Chaplain or Assistant Chaplain. 

3 But to avoid inconvenience and guard agamst the possibility of misunderstanding, 
we think it desirable that for every circle of stations, the Lord Bishop should be request- 
ed to frame a plan determining ine periods at which each place shall be visited by the 
Chaplam or Assistant Chaplam officiating m such circle, which plan bemg approved by 
Government shall continue m force till varied by the same authority. As mmute loom 
information will be necessary to the successful formation of such plan, we can only offer 
a few suggestions on the subject The fre^ency of Ecclesiastical visits should be govern- 
ed m a great degree by the extent of the Ghnstian population of the place to be visited. 
A place may contain not more than three or four members of the En^d^h Churol^ and 
though it might not be ng^t to exclude those few persons from the benefit of Christian 
ordnances, it is obvious that m the present state of our Ecclesia s tical Estahlxahment such 
a place cotdd not be visited frequently without mjury to others of neater importance. An 
annual visit might in some cases be all that could reasonably be fmbrded ; while to others, 
visits twice, three or four times a year, might be expedient ; and to others again, which 
might be more populous, it might be desirable that visits should be made once m six 
weeks, or once a month. 

4. When a circle of Stations may, from the deficiency of our Establishment, or any 
other cause, be left without a resident Clergyman, we are of opinion that the Chaplain or 
Assistant Chaplam of a neighbourmg district should, as desired by the Lord Biwop, be 
appomted to visit the Station thus deprived of clenced semoes. Li such oases the most 
convement course will be for the Lord Bishop to brmg the subject to the notice of Go- 
vernment, and submit a plan of visitation. Such plan bemg approved, the Chaplin or 
Assistamt Chaplain who can most conveniently discharge me required duty, should be 
specially appomted thereto, and thenceforward be entitled to draw travellmgallowanoeB 
in conformity with the provisions of the plan, and in accordance with our financiid De- 
spatoh of the 80th October 1689. 

6. We should lament that the practice of visiting Stations at which no Clergyman is 
permanently resident should be discontinued, and it would be unjust to subject the Clergy 
to the expense attendant to such visits. Under these impressions we deem it proper to 
sanction the payment of such reasonable charges not exceeding those authorise in our 
Despatch of the 80th October 1889, before referred to, and we are encouraged in this vtow 
by the fact that although Chaplatos and Assistant Chaplains when absent from their 
duty are subject to the same d^uctions as Cml Servants, no charge is incurred in pro- 
viding for the duty of the absentee. The deductions may thus be regarded as a fund, 
meeting to a certain extent the extra charges mcurred by occasional or pnmnxmal visits 
i of the Clergy to Stations in which they do not reside."

RULES FEUTING TO BURIAL GROUNDS FOR THE DIOCESE 
OF MADRAS. 


Fobt St. GEoiiaB, TQtk Octobfr^ 1866. 

I. The Chaplain of the Station shall have the care of the General Cemetery. It shall 
be his duty to apply to the proper Officer, when the walls want repairing ; to see that 
weeds, ^ss, or jungle be cleared away, and the remams of dilapidated tombs be removed, 
and thM the Cemetery be kept m proper order. 

In the absence of the Chaplain, the Lay Trustees shall have the care of the Cemetery. 

N. B.— These Buies apply in places where there is no Chaplain, to Ministers of the 
Additional Clergy Society, and to any other Clergymen who are appomted to the charge 
of English Congregations, and are m receipt of part of their salary from Government. 

n. The Sexton or Lascar in charge of the Cemetery, shall be borne on the Church 
Establishment, and shall be paid by Government through the Chaplains, with whom the 
appointment and dismissal of this servant shall rest 

III In every station, a portion of the Cemetery shall be set apart for the use oi mem- 
bers of the Boman Catholic congregatiou For the use of any body or bodies of Christians 
at such station, not being meml^rs of the Church of England, nor of the Church of Borne, 
another portion of the Cemetery shall be appropriated, should they desire it, for the sole 
use of such congremtion, or for the jomt use of such congregations. The portions thus 
set apart shall not be fenced or walled off, but simplv divided by a pathway, from the rest 
of the Cemetery, and shall be added to, or reserved from, the existing Cemetery accord- 
ing as such Cemeteiw has, or has not, been consecrated accordmgto the rites of the Church 
of England. The whole Cemoterv thus divided shall be surrouuded by a wall, and shall 
have butono gate of entrance The entire Cemetery shall be under the care of the Chap- 
lain, for tile purposes specified in Buie I. The key shall be kept by the Sexton or Lascar 
acting under the Chapiam’s directions, so that access to the ground may be had by 
those having a nght thereto, easily and witiiout delay. 

IV. The Chaplain shall provide that one or more graves be kept ready for cases of 
sudden emergency . such graves shall be covered with planks or boards. No grave shall 
be less than six feet deep. 

y. A scale of charges for ordinary masonry-graves, headstones, and tombs, to be sub- 
mit^ by the Undert^ers at each station, and approved by the Chaplain and District l 
Engineer, shall be affixed to the Cemetery gate, or to the wall of the Church Porch, or I 
exmbited m some other suitable place | 

VI. Inscriptions mtended for monuments to be placed in that portion of the Cemetery 
devoted to the Chnrch of England, and for tablets to be placed m Churches shall be sub- 
mitted to the Ghaplam for approval , if not auproved, snob inscriptions shall not be allow- 
ed to be en^ved on such monuments or tablets. But any party cousidenng himself ag- 
grieved by we Cbaplam’s decisions, may appeal to the Bishop. 

Vn. Stone or brick monuments shall not be placed over any but masonry graves ; such 
monuments, unless built over masonry work, are hable to fall ii^ during the rams. Brick 
monuments are to be disoonraged, as they soon fall mto decay m this climate. 

Vm. The dimensions of no monuments shall be allowed to exceed nine feet m length, 
and four and a half feet in width. In special oases, where more space is desired, a fee cal- 
culated at the rate of Bupees 8 for every square foot, shall be choired by the Ohimlain. 
The sum collected shall be placed to the credit of the Fund for improving the Borial 
Grodbd, and repairing the monuments in it and the Church. 

IX. The Chaplain shall commnuicate with the friends of the deceased when a monu- 
ment requires repair. Should a monument fall mto a ruined condition, and no one be 
willing m undert^ its restoration, the ruined monument shall be made level with the 
groxmd, and any slab it may have contained shall be placed over the grave

X. S'vety xeaaonable eflbrt ihall be made by tbe Chaplain, not only to keep the Ceine> 
tery in decent order, but to preserve the sac^ associations of the plaoe, by suggesting 
appxopriate designs xor montunents, and by planting the ground with snitable trees. The 
money obtamed by the sale of the grass, and the fees abovementioned, shall be laid out 
in the improvement of the Cemetexy. 

XI. The Cemetery shall be inspected once a 3 rearbv the Chaplain, in companv with 
the Executive Engineer, and a report made to the Archdeacon ; such reports shall be re- 
oorded in the Eccbsiastioal Beoord Book of the station, and also in the Engineer’s Office. 

XIL The Collector, or one of his Assutants, shall annually, or as occasion may require, 
visit all Cemeteries in his District, as well as those disused as those still in use, and shall 
make suggestions to the Clergymen or Lay Trustees in charge, and, if necessary, shall 
make a brief report to the Government or Archdeacon, regaroing the condition of such 
Cemeteries.' 

XITI. Officers Commanding Begiments or Detachments shall cause a re^rt to be 
made to the nearest Civil Officer of graves dug for Commissioned Officers, for Non-Com- 
missioned Officers and Soldiers dying on the hne of march, m order that measures may 
be taken for the efiectnal protection and preservation of such graves. 

XIV. At stations where there is no Chaplain or other Clergyman m tiie pay of Go- 
vernment, the Lay Trustees will perform all the duties assigned to the Chaplain by these 
rules, With the exception of the approval of the msoriptions, which are to be forwarded to 
tile Chaplam of the station or, during a vaoanoy, to the Archdeacon ; snoh insoriptions 
shall not he engraved till the sanction of the Chaplam or Archdeacon is obtamed. The 
Lay Trutsees in stations where there is no Chaplam, shall place the key of the Cemetery at 
the disposal of the visiting Chaplain, on the oooasion of ^t Minister’s periodical visits 
to his out-stations. In the absence of a Clergyman of the Chnrch of England, one of the 
Lay Trustees, or some Officer appomted by mm, shall read the burial service at the in- 
terment of all persons entitled to bunal according to the rites and ceremonies of the 
Church of England, and shall forward a return of the same, in duplicate, by the first post, 
one oopy to me Begistrar of the Diocese, Madras, and the other to be deposited m the 
Office of the Collector of the Distnot. Forms can be obtained by apjfiication at the 
Office of the Diocesan Begistrar, Madns. 


CHURCHES AND CHAPELS. 


The following P. W. D. Standmg Order, No. 87 of 1806, regarding the expenditure of 
pubho money on Churches and Chapels in Mihtary and Civil stations, is, we learn, to he 
considered applicable to the Madras Presidency 

Churcha and Chapelt in Military and Ctvil Stationt. 

The following general principles and rules regarding the expenditure of public 
money on Churches and Chapels are published for generm mformation, and must be 
strictly adhered to local Governments and Administrations in considering proposals 
for such works, and in accordmg sanction to them 

I. In the case of purely Military stations, where there is no European population ex- 
cepting the tro^, such as the Hill Sanitaria at Dugshai or Subathoo, <kc., applications 
for Protestant Churches, will not, as a rule, be entertomed by the Government, and a 
Begunental School-room or other large suitable building should be made available for 
Divme worship. 

n. Where, however, a Military station is of a permanent character, and there is also 
a CivilSEuropean community, Protestant Churches are desirable, and be construoted 
by the Government. 

ni. Boman Catholic Chapels will be provided by the GovaEmnent to the extent re- 
quired for tiroes in those Mihtary stations in wluoh sanction is accorded to the erection 
of Protestant Churches. 


rV.-x-The amount of Government Grant for a Protestant Chnroh, wiU, in no ease, ex- 
ceed such a sum as wiU suffice to provide a plam substantial building adapted to its 
sp^al purposes and large enough to contam the whole congregation wmoh may ordin- 
arily be expected to attend togeuer with such plam furniture as is essentially neeeesary 
for the proper performance of the servioe aooordmg to the ntual of the Chnroh of Eng- 
land. It wul rest with private individuals to furnish the means of imparting ecole- 
siastioal features, and architeotnral decorations to the huUding, should mey desire it, 
and also of supplying additional furmture, or furniture of a more costly desimptiott ana 
means of li ghting . 
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V. The same principles 'with regard to the extent of accommodation and amonnt of 
the Government Grants will hold in the case of Roman Catholic Chapels. 

YI.-^At the chief Civil station of a district, the Government will be ready to provide a 
small Protestant Church, on a scale commensurate with the probable congregation to be 
accommodated, whenever ^e community of the station is willing to bear a portion of the 
expense, the share taken by the Government being calculated on the nnnci^e above laid 
down, viz., that the Government will provide the cost of the solid and essential ports of 
the fabric, while it shall rest with the oommunitv to supply the means of giving to the 
building Ihe special architectural character and the distinguishing features of ecclesias- 
tical form, which it is desirable Churches should possess. 

Vn.—- The following sums are fixed as auffit lent to provide places of worship on the 
above pnnoiples for the various details of troops and for Cml stations. The scale of size 
for Mmtaiy stations, and of expense fur all Cnurohes or Chapels, now laid down, are in 
no case to be exceeded without a reference to the (rovemment of India, oven though the 
proposed expenditure may be within the power of sanction, vested m the Local Govern- 
ment or Admmiatration.

RULES REUTING TO THE OFFICE AND DUTIES OF LAY TRUSTEES 
IN THE DIOCESE OF MADRAS. 


Fout St. Osobox, Oftdbtr^ 1867. 

1. Two Lay Tnutaes are appointed to each Ghaplainojr or station where there fs pro> 
perty bolongingto or held in tiust for the Church of Engund. 

n. At Civil stations, or Joint Civil and Military stations, the Senior Civil Servant 
should be appointed a Trustee, provided that he is a communicant of the Church of Eng- 
land, and has no objection to hold the office. At Military stations the Officer Command- 
ing the Cantonment or Garrison under the same provisos. When these Officers are un- 
wulmg to hold the office the officer next m seniority (Civil or Military as the case may be), 
if qualified as above, should be nominated. 

III. I’he second Trustee may be any oommunioant resident at the station, nominated 
by the Chaplain, and approved by the Bishop 

IV. When the office of either Trustee is vacant, the Chaplain should report the cir- 
cumstances to the Lord Bishop, for the information of (jovornment, and at the same time I 
nominate a duly qualified person to fill the vacancy. 

V. The duties of tho Trustees are in many respects similar to those of Church War- 

dens in England They aie appointed to see that tho 

• Vide Rules relating to Church and Churchyard or Cemetery* aie keptm good 
Burial Grounds, dated Fort order and repair, to provide for the pioscrvation of the 
Burnt George, 29th October, propei ty belonging to the Church, to pi esent to the Bishop 
1866. or Aichdeacon, either on their visitation or immediately 

by letter, whatever is wronger ii regular on the part either 
of the Chaplam or the congregation, and to aid and assist the Chaplam in tho perform- 
ance of his duties 

VI During the absence of the Chaplain or other hoensed Clergymen, one of the Lay 
Trustees is, m ordinaiy oases, the proper person to read the Service and a sermon on 
Sundays, and to take charge of tlie Eegistor and other books connected with the Chaplaincy. 

N B —It IS to be home in mind that Lay Trustees have no power to interfere in the 
n^minBhation of Divme Service, but meielyto represent to the Ecclesiastical authorities 
whatever they may deem objectionable. Then office in this respect is one of observa- 
tion and complaint, not of control. 

Vn. The Lay Trustees, in conjunction with tho Chaplam or Minister, form a Com- 
mittee of Management on all Church matteis, and should meet for business once in 
each month, or oftener, if necessary. The assignment of seats in Church and (in places 
where they are authonsed) the collection and disbursement of pew leiits, the manage- 
ment of school and chaiity funds, should be supervised and anangod by ^e Committee 
at then: Meetings. 

VTII. All indents, letters, proceedings and other papers emnnatmg from a Church 
Committee, are to bo signed by both the Lay Trustees (unless for special reasons which 
are always to be assigned), as well as by the Chaplam; and all indents, letters, &c.,reoeiv- 
I ed or sent, are to be enteied in a coirespondence book distinct horn that of the Chaplain, 
and should be pioduced for exammutiou at Meetings of the Committee. 

IX. The Chaplain or Officiating Chaplam or Mmistor present, as a mark of respect 
due to religion in the person of its Mmister, presides at all Meetings of the Committee of 
Management and si^s procoedmgs and letters as President, and tne two Lay Trustees m 
the order of their lelutive rank 

X. The Church Committee are responsible that no alteration is made whatever in the 
Church or Churchyard without representing the matter to the Archdeacon, who will, ex- 
cept in matters of tnflmg importance, bring it before Government for their sanction. 

XI. When any addition, alteration, or improvement to a Church or other Ecclesiasti- 
cal building is considered necessary, or when any new building is required, the subject 
should be brought with full explanation to the notice of the Bishim, who, if approved by 
him, requests mo Archdeacon to submit the same for the consideration and orders of 
Government, on whose approval the necessary plans and estimates (if not previously 
furnished) are called for from the Public Works Department. 

^ All ordinary repairs to Ecclesiastioal buildings in the provinces, the cost of 
which dMS not exceed Rupees 60, are effected, and all trifling articles within the 
same limit are snpphed on the direct application of the Church Committee in the pro- 
vinces by the Dislnct Executive Engineer, and at the Presidency by the Barrack Master. 
Contingent charges for the supply ox matti^, bhnds, and other articles of a similar kind 
necessary for each Chaplaincy, -not exceeding 60 Rupees per annum, will be entered in a 
Contingent Bill, which should be submitted for the approvfti of the Archdeacon.

registration of the performance of those oitices. 

n.— In addition to the fee for the Surro^te’s license, a fee of Bs. 10 shall be charged 
on ail mamages by liceuse, except the marriages of Officers and ethers in the Military tx 
Naval Semoe of Her Majesty. 

in — The fee for the Surrogate’s hcense shall he Bs. 60 both at the Presidency Towns 
and in the mterior. No fee be charged on marriages by banns 

rV.— When registers are searohed and eopy of any entry 

* N. N.— The first year given, a fee of one Bupee shall be ehargM tor tue first 
shall be taken to mean any year,* and. four Annas for every additional year over which 
ono year indicated by the ap> the search may extend, ns well as a fee of one Bupee for 
plicant. tiio cortificate. Soldiers, Sailors and Non-Commissioned 

and petty Officers are exempted from payment. 

V.— A feo of eight Annas for every square foot of ground occupied shall be ehazged tox 
the constiuotion of any masonry grave m a bunal ground 

VI — ^A further fee of one Bupee per square foot shall be levied on the erection of a 
monument m a burial pound . provided, however, that for a simple headstone or flat 
slab of the size of an oidmory headstone, an uiiform fee of Bs. 16 dmy sha ll be charged. 
A fee of Bs. 76 shall be levied on a facility for the erection of a monument m<a Churoh. 

Vn.— The fees levied on the constniotion of masonry graves and the erection of mo- 
numents shall form a fund for keeping the bunal ground and Chnrch oennpoand m order 
except m Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, where they will be credited to* Government. 

Vm —British Soldiers and Non-Commissioned Officers are exempted, with retrospec- 
tive eflect, from the payment of any fee for the construction of masonry graves, or for the 
election of monuments m bunal giounds to the memory of their oomradest wives or 
children. No monument, however, either regimental or pnvate, shall exceed! six square 
feet, and no masonry grave shall occupy more ground than an area of eiig^kfeeiby four. 
The simple stone slab or headstone should be generally adopted. 

IX. The Chaplain may at his discretum reduce, or altogether remit m oases ol extreme 
poverty, the fee for searohmg registers and making oopaes, as well os the fee leviable on 
the oonslaruction of masonry graves, but not for the erection of monuments* 

X. — The fees presenbed in these Buies should be paid te the Chaplam, esr, in the ab- 
sence of the Chaplain, to the Officer in chaige of the bunal ground!, andl shall be duly ac- 
counted for.

Parties desirens of being married should apply direct to some Surromte residing near 
them ; but from plapes where there is no Surrogate, ^plication should be madete the 
Registrar, who wul procure a commission under the Episcopal Seal, authorizing some 
ptersons to administ^ the usual oath and grant the necessaiy license. None but aClergy* 
man ef the Ghuroh ef England can marry by virtue of Episcopal hcense. Parties iirao 
toannot on aeoeunt of distance obtam the services of a Clergyman to marry them must 
state the fact, and appiy to the Brigade Major, Fort Souit George, who will obtain the 
permission of the Ri^t Honorable tim Governor for their marriage under which the Se- 
iii«r Judidal Officer ef any station u aut^rized by Government to marry them. 

In the ease of a miner in H. M.’s or the Honorable Company’s Services, the written 
*eonseBt of the Governor must be obtained previous to the publication of Banns, or the 
grant of a license.

I. The Snrroeate will use isfrcat caution m examining the parties to be vwcm filling np 
the Forms with the names, rank, and places of residence, and dates at f idl length. 

5. In no case is a License to issue unless the parties are sworn before the Surrogate, 
and in case of doubt or difficulty the Surrogate will refer to the Registrar as recommend- 
ed m the Surrogate’s appointment 

8. In case the lady to be married has been divorced, the License should isstte m her 
maiden name. 

4 In case the party to be married is a minor, consent of the father if living must be 
obtained, or if the father be dead, the guRidian of the person of such inmor, and in case 
there be no such guardian, then the mothei of such minor may give consent, unless no 
person authorized to give such consent be resident in India. 

6. I case the party to bo married is a minor, cither in the Civil or Military Service, 
and without possessing cither parents or guardian m ihfs country, the consent of the 
Governor of Madras must be obtained by the minor to his marrying under sge, unless the 
proper consent can be shown to be almady given on the part of the absent parents or 
guardians to his inairying as a mmoi, m which case the consent of the Governor of Madras 
need not be obtained. 

6. If the parties to be married are both of full age (twentv-one years), and both of 
them are to be sworn, the Surrogate will use No. 1 Foim ; but if one of the parties is pre- ! 
vented from attending and another person 30ms in the Affidavit on behalf of ihe party 
not present. No 2 is m such case to he used instead of No 1 

7. If one of the partias only is ot full age (namely, twenty-one years), and the other is 
under that ago, and the parent, next friend, or guardian makes oath on the part of the 
mmoi as to ago and consent, the Surrogate will use No 8 Form 

8. If both the paities ai e minors (under the age of twenty-one years) and the respective 
parents, next friends, or gimidiaub sweai on their behalf, No. 4 is to be used. 

9 In case the lady to be mamed is a widow and midor tlie ago of twenty-one years* 
Oath No 1 is to be used, Hi 0 Suiiogate fiist running his pen through the words, “that 
they have respectively attained their respective ages ol twenty-one years and upwards,” 
and adding at the foot ot the oatli (above the signature), “ the former being twenty-one 
years of age and upwards, and the latter a widow ” 

10. The Surrogate having filled up, and tlic paity having read and signed the Affidavit 
at the proper places, the toiinei wiU then give the Tcatomont to the party to be sworn, 
and holding the paper in his liaiid, say, “ Y^ou (A B.) do swear that the contents of this 
your Affidavit aie tiuo. So help youi God.” 

II. The party answers, “ I do,” and kisses tlie book, repeating, “ So help me God.” 

12. The same form is observed to each person sworn. 

18. The Surrogate will then fill up the License, date and sign it, adding his title as 
Surrogate, and hand the License to the parties 

14. In case of any caveat cnteiedinthe Registry or intimation received through the 
Surrogate agomst the grant of a License, the Surrogate will ascortam the particulars and 
communicate the same to the Registrar for tlie immediate advice, refusing the License 
until the result of that reference is known and fumarding any Affidavit sworn. 

15. The Surrogate will forward to the Regiatror for record all Affidavits as above on the 
day they ore administered, and the Licenses with the Quarterly Returns, unless sooner or 
whenever required. 

18. A fee of Government Rupees fifty to be received by the Surrogate on each License 
previous to delivery of the same to the parties entitled to receive such License, Rupees 
sixteen of which fees for the License being due and payable to the Registrar, are to be 
transmitted to him either on the day the License is granted or with the Quarterly Returns.

Eoolsbzabtical Depabtuent, Fort 8u George^ March 14, 1874. 


JStvki for the nbmmisium to Goremment of the Returns of Marriages solemnized under Act 
XV of 1872, and for the dx^sal of marriage fees. 

Under the provisions of Section 88 of the Indian Marriage Act (No. XY. of 1878) the 
Bight Honorable the Governor m Council is pleased to direct the observance of Gie fol- 
lowing Buies for the disposal of the fees prescribed by Section 82, the supply of register 
books, and the preparation and submission of returns of marriages solemnized u*^*^e^* the 
Act. 

Head /. — Rules relating to Persons who hare received Episcopal Ordination (hut loAe are 
not Clergymen of the Church of England nor the Church of Rme)^ and to Mxnxsteis of ^Ixgion 
whOf under Sectton 6 of the Act, have obtained licenses to solemntze marriages. 

Dfiflmtion of « Mmister »* “ Minister ” will be used for both of these 

classes of oMoers under this Head. 


S. As required by Seotum 84 of the Act, a Minister will forthwith detach from his mar- 
riage regi^r book every certiHoate of marriage solemniz- 
Minister to send certifleate ed by him and transmit it, within one month from the time of 
monthly. solemnization of such marriage, to the Marriage Registrar 

or Semor Marriage Registrar of the District, or to the 
Mamstrato of the District, when there is only one Mam^e Registrar, m a ^strict, and 
such Registrar u absent from the District, or ill, or his omse is temporarily vacant (Sec- 
tion 7). Ministers in Madras should forward their certificates to the Senior Marriage 
Registrar for the Town of Madras. 

8. The form to be used by Mimsters lor this purpose is given m the fourth schedule of 
the Act. 

4. The Marriage Registrar or Magistrate acting under Section 7 on behalf of the Mar- 
Dutiea of Magistrates, &c, Regm^r, ^ case may be, is requir^ by Sec- 

® tion 34 and the two following sections of the Act 

(a)— To add to each certificate the number of the entry of the copy m the book to be 
kept by him under Section 84 ; 

(&)*-To affix to it his signature or initials ; and 

(c) — To tranamit'all the certificates received during the month to Government, to- 
gether with the oert^cates from his own marriage register book, if he should have 
solemnized any marriages during the mouth 
8. On the face of every certificate of marriage thus forwarded, the Minister must dis- 
tinctly state if either party to the mamage is a Br ttish 
Information to be recorded suited, as m this case it is imperative that oertifioate 
on face of oertifioate. should be forwarded to England If neither party to the 

marriage be such, that fact also must be stated ; and it 
must be noted in the latter case if either of them desires the certificate to be transmitted 
to England for delivery to the Registrar-General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages. 

6. The following is the definition of the term British Subjects” which should be 
adopted in oanyring out the above distmction “ The term British Bubject means (1) a sub- 

S ot of Her MaiestVilbom, naturalized or domiciled in the United Kingdom of Great 
ritain and Irelano, and (2) the child or grandchild of any such person by legitmate 
descent. 


Native Christians. 


7. The certificates furnished by Ministers are not to 
include entnes of marriages between Native ChnstionB. 


These marriages, under Section 87 of the Act, must be registered m a separate regis- 
ter book in the fora given in Schedule 4 of the Act. Ylien certificates of suw marriages 
are given, they shall also be in the form given in Schedule 4. The headings of this regis- 
ter book should be in the language of the district m which the register la kept, but so 
much of it as has te be filled in by the hand of the person performing the ceremony must 
be in his vemaoular language. This book, when filled, must be dealt with as direct- 
ed Section 87. Under Section 64, true extracts from this register bo(fic shall be depo- 
sited in the office of the Marriage Registrar or Semor Mamage ^gistrar of the District, 
or in that of the Magistrate of the Disfrict when &e Mamage Registrar is absent fr o m 
the District, or ill, or his office temporarily vacant on the olst December of each year.

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8. ApidieationB from persons oonneeted witii any Missionniy Bomety lor licenses 
sho^d be submitted to QoTemxnent by the Secret^ or 
Application for license. Senior Chaplain of the Society through the Magis&ate

or in the case of residence in Madras, through the Semor Mamage Begistrar forthetown 
of Madras. Those ofdoers should also forward an expression* of their opinion. In OYexy 
case the name of Hhe applicant ^ould be given in full. 


9. When any person desires to resign the office of a Minister licensed to solemnize 

marriages under the Act,, or is about to leave the station 
Prooedore on resignation, or district in which he has exercised such functions, it is 
particularly requested that he will report the ciroumstanoe 
to the Marriam Begistrar or to the Magistrate of the District, as the case may be, and 
make over to him for safe custody the marriage remster books, and all forms and other 
documents appertaining thereto, unless his (the Minister’s) successor be duly licensed to 
solemnize mamages under the Act, m which case the books, forms, and documents refer- 
red to should be made over to such successor, and the fact should be reported to the Mar- 
riage Begistrar or to the Magistrate of the Distnct when there is no Mamage Begistrar 
for information. In Madras the report shonld be made to the Senior Mamage Begistrar 
for the town of Madras.

The OoYemor in Council haviug, under the Indian Chnstian Mamogo Act of 1872, pre- 
Bcnbed Rules for the BubmiBsion of Returns of Marriages, deems it desirable to issue the 
following Rules for the submissiou ot Quarterly Returns of Baptisms and Burials of Euro- 
pean Chnstians. 

1. In addiixm to the Quarterly Marriago Returns required under the Indian Christian 

Mamage Act, 1872, the Covernment require the submis- 
Quarterly Returns of Bap- sion, for statistical and other puraoses, of Quarterly Re* 
tiama and Bunsls. turns of Baptisms and Bunals of European Christians, t. e., 

of “ all Chnstians of European birth or descent, or of mix- 
ed European and NatiTe descent,” m tho forms specihed m Appendices A to C. 

2. The Registiar of the Diocese is not called upon to use the certificate of correctness 

of tho Returns as each Clergyman certifies to their correct- 
Certificate of correctness, ness at the foot of each Return The Senior Chaplain of 
the Church of Bcotlund is also permitted to wnte the cer- 
tificate of correctness on the Returns. 

8 The Return relating to baptisms and bunals of each 
Retains to be kept distinct, quarter should be kept distmct and not oontom entries 
which belong to other quarters

6. 'V^enever there may have been no baptisms or 
No Occurence” Certificate, burials recorded during any quarter^ a ” Certificate of No 
Occurrence” (see Appendix E) shoula be forwarded. 

6. As the Government desire to possess a recortf of all ueaths of European and Eura- 
sian Chnstians buried by the laity and not only of those 
Burial by laymen, buned by the Clergy, all magistenal officers are required 

to report evezy bunal by laymen withm their several juris- 
dictions to the resident Chaplain, or to the Chaplain or Minister who visits the station at 
which the bunal has taken place, in order that it may be included m the Returns furnished 
by him to the Registrar of the Archdeaconry.

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7. In cases of burials performed in places not visited by any Ohaplam> the report 
should be made to the nearest Clergyman. 

8. A hst of all the stations and out-Btations m Madras, showii^ by what Clergymen 
the out-statLons are visited under the orders of the Lord Bishop ox Madras, will be round 
m Appendix F. 

9. For the purpose of registering burials not performed by Clerf^men of the Church 
of England, or by laymen according to the forms of the Church of England, the follow* 
ing Bole will be adopted — In every Register Book there should be a separate page or 
pages, with heading and form distinct from those entries of burials in which at present 

Clergyman or layman officiatiug himself enters and certifies the record of the service 
which he has performed. In this part of the book tlie Chaplain shall enter (as a copy) 
the copy of the certificate transmitted to him by the magisterial officer of the district. 
In this form there should be added a statement of the plact of interment The Chaplam 
shall copy these entries and return them with the others in his Quarterly Beturn certify- 
ing the correctness of the copies which he mokes.’* 

10. The reports made by magisterial officers to Chaplains should include the names of 
all European and Eurasian Cbnstions buiied by laymen, whether the funeral service be 
conducted according to the form of the Church of England or not 

11. The some rules are applicable to baptisms when 
porfonned by laymen. 

12. AH officers who forward the Quarterly Betums to 
Government should forward them, if possible, within one 
month after the close of each quarter. 

13. The officers who ore lequircd to submit these Quar- 
terly Betums of baptisms, and burials to Government ore — 

(1.)— The Begistrar of the Diocese, who collects them from (a), Chaplains in the ser- 
vice of GovoTiimont, (A), Senioi Cliaplain of the Chuich oi Scotland, (c), Clergymen 
(not bemg Covenanted Chaplams) mimsteimg under the Bishop’s license. 

(2 ) — The Bight Reverend the Vicars Apostolic m tho Madras Presidency, who collect 
them from the various Roman Catholic registern^ officers within the Presidency. 

(8 )— The Very Reverend tlio Vicar-Goneral of St. Thome', who collects them m a buni- 
lar manner. 

(4.)— -Mnusters of rehgion lieonsed to solemnize marriages under the Indian Chiistian 
Act, Section G, and any other Mimsters not included m any of the before-mentioned 
classes, who perform such offices as well as Ministers of the Baptist denomination 
who Will furnish registers of births in lieu of Baptisms.

The amount of private contributionB being known, 
a definite design and estimate will be prepared by the Executive Engineer, and submitted 
for sanction in the usual W'ay, the limit by which the Executive En^neer will be guided 
in his designs being the aggrigate oi the Government giant according to the scales 
given in paras. 8, 0 and 11, and the amount of private contributions actually realized. 

18. Private contributionz to be deposited. Before the work is commenced, the amount of 
the private contributions must bo paid into a Government Treasury, and earned to credit 
of Boposits in the accounts of the rublic Works Department, as laid down in Chapter 
Section V, para IG. The expenditure incuncd from the Government giant, and the 
contributions, will be adjusted in the maimer diiected m Chapter XX, Section ii, para. 
61, and on the principle mid down in para 63 of the same Section. 

Note.---ln the case of a grant from the Church building fund for the Diocese of Calcutta, 
a certificate instead of a cash pajmeni m advance may be accepted showing the amount 
of the contribution to be allowed The conditions on which mis certificate may be ac- 
cepted are that in every caso definite aiiangemonts must be made with ihe Local Govern- 
ment or udmiuistiatioii cone emed respecting the pit oise dates on which the contributionB 
will be paid, and that, until the payment is made, ilie Government shall bavea pnmary 
lien on the funds of tlic Society.

Clou J.—Churcktt huiU by Gnvernment.--ThQ certificate should state that the Church 
was built by Government for the use of European Troops or Bntish-born European sub- 
jects in the service of Government or of the local liailway Company, and is still maintain- 
ed for the same purpose. 

Clau n.-^ChureJui which haw rtenwd bmMiny grantifrom Government. — ^The certificate 

should state that the Church received a building giant of Rs. , equal to 

the- pert of the total cost of the building, and that the grant was made on 

account of European Troops or Bntibh-born Euiopeau subjects m the sorvice of Govern- 
ment or of the local BaUway Company, and' that uie building is still used by them. 

For this class of Churches a proportion of the standard cost of the articles wiU bo 
sanctioned equal to the proportion of the gmnt-in-aid to the total cost of the building 
itself. 

Clou m.-^ChwchetienUd by (htanment. — The certificate should state that the Chapel 
is wholly rented by Government for tlic use of European Troops or Bnlish-bom Euro- 
pean subjects in the scivice of Government or of the local Railway Company. 

In this class the articles neeessiiry for servKK) will be given by the Military DepaM- 
ment, but returned into Store if the building coases to be rented for the performance of 
Divme Service to a Mihtary congregation. 

In none of tlie elassoB desenbod above should any article of furmture be allowed with 
retrospective effect, and the required certificates bhould afford mformation m to when 
tho article was orkmally supplied, and by whom, and tiio reason for reoommending its 
renewal. When, however, the Govcimnent pay for tJio use of a certain varying number 
of seats in a Church, tlie hire of the seats should include every thing necessary for the 
performance of the Service. 

V.— When a Church, whether rrntostant or Roman Catholip, is to be furnished, the 
Executive Engmeer sliould cuuununicato with tho Ecclesiastiod autiionties concerned 
with a view to afford the congregation an opportunity of furnishing the Church by private 
Babscriptiuns in more costly style, should they wish to do so.

The above Institution was founded by the Rev John Anderson, m Black Town, on 
3rd April 1887. Its aim is to provide for native youth a hberal Ohristian education, that 
shall cultivate, expand and qtueken the whole man, the conscience and will as well as the 
understanding and memory. With this view all the branches of a liberal education are 
BO taught as to show their connection with the great central truths of religion and Chris- 
tianity. The Bible is regularly taught as the record of God’s revelation of Himself for 
man’s salvation. 

The instmotlon is carried on by the Professors, Assistant Professors and Teacners 
mentumed above ; and the managing body is the College Council. As the College is in- 
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MBDICAL MISSION DISPENSAET. 
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tended to be the centre of the higher Christian ednoatiou in Sonthem India, its con- 
fltitntion IS as catholic as possible, and the members of the Council represent the majority 
of the Protestant Churches in the Presidency. The Church Missionary Society and the 
Wesleyan Missionary Society contribute eacn £800 a year to the support of the College, 
BO that the Secretary of the former and the Oistnct Chairman of the latter are ex-qfjicio 
members of the Council, as well as the Secretary of the Free Church of Scotland Mission. 
The College educates up to the standard of the Bachelor of Arts degree of the Madras 
Uzjversity. It has at present 220 students. 

In tlie school department there are 820 pupils, of whom 860 are in the upper, and 460 
in the lower school. 

Visitors are welcome on school days between the hours of 12 and 1 r. m. 


SCHOOLS OF THE FREE CHURCH OF SCOTUND MISSION, 

In connection with the Central Institution, there are 9 Boys’ Schools lyempettah, 
Baiompettah, Wallajahbad, (Lower Class Schools), two in Madras (Middle Glass Schools); 
K ellore, Coujeyeram, Trivellore and Chingleput (Higher Class Sonools } These are con- 
ducted in the some manner as the Central School. At these 9 schools there is an attend- 
ance of upwards of 1,100 boys. 

Female education is extensively earned on by the Mission. A Boarding School for 
daughters of Native Christians is under the charge at present of Miss Wolff. The number 
of p^ils 18 about 60. Two schools in Black Town for Caste Girls are superintended by 
the Bev. B M. Bauboo with an attendance of upwards of 400 — one by Mr. Huffton with 
an attendance of about 76, and one by the Bev. P Bajahgopaul with an attendance of 90. 
Besides tiiese, the Mission has Caste (^Is’ Schools at Nellore, Conjeveram, TriveUore 
and Chmgleput. The number of girls attending these 9 schools is upwards of 1,000. 

On the whole, thorefore, the number of young persons receiving a Christian edacation*! 
in the College and Schools of the Mission is about 8,200.

The ooninregations under charge of the Mission comprise more than 89,447 persons. 
The Schools contain nearly 10,000 scholars.

LONDON MISSIONARY SOCIETY’S ENGLISH INSTITUTION FOR NATIVE 

YOUTHS. 

Abhenxan Stbeet, Black Town, Madbab. 

This Institution was estabhshed m 1861 for the purpose of mving a good general and 
sonptnral education to the native youths of Madras, as w^as for the training of 
Preachers, Catechists and Teachers to assist at the numerous stations occupied by the 
Society in Southern India. 

The studies pursued in the highest classes of the Institution are those required for 
the Matnoulation examination of the Madras Umversity The studies m the other 
classes are arranged accordingly. Every boy in the school is daily instructed in the 
sacred Scriptures by a Christian teacher. The number of Scholars is 400. School fees 
are paid according to the rates recently fixed by Government. 

There are also two Branch Schools in the immediate neighbomhood of Madras connect- 
ed with the Institution. In the Institution and its Branch schools there are 480 native 
youths receiving Christian education. 

A native conpegation compnsiitf 164 souls and 66 communicants has been formed in 
connexion with thiB part of the Hussion. The plan of the Institution provides for a 
special service adapted to native youths every Sunday mormng after the Sunday School. 

Vepery Dutrwt. 

Connected with this Branch of the Mission is another native connection of 107 souls, 
and 89 communicants. The Mission supports a Boarding Schools for girls and five 
Girls’ Dav Schools, which are attended by caste children to the number of 400. The 
total number of girls at present is 441.

PURSEWALKUM GENERAL CEMETERY. 


Fort Rt. Georoe, 16//< November, 1863 

The following Rules for tho management of the Burial Groimd for the interment rf the 
(lead of all Cliristian denominations not Members of the Church of England, are publish- 
ed foi genera] information — 

I. That the Burial Ground be designated “ Pursewalkum General Cemetery tins 
designation being inscribed in large letters over the entrance ; and that the right of in- 
terment belongs to all Chustiana not Members of the Chmch of En^aiid. 

II. * That tlio management of the “ Pursowalkum General Cemetery ” be confined to a 
Committee, selected from the Ministers labouring in Mathas, tboso at present being con- 
nected with tho Loudon Mission, Ameneon Mission, Wesleyan Mission, the General As- 
sembly’s Mission, the Free Church Mission and the Baptist Mission, and such other 
Mibsionanes and other lay persons as may hereafter be deemed by Government entitled 
to take part in the management. 

m That the Committee keep the Bunal Ground m cider (free from all rank vegeta- 
tion , tiie trees and shrubs m it being neatly lopped) from the fees realized, making over 
to Government annually any sums that may accrue after the payment of all expenses on 
this acconnt, and rendeiing for the same period an account of receipts and disbursements 
to tho Mihtary Board for submission to Government, and foi pubhcation in the Oifioial 
Gazette. 

IV That the Committee nominate theii own Secretary and fill up vacancies, both 
being subject to the approval of the Mihtaiy Board under the authority of Government. 

V. That all apphcations for permission to inter must be in writing to the Sooietary 
to the Committee of Management, with particulars of the name of the deceased, date and 
cause of death, age, late profession or employment. 

VI. That aU applications for the interment of children shall, besides contamiug the 

name of the child, also contain the name of the parents, their profession, &c., and the 
Committee will register all Burials a( cording to the established form, submitting the same ' 
quarterly t<» the Militaiv Board i 

Vll That the Committee to T^hum the management of the Bunal Ground is entrust- ' 
ed, be careful to have graves so arranged, that there shall bo no waste space 
Vm. That the change for monuments be as follows — 

A first class monument, with ground not exceeding 10 feet by 6 Rs. 40 

A second class monument, with ground not excee^g 7 feet by 8^ „ 25 

Ahead-stone monument 5 

The charge to Native Ohristians wishing to erect a monument, to be reduced to one- 
half of the above amounts. 

IX. The charge for monuments will be appropriated by the Committee, in liquida- 
tion of the expenses incurred in keeping the ground, walls and gate, and the balance 
made over to Government, as proposed in Rule m.

The Madras Seamen’s and City Mission was established more than twelve years ago, 
and during this time it has done a good work among the Sailors visiting this port ^ 
September 1878, the Mission was reconstituted and placed on its present basis. A Com- 
mittee was formed for its future management consisting of repieseutativeB, lay and cleri- 
cal, of the different Christian denominations. They decided to direct their attention to 
the following spheres of effort •— 

1. The Sailors on Board the Shipping in the Boads. 

2. The Sailors’ and Strangers' Homes. 

8. The Lock and General Hospitals. 

4. The Parohemes, low lodging houses, and other haunts of the lowest class of the 
Bngksh-speakiug population. 

The Committee are aware that to do this work thoroughly several agents wdlbe requir- 
ed, but at present they are only able to employ one. The former agen^ Mr. Graham, 
having left this county, thay have engaged the services of Mr Charles Yeomans, a man 
strongly recommended for Ins personal character and fitness for Christian work. He is 
now ^y engaged in the work of the Mission, and judging from his labours in the cause 
of Christ elsewhere, there is good reason to believe that he will prove a valuable and suc- 
cessful agent. 

Though the Committee have but a single agent at present, they earnestly trust that the 
funds wm one day be sufficiently large to adimt of tiioir empluymg three agents, so as to 
place one in each of the prmcipu districts of Madras. 

It will be seen from tlie spheres of labour to which Mr. Yeomans is to diroot his atten- 
tion, that tins special agency is not intended to interfere in any way with the work of 
established congregations, but rather to supplement it, by reaching a cbiss that is not 
at present reached. 


The Mission is strictlv undenominational, the desire of the Committee beinff not to gain 
converts for this or that congregation, but to win souls to Chnst, and they wm not fad to 
impress this on cverv agent. 



The Committee are not unmindful of the difficulties that lie before them, but they are 
prepared to face them, knowing that the work they have undertaken is well pleasing to 
Him who came on earth ” to se^ and to save the lost. ”

I, It is proposed to form a Society to be called " The Native Christian Improvement 
Society.” 

n. The Society will be Catholic in spirit and aim ; and ]^rotestant ChristianB of all 
denominations will be ehgible for Membership. All the Sooietv’s operations will be con- 
ducted and maintained entirely by Native Chnstians without the intervention of foreign 
aid and support. 

in. The object of the Society will be to employ all means in its power to promote the 
growth of the Native Christians of the Tamil country in Christian knowledge and prao- 
See, and to advance their social, intellectual, moral and rehgious progress, with a view 
to their attaining to an elevated standard of Christian character, and to gradnalmdepen- 
dence as a Native Indian Church. 

IV. With a view to the development and attainment of this object, the Society pro- 
poses to adopt the following measures 

1. A Monthly Periodical will be started, to bo called “ Desabhimani,” or “ the Pa- 
triot,” and cononcted in English and Tamil. It wiU, for the present, be limited to 
16 pages Octavo. Its contents, consisting of original and translated axtioles, wih 
embrace the followmg subjects ‘ viz , Wonders and Cunositios of Nature, Mental 
and Physical Science, Useful Arts and Manufactures, Historical and Bioj^aphioal 
Sketches, Interesting and useful Medical subjects. Social and Moral Beforms, Be- 
ligion and Morality, Christian Literature, Beligious Errors, Independence and self- 
support of the Native Church, Missionary and General Intelhgenoe, Light Bead- 
ing, &o. 

9, The Society proposes to translate into Tamil a judiciously chosen collection 
of English books on various important and nseful subjeots, and by publishing them, 
from time to time, hopes to contribute, to a certain extent, towards enriching the 
Tamil Christian Literature. It may be mentioned that steps are bemg taken for 
forming prmoipaUy among the members of the Society, a Committee compris- 
ing a good staff of writers who will make themselves responsible for a regular 
supply of materials for the Periodical and other Pubhcations. 

V These and similar objects of the Society for the improvement of Native Christians 
cannot, of course, be expected to be at&ined at once. The Society will have to 
contend with difficulties ; but by God’s blessing upon its patient and persevenzig 
efforts, the difficulties will disappear, and the desirable objects of the Society wlU 
gradnaUy be accomplished. Constituted as it is, the Society cannot but commend 
itself to all Native Christian brethren, of whatever denomination, as deserving 
their sympathy and aid, and it is confidently hoped that they will, under the con- 
straming influence of the love of Christ, cordially co-operate with the Society and 
do all m their power to promote its important objects.

In the Male Schools at Vizag^atam and Nagore, English, Latin, French and the 
Vernacular aSTe taught, as well as wstory, Geography, Arithmetic, Algebra, Geometry, 
Drawmg, Music, &c. 

There are 4 schools for girls of high castes, viz., one at Vizianagram, attended by 160 
pupils, which is supported by the Maharaish, x.c.s.i , the great promoter of education ; 
two at Vizagapatam, under the patronage of G- L. Narsmg Bao, viz., one for Hindoo 
ladies and the other for girls of caste which is attended by 200 pupils, and one at Yanam, 
supported by the French Government. This last numbers 60 pupils.

There are altogether 24 Missionaries in this Bishopric on this side of the Ganges. There 
is one Orphanage at St. Thom4, which has 29 boys. There are also 15 Charity Schools 
without fees or Government Grant-in-aid ; vis., 2 English, of which one is in Town, and 
one in Oovelong ; and 18 Tamil Schools which have about 650 scholars. There is also at 
St. Thomd an Hi^er Glass School, designated the St. Thom4 College, under the Govern- 
ment Grant-in-aid BuIsb, consisting of 140 boys, receiving instruction from 8 Teachers, 

of whom Mir . — is the Head Master. There is at St. Thom4 one Boole- 

siastical Seminary with 2 Masters for 12 Students. 

The total number of Catholic population under the Bishopric on this side of the Ganges 
amounts to 80,692. The number of persons baptised for six years, viz., from 1665 to 1870 
is 5,165,of which 4,925 were m&nts an^ 240 adults.

Armenian Cemetery. 

The present Cemetery was built and given to the Armenian Communiiy by Govern- 
ment m the year 1862. 

Previous to the erection of the Church, the Armenian Community performed Divine 
Service m a temporary place built of timber (on the North of Monument Esplanade, 
opposite Port St. George), by the late Honorable East India Company, who also paid for 
the support of the Pnest (50) £50 annually for 7 years, agreeably to a Treaty entered into 
by the said Company with the Armenian nation, dated London, the 22nd day of June, 
A. D. 1688, and in the fourth year of the reign of Xing James the Second. The present 
Church was built by the Armenian Community at their own expense in the year 1712, 
and alteratiozis and additions made to it by them from time to time. In the year 1888, 
the British Government vms pleased to grant the sum of Bupees five thousand (6,000) 
from the late Lottery Punds, for the repairs of the Church, out of which Pnnds the Com- 
munity was enabled to erect a substantial and extensive verandah, 148 feet in length by 
10 in breadth, on the east side of it. Government was further pleased to grant a donation 
of Bupees (2,000) two thousand from Dr. ‘Woolley’s Estate to the Church in the year 1889.

This Institution, the first Government School for MassulmauB exclusively in the Pre- 
sidency, was opened on the Ist May 1869, Sir Charles Trevelyan being at the time Gover- 
nor of Madras, Sir A. J. Arbuthnot, Director of Public Instruction, and Mr J. T. Fowler, 
the Inspector of Schools m charge of the Division : Mr W. Joyes was the first Head Mas- 
ter and the late Mr. N. A. Harley, the first Second Master. The School numbers from 
2^ to 260 boys, who are divided into nine classes. There were originally seven Assistant 
Masters, two Persian and Hindustani Teachers, and two Tamil Teachers , Telugn taught 
by a separate teacher, was after some tiiai discontinued in cousequenoe of but few of 
the boys studying the language. 

The standard of education is properly that of a Zillah School, qualifying the highest 
class to pass the Matriculation Examination of the University ; but by a reoent order of 
Government the two highest classes have been transferred to the Presidency College. 
The Madrissa is situated m Tnplicane, almost upon Wallai^ah Boad, leading fzom 
Bound Tannah, Mount Boad, to tbe Government buildings, Ch^auk. The School hours 
are from 10} to 1 p. m and from 2 to 4} p. m, No school on Friday.

by a Goneral Order of Government dated 18th February, 1886, for the instruction in 
« Medicine and Surgery*’ of Europeans, Eurasians and Natives entering the Medical 
branch of the public servioe. The benefits of instruction havB been since thrown open to 


The benefits of instmction havB been since inrovm opea to 
the community at large. The Medical College has been reoogmsed by the Boyal Ccmeges 
of Surgeons of London, Dublin and Edinburgh, as one of the Colonial Schools of Medi- 
cine and Surgery. It is under the control of tlm Director of Public Instruction. 

A buildmg has been appropriated solely to the objects of the Institution, the founda- 
tion stone of which was laid m December 1886. It was greatly enlarged and improved m 
1867. 

There is a separate bmlding for practical Anatomy; there is also a Laboratory where 
practical Chemistry is taught. 

A Museum has been formed, which in addition to morbid specimens, possesses name 
rous preparations, models, Ac., for illustrating the different branches of ue course of in 
struction. There is also a Museum of Botany and Materia Medioa. 

The Institution is supphed annually with a selection of Works on the severalhranches 
of Medical Science, for the purpose of fonamg a Library of Beference. There is ftlan a 
‘fltodents’ Library. 

The Academical year extends from Ist October to 80th June inclusive, and is divided 
into a Winter Session of six, and Summer Session of three months. The annu^ examin- 
ations of the College are held m June.

OBJECTS. 

This institution is designed to aff<»rd mstruction m the scienoe of agnoultore and in the 
practioal appboatiou of sound principles in conducting the ordinary agnouXture of ^ihi« 
country. 

THE FARM, Ac. 

The farm is conducted as an experimental &rm , its area is about 280 acres, and it is 
well provided with suitable buildings. 

The educational buildings needed will be erected on the farm on land situated in close 
proximity to the village of Sydapet, in which village students can readily obtam lodgings, 
Doard, Ac., during their course of training. 

In the farm workshops all binds of agricultural implements and tools suited for use in 
India are manufactured and repaired. 

An Agricultural Library is now m the course of fomation, and a Beading-room for the 
use of students has been provided 

A Veterinary Hospital, a Chemical Laboratory, and an Agricultural Museum will also 
be established as funds are fortheoniing 

MANAGEMENT, &c. 

The institution is attached to the Educational Department under the general control of 
the Director of Pubhc Instruction, acting in communication with the Board of Bervenne. 
The direct mauagenient of the institution is entiusted to the Superintendent of Govern- 
ment Farine, w)io couducts all correspondence regarding the institution, issues all notices, 
orders, Ac , legaiding the dehvery of lectures and ower matteis connected with the 
routine of the institution, and mamtains discipline amongst the students who are m all 
thmgs, subject to the orders he may issue. 

INSTRUCTION, Ac 

The course of instruction will extend over three years ; there are two sessions in each 
year , a Summer Session and a Winter Session ; the Summer Session begins each year on 
the 1st of April, and ends on the 30th of June; the Wmter Session begins on the 1st of 
October, and ends on the Slst Maich Though, in the Wmter Session, class-room and 
lecture-room mstruction does not begin until the 1st of October, students are nevertheless, 
expected to attend at Sydapet on the 1st of September, m order that they may witness- 
and take pait m the important field opciations conducted at that season in connexion 
with the Bowmg of the cold weather-crops. 

The mstruction given m the institution, embraces a thorough study of agriculture and 
of such portions of Chemistry, Geology, Zoology, Botany, and the Vetermary Art as bear on 
the theoiy and practice of agncultuie. In addition to these special subjects, the foUowmg 
also receive attention :--Farm Book-keeping, land-surveying, mensuration, and arithmetic. 
The mstruction is given by means of lectures, class-room discussions, and field classes. 

During the portion of the day set apart for piactieul mslruction in farming out of doors, 
every student is expected to take part m whatever woik is going forward on faun; 
compliance with Gus regulation is strictly enforced Each student is expected to 
himself acquamted with all the operations daily performed on the farm, and is required to 
keep a journal or diary of the same. 

Instruction will be conveyed m the English language, but the Masters afford as much 
assistance as possible iu explaining the motures and instruction generally to students 
whose limited acquaintance with English may make it difficult for them to follow such 
instruction without explanation. 
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ABMISSIOE. 

Enrc^aiis, EurABians, and Natives of all classes are eligible for admissiou into the 
institunon when vacancies exist, on complying with the following conditions 

Candidates who desire to avail themselves of stipendiary studentships or scholarships

STIPENBIAEY STTJBENTSHIPS. 

There are 24 stinendiory Studentships connected with tho Institution. To each of 
these a monthly sala^ of Ilupeos 12-8-0 in the latter half of the first year, Eupees 1C per 
meneem m the second year, and Eupees 17-8-0 per mensem in tho third year under the 
following conditions • — 

No stipend will bo increased until the prescrihod examinations have been satisfactorily 
passed. The stipend will be liable to be forfeited in part or in whole fur continued ^s- 
obedvence to orders or neglect of duty, and no person who holds a stipendiary student- 
ship Will continue to hold it if found to be unfit to undergo farther braining from incapa- 
city or want of interest. No stipend can be held for more than two and a half years, and 
cannot be retained unless the lecipient pass for the higher grade within twelve months. 

I SCHOLARSHIPS 

Three scholarships, each of tho value of Ruyeos 10 per mensem, and tenable for two 
years under ceitain conditions, are also available fox competition. Those scliolai ships are 
neld under the same general couditious as are applicable to stipeudiaiy studentships. 
AGRICULTURAL CERTmCATE. 

At the condlusion of the course of training, each student who is found to possess the 
necessary knowledge, and whose conduct his boon satisfactory, will be entitled to a cer- 
tificate, certifying to his qualifications as an agticultuuHt. 

SCHOOL-TEACTIERS ANB OTHERS. 

Arrangements have been made und°r which young men, who are studying in Madras 
to qualify themselves as school-teachers, are permitted to attend one or more courses of 
lectures and undergo a partial training in p>’nctioal agriculture at the institution, with a 
view to teaching this subject in middlo-class and elementary schools that may be under 
their charge. 

GENERAL. 

Land-owners and others may enter students at the institution nhder the some rules 
and regulations as Government Stipendiary Students^rovided the stipends are paid re- 
gularly one month in advance to the Supezintendeut. Government Farms, by whom these 
stipexiM will be disbursed under the rules prescxibed. 

Persons of any age above sixteen who possess a fair knowledge of English may enter 
the institution to s&dy auiv special subje^ or subjects taught tWohi. They will be re- 
oured to pay a fee of Rupees 2 per mensem during the time their names Eur e entered in 
tne regisiw of the institution.

m. Applications from Commanding Officers for the examination of such men as they 
may recommend for Stipendary Milita^ Studentships should reach the Pnncipal not 
later than April of each year and should be accompanied by the following documents,

RULES FOR EDUCATIONAL GRANTS^IN-AID. 


1. Qnmt8-iit>aid of schools, and other edncational institutions^ will be made with the 
ii^oial object of extendina and improving the secular education of the people, and will 
be given impartially toaU echools (so far as the funds at the disposal of Government 
I may admit) which impart a sound secular education upon the conditions herei^Fter 
specified. Except in the case of schools aided on the ”|mymentfer results” system, 
it will be essential to the consideration of apphcations for aid, that the schools, on 
be^lf of which they are preferred, shall be under the management of one or more 
persons, who in the capacify of Fropnetors, Trustees, or Membm of a Committee elected 
by the Society, or Association, by which the schools may have been established, w^ be 
prepared to xmdertahe the general superintendence of the schools and to be answerable 
for their permanence for some given time. 

3. Every application for a grant must be accompanied by a declaration that the appli- 
cant, or applicants, are prepared to subject the Institution, on behalf of which the ^ 
jhcation m made, together with its current accounts, list of estabhahment, tune table, 
scheme of studies and registers of attendance, to the inspection of a Government In- 
spector, such inspection and examination relatmg only to me general management and 

I to the secular instruction and having no reference to any religions instruciiou which 
may be imparted. 

8. Except in the case of Nomial Schools for training teaehem, and of female schools, 
grants vnli be restricted to those schools, in which a monthly schooling fee, of an 
amount to be approved by the Director of Public Instruction, and which in geneml is not 
to fall below one Anna, is paid by at least three-fourths of the pupils. 

[It IS not permissible for a teacher to draw a salary grant is one school and at the 
same time to serve as a Master m another which receives a grant upon the system of 
payment for results.] — Oi ders of Govtmment, 3nd Ikcember^ 1866, No. 410. 

4. It will be opened to Managers of schools, who desire to obtain grants on the results 
of periodical examinations of the pupils, to submit their schools to examination accord 
mg to the standards described m Schedule A, appended to this Notification, and to obttun 
grants at the rates provided for m Schedule B. 

6 In other eases, the grants will be made only for specific purposes, and not in the 
form of contnbutions m aid of the general expenses of a school , and it will be essential 
to the payment of the grants of the proportion which under the following rules, 
the Managers are required to contribute for the purpose foi which the grants may have 
been sanctioned, shall have been duly paid. Subject to the conditions proscribed 
m these rules, a grant, not exceeding m amount the sum contiibuted by the Managers of 
a school, will be given in aid of the salary of each Schoolmaster, or Schoolmistress, who 
may have obtamed a certificate of qualification from the Director of Public Instruction. 
A grant, not exceeding one-half of the sum contributed by the Managers (rf the school, 
wiU be given in aid of the salary of each Schoolmaster or ScboolmistreBS, m regard to 
whom the Managers may satisfy the Director or Pubhc Instruction, either by the report 
of a Government Inspector of Schools, or by such other moans as the Director of PudIic 
Instruction may consider sufficient that the said teacher is fairly qualified to perform the 
duties which are entrusted, or which it may be proposed to eutiust, to him or her ; pro- 
vided that, m such cases, the amount of the grant to he given shall bear a due proportion 
to the amounts sanctions to the following rules for teachers holdmg cerhfleate, and that 
the exact amount to be assigned m each case shall be determined by the Director of 
Pubhc Instruction. 

6. The following are the specifie objects for which, and the conditions upon which, 
grants will ordinarily be given •— 

The payment, in part, of the salaries of Schoolmasters and Mistresses. 

2»d. — The paymant of Normal, and certain other Bcholarships. 

8rd. — The provision of books of reference, maps, &c., and, in some coses, of school 
books. 

The establishment and maintenance of school libranes and public librudes. 

5^.— The erection, purchase, enlargement, or repair of school buildings. 

The provision of school formture. 

7. The test to be passed teachers to eatitJe them to certificates, shall be of a tixree- 
fbld character— the first, xele^g to general education ; the second, to theoretical know- 
ledge school management ; ana the third to teaching power, as j^acticaliy exemplified 
byteachiag a class in tha presence of an Inspector of Scnools. 

GrwOt to Behoohm^ort.^, The certificates to be awarded to Schoolmasters wffl be of 
five grades, and as regards the general education test candidates for cevtifleatea of the 
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first three grade> will be reqmred to have passed one of the Madras University Exsimna* 
tions Bccoraixig to title grade of certificate which the candidate may seek to obtain, viz 
For the 1st grade, the examination for the degree of B. A. 

For the 2nd grade, the first examination in Arts. 

For the 8rd grade, the Matriculation examination. 

9. The gene]^ education tests for the 4Ui and 6th grades of Schoolmasters will be 
those specified in Schedule C. 

10 A certificate of the Ist grade will render the holder eligible to mich grant, not ex- 
ceeding the amount contnbnted by the Manageis of the school in which he is employed, 
as the Director of Public Instruction, with the sanction of Government, may determine, 
due regard being had to the umoiint of funds available for expenditure on giauts-in-aid. 
Certificates of the other grades will render the holders eligible to the following grants, 
piovided that the amount of the grant shall not exceed the amount contributed by the 
managers of the school, and that it shall be competent to tho Director of Pubhc Instruo- 
tiun to assign a grant lower than the maximum, with reference to the maimer in which 
the candidate may have acq,uitted hmiself m tho certificate examination.

12. Graduates of Umversilios, in Europe, America and Australia, and of other Indian 
Umversities, and holders of certificates granted by the Comicils of Education in England 
or Ireland will be placed in such giades as, m the judgment of the Director of Public In- 
Btiuction, their attainments and other qualifications may render appropnate. 

Giants to Schoolmisti esses. — 13. Gertificatos for SchoolmistresBes will bo of three 
grades. 

A certificate of the first grade will render the holder eligible to such grant not exceed- 
ing the amount contnbuted by the Managers of the soliuol m which she is employed, as 
the Director of Public Instruction, with -the sanction of Government, may dotermme, due 
regard being had to the amount of funds avti liable for expenditure on grants-in-aid. Cer- 
tificates of we other giades will render the holders eligible to tho following grants, pro- 
vided that the amount of the grant sliall not exceed tho amount contnbuted by the Mana- 
gers of the school, and that it shall be competent to the Director of Public lustiuciion 
to assign a grant lower than the maximum, with reference to the manner m wi^ch the 
candidate may have acquitted herself m the certificate exammation.

16, The examination of Schoolmasters, candidates for certificates of the first three 
^ades m the theory of school management, and the exammation of all other candidates 
m aU their subjects, will be held once a year in July, or at such other time as may be 
hereafter appointed. 

16. A31gwtB-in-ald’'of tho salaries of Schoolmasters and Mistresses will bo paid 
monthly. Their contmuanoe will depend m each case upon the Azmual Eeport of the 
Inspector of the Division, that the school or class under the Master’s or Mistress’s 
charge has been satisfactorily conducted during the previous year. 
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17* Grants made to elementaij schools on the results of periodical examinatioQs of 
the pupils, as provided for in Schedules A and B, will be paid annually, half-yearly or 
quarterly, as the Director of Public Instruction may decide in communication with the 
Manaoers of the s(’bool, provided that the amount to be given for a single jear shall not 
exceed the rates entered in Schedule B.

10. Besides the scholarslnp-grants abovementioned, a certain number of scholarships 
will be given each year upon the results of the University Matriculation Examination. 
These will be tenable for three years, under conditions to be laid down by the Director of 
Public Instruction, at such colleges, or schools as may be so organized as to allow of the 
holders being educated up to the standard of the B» A. Examination. 

20. Grants for the provision of books of reference, maps, &c., for schools, will be 
made on the following terms 

In the case ot a school in which the Head 
Mastez, or one of the Assistant Masteis, may 
bold a ceiiificate of the Ist grade, at the rate 
of 10 Annas per hoad of the avei^e attend^ 
anco during the preceding quarter.

are ready for use. 

21. A grant for the provision of school books will be issued to hand fide pauper schools 
at a rate not txceoding 8 Annas a head upon the avemge attendance of the preening three 
months, tlio Managers of the schools conlnbiiting m ci ory tuse an equal amount. After 
the expii'ation of three years, a renewal grant will be issued upon the samo terms. 

22. Grants will bP mode in aid of schools and public libranes, to such extent as may 
seem fitting in each case, and subject" to the condition that an equal sum shall be contn- 
buted by tlie Managers. 

23. Grants \»ill be made towards the erection, purchase, repair or enlargement of a 
school-building on the following conditions . — 

1st . — That in each case an equal sum shall bo contributed by the Managers of the 
school for the same purpose, 

2nrf.— Tlnit satisfjwtory evidence shall be adduced of the neceroity for the erection, 
purchase, repair or enUigement, in aid of which the grant is sought. 

3rJ.— That the amount applied for shall not excet>d what may be considered reason- 
able, taking into account tho Budget provision for the year, tho importance of 
the school, and any previous grants which may have been issued to the Manor 
gers of tho Institution. 

That the application f which should be submitted before the commencement of tho 
undeitaking) shall be accompanied by a plan and estimate of the cost of the 
building piopoiod to bo ei acted, puicbasedor enlarged. The plan and esti- 
mate to be retained in the Director’s Office. 

A— That previous to the disbursement of the grant, it shall be certified by tho In- 
spector of the Division, or oth#»r ?esi»onsiblo Officer who may have been deputed 
to examine tho building, that the woik has been proceeded with, as provided 
fpr in the plan and estimate previously sanctions by the Director of Public 
Instruction.

The following Bevised Buies for Besiilts Grants will supersede the special Bogulations 
and Schedules published m the Notification of the 8rd December 1667 and hitherto ap- 
pended to the Educational Grant>iu-Aid Buies. 

2. Examinations will be held and payments of grants will be made under the new 
Buies from and after the Ist April 1878, Every Manager who desires to have his school 
examined for a result grant in the year 1878-79 must forward before the Slst December 
1877 the application prescribed in Buie 1 to tiie President of the Local Fund Board or 
Municipali^ in whi^ the school is situated. Lists of the schools selected for examin- 
ation and of the dates fixed for such examinations will be pubhshed in the District 
Gasettes before the 81st March 1878, and any prospective reductions in the scale of grants, 
whether general or affectmg particular schools, will be notified at the same time under 
Buies 8, 4, and 28. 

8. During the remainder of the current official year examinations will be held and 
grants issued under the Buies which have been hitherto in force. 
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BULBS FOB BESULTS GBAKTS. 


Not applicable to schools on the combined system. 

I. Selection or Schools. 

1 Every Manager who desires to have his school examined for a grant under the re- 
sults system shall forward before the 81st December an application, in the subjomed 
Form A, to the President of the Local Fund Board or Munioipahiy in which the school 
IB situated. 

2. Every such application shall be referred to the Deputy Inspector, who shall, as 
soon as possible after the let January, embody the substance of all the applications re- 
ferred to him in a tabular statement, and shall submit the same to the Inspector of the 
Division with a covering letter in which he shall briefly state any facts wmch he may 
consider it desirable to communicate regardmg the respective claims to aid of the several 
schools applymg for grants, and shall £so name the date on which he proposes to ex- 
amine each school. 

> 8 A copy of this letter and list shall be furnished by the Inspector of the Division 

with his own opinion to the Local Fund Board or Muniemahty, who shall determme what 
Bcbools shall be eligible for results grants payable from Local or Municipal Funds during 
the ensuing official year. A list of such schools and of the dates fixed lor their exonun- 
ation shall be published in the District Gazette before the Slst March, and no other 
schools shall be examined for results grants payable from Local or Mimioipal Funds with- 
out special orders. When a school has been placed on a Local Fund or Municipal list it 
shall be considered eligible for a grant from Provmcial Funds for the fourth standard m 
the event of its being able to earn one. 

4 Such portions of Uie list and reports as relate to schools applying for results ^ants 
pa3rable from Provincial Funds only shall be forwarded by the President of the Local 
Fund Board or Municipality with bis own opinion to the Director of Pubho Instruction, 
who shall decide what schools shall be eligible for results grants payable from Provmcial 
Funds only during the ensuing official yeax The names of suen schools and the dates 
fixed for their examination shall be pubhbhed by the President of the Local Fund Board 
or Municipality in the District Ga.zette, and no other schools shall be exammed for resultB 
grants payable from Provincial Funds only without special orders. 

6. In the selection of schools to be aided the amount of funds available and the educa- 
tional wants of the spec lal neighbourhood and of the Circle or Municipality itself will be 
taken mto consideration. 

6 An appeal shall he to Government from any order passed by the President of a 
Local Fund Board or Municipality, or by tlio Director of Pubho Ihstruotion refusmg to 
declare a school ehgible for results nants The ommission from the published list of any 
school for which an apphcation (A) ha& been submitted, withmthe prescribed tunes, shaU 
be deemed equivalent to au order of refusal. 

n. Conditions of Am. 

7. No school shall be deemed ehgible for a results grant if it contains classes workmg 
beyond the fourth standard. 

8. A school receiving aid under the salary-grant system cannot claim assistance in the 
some official year under the payment-for-results system, and similarly a result school 
cannot be aided under the salary grant system. 

9 A school cannot receive aid under the salary-grsjit system forgone portion of the 
school ond.under the result^grant system for another. 

10. Amongst schools otherwise equally olegible a preference will be given to those in 
which school fees ore levied and trustwo^y returns of such fees are submitted. 

11. All schools recivmg aid under the system of payment for resoltB «hah furnish 
such returns and statements as may from time to time oe prescribed. 

12. Begular registers of admissions, attendance, and fee collections shall be kept and 
shall be submitted for.inspection when demanded. 

18. The attendance registers must be marked every tune that the school meets. 

14. The village or house-name of the pupils must be written in full In all the remsters, 
and when there are two pupils of the same name the father's name must be added. No 
entries are to be made in pencil, to be inked over afterwards. There must be no blanks 
or erasures. If any error has been made it must be corrected by a foot-note. And in 
every case the register produced must be the origmal register, and not a fair copy. 

16. Every register must have the pages numbered before any entnes are made in it. 
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m. Exaxikatxoks. 

16. A school shall be examined lor a results grant once a year. 

17. Local Fund Boards and Municipal Boards are invited to depute one or more mem* 
hers to be present at such examination. In villages the head of the village and other ' 
local village officials are mvited in hke manner to attend and should be present at such 
examination. 

18. The subjects of examination under the several standards are specified in Sche- 
dule B. 

19 To be eligible for examination a pup0 must have attended the school for at least 
ninety days dunng the six workmg months preceding the examination. Attendance for 
not less tbft-n three hours will suffice to allow a day to count. 

20 Only such pupils as have been actually studying within the standards throughout 
the BIX working months preening tiie inspecuon shall be ehgible for examination. 

21. A pupil presented under the first or second standard will not receive any grant 
unless he or she passes in at least two of heads 1, 2, or 3 of the standard A pupil pre- 
sented under the third or fourth standard will not receive any grant unless ne or she 
passes m at least tloree heads, two of which must be 1, 2, or 8. 

22. A pupil is not to be presented for examination under any standard who has al- 
ready received a*grant for that standuid. 

28. To pass m any head a pupil must secure one-half the marks assigned to that head. 
Forty per cent may, however, bo accepted il the deficiency under one head is compensat- 
ed by an equivalent proficiency under another. 

24. When it is evident that some of the results attained at examination are due to 
some other school m the town or village, no grant shall be passed for those lesults, and 
the ground on which it is proposed to withhold it shall bo reported for approval to the 
President of the Local Fund Board or Mumcipahty, if the grant is one payable from Local 
or Mumcipal Funds, or to the Inspector of the division, if the grant is one payable 
from Provincial Funds. 

26. Any falsification of the registers, any misrepresentation regarding the fees and at- 
tendance, any deception in the presentation of pupils, and any other fraud or irregulaiity, 
shall be similarly reported after the completion of the examination, and the Countersign- 
ing Officer will have the power to withhold the grant m such cases and to take any ul- 
terior measures which the occasion may appear to him to demand 

26. As soon as possible after the conclusion of the examination the Inspecting Officer 
shall furnish the Manager with a statement giving the names of the pupils passed, the 
standards under which they were exammed, and the marks which tliey obtained under 
each head. 

rV. Payment of Grants. 

27 The maximum scale of grants claimable under those Buies is shown lu Schedule 
C. Bates less than maximum rates may be given to any school when a smaller proportion 
of aid IB evidently sufficient. 

28. All prospective reductions in the scale of grants, whether general or affecting par- 
ticular schools, shall be notified m the District Gazette, when the hst of schools to be 
aided is pubhshed. 

29. The Inspecting Officer shall as soon as possible after the examination of a school 
furmsh the^ Manager with a certifying mcmurandimi in duplicate, or, if necessary, with 
two certifying memoranda in dupheato, showing the number of pupils exammed and 
passed under each standard, and the grant claimable m consequence either at maximum 
rates or at the reduced rates noted in the District Gazette 

80. Ji the grant is payable from Local or Mumcipal P’unds, the certifying memorandum 
shall be submitted to the President of the Local Fund Board or Municipality, on whose 
countersignature the grant therein specified shall be paid by the Treasury Officer of the 
Circle or the proper Mumcipal Officer. 

81. If the grant is payable from Provmcial Funds the certifying memorandum shall be 
submitted to the Inspector of Division, on whose countersignature the grant therem spe- 
cified shall be paid bynthe Treasury Officer. 

82. The dupheate copy of every certifying memorandum shall he forwarded, with an

The following is the new form of the Scholarship Rules as proposed by the Sub-Com- 
mittee of August 1871 and amended and adopted by the General Committee, November 
9th, 1871. 

SCHOLARSHIP RULES. 

The Committee of the Doveton Protestant College with the view of eneouraging and 
aiding students to prepare for and to join the de^ee of Bachelor of Arts in the University 
of Madras, resolve to confer scholarships on pupils who have passed the entrance exami- 
nation of the Umversity and who shall promise to pmsue their studies for four years there- 
after m the Doveton College. 

The following are the Rules, in accordance with which the scholarships shaU be given 
and held 
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1 That four Bcholarships shall be given each year to the students vho are coniracnc- 
’ mg their collegiate eeuxse^ aid that each of these scholarships shall be teuable for four 
years under the rules heremafter laid down. 

2. That two of the scholarships shall be given te Christian pupils who have matrinulat* 
ed from the Doveton Institution according to the order in which they may have passed 
the University Matriculation Examination provided they also atiim to a certain fixed 
standard m scriptural knowledge, and produee satisfactory evidence of mural character. 

8. That two remainmg scholarships shall he given to Christian pupils coming from 
other Institutions on the same tennn, provided such pupils hold higher places at the 
University Matriculation Examination than Doveton students excluding those holding 
scholarships. 

4. That the Schelarsbips shall be Rimees 10 each per mensem daring the first and 
second years of the College course, and its. 20 or 15 per mensem duiiiig the third and 
fourth years of the said course according as the holder snail be placed in the First or Second 
Class at the First Elaminationm Arts. 

6. That should the holder of a scholarship fail to pass the First Examination in Arts at 
the end of his second year, the scholarship held by him shill lapse ; should such holder 
of a scholarship, however, pass the First Isxamination in Arts from the Doveton College 
in a subsequent year, the Committee may at then discretion grant him a scholarship 
during the third and fourth year of his couise. 

G. That unauthorized absence, continued absence for thi ce months from whatever 
cause or misconduct shall involve foifeiture of scholarship, and that a scholarship thus 
forfeited shall be available for other students m the same year of thu course according to 
the principles laid down m these Rules. 

7. That seholarships not conferred by the Doveton Protestant College shall be held on 
such conditions as may be piescribed by their founders, sutiject, however, to the provi- 
sions laid down in these Rules. 

8 That the scholarships shall cease or be liable to diminution, if the state of the 
fonds lender such a course iieoessaiy, and that these Rules may be altered by the Com- 
mittee on sufficient gronnds 

9 That the Committee reserves to itself the right of withholding one or more of the 
scholaibhips if it deems fit

WESLEYAN ANGLO-VERNACULAR INSTITUTION, ROYAPETTAH. 


About 860 youths are now taught in this school which was founded in 1860, with the 
olnect of giving a supenor Christian education to Hindub of all castes. It is managed by 
a European Missionary, who devotes the gi eater part of each day to its interests The 
Bible is taught an houi daily m all the classes that can read it, and elementary 
truths of Chnstianity aro conveyed, through the medium of the Vernacular lauguages, to 
the minds of tlie younger pupils. The standard of secular instruction is equal to the 
lequirement of the Matnculation Examination. More than fifty of the stu^nts have 
aheady inatnculated from this Institution, besides several others who have passed the 
F. A. and B. A. Degiees respectively.

WESLEYAN GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This School was established in 1848 It is under the superintendence of the European 
Missionaries It contams at present sixteen day scholars and forty Boarders, who are 
fed, and clothed and educated chiefly at the expense of the Mission, with the aid of local 
contributious. The girls are neaily all taught Enghsh as a langu^e, but their lessons 
are mostly given in Tanul , special attention is paid to needle-work and to instruction in 
the domestic life. An experienced Matron, Mrs. Frankhn, hves on the premises. 


WESLEYAN CASTE GIRLS’ SCHOOLS. 


Three Castes Hindu Girls’ Schools are supported by the Mission. One in Boyapettah, 
the other two m North and South Triplioane. These schools number one hundred and 
eighty scholars. The languages taught are Tamil, Telugu and English. These schoolB 
are partly supported by Government Giants-in-aid. 
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FREE CHURCH MISSION INSTITUTION. 

This well-known Institution, founded in 1887, is the oldest of the Schools and Collef^es 
intended specially for natives. Its distinctive character is that it combines religious 
With secular education. There are about 1,080 pupils on the roll, of whom about are 
students in the College Department.

In January 1875 a Committee under tlie Presidentship of Lady Hobart, discussed the 
question of the education of Mahomedan giils, and pioposed to encourage it by promot- 
ing the eatablishment of Schools, where the girls will be taught their own language, 
needlework of every description, and other industrial occupations. 

The School has, by desire of the Members of the Comraittoe, been called ” The Hobart 
School ” in memory of the woini interest taken m tins movement by the Late Lord Ho- 
biiit, and the active assistance and sympathy given by Lady Hobart, the President of the 
Committee. Lady Hobart has piesentcd tho School with a donation of Rs. 10,000, to be 
invested for its support, and has been asked to continue her mterest as Honorary Presi- 
dent whilst m Englajid. 

In December 1876 tho School w’as visited by H H tho Princess of Tanjore. The Com- 
mittee are much encouraged by the warm inteiest taken by Her Hijghuess m the institu- 
tion and by her liberality in asbigumg tho mteiest of Rs. 7,000 towards the support of Gie 
School. 

The accommodation of the School House proving insufficient for the increasing num- 
ber of children, that had been admitted fiom tune to time, another building was engaged 
on the 30th November, 1876. 

There are now 160 names on the books and on averse daily attendance of 180. The 
Staff employed to mstruct them is : one Head School Mistress (an Englishwom an), one 
East Inman, five Mahomedan school teachers and one Mahomedan woik teacher. 

The Committee especially have in view ihc promotion of such industrial work as will 
enable the children when uey have grown up to earn a livelihood. They particularly 
wish to have them taught all ^ds of Indian needlework, as the girls m^ke sufficient 
protfesB in plam sewing, knittmg, &c. 

ITie progress made by these children is most interesting, not only in the more imme- 
diate objects of the School, but in habits of order, cleanliness, and tidinesB. 

Ilie Cfommittee take this opportunity of ezpresRing tbeir best thanks to those Euro- 
pean and Mahomedan ladies and gentlemen, who have given their kmd interest and sub- 
stantial support towards the advancement of this experimental undertaking.

The condition of the poorer classes of Europeans and East Indians, residing in Black 
Town and the neighbouring suburbs, is admitted to be most deplorable. This distress is 
occasioned by their mabihty to earn a livelihood. Those who ore most seriously affected 
are &e old and the infirm who ai‘c physically unable to labor, and the young who have 
not the necessary skill to compete with others m the labour market. The former perhaps 
fall more legitimately for relief on the Friend-m-Need Society, and arrangements are 
bemg made, it is believed, to meet the evil so far as funds will permit. But the young 
require help of a special nature ; they require to be taught how to earn an honest hveh- 
ho^ The Education given in the sevem Charitable Institutions of this City, fits them 
only for Writers and Accountants , a section of the labour market which is already sup- 
phed to overflowing, and which will as far as the experience of the past can be depended 
upon be taken im entirely by the Natives of the country who can work equally well and 
at lower rates of remuneration. Other portions therefore of the labour market must be 
tried. To meet this great difliculty, an industrial School has been established for the 
poorer classes of Europeans and East Indians m Black Town. The extent of the opera- 
tions are at present lumted, confined to one or two of the pnncipal mdustrial txMes, 
Itopnrs, varnishing, &c., of carriages, house p-unting, carpentry, work in leather, book- 
bmding, dsc., but will be extended as funds permit. 

The School was opened on the 2nd November, 1874 ■ at present there are 56 boys home 
on its Rolls, many have obtained employments as Carpenters, Blacksmiths, Artificers, &c. 
dsc., since the school opened. 

Contributions in aid of the Industrial School wiU be most thankfully received by the 
Secretary, Rev. Dr. Sayers, and will be duly acknowledged.

The existence of this Society is owing in great part to the exertions of the late Dr. 
Wight, formerly a Surgeon in tibe Maoras Army, and whose valuable contnbntionB to 
Botanical Science have gamed for him a widely-spread and well-earned celebrity. 

The gard ens are situated opposite to the chief entrance to the Cathedral, and an ad- 
ditional piece of ground on the east of the Cathedral was purchased in the yeaf 1866-67. 

The garden occupies a space of about 7 acres, which were originally granted by the local 
Government. Part is l^a out as a landscape gaiden and much increased of late in spac^ 
with the additions of a number of new and rare plants, especially in tropicd palms and 
Australian trees j the whole forming a splendid collection, gathered from various parts of 
the world, and is constantty being mcreased by exchanges and purchases. ^ It is open at 
all times to the pubhc, and forms a healthful place of recreation, for the inhabitants of 
Ma^s. 

A nursery for seedlings and cuttmgs of useful and ornamental trees, is maintained to 
meet the requirements of the Members who are supplied from it gratis, European vege- 
table and flower seeds are also similarly distributed ; but aU these advantages are open to 
the general public on paymmit. 

Most of the plants are labelled with their botanical names and the natural order to 
which they belong. The number each holds m the Catalogue is also given, so that those 
who may wish to obtam the botanical histoi^ of the plant, can do so immediately by re- 
ferring to Ihe page of the Treasury of Botany given m the Catalogue. 

There is also a Botanical Library attached, to which access can be had by Subscribers 

The general affairs of the Society are managed by the Committee who meet on the Ist 
Wednesday in each month, and compile annually, m the month of March, a Report of 
the year’s ^Proceedings which is submitted to a General Meeting of the Subscribers at 
large. The Proceedings of each Meeting of the Committee are also published and dis- 
tributed to Members. 

Persons of all nations are eligible as Members of the Society, and have a voice m the 
annual election of the Committee and Office-bearers. 

The rate of subscription is 7 Rupees a quarter , no entrance fee being demanded, and 
the subscnptiou being allowed to bipse, temporarily, should a Member be absent from 
India. 

Up-country Subscribers are entitled to all the advaAtages of Members, which it is 
possible to place at their disposal. 

An aimnaJ show is held in Februair, when a largo number of prices are awarded for 
flowers, fruits, vegetables, and several articles of importance in connection with botanical 
science.

imcimens of Manufactures, Impiements and Machinery, Ethnography, Antiquitiefi, fte. 
^e Natural History section is the most estensive and embraces a small number of Mam« 
mals, and exten^ve collections of Birds, Beptiles, Fish, Shells, Insects, Crustacea, isc- 
There is also an extensire Herbanum and Tery large collection of mineralogical and geo- 
logical specimens. The Museum is intended chiefly to illustrate the natural history na- 
tural lesources and manuftMtures of British India, and the manners, customs, and antiqui- 
ties of its inhabitants. There is also a very mteresting collection of Gold, Bilver and Cop- 
per Coins, which can be seen by personal application to the Superintendent or Cnrator. 
As the collections m the various sections are yet far from complete, specimens for any of 
them will be very acceptable, and the Superintendent will be glad to enter mto arrange- 
ments with contributors or collectors which will prove advantageous to both parties. 
Attached to the Museum there is a general Library and Beading Boom, m which any 
visitor may consult boohs daily from Ci a. ic. to 5 p. m. There is also a scientific library 
containing books of reference on the various subjects of Natural History ; and any one 
wishing to consult such works, may obtain permission to do so by applying to the Su- 
perintendent who will grant a ticket of admission.

PEOPLE’S PARK, 

Instituted in 185P. 


CDBTODIANS—MuNICIPAL CoiCXISSIONEBS POB THE ToWN OF MaDJUS. 

Mr. Jaueb Hav Eilib, Superintendent. 

We owe the People’s Park to Sir Charles Trevelyan. It is not at all impro-bable that 
the idea of some such place suggested itself to many a man in power before his day. It 
would be singular indeed if Europeans should, for a hundred years, have seen a largo 
native town growing up on the site of a small viUagie— a vast population massing together 
with lungs to be fed with frosh air and limbs to be allured to exercise and health—with- 
out sometimes thinking it ^ssible that the “viUago greens,” “ commons,” and “parks” 
of his native land mtght pe^ps be re-produced with advantage withm reach of Black 
Town. Hie monotony of Indian life, and the lack of sympithy between the classes of 
Indian society, may be reg^ ded as the causes why such an idea, if suggested, was never 
earned into execution. While the “ upper ten thousand ” could have their dnve along- 
the Beach and round the Island, it mattered little to them that the “ masses ” (unfnendly 
phras(^ who could not dnve, or were to be stimulated to recreation, had no place eonve- 
ment for health, exercise and amusement. 

But then Sir Charles Trevelyan was a man not given to routine , and somewhat wide 
in his sympathy. So the idea of the people’s want suggesting itself to him and he having 
the power as well as the wiU— the people got their Park. Thousands who know nothing 
of the step that cost him a Governorship, will hold his name in memory by the People's 
Park. 

But when Sir Charles was re-oalled, the scheme was in a most elementary state. The 
plan was on paper; but never adopted. Littie else was done, and httle else would have 
Wen done if the inheritors of Sir Charles Trevelyan’s dignity had not also inherited his 
sympathy with the people. We owe it to the vanous gentlemen who have been enirust- 
ea with tne exeention of the scheme, that the “ plan ’’ was not thrown into the offieial 
waste paper basket, and the idea, recorded as one of Sir Charles’ amiable follies. It is in 
unison vdtb Sir William Bemson’s career, previous to his arnval in this cenntcy that he 
should have shown a hearty approwil of an undertaking so intimately connected with the 
health and pleasure of the middle class population. 

There can be no doubt that the Park has been a success, Any one may convince him- 
self of that by a visit moming or evening. The place has already fixed its character as a 
popular resort, and it is certaon that it will be so hi a much greater degree when the * 
attractions of ^e mund are folly developed. It is pleasing to see that the native popu- 
lation appreciate we pieasnre provided for them, and when the sternness of sociu 
amongst them is relaxed, we may expect to see not only the Bamasawmies, hni the 
LutcHinies of Black Town takmg their ease in the fretted shade of well-grown trWs, 

But we must suspend any fm^er remarks, and lay before our readers a tdef descrip- 
tion of the Park. 
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The gate adjacent to the Hospital Bridge is the main entrance. The trees are (danted 
in ayennes ana groups. Twelve lalces of vanoos dimensions and shades are completed ; 
and vanouB other tmngs have been achieved : but we cannot do better than print the 
following description (though bneQ of the ptfk, kindly furmshed by the Superintendeut, 
which convey a clear idea of tiae Pkrk. 

In the North-west angle of the Park is a Serpentine lake with two large raised islands 
one at each end. One of these is 80 feet above the water, and is well calculated for a 
large basin, from which the cascades mmht hereafter be made to fall over the sides. The 
second or Victoria lake, with a central isknd, is situated almost midway between the 
band-stand and the northern end of the Park. The island is approached oy one bridge 
of ornamental design, measnnng 200 x4t feet. The third is a small lake on the west side, 
elhptical in shape, and contains ^d drinking water for cattle. The fourth is a small 
lake close to the Aviary. The a similar one. The sixth is a semi-luuar lake near 
the band-stand, with a gravel walk around it. The seventh is a medium lake, between 
the bmid-stand and ihe Supermtondent's house. The eighth is an irre^larly shaped 
lake, with a central island and two small rustic bridges on each side of we main road, 
and trees of various sorts have been planted. The nmth is a large lake on the west side 
of the main road. The tenth is a medium lake west of the last-mentioned. The eleventh 
is a medium lake, with a central island at the south end. 

There ore two masonry basins, one elliptical, measunug 170 feet X 78 feet, and 4|i ft. 
in depth, formed of sohd masonry with bnck-on-edged foundation and central fonntun ; 
the latter, of ornamental design, galvanized This has recently been surrounded by 
an iron fence and converted into a pubhe bath, the floor of one-half of it has been raised 
BO as to give a depth of about 4 feet adapted for the use of boys— the other half has an uni- 
form depth of 6 to 0 feet. It is auppliea with Bed Hills lake-water from the public mam 
road, and good dressing rooms have been built round it for the bathers. The roods of 
the Park, embracing Si miles, ate complete. 

The Zoological collection in the Park consist of the following specimens

The Aviary contains a great variety of handsome Ornithological specimens, too numer- 
ous to detail here. 

The area of the Park is 88 cawmos or 116 English acres.

1. The Park shall be opened daily for carnages between 6 a.m. and 8i p v., after which 
hour, the gates will be closed and no person wAl be permitted to remam in the Park, 
except by special permission 

2. Visitors ndmg or drivmg on the foot-paths, or walking on the cultivated grass, will 
be punished. 

8. Omnibuses, carts, shigrams, coolies with loads or baskets, carnage or puckally bul- 
locks will not be allowed to enter. 

4. Visitors are warned not to irritate or annoy the animals in any way whatever. 

6. All animals found straying m the Park will be impounded. 

6. Visitors are requested to observe the rules for the regulation of carnages on band 
evenings, so as to prevent confusion and irregularity. 

7. No dogs admitted. 

8. Smokmg wUhm the band-stand enclosure is strictly prohibited. Parties breaking 
these rules will be punished. 

Buies to be observed by oarriages and other wheeled Vehicles entering the circle 
round the band-stand on ni^ts on ^i^ch a band plays. 

1. All carriages most, on entering the circle, tuni to their ri^t. 

2. One by one row of earriages will be allowed to stand on the inside next the eirele. 
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8. A sufficient space must be left clear for carriages to oirenlate on the ontside of the 
inner row of carriages. 

4. AU other carriages must draw up on the ontside of the road (open space.) 

6. No carriage will be permitted to draw up opposite any of the entrances to the circle 
outside the^Bpaoe kept clear for the circulation of moving carriages. 


THE NAPIER PARK. 

■ — - Superintendent, 

Madras owes so much to the administration of Lord Napier that it is very fitting that 
some permanent and palpable token of the public approbation of his labors should remam 
in our midst, at once to stimulate succeeding Governors to walk in Lord Napier's steps, 
and to remind generations to come of how much the sick, the suffering and the poor must 
always owe to one who has initiated so great improvements in all our public charities that 
their effect must long continue— blessing ihose who are too weak or poor to help them- 
selves. The Napier rark is such a memonal. Its very position is most fittmg. Stand- 
ing midway between Government House and one of tiie most squalid quarters of Madras, 
itsheneficent influence with rest upon both. Ite site had been for scores of years a pestifer- 
ous swamp, covered for months in each year by salt and stagnant water, the overflow of 
the filthy Cooum. Withm was a wretched porcherry, notonous for its liabihty to epide- 
mic disease, ^at spread from thence throughout the city. To paitially remedy the evU, 
the Mumcipality inade it a depdt for street sweepings, so that m tune its level might be 
raised sufficiently to ensure its bemg free from watw This while amending one evil 
created another— placing on the borders of a dense population masses of putrescent matter 
that coidd not but be very injurious to both the water and air of the locahty. This grew 
to be such an evil that the Sanitary Commissioner at last put a stop to the^ dischaige of 
sweepmgs on the land. It was, however, impossible to build on such a spot and the 
whole remained a useless “ dismd swamp. " 

At present all is changed. The level has been raised by material dug from ornamental 
tanks. Trees of useful and beautiful kinds have been planted, and are ramdly jawing to 
their full height. Roads and side-paths have been laid out, and in the midst a Band stand 
will probably be erected Parks are things of slow growth, and it must be years before 
this can be worthy of the name its bears, but it is hoped that before Lord Napier leaves our 
shores, the whole of the area will be ready for the public— a boon that cannot but greatly 
influence for good the whole population of Chintadrepittah and Nursmgapooram. 

The Park contoms an area of about 18 cawnies A great pirt of this was formerly the 
property of Government, but was generously given to the town on condition that the 
MuniciPahty purchased the rest from tlie native owners. For this purpose the Mumci- 
pahty has expended several thousand rupees, and the total cost previous to the ^blie 
opening will not be less than twenty thousand Rupees. The river-face of the Parx has 
dready been protected by a single elegant fence palmyra and latente, while a new road 
divides the iior^eni side from Gbiutadxcpcttah The design and laying out the park are 
the work of Mr. Standish Lee, the Mumcipal Engineer, who deserves great credit not only 
for t^ but also for the economical but yet effectual maimer m which the whole work has 
been performed 

As a last mft, Lord Najpier has provided the whole of the funds required for erecting on 
the west side of the Pork a handsome building for a girls’ school in the Indian fashion. 
The cost will not be losa than 6,000 Rupees, it is intended to be a purelv national girls’ 
school and to lead on through carefully gamed experience to some mode of teaching which 
will embody the best westeni systems while not departing from Hindu customs any more 
than may be necessary It is greatly to be hoped the scheme will prove a benefit to the 
public while the school shall ornament the Park. 


MADRAS MEMORIAL HALL. 

The Madras Memorial Hall was erected by pubhc subscription as a Memorial of the 

g oodness and forbearance of Almightv God m spanng this Presidency from partaking of 
lie Sepoy Mutmy which devastated the sister Presidency of Ben^ m the year 1867. It 
IS governed by a Committee of Gentlemen representing the varions religious bodies in 
M^.

That on a vacancy occurring m the Committee of Management, by the death, resig- 
nation, or depirture hrom Madras for a period exceeding six months, of any Delegate, or 
from any other cause, and in the event of the Society of which he is the representative fkil- 
mg, wimm three months after the receipt of a notice from the Kccrctaiy ot the Committee 
of Management, aignifymg the occurrence of such vacancy, to uomniate another m his 
place, the Trustee of the Hall shall be empowered to fill up the vacancy by appointing a 
Delegate from tho Committee of the Society m which the vacancy has occurred, or, in we 
event of all the Members of that Committee refusmg to serve, from the Committee of any 
of the other Societies named m Article No. II. 

V That the action and constitution of the Committee of Management shall not be im- 
peded or vitiated by the neglect or refusal of any of the said Societies to nommate a Dele- 
gate or Delegates.

But it shall be compitent for the Committee of Management fiom tune to tune to modify 
this Enle, and to determme what rate of fees shall be paid generally, or by any Society or 
party bpecially, provided however the Rule shall not he altered muess two-thirds of the 
Members of the Committee concur m the change. 

X. That subject to the approval of the Committee of Management in each case, the 
Hall shall be avmlable for Religious, Educational, Charitable and Scientific purposes, and 
for such other objects not being included under the above terms, as may be pronounced 
by the Committee of Management to be not mconsistent with the design of its erection, 
vus., to the Glory of God, and as a memorial of His goodness m exempting this Presidency 
from the Mutmy of 1857. Provided nevertheless that it be distinctly understood, that 
among the objects left to the discretion of the Committee of Management are notmduded 
balls, concerts, theatrical exhibitions and auch like entertainments as have the character 
of mere worldly amusements. 

XI. That me Committee of Management shall be authorized to receive the sums 
obtained on account of the HaR, and to apply ^em in defraying the expenses incurred on 
account of servants, assessment, repairs, dra. 

Xn. That the Committee of Mimagement shall publish in the Fort 8t. Geofge Gautte 
every year a statement of money received and expended on account of the HaU. 

xfrf. That the Committee of Management shall appomt one of their number to be 
their Secretory and shall also appoint a Treasurer, and that 5 Members shall form a 
quorum. 

XIV. That these Rules shall be zeg^ed as Fitndamental, and that therefore it shall 
not be competent, at any time, to the Committee of Management, or to the Trustee or to 
any other person, to introduce any alteration or addition in them mconsistent with their 
spirit, pnnciple or scope.

The Moksoah Choultry is an Institution which affords shelter, food and raiment to 
the Native poor, lame, halt and blind of Madras, without reference to caste. It was 
founded in the year 1808, and why named as above cannot now be ascertained. The 
Institution is supported by public contributions aided largely by the Government. The 
management is placed under the supervision of a Committee selected annually by Govern- 
ment, from amongst the European and Native gentlemen of Madras. 

In its early days, large contnbutions were made by Lord WiKiani Bentinck, Colonel 
Martmz, Mr. D’Monte and PoUium ArnacheUum Chetty. The nature of the Institution 
having been explained to His Highness the Nabob of the Carnatic, he muniffoently agreed 
to subscribe SOO Pagodas a year, which sum is still continued. 

In 1868, Sir Stafford Northcote kindly remitted a sum of money through Lord Napier 
to be distributed amongst the Chaiitable Institutious at Madras. I£is Lordship kindly 
sent the sum of 1,000 Bupees to the Directors. Two words, MjJo and Female, have been 
furmshed with bedding for 25 Patiouts, and ore called “ Nortucotr Suboi^cal ano 
Medical W.uids.” 

The late Doctor Wyllie, c.b., of the Madias Medical Establishment, bequeathed the 
sum of 18,026 Bupees for the poor of this Institution. 

Lord Napier has kindly furnished bedding for 11 Patiouts, which is called the “Naheb 
Ward.'* His Lordship, vith the late Honorable B. Ellis, has Mso undertaken liberally 
to build a School-room which is now completed to educate tlie Foundliugs, the children 
of the Paupers in the Institution, and the poorer childieu in and about the neighbour- 
hood. 

The Honorable Gajapathi Bau has kindly contributed 1,000 Rupees, which was applied 
for furnishing a Word fur 8 Patients, and which Ward has been designated as that of the 
family of ** Stbee Oodays.” This contribution is in addition to 400 Bnpoes annually 
granted by this charitable Native gentleman. 

The Maharajah of Vizianogrum has also lately very liberally placed the sum of lOyOOO 
Bupees at the disposal of the Directors for the erection of a Word, for Bed-riddeu Paupers. 
The Word is now completed and will contain about 20 Beds and designated after the 
name of the Maharajah. 

The Zemindar of Ealahustry very kindly sent a donation of 2,000 Bupees after visiting 
the Institution, as indicative of his satisfaction and good-wiU towards chori^. 

The new buildings in the Choultry are now completed, viz., 8 blocks ; 2 blocks are to 
contain 25 Paupers each, and the other 80 Paupers. The improvements are now complete.

The Ghonltry is undergoing groat improTomeniii. The old Alms House has been pulled 
down, and thiee new buildings in separate blocks have been completed. 

The Wook to accommodate 26 Paupers is already finished. The Native Infirmary 
attached to the Choultry has also undergone great improvements. Several of the old 
buildings were removed, and three new blocks have been erected. Two other blocks 
have been built by Government on the north-west of the Infirmary, for the reception and 
treatment of contagious diseases. By the above improvements and additions, the Infirm- 
ary can now accommodate 100 Patients, and the Contagious Wards 20. The Native 
Infirmary is undergoing farther improvements. Mr. D. Sassoon of Bombay has kindly, 
through Lord Napier, given 4,000 Bs. for the Institution, out of the sum it is proposed 
to build au Operating-room and Surgery over the present Surgery. This building is now 
completed. 

In the year 1867, the Vencatagherry Bajah built a Choultry to tl.e east of the Monegar, 
which cost about 9,400 Bs., in which 70 Paupers are fed daily and olothod, besides 180 out- 
door poor receive 2 ollocks of Baw-iice per diem. The Bajah contributes annually Bs. 
5,000 to meet the expouses of this branch of his charity. The Rajah has forwarded h> 
the Directors the sum of one lac, the interest of which is to support this Institution.

< The Mysobb Govebnmewt Gabdek, commonly known as the Lal Baoh, (from the Hindu* 
! stam, rasnifying red or ruby and (jarden) is under the direction of a Bupeiintendent who is 
responsible to the Commissioner. The preseat Supennte dent is Mr. J. Oahbboe. The 
garden is situated about two miles, soutli-east of the centre of the Catitoumeut, and oovem 
an area of about 50 acres of ground, which slopes gently fiom the southern boundary, where 
there is a tank communicating with water cnauiiels which are led through most of the 
garden. The greater portion of the ground is very tastefully lud out in ornamental lawne 
uid terraced flower gardens with green houses, aviary, and cages for laons, Tigers and 
Cheetahs, Ac. The Menagerie has now been eudosed and enlarged ; a Picnic House built ; 
tlie large Tettaoe oompletM. and upon which it is contemplated to build au Exhibitiou houM. 
The Deer Pai'k is situated at the East end of the gai'dens and neatly adds to the ouriosi* 
ties of the garden. Eitiits and Vegetables are cultivated and aoolimatized to a greater 
extent than hitheito. The garden is open from 6 a. m. till dusk. CaiTiages and horses ai'o 
expected to enter bv the left-hand entrance gate, and letuni by the one on the right, keep- 
ing to the main drive which encircles the gaiden. Furious ^vmg is stiiotly prohibitea. 
Visttors are not permitted to pluck flowers or fnuts ; and are expected not to bring dogs 
to the garden, as they do much injury to the plants and seed beds. Plants and seeds may 
be purchased at the garden. 

A large ornamental Fernery has been built adjoiumg the rookery in which the ooUeotion 
of Ferns will be arranged geographically. 

The plants in the gardens are being permanently named for the informatioa of vUdtoiB. 
And au economic g»‘den m which the officinal and medicinal plante will be brought togetiMV 
aud grouped acoo^ig to their natiual orders is being foimed near the Henagene.

Is the capital of the Kizam's territoriw and the present seat of Govemmont It is 
situated within 6 miles from the Fort of Golcondah, its distance from Calcutta la about 
963 miles, from Madras 460, and from Bombay 470 miles. The Nizam’s country viz., that 
part under the sole management of His Highness’ Government oontams an area of about 
Soiooo square miles. Although no census has been taken of the population, yet it is 
generally computed at ten ir^ons. It is bounded by Berar on the north, the Madras 
Residency on the south, Bombay on the west, and the Central Provinces on the east 
The popuatlon of the of Hyderabad is supposed to be about (four) 4 hundred thousand. 
The UCT is approached V ntunerous bridges, gates and posterns, it being surrounded 
by a stone wsu, whi<h, however, is in a weak ana ruinous state. Great improvements are, 
however, bi^ effected in the city, by widening the streets in several parte, and sanitary 
anangemeote are being slowly introduced under the present enlightened minister.

The Hill Fort of Gdoondah was anciently the seat of its Government, and in the Fort 
a well ga near it are the fsr-famed Tombs of Golcondah, a senes of s^endid mausoleums 
built in oriental Btgrls over the departed Sovereigns and Princes of the Hyderabad dynasty. 
The Tombs are greatly admired for their extent and beauty.

1. On and after the Ist January 1878, registered letters and parcels may be insured for 
the actual value, as certified on them by the sender, for transnussion by inland post, 

2. The facihty for insuring registered letters and parcels will be made available at 
almost all post offices ; the only exceptions bemg a few vernacular offices. The Qcrvem- 
ment will jgoarantee to the sender the safe transit of insured registered letters and parcels, 
and will give compensation to him, within the insured value, for any actual loss ocionxzing 
in transit from any cause whatsoever, except in tbo oases described below. 

The excepted oases are as follows 

(1).— Misdelivery arising out of inoorrsotness or incomplsfeenesi of the addreu 
written by the sen w. 

Wrong deoluration or fraud on the part of the sender or addressee. 

(8).— When the receipt or acknowledgment has been signed by the addressee or his 
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tih« m&der does bbt intmution of lofi irifhin throe momihft from the 
date of pqttixig. 

(5) .— In oases of damaro as disiingaished from loss ; it being wnderetood t hat th e le a der 

is rcsponsibie nr the proper paohing of articles liable to damage so as to proh 
vide safficient protection tor them. 

(6) .—When there is no visible damage to the envelope or other covering or seels : it 

being understood that the s^er must so pack the letter or parcel that its 
contents cannot be touched vrithout visible damage as aforesaid being oansed. ‘ 

8. The compensation will be payable one month after the date on whioh intimation of 
loss is given by the sender to the post ofice, excrot in oaees in whioh the postmaster 
general or chief inspector of post offices may consider that the oiroumstanees demand tile 
withholding of payment peuoing enquiry. 

4. Aa. acknowledgment signed by the addressee will in ordinary course be tmAsmit- 
ted to the sender: and in tlie event of the acknowledgment conveying the intimation of 
loss, or of the non-receipt of an acknowledgment within three months, he is expected to 
give intimation to the post office.

With nferenoo to Bnlo 8 in the ** Instraetions lor the pruidance SmTogates,” I am 
directed by tbe Bight Beverend the Bishop to inform you, tliat, inasmuch as the pre* 
scribed residence os fifteen days before the granting of a marriage license has from mme 
to time been fonnd impraeticaDle, and there has mtherto been no requirement that a 
period of time sboold elapse during which the Surrogate, after receiving an application 
for a license, may inquire concerning the parties dosinug to be married, and for want of 
due inquiry improper marriages have occasionally taken place— the residence of fiftem 
da 3 rB is no longer required, hut instead thereof the Surrogate must heneeforth require 
tiiat every application for a license be made m writmg, and that, after he has received 
such apphcauon and immediately before his granting the lioonse, one of the parties to 
be manned shall reside in his (the Surrogate’s) Station or Bistnct for four successive 
days. He must not issue the license until satisfied by affidavit* of such four days^ xesi* 
deuce. 

2. A similar rule to this was promulgated by the Bight Beverend the Metropolitan 
last year for observance in the Ifiocese ef Calcutta. 

8. The opinion of the Advooate>Gteneral of Madras as to the power of Indian Bishops 
to soon a rule, obtained through the Government, is here subjoined 

OPINION. 

It IB true that 4, Geo. IV., Gap. 78, Sec. 14, (the enactment regulating the grant of 
licenses for marria^ by the Surrogate or other authorised person), provides tiiat one of 
the parties shall swear to having resided for fifteen days precednig within the Parish or 
Chaplaincy ; and that the residenee for fifteen days in such caseq is, accordingly, a 
» rule” of the Church of England. 


2. Considering, however, that tbe practice has never been observed in the Diocese of 
GaJentta, and euly very partially obseryed in the Diocese of Madras, I do not consider 
that it can haye been me intention of Section 6 of the Christian Marrian Act of 1872 to 
impose a rule not hitherto observed or to deprive the Indian Bishops of a power, which 
they appear lon^ to have exercised, of prescribmg a shorter period than that laid down 
in the Act. I think, therefore, that it is competent to the Bishop to issue instmotions as 
to residenoe in such cases similar to those issued by tbe Bight Beverend the Metropolitan 
for the Clergy in BengaL

Bulb Vm.— In those stations in which a mason has been appointedt who alone is 
allowed to worh withm the cemetery, he is required, in exchange for the monopoly, to 
collect the fees on monumeute and masonry graves, and pay them to the Chaplain ( and 
any person ordering the construction of a masonry grave or monument by a mason or 
undertaker other than the person appointed by the Chaplain must pay the fees in advance. 

Note — Fees on masonry graves and monuments constructed by the appointed mason 
or undertaker need not be paid m advance, but, in case of failure of payment, their re 
oovery must be entrusted by the Chaplain to tlie Magistrate or Deputy Comnussioner as 
the case may be.

Bule lX.—The fees proscribed in Buies 1, 2, and B should be paid to the Chaplain or,

But when such 
rights already exist, they arc not without leason to be mterfered with, ifud special coses 
as tliey aiiso may require exceptional treatment. And in bueh eases the Archdeacon 
may exercise his discretion with the sanction of the local Government. 

All piivate rights must, however, cease if for sanitary oi other public reasons the 
cemeteiy is closed agamsi bunalh, or even that portion of it in which we private ground 
IS idtuated, but m special cases the Ai ehdeacou may exercise his discretion of givmg per- 
mission to open a vault or mabomy giave. 

(8.) No kuteha grove can be opened m any cemetery for the purpose of converting it 
into a masomy grave without application to the Aichdeacon, which must be accompanied 
by a certiilcate &om the Principal Medical Uilicer that this may be done without nek to 
pubhc health. 

Bule XII.-“{1 ) Wlien a piece of ground is granted by Government as a cemetery to a 
Eailway Company for the mterment of its own servants, winch afterwards keeps it in ’ 
repau and provides tho necessary establishment, so that beyond the original grant of 
ground Goveiuraont is at no expense, the collection and application of fees acmilng is 
left to the decision of tho Bailway Company winch maiutauis the cemetery in good 
order and repair. 

(2.) The Commissioner or Distiictor Judicial Oflloer, and in military stations the 
o&cer commanding, should mspcct buth cemeteiiob and report to Government if they 
find them negligently kept.

ft. The lollewuig scale of estaldishxnenti should be maintained at sB cemeteries 

(i.) For a cemetery of which the area is five acres or less, one maU^ohaukidar ; 

(ii.) For a cemetery of which the area is more than five and less than ten acres, one 
toali-chankidar and one assistant oooly ; 

(lii.) For a oemeteiv of which the area is more than tea and less than fifteen acres, 
one znaU-chaukldar and two assistant coolies ; 

(iv.) For a cemetery of which the area is more than 15 acres, one mali-chaukidar and 
three assistant coolies. * 

It is left to the local Governments and AdministrationB to determine the proper wa^ee to 
be given to each servant. The cost of this establishment will be oharged to Provincial 
Services in the case of those local Governments and Admimstrations m which the Pro- 
vincial Service arrangements are in force, and m the case of other local Governments 
and Administrations and the Military Works Branch of the Public Works Department to 
Imperial Funds. In either case the charge will be included m the CivilBudget Estimate. 

8. The size of kutcha and pucka graves should be limited to 8' x 4', and the amount 
of ground to be enclosed should he restricted to 11* x 7', by external measurement m both 
cases. Ko monument over a pucka grave must exceed B' x 4* at the base, except mth the 
previous sanction of the local Goverumeut concerned. A simple cross or head-stone on 
an adequate masonry foundation, not exceeding 8’ x 2', is the only monument that should 
be allowed over a kutcha grave ; no kutcha grave should be enclosed by a railmg. 

4. No portion of the receipts from cemeteries should bo retained by any Government 
officer to be directly expended by himself ; all such receipts should be paid mlo the Oivil 
Treasury to the credit of the Public Works Department. In the case of receipts from 
cemeteries in charge of the Militarjr Works Branch and under those Governments and 
Administrations in which the Provincial Service arrangements are not m force, the 
credit will be treated in the Public Works accounts as a receipt under Imperial Publio 
Works Beventie. In the case of tlie otlier Governments and Admimstrations the credit 
wiU be raised to Provincial Service Public Works Bevenue. But the amount passed upon 
the joint estimate framed by the Executive Engineer and Chaplain to provide for plant- 
ing a cemetery and preserving it m decent order should be entrusted to the Chaplain 
where there is one. Where there is no resident Chaplain, the amount should be placed 
at the disposal of the Chief Magistrate on the spot, or of the semor Military Officer if the 
cemetery is attached to a mihta^ cantonment. The necessary funds for the purpose will be 
advanced by the Executive Engmeer concerned to the Chapl^ or Civil or MiliturV Officer. 
Bills for the expenditure should be rendered by the officer to whom the advance has been 
made, either monthly or otherwise, to the Executive Engineer, who will charge for the 
amount thereof in the usual way m Ins accounts. Until the bills are received and oharged 
off, the advance will be placed in the Miscellaneous Advance Account of the Executive 
Enmneer. All planting of shrubs and trees by private persons in cemeteries should be 
under the control of the Chaplam if resident, otherwise under that of the Magistrate or 
semor Military Officer, as the case may be.

Bxbolution.— O n a reconsideration of the subject, the Government of India think it 
necessary to modify the rules contained m the Eesolution of 8th September 1876, so far 
as regards the bunal of deceased Boznan Cathohcs. The Government of India have now 
decided : 

1st, that at stations where there is a Boman Catholic Priest drawing on allowance from 
Government, he shall be held bound to read the bunal service over the body of every 
deceased Boman Catholic brought for bunal, unless he be excused from doing so by the 
rubncs and canons of the Boman Catholic Church : and that when the Boman Catholic 
Priest refuses to read the burial service over the body of a deceased Boman Gatholio 
! soldier, the Military authonties shall make proper arrangements for the decent mtezment 
of the corpse ; 

2ndfy, that where there is no Boman Catholic Priest paid by the State, the Protestant 
Chaplain shall, if requested by the fnends of the deceased, or by the Officer Commandmg, 
be bound to bury the deceased according to the rites and ntual of the Church of England, 
except m either of the three cases m which Protestant Chaplains in India are excused 
from burying a deceased Protestant, viz., dying unbaptized even by lay baptism ; exooin- 
municatM by the major excommunication , or declared to be Je/o de se ; and tnat when 
a Protestant Chaplam refuses to officiate at the bunal of a deceased Boman Catholic 
soldier on either of the three abovementioned grounds, the Military authonties shall, as 
in the case of refusal by a Boman Catholic Piiest, make proper arrangements for the 
decent interment of the corpse ; 

Brdfy, that whenever, with or without famishing any explanation of his reasons, a 
Boman Gatiiolio Priest paid by the State, or a Protestant Chaplam refuses to perform the 
funeral rites of his Church over the body of a deceased Boman Catholic soldier, the cir- 
cnmstiuiceB of the case sliould be fully zeportedjj^by the Mihtury authonties fpr the con- 
sideration and orders of the Govemmeut of India. 

2. The Governor-General in Council is accordingly pleased to direct the modification 
in the above sense of the provisions of paragraphs io to 19 inclusive of the BeSolution, 
8th September 1876.
